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EXPLANATORY    PREFACE, 


That  space  and  time;  which,  in  prefaces,  are  usually  employed  in  setting 
forth  the  objects  and  the  utility  of  the  work,  I  shall  here  employ  in  describing 
the  contents  of  this  work,  and  in  explaining  certain  parts  of  it,  which  I  think 
may  stand  in  need  of  explanation  ;  in  doing  which,  I  shall  proceed  in  the  order 
in  which  the  matters  lie  before  me. 

I.  The  book  begins  with  a  General  Account  of  England  and  Wales  ;  first, 
stating  the  geographical  situation,  the  boundaries,  the  extent,  and  the  popula- 
tion of  the  whole  country ;  second,  showing  how  the  country  is  divided  into 
Counties,  and  into  their  subdivisions,  this  part  being  accompanied  with  a  Map, 
showing  how  the  counties  are  locally  situated  relatively  to  each  other;  third, 
showing  how  the  counties  are  distributed  into  Circuits,  and  pointing  out  the 
assize-towns  in  the  several  circuits  ;  fourth,  showing  how  the  counties  or 
parts  of  counties,  are  distributed  into  Dioceses  ;  and,  fifth,  showing  how  the 
counties  are  now  divided  for  Parliamentary  Purposes. 

II.  After  this  comes  an  Index  to  the  Dictionary,  containing  the  names,  in 
alphabetical  order,  of  the  cities,  boroughs,  market  towns,  villages,  hamlets,  and 
tithings,  in  all  the  counties,  and  having,  against  the  name  of  each,  the  name  of 
the  county  under  which  the  particulars  relating  to  each  place  will  be  found. 

III.  The  Dictionary.  Here  the  English  counties,  in  alphabetical  order, 
come  first ;  and  then  the  Welsh  counties,  in  the  same  order.  Then,  under  each 
county,  come  the  names  of  all  the  cities,  boroughs,  market-towns,  villages,  ham- 
lets, and  tithings  in  that  county.  Immediately  preceding  the  name  of  each 
county  there  is  a  Map,  describing  the  boundaries  of  the  county,  and  pointing  out 
the  local  situation  of  its  cities,  boroughs,  and  market-towns.     Under  the  name 
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of  each  county  there  is  an  account  of  its  soil,  extent,  products,  population, 
rental,  poor-rates,  and  of  all  other  the  interesting  particulars  belonging  to  it ; 
under  the  name  of  each  city  and  other  principal  place,  there  is  a  history  of  it 
as  far  as  regards  matters  of  general  interest  or  of  great  curiosity ;  and,  where- 
ever  there  was  formerly  a  monastic  establishment,  the  nature  and  value  of  it  are 
mentioned  under  the  name  of  the  place,  whether  that  place  be  a  city  or  hamlet. 
The  distance  from  London  is  stated,  in  the  case  of  cities,  boroughs,  and  market- 
towns,  And,  in  the  case  of  the  villages,  hamlets,  and  tithings,  their  distances, 
and  also  their  bearings,  from  the  nearest  city,  borough,  or  market-town,  are 
stated ;  and  in  all  cases  the  population  is  stated.  In  places  where  there  are 
markets  or  fairs,  the  days  for  holding  them  are  stated,  and  mention  is  made  of 
the  commodities  dealt  in  at  the  fairs.  With  regard  to  localities,  it  is  not  the 
great  and  well-known' places,  but  the  small  and  obscure  places,  of  which  we 
want  a  knowledge,  How  many  scores  of  places  have  I  received  letters  from, 
and  there  being  no  post-mark,  or  it  being  illegible,  and  it  not  being  named 
in  the  date  of  the  letter,  have  been  unable  to  send  an  answer  with  any  chance 
of  its  reaching  its  destination !  Of  how  many  places  do  we  daily  read  in  the 
newspapers,  and  in  pamphlets  and  books,  of  which  places  we  never  before  heard, 
of  the  local  situation  of  which  we  know  nothing  ;  and  yet,  with  regard  to  which, 
we,  for  some  reason  or  other,  wish  to  possess  a  knowledge  !  It  was  from  the 
great  and  almost  constant  inconvenience  which  I  experienced  as  to  this  matter, 
that  induced  me  to  undertake  this  most  laborious  work.  For  instance,  if  we 
were  to  read  or  hear  something  of  a  transaction  at  Tilford,  how  are  we  to  know 
where  Tilford  is,  and  what  sort  of  a  place  it  is  ?  We  might,  from  some  circum- 
stance, learn  that  it  was  in  the  county  of  Surrey  ;  but  one  should  not  know 
whether  it  were  a  town  or  village,  or  what  it  was,  nor  in  what  part  of  the  county 
it  lay.  My  book,  in  the  Index,  tells  us  that  it  is  in  Surrey;  in  the  Dictionary, 
it  tells  us,  that  it  is  a  tithing,  that  it  is  in  the  parish  of  Farnham,  and  that 
Farnham  is  a  market-town,  distant  therefrom  in  a  N.W.  direction,  that  is,  at 
39  miles  distant  from  London  ;  and  the  county -map  shows  us,  that  this  market- 
town  lies  at  the  western  extremity  of  the  county.  In  many  cases  it  was 
unnecessary  to  state  the  distances  of  hamlets  and  tithings  from  any  other  place ; 
but  in  all  such  cases  the  parish  (being  city,  borough,  town,  or  village)  is  made 
known ;  which  makes  our  knowledge  on  the  subject  quite  minute  enough.  For 
instance,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  Bagshot  is  a  hamlet,  the  distance  of  which 
from  Chertsey,  the  nearest  town,  is  not  stated  ;  but  the  book  tells  us,  that  it  is 
in  the  village  and  parish  of  Windlesham,  and  that  that  village  is  1\  miles  from 
Chertsey  ;  so  that  here  is  nothing  wanting.  There  now  reitfain  to  be  explained 
some  things,  which,  if  left  unexplained,  might  lead  to  error.  First,  under 
the  name,  in  the  Dictionary,  of  each  county,  is  given  the  number  of  parishes  it 
contains.  This  frequently  leaves  out  townships,  a  great  many  of  which  have 
separate  parochial  jurisdiction  ;  but  it  was  impossible,  in  all  cases,  to  come  at  a 
correct  knowledge  of  the  facts  relating  to  this  matter :  and,  therefore,  the  pa- 
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ishes,  so  called,  have,  in  the  statistical  table  as  well  as  in  the  Dictionary,  gene- 
rally been  taken  as  they  stood  in  the  official  returns  to  Parliament.  Second, 
as  the  Dictionary  part  was  compiled  before  the  Reform-law  was  passed,  the 
number  of  members  of  Parliament  returned  by  the  several  counties,  cities,  and 
boroughs,  stands  in  this  part  of  the  book  according;  to  the  rotten-borough  sys- 
tem ;  but  this  matter  is  amply  set  to  rights  in  the  tables  which  are  at  the  close 
of  the  book,  and  which  it  is  now  my  business  to  describe. 

IV.  Next  after  the  Dictionary  comes  a  statistical  table  (which  is  called 
No.  I.) ;  which  states,  against  the  name  of  each  county  in  England,  and  against 
that  of  the  whole  of  Wales,  the  following  pieces  of  information  ;  namely,  its 
square  miles,  its  acres  of  land,  its  number  of  parishes ;    number  of  market- 
towns  ;  number  of  members  of  Parliament  according  to  the  new  law  ;   number 
of  former  monastic  establishments ;  number  of  public  charities  ;  number  of 
parishes  which  have  no  churches ;  number  of  parishes  the  population  of  each 
of  which  is  under  a  hundred  persons ;   number  of  parishes  which  have  no  par- 
sonage-houses ;   number  of  parishes  in  which  the  parsonage-houses  are  unfit  to 
live  in;   annual  amount  of  the  county  poor-rates  according  to  return  of  1818, 
that  being  the  last  presented  ;    number  of  paupers  at  that  time  ;   the  annual 
rental  of  the  county  at  the  same  time,  no  return   having  since   been  made  ; 
total  population  of  the  county  according  to  return  of  1821  ;   number  of  houses 
in  the  county,  in  1821,  no  return  on  that  subject  having  been  made  since  ;   the 
proportion  between  the  poor-rates  and  the  rental  of  the  county  ;  the  proportion 
between  the  number  of  paupers  and  the  number  of  houses  in  the  county  ;   the 
county  poor-rates  in   1776,  by  way  of  comparison  ;    the  number  of  persons  to 
each  square  mile  in  the  county ;   the  number  of  acres  of  land  to  each  person  in 
the  county ;  the  number  of  acres  of  land  to  each  house  in   the  county ;  the 
whole  of  the  male  population  in   1821,  no  distinction,  in  this  respect,  having 
been  made  in  the  last  return ;  number  of  agricultural  families,  handicraft  fami- 
lies, and  other  families,  all  according  to  the  return  of  1821,  no  information  of 
this  sort  being  given  in  the  last  return ;   number  of   agricultural  males   in 
the  county  ;   number  of   able   labourers  ;    number  of   acres  of   land   in  the 
county  to  each  of  its  able  labourers !   In  a  table  like  this,  containing  such  a 
mass  of  figures,  it  was  next  to  impossible  to  avoid,  either  in  author  or  printer, 
something  in  the  way  of  error,  and  one,  and  I  believe  only  one,  has  been  com- 
mitted here ;   and  that  is,  in  the  statement  of  the  number  of  acres  of  land  to 
each  person  and  to  each  house  in  the  county  of  Middlesex.     As  I  firmly  believe, 
that  a  fiftieth  part  as  much  really  useful  information  was  never  before  given  in 
so  small  a  compass  ;  so  I  am  quite  sure,  that  a  hundredth  part  as  much  was 
never  before  published  at  a  similar  price.     This  Table,  the  whole  of  which  the 
reader  sees  at  two  openings  of  the  book,  has  cost  me,  first  and  last,  months  of 
labour. 

V.  In  Table  No.  II.  we  come  to  the  new  and  important   Parliamentary 
Divisions  and  Distibutions.     This  Table  again  ranges  the  counties  in  their 
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alphabetical  order,  and  shows,  at  one  view,  the  distribution  of  the  country  for 
the  purposes  connected  with  the  election  of  members  to  serve  in  parliament 
(according  to  the  act  of  1832) ;  naming  the  counties,  describing  the  divisions 
(where  there  are  divisions)  in  the  counties,  stating  the  places  for  holding  the 
election  courts,  stating  the  polling  places  in  each  county  or  division  of  a  coun- 
ty, naming  the  cities  and  boroughs  in  the  county  returning  members  to 
Parliament,  and  stating  the  number  of  members  for  each  county,  and  each  city 
and  borough ;  and,  finally,  the  whole  number  of  members  returned  by  each 
county. 

VI.  But  as  the  cities  and  boroughs  are,  in  the  Table  No  II.  not  accompanied 
by  a  statement  of  their  population,  Table  No  III.  gives  them  with  their  popu- 
lation in  their  new  boundaries ;  and  also  the  counties  of  England  with  their 
present  populations,  separate  from  that  of  the  cities  and  boroughs ;  and  then 
the  total  population  of  each  county,  and  the  total  number  of  members  that 
each  county  is  to  return.  Wales,  for  want  of  any  return  relative  to  it 
respecting  these  matters,  is  given  (as  to  its  population)  in  this  Table  without  the 
distinction  just  mentioned. 

VII.  In  order  that  no  part  of  this  most  interesting  and  most  memorable 
change,  made  by  the  Reform-law,  may  be  left  without  information  relative  to  it, 
and  that  information  may  be  always  at  hand,  Table  No.  IV.  gives  the  names 
of  all  the  rotten  boroughs  wholly  cashiered,  and  also  of  those  half-cashiered,- 
by  the  Act  of  4  June,  1832,  together  with  the  counties  in  which  they  are, 
and  the  number  of  voters  which  they  formerly  had,  this  being  matter  which 
never  ought  to  be  effaced  from  the  minds  of  Englishmen. 

Such  is  the  book  that  I  now  present  to  my  readers ;  and  if  it  prove  tiresome 
to  them,  I  beseech  them  to  think  of  what  it  must  have  been  to  its  author  1  It 
has  done  one  thing  for  me,  at  any  rate  ;  it  has  at  last  taught  me,  at  the  end  of 
three-score  years  of  labour,  that  there  is  something  that  can  fatigue  ;  and  it  is 
a  truly  curious  fact  that  I  am  putting  this  on  paper  in  the  VERY  ROOM  in 
which  Dr.  Johnson  wrote  his  plaintive  preface  to  the  prodigious  production  of 
his  patient  toil.

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ENGLAND    AND    WALES. 


SITUATION,    BOUNDARIES,    AND    EXTENT. 

1.  This  Country  is  in  Europe,  and  lies  between  49  (leg.  50  min.  and 
55  deg.  40  min.  of  North  latitude.  2.  It  is  bounded,  on  the  East,  by  the 
German  Ocean  ;  on  the  South,  by  the  English  Channel ;  on  the  West,  by  St. 
George's  Channel ;  on  the  North,  by  Scotland,  from  which  it  is  separated  by 
the  river  Tweed,  and  by  a  line,  which  is  imaginary,  running  along  the  Cheviot 
hills,  and  falling  in  at  the  head  of  the  Frith  of  Solway.  3.  Its  extreme 
length,  from  the  Lizard  Point,  in  Cornwall,  to  the  town  of  Berwick-upon- 
Tweed,  in  Northumberland,  is  403  English  miles;  and  its  extreme  widen, 
from  the  North  Foreland,  in  Kent,  to  the  Land's  End,  in  Cornwall,  is  370 
English  miles.  4.  The  whole  country  is  computed  to  contain  49,450  square 
miles;  and,  according  to  returns  made  to  the  House  of  Commons,  in  the 
year  1831,  the  population  was  14,171,591. 

England  and  Wales  form  one  and  the  same  country,  as  to  all  matters, 
except  with  regard  to  some  particulars  connected  with  the  administration  of 
justice.  Wales  is,  for  these  purposes,  considered  as  being  divided  into  North 
Wales  and  South  Wales ;  but  in  all  other  respects,  the  several  counties  of 
Wales  are  considered  in  the  same  light  as  the  several  counties  in  England ; 
and  I  have  now  to  speak  of  the  divisions  of  this  whole  country  : — First, 
Of  the  divisions  which  have  been  made  for  the  purposes  of  municipal  govern- 
ment;  Second,  Of  those  which  have  been  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  justice  in  the  superior  courts;  Third,  Of  the  ecclesiastical 
divisions,  or  those  which  have  been  made  for  purposes  connected  with  the 
affairs  of  the  church  as  by  law  established  ;  and,  Fourth,  Of  the  divisions, 
which  have  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  electing  members  to  represent  the 
people  in  parliament. 

iMUNlCIPAL    DIVISIONS. 

The  country  is  divided  into  counties,  each  having  its  lord  lieutenant,  its 
sheriff,  its  militia,  its  justices  of  the  peace,  and  its  inferior  peace -officers.  Each 
county  is  divided  into  Hundreds,  Lathes,  Ridings,  Wards, or  Wapen- 
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takes,  one  of  which  names  is  used  in  some  counties,  and  others  of  them  in  other 
counties,  but  always  meaning  the  same  thing  ;  namely,  the  greatest  subdivisions 
of  the  county.  These  greatest  subdivisions  are  again  divided  into  parishes. 
In  some  few  cases  there  is  a  second  subdivision  before  the  parishes  come  ;  but, 
in  all  cases,  the  parishes  come  at  last.  The  lord  lieutenant  is  the  commander 
of  the  militia,  and  is  at  the  head  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  ;  the  sheriff  is, 
throughout  the  county,  the  chief  executor  of  the  behests  of  the  law  ;  and  the 
justices,  who  are  in  their  several  vicinages,  the  conservators  of  the  peace,  assem- 
ble, once  in  every  three  months,  in  general  County-Sessions,  to  inquire  into 
and  punish  offences  coming  within  their  jurisdiction.  The  cities  and  ancient 
boroughs,  in  the  several  counties,  have  their  corporate  justices  of  the  peace, 
with  sometimes  an  exclusive,  and  sometimes,  with  the  county  justices,  a  con- 
current jurisdiction.  The  parishes  have  each  its  churchwardens,  and  over- 
seers, and  surveyor  of  the  highways.  The  business  of  the  first  is  to  take  care 
of  the  building  of  the  church;  that  of  the  third  to  keep  the  roads  of  the 
parish  in  repair  ;  but  it  is  the  second  whose  office  is  of  the  greatest  importance, 
namely,  that  of  administering  relief  to  the  poor,  and  of  collecting,  from  the  land 
and  householders  of  the  parish,  the  money  necessary  for  that  purpose ;  and 
the  law  makes  it  the  bounden  duty  of  an  overseer  of  the  poor,  to  take  care, 
that,  within  the  limits  of  his  parish,  no  human  being  suffer  from  want  of  food, 
raiment,  or  shelter.  The  counties  are  52  in  number,  40  in  England  and  12 
in  Wales.  A  list  of  the  names  of  them  will  be  found  under  the  next  head  ; 
and,  in  their  proper  order  in  the  book,  all  the  particulars  as  to  extent,  popu* 
lation,  hundreds,  cities,  towns,  parishes,  &c.  relating  to  each  will  be  amply 
stated. 

judicial  divisions. 

Each  county  has,  as  we  have  seen,  a  complete  government  in  itself ;  and 
it  pays  all  the  expenses  by  taxes  raised  within  itself,  for  the  purpose  of 
sustaining  this  government  and  of  carrying  it  on.  The  general  or  royal 
government  interferes  only  in  the  appointing  of  the  lords  lieutenant,  the 
sheriffs,  the  county-justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  officers  of  the  militia,  and 
in  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  civil  causes,  and  in  the  case  of  grave 
crimes.  For  this  purpose,  judges,  commissioned  by  the  king,  are  sent  into 
the  several  counties  twice  in  every  year.  Two  judges  go  into  each  county, 
and  each  two  are  commissioned  to  take  a  certain  number  of  counties,  lying 
contiguous  to  one  another,  and  to  go  from  county  to  county,  until  the  business 
be  ended.  The  counties  are,  for  this  purpose,  divided  into  circuits,  or. 
rounds,  eight  in  number ;  and  to  know  the  particulars  of  which  division  is  a 
matter  of  occasional  importance  to  every  man  in  the  kingdom.  These  par- 
ticulars are  all  contained  in  the  following  Table,  which  exhibits,  First,  The 
names  of  the  whole  of  the  English  counties  in  alphabetical  order,  and  of  the 
Welsh  in  the  same  order  ;  Second,  The  cities  and  towns  at  which  the  judges 
hold  their  sittings,  which,  in  this  case,  are,  in  the  old  Norman  language,  called 
assizes,  while  the  towns  at  which  the  judges  sit  are  called  assize-towns  ; 
Third,  Against  the  name  of  each  county,  the  name  of  the  circuit  within 
which  it  is  embraced  ;  Fourth,  The  names  of  all  the  circuits,  in  alphabetical 
order;  Fifth,  The  names  of  the  counties  embraced  in  each  circuit.  Thus 
the  reader  has  the  whole  of  this  matter  under  his  eye  at  one  view;  observing 
only,  that,  in  some  few  of  the  counties,  the  assizes  are  held  alternately  at 
different  towns.

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ECCLESIASTICAL    DIVISIONS. 

Provinces  are  the  grand  divisions.  There  are  two  of  these,  that  of  Can- 
terbury and  that  of  York,  each  of  which  has  its  Archbishop.  Then 
these  Provinces  are  divided  into  Dioceses,  each  of  which  has  its  Bishop. 
There  are  twenty-six  dioceses,  each  of  which  takes  the  name  of  the  City 
which  is  situated  within  the  diocese.  Of  these  twenty-six  dioceses,  or 
bishoprics,  the  two  archbishops  have  one  each.  They  are  bishops  as  well  as 
archbishops  ;  one  of  them  having  the  bishopric  of  Canterbury,  and  the  other 
having  the  bishopric  of  York.  So  that  there  are  but  twenty-six  archbishops 
and  bishops  in  the  whole.  The  dioceses  are  divided  into  Benefices,  which 
generally  consist  of  one  parish  each  ;  but  sometimes  of  two  or  more,  which, 
since  the  Protestant  Reformation,  have  been  "  united"  by  acts  of  the 
parliament.  There  are,  besides  these  divisions,  "  archdeaconries "  and 
"  rural  deaneries  ;  "  but  though  they  serve  as  a  pretext  for  drawing  immense 
sums  of  money  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  people,  they  are  of  so  little  practical 
use,  that  people  in  general  do  not  know,  and  never  have  heard,  that  there  are 
any  such  institutions  in  existence  ;  and  as  to  the  Deans  and  Chapters,  with 
ail  their  Prebendaries,  Canons,  &c.  the  people  know  not  the  meaning  of  the 
words,  and  only  know  that  the  persons  bearing  the  names  wallow  in  wealth, 
derived  from  tithes  and  other  public  property,  and  render  no  sort  of  service 
in  return. 

With  regard  to  the  revenues  of  the  Church,  and  to  the  distribution  of  these 
revenues  amongst  the  different  classes  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Impropriations, 
that  is  a  subject  foreign  to  this  work,  which  professes  to  treat  only  of  the 
several  territorial  divisions  and  subdivisions  of  the  country ;  bat  the  reader 
will  find,  in  Table  No.  I,  an  account  of  the  number  of  parishes  in  each 
county,  in  which  parishes  the  clergy  have  suffered  the  churches  to  fall  down, 
and  also  an  account  of  the  number  of  parishes  in  which  they  have  suffered 
the  parsonage-houses  to  fall  down,  or  to  become  unfit  to  live  in. 

The  three  following  Tables  exhibit  the  above-mentioned  divisions 
in  the  clearest  and  most  satisfactory  manner.  The  first  shows  what 
Dioceses  belong  to  each  of  the  two  Provinces  (the  Dioceses  being  ranged  in 
alphabetical  order),  and  also  shows  what  Counties  (or  parts  of  counties)  belong 
to  each  Diocese.  The  second  contains  an  alphabetical  list  of  all  the  Coun- 
ties, and  shows  what  diocese  each  county  is  in  ;  or,  in  cases  where  the  County 
is  distributed  between  two  or  more  Dioceses,  it  shows  what  that  distribution 
is.  The  third  contains  an  alphabetical  list  of  all  the  Dioceses,  and  shows 
how  many  Benefices  and  how  many  Churches  and  Chapels  there  are  in 
each  Diocese.

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BEDFORDSHIRE. 


An  Inland  County  of  England,  bounded 
on  the  North  by  Huntingdonshire  and 
Northamptonshire,  on  the  East  by  Hert- 
fordshire and  Cambridgeshire,  on  the 
South  by  Buckinghamshire  and  Hert- 
fordshire, and  on  the  West  by  Bucking- 
hamshire. It  is  in  an  irregular  some- 
what oval  form,  and  is  about  34  miles  long 
and  19  broad.  The  area,  or  superficial 
measure,  of  it,  is  463  square  miles,  or 
296,320  statute  acres.  The  country  is 
generally  level,  and  the  land  very  good  : 
a  large  proportion  is  pasture  land  ;  but 
the  arable  is,  on  an  average,  much  better 
than  that  of  the  average  of  England; 
and  some  part  of  it  is  finer,  it  is  sup- 
posed, than  any  other  land  in  England. 
It  is  sufficiently  wooded,  is  rich  in  pas- 
ture and  in  all  sorts  of  cattle  and  agri- 
cultural produce,  and  has  very  little 
waste  or  poor  land. — It  has  no  large 
manufactories  ;  but  a  part  of  the  women 
and  children  are  employed  in  the  making 
of  lace  and  of  straw-plat ;  though  these 
are  not  in  amount  sufficient  to  prevent 
us  from  calling  this  a  purely  agricultural 
county. — Its  rivers  are  the  Ouse  and 
the  Ivel,  the  former  of  which  divides  the 
county  into  two  parts,  and  is  navigable 
as  far  as  the  borough  of  Bedford,  which 
is  the  capital  of  the  county. — The  pro- 
ducts of  Bedfordshire  are,  corn,  meat  of 
all  sorts  in  very  great  abundance,  butter  ; 
and  all  of  the  finest  quality. — This  county 
is  in  the  Province  of  Canterbury  ; 
in  the  Diocese  of  Lincoln,  and  in  the 
Norfolk  Circuit. — It  is  divided  into 
nine  hundreds;  namely,  Barford,  Big- 
gleswade, Clifton,  Flitt,Manshead,  Red- 


bornestoke,  Stodden,  Willey,  Wixham- 
tree. — There  are  131  parishes  and 
townships,  and  with  distinct  parochial 
jurisdiction  ;  and  10  market-towns  ; 
namely,  Ampthill,  Bedford,  Biggles- 
wade, Dunstable,  Harrold,  Luton, 
Leighton-  Buzzard,  Potton,  ShefTord, 
Woburn.  Bedford  town  sends  2  mem- 
bers to  parliament ;  and  its  2  members, 
with  the  2  for  the  county,  are  all  that 
this  county  is  permitted  to  send. — Before 
the  Protestant  "  Reformation,"  or  de- 
vastation, there  were  18  monastic  estab- 
lishments at  the  following  places  :  Bed- 
ford, Biggleswade,  Bissemede,  Caldwell, 
Chicksand,  Dunstable,  Eaton-Socon, 
Elstow,  Farle,  Grovesbury,  Harwood, 
Melchbourn,  Market- Street,  Newenham, 
Northill,  Warden,  Woburn  ;  under  the 
names  of  which  places  a  particular  ac- 
count of  these  establishments  is  given. — 
There  are  24  public  charities  in  this 
county,  mostly  very  ancient. — Of  the 
131  parishes  which  the  county  con- 
tains, there  are  6  which  have  less  than 
100  inhabitants  each  ;  10  which  have 
no  parsonage  houses  ;  39  which  have 
parsonage  houses,  which,  in  a  return 
made  to  parliament  in  1818,  the  in- 
cumbents represent  as  unfit  for  them  to 
live  in  ;  and,  in  the  whole  county,  there 
are  124  churches  ;  there  being  7  parishes 
and  townships  with  no  churches.  The 
poor-rates  of  the  county  amounted  an- 
nually, agreeably  to  a  return  made  to 
parliament  in  1818,  to  80,6382.  Is.  5%d.; 
the  number  of  paupers  was  7,030  ;  the 
annual  rental  of  all  the  real  property 
of  the  county  amounted  to  343,682/.  19s. 
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KM. ;  the  population,  by  return  of 
1821,  was  83,716;  and  the  number  of 
houses  15,412.  So  that  the  poor-rates 
amounted  to  a  fourth  part,  within  a  frac- 
tion, of  the  whole  of  the  rental ;  and 
there  were,  on  an»average,  1  pauper  to 
every  two  houses  throughout  the  county. 
According  to  the  same  return  of  1818, 
the  annual  poor-rates  of  this  whole 
county  amounted,  in  1776,  to  only 
16,310/. — There  are,  in  this  county,  on 
an  average,  181  persons  to  each  square 
mile,  which  is  about  4  acres  of  land  to 
every  person  ;  and  there  are,  within  a 
fraction,  18  acres  of  land  to  every  in- 
habited house,  including  the  most  miser- 
able houses  in  town  and  country,  and 
not  excepting  alms-houses. — The  male 
population  of  the  county  is  40,385.  The 
return  states  10,754  families  to  be  em- 
ployed in  agriculture  ;  4,827  families  in 
trade  and  handicraft ;  and  1,792  families 
to  consist  of  all  other  descriptions  of 
persons.  The  male  agricultural  popula- 
tion must,  therefore,  be  25,000  all  but  a 
fraction.  Of  these  we  must  allow  one 
half  to  be  children,  men  past  labour,  or 
men  infirm:  there  then  remain,  inclu- 
ding the  farmers  themselves,  12,500 
agricultural  labourers ;  that  is  to  say, 
one  labourer,  on  an  average,  to  every 
23£  acres  of  land.

BERKSHIRE. 


An  Inland  County  of  England,  bounded 
on  the  North  by  Oxfordshire  and  Buck- 
inghamshire, being  separated  from  them 
by  the  river  Tbames  ;  on  the  East  by 
Surrey;  on  the  South  by  Hampshire  ;  on 
the  West  and  North-west  by  Wiltshire 
and  Gloucestershire.  Its  length  is  about 
40  miles,  and  its  breadth  about  30.  Its 
form  is  uncommonly  irregular ;  but  it  is 
taken  to  be  about  140  miles  in  circum- 
ference. It  contains  756  square  miles, 
and  483,840  acres,  statute  measure ; 
about  one  half  is  estimated  as  arable, 
two-thirds  of  the  remainder  pasture, 
and  the  rest  woodlands  and  waste,  of 
which  latter,  and  of  a  very  poor  de- 
scription, that  is  a  considerable  tract, 
beginning,  on  the  east,  near  to  Windsor 
Great  Park,  and,  with  little  intermission, 
continuing  on  nearly  to  Hungerford  ; 
that  is  to  say,  from  one  end  of  the  county 
to  the  other.  This  tract  is  a  strip  of 
sandy  and  gravelly  land,  all  along  on 
nearly  the  southern  edge  of  the  county. 
With  the  exception  of  this  tract,  the 
land  of  Berkshire  is  generally  good  ; 
and  especially  in  the  Vale  of  Berkshire, 
in  nearly  the  centre  of  which  lies  the 
ancient  town  of  Wantage,  the  name  of 
which  (it  being  the  birth-place  of  Al- 
fred) ought  to  be  dear  to  every  En- 
glishman. This  is  a  pleasant  county, 
verv  beautifully  wooded,  salubrious  for 
the  far  greater  part,  well  watered  and  as- 
sisted by  the  rivers  Thames,  Kennett, 
Loddon,  Ock,  and  Lambourn,  and  by  the 
canals,  which  have  been  made  in  the 
county.  As  to  the  products  of  this 
county,  they  are  chiefly  agricultural, 
there  being  hardly  any  manufacturing 
carried  on  in  any  part  of  it ;  and,  the 
soil  being  generally  good,   these  pro- 


ducts are  abundant  in  proportion,  and 
rather  of  superior  quality.  Berkshire 
is  in  the  Province  of  Canterbury; 
in  the  Diocese  of  Salisbury  ;  and  is 
one  of  the  counties  of  the  Oxford  Cir- 
cuit. It  is  divided  into  20  Hundreds, 
named  as  follows  : — Beynhurst,  Bray, 
Charlton,  Compton,  Cookham,  Fair- 
cross,  Farringdon,  Ganfield,  Hormer, 
Kintbury-Eagle,  Lambourn,  Moreton, 
Ock,  Reading,  Ripplesmere,  Shriven- 
ham,  Sonning,  Theale,  Wantage,  War- 
grave.  There  are  in  the  county  148 
parishes  ;  there  are  12  Market-towns, 
namely,  Abingdon,  Farringdon,  Hun- 
gerford, Ilsley,  Lambourn,  Maidenhead, 
Newbury,  Oakingham,  Reading,  Wal- 
lingford,  Wantage,  and  Windsor.  Of 
these  Abingdon,  Reading,  Wallingford, 
and  Windsor,  are  boroughs,  the  first 
sending  1  member  to  parliament,  and 
the  last  three  sending  2  members  each, 
which,  together  with  the  2  members 
for  the  county,  make  9  members  for 
this  county.  Reading  is  generally 
looked  upon  as  the  Capital  of  the 
county  ;  but,  as  the  scene  of  elections 
and  other  county  affairs,  Abingdon 
shares  with  it.  Before  the  Protestant 
"  Reformation/'  or  devastation,  there 
were  14  Monastic  establishments,  at  the 
following  places;  Abingdon,  Bish.im, 
Chaddleworth,  Farringdon,  Henley, 
Newbury,  Reading,  Donnington,  Shot- 
tesbrook,Steventon,  Strathfield-Say,  and 
Wallingford  ;  under  the  names  of  which 
places,  a  particular  account  of  these 
establishments  is  given.  There  are  57 
Public  Charities  (most  of  them  very 
ancient)  in  this  county,  8  of  which  are  at 
Abingdon,and  12  at  Newbury.  Of  the  148 
parishes  which  the  county  contains,  there 
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is   1  which  has  no   church ;    4  winch 
huve  less  than  100  inhabitants  each  ;  7 
which  have  no  parsonage-houses  ;  and 
21  which  have  parsonage-houses,  which, 
in    a   return   made    to    parliament    in 
1818,  the  incumbents  represent  as  unfit 
for  them  to  live  in.     The  Poor-Ra tes 
of    this     county    amounted    annually, 
agreeably  to  a  return  made  to  parliament 
in  1818,  to  185,172/.  17s.  lOd. ;  the  num- 
ber of  Paupers  was  19,013;  the  An- 
nual Rental  of  all  the  real  property  of 
the  county  amounted  to  652,082/.  10s.  ; 
the  Population,    by   return  of   1821, 
was  131,977,  and  the  number  of  houses 
24,705.    So  that,  the  poor-rates  amount- 
ed to  within  a  fraction  of  a  fourth  part 
of  the  rental,  and   there  were,    on  an 
average,  3  paupers  to  every  4  houses 
throughout  the  county.     According  to 
the   same  return   of   1818,  the  annual 
poor-rates  of  this  whole  county  amount- 
ed,   in  1776,  to   only  35,989/.,    while 
those  of  the  town  of  Reading  alone  now 
amount     annually    to     about    12,000/. 
There  are  in  this  county  175  persons  to 
each  square  mile  ;  that  is,  about  4  acres 
of  land  to  every  person  ;  and  there  are, 
within  a  fraction,  19  acres  of  land  to 
every  inhabited  house,  not  excepting  the 
most  miserable  of  places  in  the  poorest 
of  towns,  and  not  even  excepting  alms- 
houses.    The  male    population  of    the 
county  is    65,546.     The  return   states 
14,759  families  to  be  employed  in  agri- 
•  culture;    8,773  families   in  trade    and 
handicraft,  and  4,158  families  to  consist 
of  all    other    descriptions    of  persons. 
The  male  agricultural  population  must, 
therefore,    be  34,924  :    of  these,  about 
one  half  must  be  children,  must  be  past 
labour,  or  infirm  ;  there,   then,  remain, 
including  the  farmers  themselves,  17,462 
agricultural  labourers  ;  that  is   to  say, 
one  labourer,  on  an  average,  to  every 
28  acres  of  land.    ■

It  has  eight  hun- 
dreds ;  namely,  Ashendon,  Aylesbury, 
Buckingham,  Burnham,  Cottesloe,  Des- 
borough,  Newport,  and  Stoke.  Its 
principal  Rivers  are,  the  Thames,  the 
Ouse,  and  the  Colne.  It  is  divided 
from  Berkshire  by  the  Thames.  It  has 
fifteen  Market  Towns  ;  namely,  Buck- 
ingham and  Aylesbury,  which  share 
between  them  the  honour  belonging  to 
the  county  town ;  Amersham,  Beacons- 
field,  Chesham,  Colnbrook,  Ivinghoe, 
Newport-Pagnell,  Olney,  Risborough, 
Stoney-Stratford,  Wendover,  Wycombe, 
Winslow,  Great  Marlow.  This  county 
sends  two  members  to  parliament,  and 
two  members  are  also  sent  from  each  of 
the  following  boroughs  of  this  county; 
Buckingham,  Aylesbury,  Chipping- 
Wycombe,  Wendover,  Great  Marlow, 
Agmondesham,  or  Amersham,  making 
the  whole  number  of  members  for  the 
county,  twelve.  It  is  in  the  Province 
of  Canterbury,  principally  in  tbe 
Diocese  of  Lincoln,  but  is  partly  in 
those  of  Canterbury  and  London,  and 
it  is  in  the  Norfolk  Circuit.  It  con- 
tains 740  square  miles,  or  473,600 
acres,  and  202  parishes.  It  had  27 
public  charities  ;  it  has  now  1  parish 
with  no  church,  17  parishes,  with  less 
than  100  inhabitants  in  each,  and  23 
parishes  without  parsonage  houses,  be- 
sides 28  parishes  in  which  the  parsonage 
houses  are  reported  by  the  incumbents 
to  be  unfit  for  them  to  reside  in.  The 
poor-rates  of  this  county,  according  to 
a  return  laid  before  Parliament  in  1818 , 
were  165,3212.  15s.  ll$d. ;  the  number 
of  paupers,  14,934 ;  the  rental  of  the 
county,  644,129M2s.  llrf.  The  popu- 
lation, according  to  a  return  made  to 
parliament  in  1821,  is  134,068  ;  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the 
county,  24,876  ;  of  uninhabited  houses, 
549  ;  the  poor-rates  bear  towards  the 
rental  of  the  county  the  proportion  of 
one  quarter ;  the  number  of  paupers, 
compared  with  the  number  of  houses,  is 


one  to  every  two  houses ;  the  poor- 
rates  of  the  county  in  1776  were  31,130/.; 
the  number  of  persons  to  every  square 
mile  of  this  county  is  181 ;  the  number 
of  acres  to  a  person,  3  ;  the  number  of 
acres  to  every  house,  15.  In  the  year 
1821  the  male  population  was  64,867  ; 
the  number  of  families  employed  in 
agriculture,  16,640  ;  the  number  of  fa- 
milies employed  in  handicraft,  8,318  ; 
the  number  of  other  families,  3,909 ;  the 
number  of  agricultural  males,  37,391  ; 
the  number  of  able  labourers,  18,695  ; 
the  number  of  acres  of  land  in  the  whole 
county  to  every  able  labourer,  34.  The 
southern  part  of  the  county  is  princi- 
pally taken  up  with  what  are  called  the 
Chiltern  Hills,  which  are  composed  of 
chalk,  covered,  in  many  places,  with 
beech  woods.  According  to  ancient 
historians,  this  district  was  almost  all 
forest.  It  is  calculated  that,  even  now, 
the  South-western  part  of  the  county  is 
occupied  to  the  extent  of  full  one-sixth 
with  beech  woods.  The  Chiltern  Hills 
stretch  across  from  Bedfordshire  to  Ox- 
fordshire, entering  Buckinghamshire  a 
little  distance  above  Tring  in  Hertford- 
shire, and  taking  a  sweep  round  by 
Prince's-Risborough  to  Chipping- Wy- 
combe, and  then  into  Oxfordshire. 
This  rich  vale  of  Aylesbury  lies  under 
these  hills,  and  is  composed,  for  the 
greater  part,  of  a  rich,  deep  loam,  ex- 
ceeded by  no  district  in  England  for  its 
fertility.  The  northern  part  of  the 
county  is  of  a  more  mixed  character : 
there  is  much  good  land  in  it,  and  a 
good  deal  of  clay ;  but  it  partakes,  in 
many  places,  of  the  sandy  nature  of  the 
adjoining  part  of  the  county  of  Bedford. 
There  is  not  much  waste  land  in  Buck- 
inghamshire :  Wickham  Heath,  of  about 
1500  acres,  Iver  Heath,  about  1150 
acres,  and  Stoke  Heath,  about  1600 
acres,  are  the  three  most  considerable 
wastes.  The  agriculture  of  the  hills  is 
wheat,  barley,  and  oats ;  that  of  the 
vale  of  Aylesbury,  grazing,  with  corn- 
crops,  and  that  of  the  northern  part  of 
the  county,  grazing,  corn-growing,  and 
woodland.  The  cattle  of  this  county 
are  not  peculiar  to  it ;  the  horses  are 
black,  and  of  the  half-cart,  half-coach 
breed ;  the  neat  cattle  that  are  fatted 
here  are  brought  out  of  Lincolnshire, 
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Herefordshire,  and  Yorkshire  ;  the  sheep 
are  principally  the  same  as  those  most 
common  in  Wiltshire  and  Berkshire. 
There  are  no  mines  in  the  county,  and 
the  manufactures  are  of  lace  and  veils, 
which  are  carried  on  principally  in  the 
neighbourhoods  of  Olney  and  Hanslope.

An  Inland  County.    It  is  bounded  on  the 
North  by  Lincolnshire,  on  the  East  by 
Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  on   the    South  by 
Essex   and   Hertfordshire,    and   on  the 
West  by  Bedford  and  Huntingdon.     It 
is  about  40  miles  long,  and  25  broad.  It 
has  fifteen  hundreds,  namely,  Arming- 
ford,    Chesterton,    Cheveley,    Chilford, 
Fiendish,  Longstow,  Northstow,  Pass<- 
worth,  Radfield,  Staine,  Staploe,  Trip- 
low,  Wetherley,  Whittlesford,  and  the 
Isle  of  Elv.     Its  Rivers  are,  the  Cum, 
the  Ken,  and  the  Ouse.     It  has  one  city 
and  eight  market  towns  ;  Ely  (the  citv), 
and  Cambridge,  Caxton,  Linton,  March, 
Newmarket,    Thorney,    Wisbeach,    and 
part  of  Royston  (the  market  towns).    It 
sends  two  members  to  parliament  for  the 
county,    and    two   for   the    University. 
Cambridgeshire  is  in  the  Province  of» 
Canterbury,    and   principally   in    the 
Diocese  of  Ely,  a  small  part  onlvbein°- 
in  that  of  Norwich.     It  is  in  the  Nor- 
folk circuit.     The  surface  of  this  county 
is  described  by  William  of  Malmsbury 


as  beautiful  in  the  extreme,  a  plain  level, 
covered  perpetually  with  the  finest  herb- 
age, with  orchards  and  with  vineyards, 
the  vines  either  creeping  on  the  ground 
or  tied  to  poles.  A  considerable  part  of 
it  was,  no  doubt,  unavailable  fen-land 
until  about  the  year  1634,  when  some 
noblemen  and  gentlemen  undertook  to 
drain  it,  which  they  did  in  a  great  de- 
gree, in  about  four/  years,  and  they  then 
received  a  charter  of  incorporation,  under 
the  title  of  "Conservators  of  the  Great 
Level  of  the  Fens ;"  but  the  complete 
history  of  the  fens  and  of  this"  corpo- 
ration is  to  be  found  in  the  "  History 
of  the  Fens,"  recently  published  by 
Mr.  Wells,  the  registrar  to  the 
corporation.  There  are  still,  accord- 
ing to  an  agricultural  survey  of  the  ' 
country,  150,000  acres  of  unimproved 
fen-land.  The  county  is  chiefly  arable 
and  pasture,  there  being  but  little  wood. 
There  are  no  manufactures  of  any  con- 
sequence, if  we  except  the  celebrated 
manufacture  of  cheese  at  the  village  of 
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Cottenham,  where  1200  cows  are  said  to 
be  continually  kept  for  the  purpose  of 
making  this  article,  which  is  well  known 
by  the  name  of  Cottenham  cheese.  This 
county  contains  858  square  miles,  or 
549,120  acres,  and  167  parishes.  It 
had  27  monastic  institutions ;  24  public 
charities.  It  has  3  parishes  with  no 
church  ;  8  parishes  containing  less  than 
a  hundred  people  ;  45  parishes  with  no 
parsonage-houses  ;  36  parishes  in  which 
the  parsonage-houses  are  unfit  to  live 
in.  The  poor-rates  of  the  county  are 
109,467/.  13s,  0%d. ;  the  number  of  pau- 
pers is  11,178  ;  the  rental  of  the  county 
is  655,220/.  17s.  2d. ;  the  population  in

ELY  (City),  66  miles  N.W.  from  London. 
Popula.  5,079.  Ely  is  situated  on  an 
eminence  in  the  island  of  that  name, 
and  is  15  miles  E.  from  the  town  of 
Cambridge.  It  is  supposed  by  many,  and 
among  them  the  venerable  Bede,  that 
it  derives  its  name  from  the  word  eel, 
owing  to  the  circumstance  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood having,  from  time  immemorial, 
abounded  in  eels ;  a  fact  well  authenti- 
cated by  the  circumstance  of  its  having 
been  anciently  the  custom  for  the  lords 
of  the  manors  within  the  island,  to 
receive  prodigious  quantities  of  eels  in 
payment,  or  in  part-payment,  of  the 
services  due  to  them  as  lords.  The 
first  settlement  in  the  island  was  by 
Ethelbert,  the  Saxon,  who  built  a  church 
in   Cratendune)   now   Cratendon    Field, 
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about    a  mile   from   the   present   city. 
This,  however,  being  destroyed,  Ethel- 
dreda,  a  pious  lady,  daughter  of  Anna, 
king-  of  East  Anglia,  and  wife  of  Tom- 
bert,  prince  of  this  county,  formed  the 
design  of  creating  a  religious  establish- 
ment.    She  began  about  the   year  673 
building   near   the  site  of  the   present 
cathedral,  and  having  completed  a  noble 
monastery,  she  endowed  it  with  all  the 
revenues   of  the  island;  became    Lady 
Abbess,  and  persuaded  her  eldest  sister, 
with  her  daughter  and  grand-daughter, 
to  live  there  also  under  her  direction. 
Etheldreda  died  of  an  epidemic  disorder 
in  678;  and,  in  870,  the  Danes  invaded 
and  sacked  the  place  ;  but,  about  the  year 
970,  it  was  repaired  completely  by  Brith- 
noth,  who  was  made  Abbot  of  it  by  King 
Edgar.     It  nourished  till  the    time    of 
William  I.,    who   had    to    besiege  the 
island  twice  before  he  could  obtain  pos- 
session of  it.     When  he  had  succeeded, 
the  Monastery  of  Ely  was  seized  and 
partly  sacked,  but  Theodwin,  a  Monk, 
whom  William  had  appointed  Abbot  to 
it,  succeeded  in  getting  back  the  gold 
and  silver,  of  which  it  had  been  plun- 
dered.   Godfrey,  his  successor,  in  1075, 
prevailed  on  William  to  restore  to  the 
monastery    all   its    ancient   rights    and 
privileges.     Godfrey,  being  removed  to 
Malmsbury,  Simeon  became  Abbot,  and 
he  it  was  who  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
present  magnificent  cathedral,  about  the 
year  1081,  but  he,  dying  in  his  100th 
year,  in  1093,  left  it  to  his  successor, 
Richard,    to  finish.     This  Richard   ap- 
pears to  have  been  the  last  Abbot.     He 
tried  to  prevail  on  the   king  (Hen»  I.) 
to  make -it  a  bishop's  see,  which,  how- 
ever, was  not  done  till  after  his  death. 
It  was  then    effected,  by   curtailing    a 
little    from  the  see  of   Lincoln.     Hen. 
VIII.  granted  a  charter,  by  which  the 
church  was  created  a  cathedral,  and  the 
establishment  made  to  consist  of  a  dean, 
a  priest,  and  eight  prebendaries,  with 
other  ministers.     At  the  devastation  in 
the  reign  of  this  monster,  the  revenues 
of  this  cathedral  and  the  monastery  were 
3,219/.  5s.  4d„  now  about  64,385Z.  6s.  8d. 
Ely  is  the  only  city  in  England  which 
does    not  send  members  to  parliament. 
It  is  not  incorporated,  nor  has  it  any 
jurisdiction  distinct  from  the  rest  of  the 
island.     It  has   one   chief-justice :    the 
Spring  Assizes  for  the  whole  island  are 
held  here,  and  the  Easter  and  Michael- 
mas   Quarter    Sessions.     It   contains    2 , 
parishes  ;  Holy  Trinity  and  St.  Marv's  ; 
•and  it  is  divided  into  three  wards,  each 


of  which  has  its  separate  constable.  Ely 
market  is  on  Thursday.  There  are  two 
annual  fairs,  each  lasting  nine  days ; 
one  beginning  on  Ascension  day,  and 
the  other  on  the  29th  of  October.  The 
latter  was,  in  ancient  times,  celebrated 
for  the  sale  of  ribbons  of  divers  colours, 
which  were  held  in  great  veneration,  as 
having  touched  the  shrine  of  St.  Ethel- 
dreda, and,  being  called  St.  Audrey's  rib- 
bons, some  etymologists  imagine  this  the 
origin  of  the  word  tawdry.  There  are  no 
manufactures  of  any  consequence  either 
in  the  city  or  in  the  island.  The  city 
itself  consists  of  one  long  street  of 
well-built  houses,  some  having  the  ap- 
pearance of  antiquity,  and  of  some  in- 
ferior streets,  irregular,  and  neither 
lighted  nor  paved.  These  latter  are 
interspersed  by  market  and  fruit-gardens, 
very  judiciously  cultivated,  and  whence 
a  considerable  part  of  the  produce  goes 
to  the  London  markets.  In  the  modern 
history  of  Ely  there  is  one  fact  which 
I  could  hardly  leave  unnoticed ;  the 
flogging*of  local  militia-men  in  the  year 
1809,  under  a  guard  of  German  troops, 
which  German  troops  were  quartered  at 
Buly  at  the  time,  and  brought  from 
that  place  to  awe  the  English  militia 
into  suffering  this  horrible  degradation. 
Having,  in  the  Political  Register,  raised 
my  voice  against  this,  having  exclaimed 
against  the  introduction  of  foreign  troops 
to  England  under  any  pretence,  and 
particularly  against  using  these  merce- 
naries in  this  illegal  manner,  I  was 
prosecuted  by  George  the  Third,  for 
libel  on  himself;  and,  Ellenborough 
being  chief-justice,  Spencer  Perceval 
(since  shot  by  Bellingham  in  the  lobby 
of  the  House  of  Commons),  prime  mi- 
nister, and  Vicary  Gibbs,  attorney- 
general,  I  was  sentenced  to  two  years' 
imprisonment  in  Newgate,  to  pay  a  fine 
of  one  thousand  pounds  to  the  king 
(who  went  mad  while  I  was  in  prison, 
and  died  mad  some  years  after  I  came 
out),  and  to  find  two  sureties  to  be 
bound  in  a  bond  of  3001.  penalty  each, 
for  mv  good  behaviour  for  seven  years  ! 
All  which  I  underwent.

houses,  is  1  to  every  3  houses ;  the 
poor-rates,  in  1776,  were  28,922/. ;  the 
liumber  of  persons  to  every  square  mile 
of  this  county  is  257  ;  the  number  of 
acres  to  a  person,  2  ;  the  number  of 
acres  to  a  house,  14 ;  the  male  popu- 
lation in  1821  was  132,952  ;  the  families 
employed  in  agriculture  were  18,120  in 
number;  the  families  employed  in  han- 
dicraft were  27,105  in  number ;  the 
number  of  other  families  was  6,709 ;

able  labourers,  23,153.  The  number  of 
acres  'in  this  county  to  every  able- 
bodied  labourer  is  24.  It  is  in  the  Pro 
vince  of  York,  and  in  the  Diocese  of 
Chester,  and  is  in  the  North-Wales 
Circuit.  It  has  been  called  the  Vale 
Royal  of  England,  said  to  be  from  the 
circumstance  of  flie  famous  Abbey  of 
VTale  Royal,  situate  nearly  in  the  centre 
of  the  county,  rather  than  from  the  su- 
periority of  its  beauty  or  richness.  The 
surface  of  it  is  generally  flat,  there 
being  not  much  uneven  ground,  ex- 
cepting the  high  hills  in  the  eastern 
parts  of  it.  The  land  is,  for  the  most 
part,  a  rich,  stiff*  mould,  or  even  cloy, 
in  many  parts,  with  a  mixture  of  red 
grit- rock  and  moor-peat.  There  are  but 
few  woods  of  any  extent ;  the  whole 
countrv  being  arable  and  pasture,  and 
full  as  much  (if  not  more)  of  the  latter 
than  the  former.  Besides  the  rivers 
above  enumerated,  it  has  the  advantage 
of  being  very  much  intersected  by 
canals.  Its  produce  is  cheese,  for  which 
it  is  famous  all  the  world  over,  and 
which  is  produced  principally  in  the 
neighbourhoods  of  the  towns  of  Nant- 
wich,  Congleton,  and  Middlewich,  and 
the  parish  of  Over,  and  along  the  banks 
of  the  Weever ;  salt  is  produced  in 
great  quantity  at  North wich  ;  and  the 
manufacture  of  silk,  muslin,  and  calico, 
is  carried  on  to  a  great  extent  in  the 
towns  and  neighbourhoods  of  Maccles- 
field, Stockport,  Knutsford,  Sandbach, 
Nantwich,  and  Thelwall.

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CHESTER.  This  city  is  in  the  Province 
of  York,  and  in  the  Diocese  of 
Chester,  and  is  in  the  North- 
Wai.es  Circuit.  It  is  180J  miles 
N.W.  from  London,  20  miles  from  the 
main  sea,  about  20  miles  from  Denbigh, 
40  miles  from  Shrewsbury,  46  from 
Stafford,  76  from  Derby,  and  75  from 
Lancaster.  It  stands  on  a  rocky  emi- 
■  nence  on  the  banks  of  the  river  Dee, 
■which  is  100  yards  broad  at  Chester 
bridge,  and  which,  about  12  miles  far- 
ther, towards  Hawarden  Castle,  becomes 
an  estuary  of,  at  least,  3  miles  broad. 
Some  historians  have  made  this  a  place 
of  the  greatest  antiquity,  giving  it  even 
some  antediluvian  patrons  and  names ; 
later  ones  make  it  the  possession  of  the 
Romans  about  the  year  607,  when  the 
Saxon  Ethelfith  beat  the  then  king  of 
Powys,  and  annexed  this  country  to  his 
own.  The  Danes  committed  great  ra- 
vages on  it,  but  were  ultimately  driven 
out  of  it  in  about  895.  It  then  remained 
some  time  in  ruins,  till  about  907  or 
908  ;  it  was  restored  by  Etherfreda,  the 
daughter  of  Alfred  the  Great,  who  re- 
paired the  city  walls,  and,  according  to 
some,  extended  them  so  as  to  include 
the  castle,  which,  before  that,  stood 
without  the  ancient  limits.  After  the 
Conquest,  William  granted  the  county 
to  Hugh  Lupus,  making  him  Earl  of 
Chester,  and  from  that  time  it  has  been 
an  earldom,  in  the  family  of  Lupus, 
until  that  became  extinct,  when  it  fell 
to  the  crown  in  Henry  the  Third's  reign  ; 
and  it  has,  since  that,  generally  been 
annexed  to  the  crown,  the  late  king- 
having  been  the  last  Earl.  The  town 
suffered  considerable  damage  from  the 
siege  that  it  stood  from  the  Parliament 
army  in  1643.  In  the  reign  of  William 
III.  it  was  made  one  of  the  six  cities 
of  residence  for  an  assay-master,  who 
authorized  the  issuing  of  coin.  The 
limits  of  the  ancient  city  appear  to  have 
been  precisely  those  of  the  present, 
from  the  strict  resemblance  of  the  form  of 
the  walls  to  a  Roman  camp.  These  walls 
are  in  circumference  one  mile  and  three 
quarters  and  one  hundred  yards.  The  city 
consists  of  fourprincipal  streets,  running 
from  the  centre  towards  the  points  north, 
east,  south,  and  west,  and  each  termi- 
nating by  a  gate  ;  as  North-gate,  East- 
gate,  Bridge-gate,  and  Water-gate.  These 
gates  were  all  (except  the  north  gate, 
of  which  the  citizens  had  the  charge) 
held  in  serjeanty  by  different  families, 
who  were  entitled  to  the  tolls  ;  but  the 
corporation   have,  at   different   times, 


bought  up  all  these.  The  streets  were 
excavated  from  a  bed  of  rock,  and  are 
sunk  several  feet  beneath  the  surface, 
which  has  been  the  cause  of  a  remark- 
able construction  of  the  houses.  Level 
with  the  streets  are  low  shops,  and 
above  them  galleries  on  each  side, 
reaching  from  street  to  street,  open  in 
front,  and  balustraded.  These  are  ex- 
ceedingly curious  to  strangers,  who, 
when  in  them,  imagine  themselves  up 
one  pair  of  stairs.  The  whole  appears 
as  if  the  first  stories  of  the  fronts  of  all 
the  houses  were  laid  open,  and  made  to 
communicate  with  each  other.  The  prin- 
cipal streets  are  intersected  by  smaller 
ones,  dividing  the  inclosed  spaces  into 
smaller  squares  ;  and  some  of  them  are 
terminated  by  smaller  gates,  called 
posterns.  The  monastic  establishments 
and  public  charities  of  Chester  were,  a 
Benedicttne  Abbey,  or  Nunnery, 
founded  in  Saxon  times,  and  much  en- 
larged afterwards  by  Elfleda,  Countess 
of  Mercia.  Its  revenues  were  1,073/. 
17s.  7$d.  when  Hen.  VIII.  seized  it  and 
granted  it  away,  or,  in  present  money, 
24,477/.  12s.  6d.  A  Benedictine  Nun- 
nery, founded  in  the  reign  of  William 
I.,  by  Randal,  Earl  of  Chester;  valued, 
at  the  suppression,  99 J.  16s.  2d.,  now 
worth  1,996/.  13s.  4d.,  and  granted,  by 
Hen.  VIII .,  to  Urian  Brereton  and  his  son . 
St.  John's  College,  founded  by  King 
Ethelred,  in  the  year  689 :  worth  annually 
at  the  dissolution,  88/.  16s.  8d.,  worth  now 
1,776/.  13s.  4d.,  granted,  by  Queen 
Elizabeth,  to  John  Fortescue.  St.  John's 
Hospital,  possessing  anciently  great 
privileges ;  and,  at  the  dissolution,  a 
chaplain  and  six  poor  brethren,  when 
the  yearly  income  was  28/.  10s.  4d., 
now  worth  570/.  6s.  Sd.  A  Friary, 
founded,  southward  of  the  city,  by  a 
Bishop  of  Chester ;  granted,  by  Hen. 
VIII.,  to  one  John  Coke.  A  Franciscan 
Friary,  founded  in  the  reign  of  Hen. 
III. ;  granted  to  the  same.  A  Carme- 
lite Friary,  founded  in  the  year  1279, 
by  a  Thomas  Stadham,  Gent. ;  granted, 
by  Hen.  VIII. ,  to  the  same  John  Coke. 
The  first  of  these  was  a  noble  and  ex- 
tensive edifice,  and  a  considerable  part 
of  it  remains  in  ruins  at  this  day. 
Chester  now  contains  2  parishes,  1 
cathedral,  and  9  parish  churches,  and  a 
population  of  19,949  persons.  Being 
a  county  palatine,  it  did  not  send  mem- 
bers to  Parliament  till  the  time  of  Hen. 
VIII.  The  right  of  election  is  in  the 
freemen  :  the  government  of  the  town 
is  in  a    corporation,    consisting  of   a

.  mayor,  recorder,  2  sheriffs,  24  alder- 
men, and  40  common  councilmen.  Its 
commerce  is  principally  with  Ireland  ; 
there  being-  a  considerable  quantity  of 
Irish  linen  imported  annually,  and  it 
has,  besides,  some  little  foreign  trade. 
There  is  also  a  little  manufacturing  of 
gloves,  snuff,  and  tobacco-pipes,  and  a 
good  deal  of  ship-building.  Fairs  are 
held  on  the  last  Thursday  in  February, 
at  Midsummer,  and  at  Michaelmas,  and 
the  weekly  markets  are  on  Wednesdays 
and  Saturdays.  Chester  is  remarkable 
for  its  healthiness  ;  as  is  proved  by  a 
comparative  statement  of  the  number  of 
deaths,  in  proportion  to  the  living,  in 
the  towns  of  London,  Leeds,  Liverpool, 
Manchester,  and  several  others,  where, 
upon  an  average,  there  die  annually  one 
out  of  every  24,  and  in  Chester  only 
one  out  of  every  40.

There  are  in  this  county  1327  square 
miles,  or  849,280  acres,  and  203  pa- 
rishes. It  had  15  monastic  institutions, 
24  public  charities;  it  has  5  parishes 
with  no  church  ;  2  parishes  containing 
less  than  a  hundred  people  ;  35  parishes 
with  no  parsonage-house;  31  parishes, 
in  which  the  parsonage-house  is  unfit  to 
live  in.  The  Poor-rates  of  the  county 
are  133,356/.  12s.  6|d.,  the  number  of 
Paupers  is  13,032;  the  rental  is 
916,060/. 7s. ;  the  population  in  1821  was 
257,447 ;  the  number  of  houses  is  43,873; 
the  rates,  compared  with  the  rental,  one- 
sixth  ;  the  paupers,  compared  with  the 
number  of  houses,  1  to  every  3  houses  ; 
the  poor-rates,  in  1776,  were  21,197/. 
The  number  of  persons  to  a  mile  in  this 
county  is  194  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a 
person,  3 ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a 
house,  19  ;  the  male  population,  124,817; 
the  number  of  families  employed  in 
agriculture,  19,302  ;  the  number  of  fa- 
milies employed  in  handicraft,  15,543  ; 
the  number  of  other  families,  6,357 ; 
the  number  of  the  agricultural  male  po- 
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pulation,  58,473;  the  number  of  able 
labourers,  29,236,  and  the  number  of 
acres  of  land  to  each  able  labourer  is  28. 
Cornwall  is  in  the  Province  of  Can- 
terbury, and  in  the  Diocese  of  Ex- 
eter.— The  general  appearance  of  the 
county,  to  those  who  travel  the  high 
roads  through  it,  is  far  from  being-  hand- 
some, owing  to  the  barrenness  of  a  con- 
siderable part  of  it ;  a  ridge  of  barren 
hills  extends  from  one  end  of  the  county 
to  the  other,  supporting  nothing  but  a 
wretched  breed  of  sheep  and  some  goats  ; 
yet  the  vallevs  are  beautiful  and  very 
productive  in  corn,  pasture,  and  (away 
from  the  sea-shore)  of  wood  also;  and 
in  the  eastern  parts  of  the  county,  of 
apples.  The  air  is  humid,  but  celebrated 
for  its  mildness  and  salubriousness,  and 
the  inhabitants  are  famous  for  longevit y. 
It  abounds  in  bays  all  along  an  extensive 
line  of  southern  coast,  and  here  innu- 
merable families  gain  their  livelihood  in 
the  pilchard  and  other  fisheries ;  the 
pilchard  fishery  alone  being  said  to  pro- 
duce not  a  less  sum  annually  than  50,000/. 
But  the  most  important  produce  of  this 
county  is  its  copper,  tin,  and  lead  :  of 
all  these  metals  there  are  extensive 
mines,  chiefly  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
St.  Austel,  and  from  that  to  the  Lands- 
End.  In  the  year  1810,  the  copper- 
mines  alone  are  said  to  have  produced 
76,284  tons,  worth  769,903/.  17s.  6d., 
at  10/.  2s.  per  ton  ;  and  they  support  a 
population  of  60, 000  persons.  The  affairs 
of  these  mines  are  regulated  by  a  code, 
called  the  Stannary  Laics  ;  and  these  laws 
are  under  the  administration  of  a  lord- 
warden,  a  vice-warden,  and  24  gentle- 
men tinners,  whose  acts  have  the  same 
force  as  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  itself. 
The  ore  is  compelled  to  be  carried 
every  quarter  of  a  year  to  one  of  the 
towns  of  Launceston,  Lostwithiel,  Truro, 
Helstone,  or  Penzance,  which  are  called 
the  Stannary  towns,  there  to  be  made  up 
into  blocks  of  from  200  to  300  weight 
each,  and  stamped  with  the  Duchy  arms 
before  it  can  be  sold.  The  soil  of  Corn- 
wall is  very  various ;  but  a  great  deal  of 
it  consists  of  black  mould,  mixed  with 
small  gravel,  and  a  slaty  soil.  In  agri- 
culture, the  Cornish  people  have  never 
been  famous.  They  used  to  let  their 
pasture-land  to  the  Devonshire  graziers, 
and  attend  chiefly  to  the  tin  and  copper- 
mines  ;  and  now  they  farm  their  land  in 
alternate  crops  of  corn  and  pasture,  the 
former  till  it  will  bear  no  more,  and  then 
the  latter,  by  way  of  giving  it  rest. 
The  Scilly  Islands,  about  30  miles  from 


the  Lnnd's-End,  fire  generally  mentioned 
witli  Cornwall,  because  thev,  by  their 
situation,  belong  more  to  that  county 
than  to  any  other  part  of  England.  The 
whole  number  of  them  is  upwards  of 
140,  counting  every  disjointed  rock; 
but  there  are  27  islands  more  or  less  ha- 
bitable, and  of  these  St.  Mary's  is  the 
principal ;  that  being  2§  miles  long,  and 
nine  or  ten  miles  in  circumference.  The 
population  of  the  whole  is  estimated  at 
2,358.  Thev  are  under  the  spiritual  di- 
rection of  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  ;  go- 
verned by  a  governor  who  dispenses  the 
criminal  law,  and  by  12  of  the  principal 
inhabitants,  who  meet  monthly  at 
Heugh-Town,  St.  Mary's,  to  compromise 
civil  disputes ;  and  the  authority  of 
these  latter  is  wholly  customary.  The 
islands  are  let  under  lease  from  the 
crown,  to  the  Duke  of  Leeds,  at  40/. 
rent  a  year,  for  31  years,  from  1800. 
It  is  supposed,  that  these  islands  were 
much  larger  in  extent  formerly,  as  the 
Iloman  writers  mention  them  as  "the 
ten  tin  islands."  They  produce  corn  in 
small  quantity,  small  cattle,  rabbits,  and 
plenty  of  wild  and  domestic  fowl,  and 
a  good  deal  of  kelp  is  gathered  from  the 
shores  of  all  the  islands.  A  bare  and 
uninhabited  rock,  called  the  Scillv,  gives 
the  name  to  this  cluster  of  islands.

CUMBERLAND. 


Cumberland  is  bounded  on  the  North  by 
Scotland  and  a  part  of  Northumberland, 
on  the  East  by  Westmorland  and  Dur- 
ham, on  the  South  by  Lancashire,  and 
on  the  West  by  the  Irish  sea.  It  is  80 
miles  long,  and  about  40  broad.  It  is 
divided  into  Wards,  of  which  there  are 
5 ;  and  it  has  one  city,  one  borough, 
and  16  market  towns ; — namely,  the 
city  of  Carlisle,  the  borough  of  Cocker- 
mouth,  and  the  market  towns  of  Bramp- 
ton, Egremont,  Ireby,  Keswick,  Kirk- 
Oswald,  Penrith,  Ravenglass,  White- 
haven, Wig-ton,  Workington,  Hesket, 
Aldstone-Moor,  Longtown,  and  Mary- 
port.  Its  principal  rivers  are  the  Eden 
and  the  Dement.  It  sends  two  members 
to  parliament  for  the  county,  two  for  the 
city  of  Carlisle,  and  two  for  the  borough 
of  Cockermouth.  It  is  in  the  Province 
of  York,  and  in  the  Dioceses  of 
Carlisle,  Durham,  and  Chester,  and 
in  the  Northern  Circuit.  It  contains 
1,478  square  miles,  or  945,920  acres, 
and  104  parishes.  It  had  11  monastic 
institutions  ;  23  public  charities  ;  it  has 
2  parishes  with  no  church  ;  1  parish 
containing  less  than  100  people  ;  41  pa- 
rishes with  no  parsonage  house  ;  26  pa- 
rishes in  which  the  parsonage  house  is 
unfit  to  live  in.  The  poor-rates  of  the 
county  are  68,826/.  18s.  3^d.  ;  the  num- 
ber of  paupers  is,  6,651  ;  the  rental  is 


705,445/.  18s.  Sd.;  the  population  in 
1821  was  156,124;  the  number  of 
houses  is  27,246  ;  the  rates,  compared 
with  the  rental,  one-twelfth ;  the  pau- 
pers, compared  with  the  number  of 
houses,  is  one  to  every  four  houses  ; 
the  poor-rates  in  1776  were  7,402/. ;  the 
number  of  persons  to  a  mile  in  this 
county  is  105 ;  the  number  of  acres  to 
a  person,  6  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a 
house,  34 ;  the  male  population,  75,600  ; 
the  number  of  families  employed  in 
agriculture,  11,297  ;  the  number  of  fa- 
milies employed  in  handicraft,  13,146  ; 
the  number  of  other  families,  7,361 ;  the 
number  of  the  agricultural  male  popu- 
lation, 26,750 ;  the  number  of  able  la- 
bourers, 13,375,  and  the  number  of 
acres  of  land  to  each  able  labourer,  72. 
Cumberland  is,  on  the  south-west  side, 
mountainous  and  wild,  but  having- 
many  beautiful  vallies  and  fine  lakes 
and  rivers,  and  some  extensive  wood- 
lands intermixed  with  the  mountains. 
On  the  eastern  side  another  range 
of  mountains  stretches  along  into  Scot- 
land, and  a  tract  of  fine  level  land 
reaches  along  in  front  of  this,  becoming" 
of  great  width  before  it  reaches  Car- 
lisle, and  extending-  across  to  Wigton 
and  thence  towards  Workington,  in- 
cluding a  very  considerable  part  of  the 
northern  part  of  the  countv.  There  are 
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mines  of  copper,  iron,  and  lead,  in  this 
county,  at  Hesket-New- Market,  Cald- 
beck,  at  Gowgarth,  and  in  Aldstone- 
Moor.  The  soil  of  this  county  is,  ex- 
cept on  the  mountains,  generally  of  a 
rich  brown  mould,  or  a  strong  but  fertile 
clay;  but  there  is  also,  as  in  most  other 
counties,  some  wet  marshy  loam,  and 
some  light  and  sandy  loam.  Agriculture 
has  been,  till  within  the  last  30  years, 
at  a  low  ebb  in  Cumberland  ;  a  great 
quantity  of  very  good  wheat  land  never 
having  been  known  till  within  that  time, 
to  bear  any-thing  better  than  oats.  Dairy 
farming  is  carried  on  to  a  great  extent 
in  the  district  of  Aldstone-Moor,  and 
in  the  north-east  part  of  the  county,  and 
large  supplies  are  sent  thence  to  the 
large  towns  far  and  near.  The  Cumber- 
land cattle  are  small,  with  long  horns ; 
and  the  sheep,  which  were  formerly 
chiefly  fed  on  the  mountains,  rough- 
legged,  and  ill-formed.  Manufacturing 
is  not  carried  on  very  largely  in  this 
county.  There  is  a  little  spinning  and 
weaving  of  cotton  into  calico  and  cor- 
duroy at  Dalston,.  Carlisle,  Warwick- 
bridge,  Corby,  and  Cummersdale.

CARLISLE,  is  a  border  town  between 
England  and  Scotland,  seated  at  the 
extreme  corner  of  the  County  of  Cum- 
berland, of  which  it  is  the  capital  town. 
It  stands  on  rising  ground,  in  what  was 
a  forest,  and  at  tbe  confluence  of  the 
rivers  Caldew  and  Eden.  It  is  304| 
miles  N.N.  W.  from  London.  Its  origin 
is  unknown ;  or,  at  least,  wrapped  in 
obscurity  ;  but  it  is  supposed  to  be  of  the 
same  antiquity  as  Severus^s  wall,  and, 
indeed,  to  have  been  a  fortress  to  that 
rampart.  That  it  was  a  Roman  station 
there  is  no  doubt,  from  the  number  of 
Roman  antiquities  found  in  it.  And 
even  after  the  ravages  committed  by  the 
Picts  and  Scots,  on  the  Romans  quitting 
England,  it  still  remained  a  city.  They 
devastated  it  and  the  surrounding  coun- 
try, and  so  it  remained  tdl  Egfrid,  king 
of  Northumberland,  ordered  it  to  be  re- 
built and  fortified.  He  afterwards  be- 
stowed it  on  St.  Cuthbert,  the  cele- 
brated bishop  of  Lindisfarne,  and  it  was 
then  annexed  to  that  see,  and  so  conti- 
nued till  1133,  when  Hen.  1.  made  it  a 
separate  see.  In  the  eighth  and  ninth 
centuries,  Cumberland  sustained  its  full 
share  of  the  misfortunes  of  Danish  in- 
vasion. These  barbarians  laid  waste  the 
greater  part  of  the  county,  and  utterly 
destroyed  the  city  of  Carlisle.  It  re- 
mained a  mass  of  ruins  for  200  years, 
when  Walter,  a  priest,  who  followed 
William  I.  over  from  Normandy,  repair- 
ed some  of  the  habitations,  and  re- 
founded  a  religious  house  that  St.  Cuth- 
bert had  founded  there.  William  Rufus, 
on  returning  from  Scotland,  observing 


the  great  importance   of  Carlisle   as  a 
frontier  town,   gave  orders   for   its  re- 
storation ;  and  this  work  he  entrusted  to 
Walter,    who    quickly    erected    public 
buildings,  a  strong  fortress,  and  a  wall 
of  circumvallation.     From  this  time  it 
became  an  important  military  station,  and 
a  curb  to  Scotch  invaders.    It  was  ceded 
to   the  Scotch   king,   David,    by   King 
Stephen,  and  was  his  place  of  retreat 
in  1138,  after  the  battle  of  the  standard. 
In  1173   it  was  again  in  possession  of 
the    English,    and    Malcolm,    king     of 
Scotland,  besieged   it  without  success. 
In  the  reign  of  King  John,  it  was  taken 
by  Alexander,  king  of  Scotland,  but  was 
repossessed  by  the  English  soon  after. 
In  1296,  the  Scotch  again  besieged  it, 
and  burned  the  suburbs.     In  1307,  Edw. 
I.    held   a  parliament    here,    in  which 
some  acts  were  passed  to  promote  Ed- 
ward's projected  invasion  of  the  Scotch. 
In    the   reign  of  Edw.  II.,    it  was   be- 
sieged by  Bruce,  king  of  Scotland,  but 
ineffectually.      In    1338,    it  was  again 
besieged  by  the  Scotch,  and  a  consider- 
able part  of  it  burned.     In  Aske's  rebel- 
lion,   in   Henry  VIH.th's,  time,  it  was 
besieged,    but    the    garrison   held    out 
effectually.     In  the  reign  of  Elizabeth 
it  suffered  much  from  the  plague.     In 
the  civil  wars  it  was  besieged  by  the 
parliament  forces,  and  taken  with  great 
difficulty  ;  and,  in  1745,  it  surrendered 
to  the  Pretender,  being   weakly  garri- 
soned.    Carlisle  has  not  the  appearance 
of   an   ancient   town,  if  one  considers 
the  houses  only.  These  have  been  so  often 
destroyed   or  damaged,   that  new  ones 
have   been   built,    or   repairs  equalling 
new    buildings    have    been    necessary. 
The  walls,  and  their  towers,  the  three 
gates,  English  gate,   Scotch    gate,  and 
Irish  gate,  the  castle,  and  ihe  cathedral, 
are  the  marks  of  its  antiquity.     It  has 
three  good  streets,    and  is,  besides,  a 
pleasant  and  clean   town.     The   castle 
still  remains,  and  in  good  preservation. 
It  consists  of  an  outward  and  an  inward 
ward,  the  walls  of  the  former  nine  feet 
thick,  those  of  the  latter  It  feet  thick ; 
and  within  the  latter  is  the   tower,  a 
square  building,    with   walls   of  great 
thickness,  and  very  lofty,  and  command- 
ing an  extensive  view.     The  cathedral 
is  handsome,  and  displays  specimens  of 
different  styles  of  architecture,  but,  for 
the    greater   part,  it  is  modern.      The 
handsomest  part  of  the  building  is  the 
choir,  and  that  was  begun  by   Bishop 
Welton,  in   the   reign   of  Kdward  III. 
There  is  only  one  church  (St.  Cuthbert's) 
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besides  the  cathedral.  This  city  has 
received  many  charters  at  different 
times,  that  have  been  burned  during 
the  invasions  it  has  suffered ;  and  it  is 
now  governed  under  a  charter  granted 
as  a  confirmation  of  its  claims,  by  a 
mayor,  recorder,  12  aldermen,  sheriff, 
2  bailiffs,  2  coroners,  24  common  coun- 
cilmen,  and  inferior  officers.  It  sends 
2  members  to  parliament,  and  the  right 
of  election  is  in  the  freemen,  of  whom 
there  are  750  voters.  The  manufac- 
turing- carried  on  at  Carlisle  is  of  mus- 
lin, calico,  and  calico  printing ;  and 
also  of  soap,  and  some  other  things. 
In  these  a  great  many  hands  are  em- 
ployed. The  population  is  15,476.  There 
are  markets  on  Wednesdays  and  Satur- 
days, and  the  fairs  are,  Aug.  26,  for 
horned  cattle  and  linen,  Sept.  19,  for 
horses  and  horned  cattle,  first  and  second 
Saturday  after  Oct.  10,  for  Scotch  horned 
cattle.  Here  there  were,  an  Augustine 
Priory  of  Monks,  and  a  Nunnery, 
founded  in  the  year  686 ;  were  destroyed 
in  the  Danish  wars,  but  rebuilt  by  Wil- 
liam Rums,  and  Walter,  a  Norman 
priest.  Income,  53H.  4s.  11</.,  now 
worth  10.624J.  18s.  4d.  St.  Nicholas 
Hospital,  founded  by  the  ancestors  of 
Rich.  I.,  for  thirteen  lepers;  granted 
33  Hen.  VIII.

It  had  32  monastic  insti- 
tutions, 53  public  charities  ;  it  has  6 
parishes  with  no  church,  23  parishes 
containing*  less  than  100  people,  80  pa- 
rishes with  no  parsonage-house,  88  pa- 
rishes in  which  the  parsonage-house  is 
unfit  to  live  in ;  the  poor-rates  of  the 
county  are  307,536/.  14s.  1  Jd.,  the  num- 
ber of  paupers  is  33,134,  the  rental  is 
1,897,515/.

The  soil  of  Devon- 
shire is  excellent  in  the  south-eastern 
part  of  the  county,  producing  fine  corn 
and  pasture,  and  having  luxuriant  or- 
chards ;  the  western  parts  of  the  county 
resemble  the  neighbouring  one,  Corn- 
wall ;  the  northern  parts  are  generally 
sandy,  and  the  midland  parts  are  fenny, 
including  a  large  tract  called  Dartmoor. 
The  county  is  very  hilly,  in  some  places 
even  mountainous ;  and  the  climate  is 
remarkably  mild  and  healthy.  The 
chief  produce  of  the  county  is  butter 
and  cider.  The  neat  cattle  peculiar  to 
this  county  are  rather  small,  of  a  deep- 
red  colour,  with  a  tip  of  white  to  the 
end  of  the  tail.  The  cows  give  excel- 
lent milk,  though  not  in  so  great  a 
quantity.

EXETER,  is  situated  about  24  miles  from 
the  south-eastern  border  of  Devonshire, 
30  miles  from  Cornwall,  9  miles  from 
the  sea  towards  the  south,  30  miles  from 
the  Bristol  Channel,  and  168  miles 
W.S.W.  from  London.  Some  assert, 
and  some  dispute  the  fact,  that  it  is  a 
place  of  great  antiquity ;  that  it  was 
one  of  the  settlements  of  the  Britons 
before  the  invasion  of  the  Romans,  and 
was  called  Caer-Penhuelgoit.  The  Ro- 
mans gave  it  the  name  of  Isca-Danmo- 
niorum.  When  the  Saxons,  under  Cer- 
dic,  inclosed  this  within  the  territory 
of  Wessex,  they  christened  it  Exan- 
cestre,  and  thence  the  present  name.  In 
the  year  876,  Alfred  drove  the  Danes 
out  of  Exeter,  by  besieging  them  on 
land,  and  by  blockading  the  harbour  at 
the  same  time.  It  was  besieged  again 
by  the  Danes  1003,  taken  and  pillaged, 
besides  other  damage  being  done  by  fire. 
In  later  times,  Exeter  has  been  several 
times  besieged,  but  only  in  times  of 
domestic  disturbance.  The  last  of  these 
was  in  the  reign  of  Edward  VI.,  and  in 
the  year  1549,  when  the  whole  countv 
rose  in  rebellion  against  the  changes  in 
religion  that  were  then  making,  called 
the  "  Reformation,"  and,  marching  to 
Exeter,  they  laid  siege  to  it,  and  kept 
it  up  for  35  days,  during  which  time  the 
inhabitants  became  so  ill  oft",  as  to  be 
reduced  to  the  necessity  of  eating  horse- 
flesh. The  besiegers  were  put  down 
principally  by  Lord  Russell,  one  of  those 
who  had  received  large  grants  of  the 
property  stolen  by  the  "Reformers,"  and 
the  besieged  were,  in  consequence  of 
their  resistance,  endowed  by  the  King 
with  the  whole  of  the  manor  of  Ex- 
island.  Tbe  cathedral  of  Exeter  is  the 
most  remarkable  of  the  buildings  in  the 
town.  It  is  described  as  "  a  noble  me- 
morial of  the  religious  zeal  of  our  Ca- 
tholic ancestors."  It  is  said  to  have 
been  Jive  hundred  years  in  building,  but

it  seems  more  likely  (as  is  also  stated) 
that  it  was  at  first  but  a  small  church, 
and  that,   by   degrees,    it    became   the 
magnificent  building  that  it  now  is.     It 
is  in  many  different  styles  of  architec- 
ture, and  it  is  therefore  supposed,  that 
many   different    architects   were,    from 
time  to  time,  employed  in  it.     Bishop 
Quivil,  living  in  the  year  1281,  seems 
to  have  been  the  greatest  contributor  to 
this  building.     Besides   the   cathedral, 
there  are  now  15  churches  within  the 
city,  and  4  in  the  suburbs.     At  the  time 
of   the    u  Reformation,"  against  which 
the  people  of  this  county  were  so  violent, 
there  were  many  religious  houses  in  this 
city.     The  precise  number  is  not  cor- 
rectly known  ;  but  there  were,  a  Nun- 
nery,  now  the  Dean's  house;  a  Mo- 
nastery, founded  by  Ethelred,  in  the 
year  868,  and  a  Monastery,   founded 
in  932,  by  Ethelstan,  and  endowed  with 
26   parishes.      Besides   these  3,    more 
particulars  are  known  as  to  the  follow- 
ing : — •«  A  Benedictine  Priory,  founded 
by  William  the  Conqueror.     Yearly  in- 
come,   145/.  12s.,   now  worth   2,912/. ; 
granted  by  Hen.  VIII.,  to  Sir  Thomas 
Dennys."        "    Boneville's     Hospital, 
founded  in  1407,  by  Sir  William  Bone- 
ville,  for  12  poor  people,  with  50  marks 
per  annum.      Granted  to   - —   Newton, 
fcsq.     St.   Mary  Magdalene    Hospital. 
Granted  away  by  Hen.  VIII.     A  Domi- 
nican Friary,  on  the  north  side  of  the 
cathedral.     Granted,  by  Edw.  VI.,  to 
John  Lord  Russell.     A  Franciscan  Fri- 
ary, founded  in  the  reign  of  Edw.  I. : 
granted  to  Humphrey  Rolles."     The  si- 
tuation of  the  town  of  Exeter  is  com- 
manding and  pleasant.     It  stands  on  an 
eminence  on  the  eastern   bank   of  the 
river  Exe,  which  flows  in  a  semicircular 
direction  round  the  south-west  side  of 
it.     There  are  still  some  ruins  of  the 
ancient  Saxon   building  called  Rouge- 
mont-Castle,  and  from  the  ramparts  of 
this  there  is  an  extensive  view  over  the 
country,    including  the  city,  the   river 
Exe  and  harbour,  Torbay,    the   north- 
east coast,  towards  Sidmouth  and  Lyme, 
beside  a  fertile  and  rich  tract  of  country. 
The  streets  and  houses  have  the  appear- 
ance of  considerable  antiquity,  though 
there  are  many  handsome  modern  build- 
ings.    The  city  is  governed  by  a  mayor, 
24  aldermen,  a  recorder,  chamberlain, 
town-clerk,  sheriff,  and  4  stewards,  be- 
sides inferior  officers.     It  sends  2  mem- 
bers to  parliament ;  the  right  of  election 
being  in  the  magistrates  and  freemen, 
and  there  being  about  1200  of  these  al- 


together. The  whole  population  of  the 
city,  18,896.  It  contains  19  parishes, 
namely  :  Allhallowrs-on-the-Wails,  All- 
hallows,  Goldsmith-street,  St.  David, 
St.  Edmund-on-the-Bridge,  St.' George, 
St.  John.  St.  Kerrican,  St.  Lawrence, 
St.  Martin,  St.  Mary-Arches,  St.  Mary- 
Major,  St.  Mary-Stepps,  St.  Olave,  St. 
Pancras,  St.Paul,  St.  Peterock,  St.Seid- 
well,  St.  Stephen,  Holy-Trinity.  It  is 
a  port  of  considerable  trade  with  Spain, 
Portugal,  and  Germany,  to  which  it 
sends  woollens  in  great  abundauce.

It  had  25  monastic  institu- 
tions, 32  public  charities  ;  it  has  3 
parishes  with  no  church  ;  33  parishes 
containing  less  than  100  people  ;  33 
parishes  with  no  parsonage -house ;  71 
parishes  in  which  the  parsonage-house 
is  unfit  to  live  in.  The  Poor-rates  of 
the  county  are  129,221/.  lis.  0%d.,  the 
number  of  Paupers  is  15,684  ;  the  ren- 
tal is  698,395/.  10s.  3d. ;  the  population 
in  1821  was  144,499;  the  number  of 
houses  is  25,926 ;  the  rates  compared 
with  the  rental,  are  one-fifth ;  the 
paupers,  compared  with  the  number  of 
houses,  are  1  to  every  2  houses ;  the 
poor-rates  in  1776,  were  24,045/. ;  the 
number  of  persons  to  a  mile  in  this  county 
is  143  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a  person, 
4  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a  house",  24  ; 
the  male  population,  68,934 ;  the  number 
of  families  employed  in  agriculture, 
14,821 ;  the  number  of  families  employed 
in  handicraft,  10,811  ;  the  number  of 
other  families,  4,680 ;  the  number  of 
the  agricultural  male  population,  33,705;

able  labourer,  is  38.  This  county  is  in 
a  great  part  level.  It  has  some  high 
lands  on  the  North,  dividing  it  from 
Somersetshire,  and  it  has  also  a  ridge  of 
downs  extending  from  East  to  West 
along  the  coast,  from  about  Encombe  to 
Lyme-Regis  ;  and  then  it  has  a  few- 
high  hills  about  Blandford,  near  the 
middle  of  the  county.  Excepting  these 
Dorsetshire  may  be  called  a  level 
county.  The  greater  part  of  the  county 
is  in  pasture,  the  arable  being  estimated 
at  only  one-third,  and  the  waste  at  a 
ninth.  The  greater  part  of  the  waste 
is  in  that  district  between  Corfe-Castle 
and  the  border  of  Hampshire  extending 
along  the  sea-coast.  The  soil  is  in 
some  places,  about  Bridport  and  Sher- 
borne for  instance,  a  good  deep  loam  ; 
in  others,  as  all  along  the  Western  dis- 
trict, it  is  light,  if  not  sandy.  Corn, 
sheep,  butter,  wool,  timber  and  flax, 
are  the  products  of  the  county.  The 
Dorset  sheep  have  been  particularly 
famous  in  the  West  of  England  for 
years,  both  for  the  fineness  of  their  wool 
and  for  the  earliness  of  their  lambs, 
which  come  much  earlier  than  any 
other.

It  is  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  York,  in  the  Diocese  of  Dur- 
ham,  and  in  the   Northern   Circuit. 
It  contains  1,061  square  miles,  or  679,040 
acres  ;   and  75  parishes.     It  had  14  mo- 
nastic establishments,  and  22  public  cha- 
rities ;  it  has  1  parish  with  no  church, 
4  parishes  containing  less  than  a  hundred 
people  ;  23  parishes  with  no  parsonage- 
house  ;  17  parishes  in  which  the  par- 
sonage-house is  unfit  to  live  in.     The 
Poor-rates  of  the  county  are  105,997/. 
lis.   3d.,   the    number   of  Paupers    is 
13,628  ;  the  rental  is  791,359*.  7s.  9d.  ; 
the  population  in  1321  was  207,673  ;  the 
number  of  houses  is  32,793.;  the  rates, 
compared  with  the  rental,  is  one-seventh  ; 
the  paupers,  compared  with  the  number 
of  houses,  is  1  to  every  3  houses ;  the 
poor-rates,    in    1776,    were    14,057L; 


the  number  of  persons  to  a  mile  in  this 
county  is  195  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a 
person,  3  ;   the  number  of   acres   to  a 
house,  30  ;  the  male  population,  99,100; 
the  number  of  families  employed  in  agri- 
culture, 9,427  ;  the  number  of  families 
employed  in  handicraft,  20,212  ;  number 
of  other  families,  16,301 ;  the  number  of 
the  agricultural  male  population,  20,335  ;

able  labourer,    is    61.     Durham    is   in 
general  hilly,  but  particularly  the  West- 
ern angle  of  it,  which  comprises  a  range 
of  barren,  bleak  hills,  called  the  English 
Apennines.      The   rest  of  the   county, 
though  hilly,  has  immense  numbers  of 
beautiful  and   fertile   vallies    in   every 
direction.     The  soil   is  generally  of  a 
clayey  nature,  or   that  and  gravel.     It 
is  but  little  wooded  except  where  gen- 
tlemen have  planted  for  ornament.    The 
natural  productions  of  the  county  are, 
coals,  lead,  and    iron.     The    East   and 
North-East  parts  of  the    county  have 
been   long    famous   for  their    immense 
produce  of  coals,  which,  in  a  very  great 
measure,  supplv    London,    besides  all 
the  supply  afforded    to  the   county  of 
Durham  itself.      The    lead    and    iron- 
mines  are  about  Teesdale,  and   Wear- 
dale.     In  agriculture,  the  Eastern  part 
of  the  county   affords  abundance  of  the 
common  crops  of  corn  ;  and,  towards  the 
West,  is  that  grazing  country  which  pro- 
duces   the    large    and  fine   Tees-water 
breed  of  sheep,    and  the  famous  Dur- 
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ham  oxen,  of  which   we  see  now-and- 
then  the  astonishing  specimens  in  Lon- 
don.    These  animals  are  famous  as  well 
for  their  propensity  to  give  milk  as  to 
become  fat,  and  they  are  therefore  great- 
ly esteemed  by  the  milk-men  of  London. 
Durham  has  been  from  time  immemorial 
a  county    palatine    belonging    to    the 
bishop  of  the  see.     Blackstone  and  other 
law  writers  say  that  it  was  so  before 
the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror  ;  for 
no   charter  can  be  found  of    its   crea- 
tion.    It  exercised  all  the  liberties  of  a 
palatinate  until  the  making  of  the  Act  27 
Hen.  VIII.,  which  abridged  some  of  the 
liberties  of  the  counties  palatine  ;  but  it 
still  enjoys  the  greater  part :    the   act 
only  taking  away  the  power  to  pardon 
criminals,  that  of  appointing  justices  in 
Eyre,  of  assize  and  of  the  peace  ;  and 
that  of  issuing    writs   in  any   but   the 
king's  name.     The  bishop  still  sits  as 
a  judge  of  assize  if  he  like  ;  he  has  still 
his  chancellor,  his  fines  and  forfeitures, 
his  right  of  granting  charters  or  fairs  or 
markets,   his  right   of   the    custody    of 
idiots  and  lunatics,  besides  a  very-little- 
limited  admiralty  jurisdiction  with    its 
revenues  of  forfeitures,  wrecks,   duties 
on  ships  coming  into  ports,  anchorage, 
wharfage,  beaconage,  moorage,  butter- 
age,  ulnage,  &c.

The  city  of  DURHAM  is  distant  $59| 
miles  from  London.  It  is  seated  on  a 
remarkably  rocky  eminence  which  rises 
near  the  middle  of  the  county,  and  is 


almost   surrounded  hy  the  river  Wear. 
The  approach  to  the  city  is  so  beautiful, 
owing  to  the  natural  pleasingnessof  the 
scenery,   as   well  as  to  the  addition  of 
beautiful  buildings,  that  it  has  given  it 
the  appellation   of  the    English    Zion. 
The  early  history  of  the  city  must  be 
traced  through  the  legendary  history  of 
St.   Cuthbf.rt,  who,   dying  at  Lindis- 
farne,  then  a  see,  in  the  year  687,  was 
buried  there,  and   there   his  body   lay 
some  time  ;  but  in  876,    Halfden,    the 
Dane,   corning   over  into   this  district, 
put  the  then  Bishop  of  Lindisfarne  and 
the    Abbot   in    such   consternation    for 
the   security .  of  the    saint's  relics  and 
themselves,    that    they    determined   to 
depart,  with  their  whole  fraternity   of 
religious,    and    bear    the   bones  of  the 
Saint  away   with    them  to  some    place 
of    greater    security.      After    loitering 
some  time  in  different  fastnesses  within 
the  county,  after  endeavouring  to    get 
privately  to  Ireland,  and  after  remaining 
some  time  at  Chester-le-Street,  and  at 
Ripon,  and  at  Wardelaw,  they  came  to  a 
''place    strong  by  nature,  though    not 
easily  rendered  habitable,  in  the  midst  of 
a  thick  forest."     Here  they  determined 
to  fix  the  abode  of  themselves  and  the 
Saint;  here  they  began  by  erecting  a 
wicker   tabernacle,    called   the    Bough- 
Church,  and  in  it  they  placed  the  relics 
in    the    year    995.      And    thus     arose 
the  city  of  Durham.     But  it  seems  to 
have  remained  unnoticed  till  about  the 
eleventh   century,    when    it    became  a 
favourite  place  of  attack  for  barbarians 
out  of  Scotland.     William  I.,  in  1069, 
sent  his   armies  against,  and  desolated 
it  and  the  neighbouring  country  consider- 
ably.    The   cathedral    was    begun    by 
Bishop  William  de  Carilepho,  in  1093  ; 
and  he  is  said  to  have  made  the  monks 
labour  at  it  daily  with  their  own  hands, 
except    at    meal-times.      His    successor, 
Ralph     Flambard,     who    was    bishop 
twenty    years,    finished     the    building 
nearly  to  the  roof,  and  he  removed  the 
remains   of  St.  Cuthbert  into  this  new 
building  ;  and  it  is  said  to  have  been 
completed  by  Richard  de  Hotoun,  about 
1289.     The  cathedral  now   presents  to 
the  view  a  singular  combination  of  the 
different  styles  of  architecture,  particu- 
larlv  in   the  inside,  where  the  repairs 
carried    on    by    command    of  Cardinal 
Langle}r,  while  bishop  of  Durham,  are 
the  most  various  in  style  that  can  be 
imagined.  Durham containssixchurches, 
besides  the  cathedral ;  but  it  does  not 
appear  that  there  ever  were  any  religous 
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houses  here,  except  the  ancient  Bene- 
dictine Priory  attached  to  the  Cathedral. 
The  city  was  anciently  under  the  con- 
trol of  a  bailiff,  who  was  appointed  by 
the  bishop  ;  but  later  bishops  have 
granted  and  confirmed  charters  of  incor- 
poration, and  now  it  is  under  the  man- 
agement of  a  mayor,  12  aldermen,  and 
24  common  councilmen.  The  popula- 
tion in  1821  was  10,372.  Its  parishes 
are,  St.  Giles  Gilligate,  St.  Mary-le- 
Bow,  Little  St.  Mary,  St.  Nicholas,  St. 
Oswald.  It  returns  2  members  to  par- 
liament ;  the  right  of  election  being  in 
the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  freemen,  and 
there  are  about  1,000  electors.  Durham 
has  no  commerce  with  other  places  of 
any  consequence,  and  no  manufactories. 
Market  on  Sat. ;  fairs,  March  31,  three 
days  ;  first  day,  horned  cattle  ;  second 
day,  sheep  and  hogs  ;  third  day,  horses. 
Whit-Tuesday,  Sept.  15,  the  same.

Essex  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  Suffolk 
and  part  of  Cambridgeshire,  on  the  East 
by  the  German  Ocean,  on  the  South  by 
Kent,  on  the  West  by  Hertford  and 
Middlesex.  It  is  46  miles  long  and  40 
broad.  It  is  divided  iuto  19  hundreds  ; 
namely,  Barnstaple,  Becontree,  Chaf- 
ford,  Chelmsford,  Clavering,  Dangie, 
Dunmow,Freshwell,  Harlow,  Hinckford, 
Lexden,  Ongar,  Rochford,  Tendring, 
Thurstable,  Uttlesford,  Waltham, Wins- 
tree,  and  With  am,  and  the  liberty  of 
Havering.  Itsprincipal  mvERsarethe 
Thames,  the  Stour,  the  Coin,  the  Bluck- 
water,  and  the  Clielmer.  There  are  19 
market-towns  ;  Barking,  Billericay, 
Braintree,  Chipping-Ongar,  Colchester, 
Chelmsford,  Coggeshall,  Dunmow,  Ep- 
ping,  Grays, Halsted,  Harwich,  Maldon, 
Manninjrtree,  Rochford,  Rumford,  Wal- 
den,  Waltham,  and  Witham.  The 
county  sends  two  members  to  par- 
liament ;  and  the  boroughs  of  Col- 
chester, Harwich,  and  Maldon,  send 
two  each.  In  this  county  are  1532 
square  miles,  or  980,480  acres,  and  406 
parishes.  It  had  41  monastic  estahlish- 
ments,  and  55  public  charities  ;  it  has  5 
parishes  with  no  church.  20  parishes 
containing  less  than  100  people,  53 
parishes  with  no  parsonage-house,  74 
parishes  in  which  the  parsonage-house 
is  unfit  to  live  in.    The  Poor-Rates  of 


the  county  are  371 ,199/.  Os.  7§d.,  the 
number  of  paupers  is  34,425;  the  ren- 
tal is  1,556,836/.  2s.  hd. ;  the  popu- 
lation, in  1821,  was  289,425  ;  the 
number  of  houses  is  49,978  ;  the  rates, 
compared  with  the  rental,  one-fourth  ; 
the  paupers,  compared  with  the  number 
of  houses,  is  1  to  every  2  houses  ;  the 
poor-rates,  in  1776,  were  72,568/  ;  the 
number  or'  persons  to  a  mile  in  this 
county  is  188  ;  the  number  of  acres  to 
a  person,  3  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a 
house,  19 ;  the  male  population,  144,909; 
the  number  of  families  employed  in 
agriculture,  33,206  ;  the  number  of  fa- 
milies employed  in  handicraft,  17,160 ; 
the  number  of  other  families,  9,263 ; 
the  number  of  the  agricultural  male  po« 
pulaiion,  85  442  ;  the  number  of  able 
labourers,  47,221,  ami  the  number  of 
acres  of  land  to  each  able  labourer  is 
35.  It  is  in  the  Province  of  Canter- 
bury, chiefly  in  the  Diocese  of  London, 
but  panly  in  that  of  Canterbury;  and 
it  is  included  in  the  Home  Circuit. 
Essex  is  proverbially  unhealthy,  but 
it  is  only  that  part  which  borders  on  the 
Thames  or  lies  along  the  Southern 
coast  which  is  so  in  reality.  There 
the  salt  marshes  are  considerable,  and 
intermitting  fevers  are  sometimes  very 
destructive.  The  characteristic  of  the 
county  is  flatness,  and  a  want  of  woods. 
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The  soil  is  for  the  greater  part  a  good 
strong  black  mould  ;  there  is  some  bog 
land,  and,  to  the  North  West,  some 
chalk.  The  produce  of  the  county  is 
chiefly,  the  three  prevailing  corn  crops, 
wheat,  barley,  and  oats ;  but  near  to 
London,  a  great  quantity  of  vegetables 
for  the  supply  of  Covent-Garden  mar- 
ket is  grown.  In  pasturage,  Essex  is 
very  famous,  not  used  so  much  for  the 
fatting  of  sheep  or  oxen  as  of  calves, 
of  which  it  is  said  to  send  more  to  the 
London  markets  than  any  other  county. 
The  dairies  are  not  numerous  ex- 
cept about  Epping,  where  there  are 
some  that  have  obtained  celebrity  for 
their  butter.  There  is  little  or  no  manu- 
facturing carried  on  in  this  county,  if 
we  except  a  little  making  of  baize  car- 
ried on  at  Colchester;  but  its  ports 
are  numerous,  though  small,  and  they, 
together  with  its  vicinity  to  London 
and  its  good  and  completely  level  roads, 
give  it  an  advantage  in  the  conveyance  of 
its  produce  possessed  by  no  other  county.

Glou- 
cestershire is  a  mixture  of  hill,  vale, 
and  forest ;  and  of  open,  and  enclosed, 
land.  The  high,  or  hill,  district  is 
that  known  by  the  names  of  the  Cots- 
wold,  and  the  Stroudwater  hills.  These 
f  hills  are  very  high,  bleak,  and  almost 
unenclosed,  having  scarcely  any  en- 
closures but  stone  walls,  and  these 
enclosures  being  very  large.  The  soil 
of  these  hills  is  a  chalky  loam,  mixed 
with  yellow  stone  or  shrave.  The  farms 
here  are  large,  the  corn  grown  is  wheat, 
barley,  and  oats  ;  but  the  great  produce 
is  sheep,  which  are  of  a  peculiar 
breed,  and  in  great  abundance.  The 
vale  district,  is  that  tract  of  low  land 
which  runs  along  by  the  side  of  the 
Severn,  and  it  is  divided  into  three  by 
these  appellations,  theVale  of  Berkeley, 
of  Evesham,  and  Gloucester.  These 
vales  are  rich  in  corn,  in  fruit,  and  in 
cattle ;  the  latter  being  grazed  in  the  rich- 
est of  pastures,  and  producing  fat  car- 
casses, and  excellent  butter  and  cheese, 
in  which  latter  article  the  county  carries 
on  a  considerable  trade.  The  woodland 
district  is  that  called  the  Forest  of  Dean  ; 
but,  besides  this  forest,  which  was 
formerly  much  more  extensive  than  it  is 
now,  there  is,  in  the  Western  district 
of  the  county,  a  good  deal  of  private 
property  in  woodland.  There  is  lead 
ore  in  some  parts  of  the  county,  but  not 
in  sufficient  quantity  to  tempt  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  land  to  open  mines. 
Coal  is  found  of  good  quality,  and  in 
great  store,  in  the  Forest  of  Dean,  and 
the  neighbouring  country  is  supplied 
thence  with  fuel.  In  the  manufacture 
of  cloth,  Gloucestershire  has  long  been 
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held  the  most  famous  of  all  the  clothing 
counties  of  England.  Its  manufactories 
are  at  Wootton-under-Edge,  Bisley, 
Hampton,  Stroud,  Painswick,  Wood- 
chester,  Stonehouse,  Stanley,  Uley, 
Dursley,  and  Horsley.

GLOUCESTER  is  situated  in  the  Vale  of 
Gloucester,  on  a  rising  ground  on  the 
east  side  of  the   Severn.      It  is  104£ 
miles  W.N.W.  from  London.    It  is  said 
to  have  been  a  fair  city  under  the  ancient 
Britons,  and  to  have  been  a  favourite 
post  of  the  Romans  till  the  time  of  their 
quitting  the   island.     The   number    of 
Roman   coins  and   other  things   found 
immediately  in  the    neighbourhood    of 
Gloucester     corroborate     this     latter. 
It  seems  to  have  been  surrendered  to 
the  West  Saxons  about  the  year  577, 
and  to  have  been  greatly  indebted  to 
Wolphene,    who,  in    679,    greatly  en- 
larged and  adorned  it.     It  then  became 
the    residence    of    several    successive 
Saxon  kings  ;  suffered  considerably  from 
the  ravages  of  the  Danes,  and  was  sub 
sequently  a  place  of  residence  of  Wil- 
liam I.  j  of  Rufus,  in  1037.     Henry  I. 
held  liis  court  at  Gloucester  in  1123  ; 
and  it  is  certain  that,  in  the  reign  of 
Edward   I.,  a  parliament   was  held   at 
Gloucester,    at  whic""i    the  acts    called 
the  Statutes  of  Gloucester  were  passed. 
It  has  been  said,  that  Christianity  was 
first  promulgated  in  this    city,    in  the 
year  189,  by  a  bishop  chosen  by  Lucius, 
first  Christian  king  of  the  island.    This 
is  not  sufficiently  authenticated,  but  it 
seems  to  have   become   christian   very 
early.     In  679  it  formed  a  part  of  the 
see  of  Lichfield,  and  was  not  a  see  of 
itself  till  made  so  by  Hen.  VIII.     The 
present  cathedral  is  said  to  have  been 
greatly  augmented  and  adorned  by  the 


Abbot  Gamages,  in  the  14th  century, 
who  removed  the  body  of  Edward  II. 
from  Berkeley-  Castle  after  he  had  been 
murdered    there,     and    raised    money 
enough  from  the   offerings  of  the  nu- 
merous visitants  to  the  body  to  repair 
and  rebuild  the   cathedral,  which  was 
originally   the   church  belonging   to   a 
monastery  of  Benedictine  Monks  called 
St.  Peters,  and  of  which  Gamages  was 
the  Abbot.     In  it  are  many  curious  and 
interesting  specimens  of  Saxon,  Norman , 
and  English  architecture.     There  were 
*  formerly,  besides  the  cathedral,  eleven 
churches  in  the  city  and  suburbs,  but 
six  onlv  are  now  standing.     Before  the 
devastation  of  the  church,  in  the  reign 
of  Hen.  VIII.,  there  were  in  this  city 
the   following    five    religious    houses  : 
namely,    the    "  Benedictine  Abbey,  to 
which  the  present  cathedral  belonged, 
and  which,  together  with  its  revenues 
(then  1,550/.   per  annum,    now  worth 
31,004/.),  were  granted  to   the  Bishop 
and  his  officers.     An  Augustine  Monas- 
tery, in  the  year  660,  worth  then  90/.  10s. 
now   worth    1,810/.,    and    granted,    by 
Hen.  VIII.,  to  John  Jennings.     A  Fri- 
ary,   near  the   Southgate,   founded  by 
Lord  Berkeley ;    granted  to  John  Jen- 
nings.    A   Monastery   of   Dominicans, 
founded  by  Hen.  III.,  near  the  Castle- 
yard,  in  1239;  granted,  by  Hen.  VIII., 
to  Thomas  Bell.    A  Carmelite  Friary, 
by  Queen  Elenor,  Sir  Thomas  Gifford, 
and  Sir  Thomas  Berkeley,  in  the  sub- 
urbs, in  the  time  of  Henry  III. ;  granted 
by  Hen.  VIII.,    to    Richard   Andrews 
and   Nicholas  Temple."     The  walls  of 
Gloucester  remained   in  a    dilapidated 
state  till   about  the  restoration,    when 
they  were  completely  demolished,  leav- 
ing only  the  west  gate,  which  still  re- 
mains.    The  ancient  castle  remained  a 
complete  ruin  till  within  these  few  years, 
when  it  was  taken  down  to  make  room 
for  a  county  jail.    The  streets  of  Glou- 
cester   are     sufficiently    spacious,    the 
houses  well-built,  and   the  town  gene- 
rally well-paved  and  lighted.     Its  trade 
it  owes  principally  to  its  close  vicinily 
to  the  Severn.     It  has  no  manufactories 
except  of  pins,  and  this  is  carried  on  to 
a  very  great  extent.     Its  population  is 
(including  that  part  of  the  parishes  of 
St.   Catherine,   St.-Mary-de-Lode,  and 
St.  Michael,  which  are  without  the  city) 
11,585.     It  contains  the  ten  parishes  of 
St.  Aldate,  St.  Catherine,  St.-John-the- 
Baptist,  St.-Mary-de- Crypt,  St. -Mary- 
de-Grace,   St.-Mary-de-Lode,    St.   Mi- 
chael, St.  Nicholas,  St.  Owen,  and  Holy- 
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Trinity.  It  is  under  the  control  of  a 
mayor,  twelve  aldermen,  a  high  steward, 
a  recorder,  a  town-clerk,  two  sheriffs, 
and  a  common  council.  It  sends  two 
members  to  parliament,  the  right  of 
election  being  in  the  inhabitants  and 
freemen,  of  which  there  are  about  3000. 
There  is  a  market  on  Wednesday  and  on 
Saturday,  and  the  fairs  are,  April  5,  for 
cheese  :  July  5,  Sept.  28,  and  Nov.  28, 
for  cattle,  pigs,  horses,  and  cheese.

27.     It  is  in  the  Province  of  Canter- 
bury, in  the  Diocese  of  Winchester, 
and  in  the  Western  Circuit.     Hamp- 
shire consists  of  two  very  distinct  spe- 
cies of  country,  the  one  up-land,  being 
for  the  greater  part  chalk,  or  of  a  thin, 
light  soil,  covered  with  flints,  and  bear- 
ing large  crops  of  wheat  and  other  grain, 
and  feeding  large  and  fine  flocks  of  sheep ; 
and  the  other  of  low-land  of  a  strong  clay, 
or  strong  mould  mixed  with  gravel,  and 
growing  good  wheat,  and  excellent  tim- 
ber in  great  plenty.   A  no  inconsiderable 
part  of  the  county  is  taken  up  in  the 
New-Forest,   and  the  forests  of  Bere, 
of    Alice-Holt,    and   Woolmer ;    the  2 
former  on  the  southern  extremity  of  the 
county,   and   the   2   latter  just  on  the 
western  border  of  it.

and  uninteresting  countries  to  the  eye, 
and  some  spots  which  are  of  unrivalled 
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beautv: — all  these  it  has,  besides  being 
in  some  parts  very  hilly,  and  in  others 
very  level.  It  wants  only  mines  and 
manufactories  to  make  it  a  complete 
epitome  of  England.  The  produce  of 
this  county  is  chiefly  wood,  in  all  its  j 
shapes,  and  corn.  There  are  some  hops 
about  Alton,  but  the  produce  is  not  con- 
siderable enough  to  make  much  mention 
of.  The  cattle  are  of  a  mixed  breed  ;  ' 
great  numbers  of  cows  and  oxen  coming  | 
up  from  Devonshire,  and  numbers  of 
cows  coming  over  annually  from  Nor- 
mandy, and  the  islands  of  Guernsey  and 
Jersey.  The  sheep  are  mentioned 
above.  The  Hampshire  hog  is  far- 
famed:  it  is  a  large,  loose-limbed,  black- 
spotted,  lop-eared  animal ;  hardy,  prone 
to  fat,  and  very  prolific.  The  real 
horses  of  Hampshire  are  a  small  hret-d 
of  foresters  that  are  found  in  the  New- 
Forest,  and  in  the  forest  of  Bere,  and 
Waltham  Chase — very  useful  and  pretty 
animals.  The  Isle-of- Wight,  an  island 
standing  in  the  British  Channel,  opposite 
to  the  coast  of  Hampshire,  at  about  7 
miles  distance  from  it,  is  considered  a 
part  of  the  county.  It  is  about  23  miles 
in  length,  and  13  in  breadth,  and  con- 
sists, for  the  most  part,  of  a  good  and 
fertile  chalky  soil.

If  it  fall 
on  the  Sun.,  it  is  kept  on  the  Sat.  be- 
fore. Here  was  a  Benedictine  Nunnerv, 
founded,  by  Elfrida,  Queen  Dowager 
of  King  Edgar,  in  the  year  986,  to 
expiate  the  crime  of  her  being  concerned 
in  the  murders  both  of  her  first  hus- 
band, Ethelwolf,  that,  she  might  be 
queen,  and  of  her  son-in-law,  King 
Edward,  that  her  own  son  might  be 
king ;  here  she  spent  the  latter  part  of 
her  life  in  doin^  penance,  like  David, 
for  her  sins,  and  for  regaining,  like  the 


prodigal  child,  the  good  graces  of  her 
heavenly  Father ;  valued  at  403J.1 2s.l  Od. 
yearly/ now  worth  8,072/.  18s.  4d.  ; 
granted,  31  Hen.  VIII. ,  to  Sir  Thomas 
West,  lord  de  la  Ware.

WIGHT  (The  Isle  of).  This  fertile  and 
beautiful  island  forms  a  part  of  the 
county  of  Hants,  standing  in  the  British 
Channel,  and  at  about  7  miles  from  the 
Hampshire  coast.  From  East  to  West 
it  is  in  length  about  23  miles,  and  from 
North  to  South,  about  13  in  breadth. 
It  contains  about  100,000  square  acres. 
It  contains  the  2  hundreds  of  Mede  and 
Medum,  and  in  all  30  parishes.  The 
population  of  the  island  is  given  under 
its  respective  parishes ;  but  it  is  as 
well  to  state  here  that  the  whole 
amounts  to  24,120  souls.  Its  principal 
Towns  are  Newport,  Brading,  Yar- 
mouth, Newton,  and  Cowes  ;  Newport 
and  Newton  being  borough  towns. 
The  Southern  part  of  the  island  is  hilly, 
affording  excellent  pasturage  for  sheep, 
the  Northern  half  is  a  slope  towards  the 
coast  of  Hants,  and  is  cultivated  land. 
The  soil  is  various ;  but  that  of  the 
Northern  part  consists  chiefly  of  a  good 
loam,  strong  rather  than  otherwise  ;  and 
here  the  produce  in  grain  crops  is  very 
great,  reckoned  to  be  7  or  8  times  the 
quantity  necessary  for  the  inhabitants 
of  the  island.  Dorset  sheep  are  those 
principally  used,  and  Alderney  and 
Devonshire  cows.  The  farms  are  not 
large,  are  chiefly  cultivated  by  their 
owners,  who  have  always  been  charac- 
terized by  amiable  manners  and  great 
hospitality. 
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WIGLEY,  in  Eling  parish,  and  popula.

WINCHESTER.       This    city     lies     llf 
miles  N.N.E.  from    Southampton,    and 
62§  miles   S.W.   by    W.   from  London. 
It  is  seated   on  the  Eastern  declivity  of 
a   hill,  gradually  sloping  to   the   river 
Itchen,  the  chalky   cliffs  of  which,  to- 
gether with  the  whiteness  of  the  sur- 
rounding soil,  are  said,  by  some,  to  have 
given  the  name  of  Caer  Gwent  (  White 
City)  to  this  town,  in  the   time  of  the 
Britons.     Winchester    is    one    of    the 
most  ancient  of  the  cities  of  England, 
and  was   for  many  ages  one  of  the  most 
important,   if  not   the   most  important. 
Passing  by  all  the  accounts  which  make 
it  little  inferior  in  antiquity  to  Troy,  we 
may  rest  upon    Dr.  Milner's  account  of 
its  origin.     He  says,  in  his   History  of 
Winchester,    "It    is   clear,    both  from 
argument    and     authority,    that    South 
Britain,     at    least,   was   first    peopled 
from   the   opposite  coast  of  Gaul,  and 
particularly  from  the  Armorican    coast 
of  the  Celtic    Gauls,    whom,    in    lan- 
guage, manners,   and  religion,   they  so 
much    resembled  ;  tiiat    the     Southern 
coast  of  the  same  was  first  inhabited, 
aud   that  thence    population   gradually 
spread    itself  into    other    parts   of    the 
country.      This     being     so,    and     the 
relative    situation    of  the  twenty-eight 
original    British    cities  considered,  we 
can  have   no  difficulty  in   pronouncing 
that  the  first  Celtic  settlers,  embarking 
at  the  nearest  Armorican  port  to  Britain, 
that  of  the  Unelli,   or  Cherburg,  from 
the  vicinity  of  which  they  must  often 
have  seen  the  white  cliffs   of  the  Isle 
of    Wight,     landed,    and     established 
themselves     at    Caer    Peris,     or    Por- 
chester,   the  only    ancient  city    which 
is     actually   on    this    coast.      Thence, 
proceeding  up  the  country  in  a  North- 
West    direction,  they  could  not  over- 
look   that    beautiful    and   commodious 
spot,    which     possessed     the     several 
advantages    within    itself,    or   close   to 
it,    of   a    well-wratered    valley,   and  of 
fertile    fields,   for   their    own    support, 
and    that  of    their   valuable    flocks,     of 
extensive     downs     interspersed     with 
covers   proper   for  the   chase ;    and    of 
shady    forests    necessary   for   defence, 
and   for  the  mysterious  rights  of  tlie 
Druidical    religion  :    here    then    they 
made    their    chief  settlement    on    the 
Southern   coast."     The    Celtic    Britons 
being  dispossessed  by  the  Belga?,  these 
were  ousted  by  the  Romans  under  Ves- 


pasian ;  and,  about  the  year  50  Win- 
chester, with  other  towns,  was  regularly 
fortified  in  the  Roman  manner,  a  part  of 
which  fortification  still  remains.  This 
is  supposed  to  have  been  the  winter 
quarters  of  the  Roman  Legions  stationed 
here,  and,  by  the  entrenchments  on 
Catherine  Hill,  wTithinamile  of  the  city, 
that  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  sum- 
mer quarters.  On  the  Romans  quitting 
the  island,  the  Britons  again  possessed 
this  country,  and  electing  Vortigern 
their  head,  he  made  Winchester  the 
metropolis  of  the  kingdom,  about  the 
year  449.  It  then, upon  the  invasion  of 
Ceodic,  and  his  complete  overthrow  of 
the  Britons,  became  the  metropolitan 
city  of  the  Saxons  in  about  the  year 
495,  and  it  now  received  the  name  of 
Wintonceaster  or  Winchester.  In  635, 
St.  Birinus  converted  the  West  Saxon 
king  to  Christianity,  who  began  shortly 
afterwards  to  collect  materials  for  build- 
ing a  cathedral,  which  was  not  finished 
till  his  son  and  successor  was  crowned 
and  also  converted  to  Christianity,  when 
it  was  dedicated  to  St.  Paul  and  St,  Pe- 
ter, in  648.  From  this  time,  to  the  year 
854,  and  in  the  reign  of  Egbert,  nothing 
of  importance  is  noted,  but  then,  upon 
the  union  of  the  Saxon  kingdoms,  this 
town  became  the  metropolis  of  the  whole 
island  ;  its  trade  increased  prodigious- 
ly, and  the  principal  inhabitants  formed 
a  guild  under  the  protection  of  the  king. 
About  871  the  Danes  invaded  this 
coast  in  great  bodies,  ravaged  the 
country  and  took  and  despoiled  Win- 
chester ;  and  it  owed  its  restoration  to 
Alfred  the  Great,  who,  after  he  had  ex- 
pelled the  Danes,  made  Winchester  his 
capital  city,  erected  a  Monastery  for  his 
chaplain,  St.  Grimbald,  and  was  himself 
buried  here,  in  the  year  900.  In  the 
reign  of  Athelstan,  there  were  no  less 
than  six  mints  at  Winchester,  a  larger 
number  than  in  any  other  town,  and 
therefore,  a  clear  proof  of  its  superior 
importance.  In  the  reign  of  Edgar,  in 
963,  the  city  of  Winchester  was  made 
the  depository  for  the  standard  mea- 
sures, and  this  was  the  origin  of  the 
Winchester  measure.  St.  Ethelwold,  a 
native  of  Winchester,  and  Bishop  of 
the  see  under  Edgar,  caused  a  great 
deal  to  be  done  in  augmenting  the 
cathedral  in  the  year  960.  On  the  in- 
vasion of  the  Danes,  in  1013,  Swayne, 
one  of  the  leaders,  summoned  and  en- 
tered Winchester.  Canute,  about  1017, 
being  sovereign  of  the  whole  island, 
made  Winchester  his  capital ;    and  on 
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the  restoration  of  the   Saxon  line,   in 
Edward  the  Confessor,  that  Prince  was 
crowned  at  Winchester.     William  the 
First,  who    succeeded   in    about  1066, 
made    Winchester    a     principal    royal 
residence  ;     he     built    a     castle      and 
held  some  important  trials  there  ;  but 
London  had  now  risen  to  great  impor- 
tance, -and  was  fast  becoming  the  me- 
tropolitan city.     In  1079,  Bishop  Wal- 
kelin,    a   cousin  of  William,  began  re- 
building the  cathedral  which  had  been 
almost    demolished     in    the    turbulent 
times  of  the    Danes ;  and   he  obtained 
leave  to  cut  timber  for  the  purpose  in 
Hempage    wood,    about     three     miles 
northward  of  the  city.     He  completed 
a  handsome  building  in  the  year  1093. 
William    Rufus  lived    here  ;    and,    on 
his    death,     his    brother    Henry   also, 
when   not  in    Normandy,    made    Win- 
chester    a    principal     residence ;  and, 
in   the   year   1125,   all    the    coiners   of 
the  kingdom  being  suspected  of  debasing 
the  coin  that  they  issued,  were  sum- 
moned   to   appear   at   the    Exchequer  at 
Winchester,  to  answer  the  charge.     See 
Dr.  Lingard's  History  of  England,  vol. 
I.,  page  520.     In  1141,    Henry  being 
dead,  and  his   brother  Stephen  having 
usurped  the  throne,  Henry's  daughter, 
Matilda  (who,  having  married  the  Em- 
peror of  Germany,  was  already  an  Em- 
press), came  over  to  claim  the  crown  of 
England ;    and,    having   been  first  re- 
ceived in,  and  then  driven  out  of  Lon- 
don, she  besieged  Winchester,  and,  in 
the  conflict  between  her  troops  and  those 
of  Stephen,  the  city  was  partly  demo- 
lished.    It  is  said  (see   Lingard,    vol. 
II.,    p.   24),    that   no    less   than  forty 
churches  were  burned  down,  besides  two 
monasteries,  that  of  St.  Mary  and  that 
of   St.    Griinbald ;    and     other    writers 
affirm,  that  the  whole  suburbs  of  Hyde, 
and  all  the  north  part  of  the  city,  were 
completely    burned    or     pulled    down. 
The  town  has  been  a  small  place  ever 
since.     King  John  lived  much  at  Win- 
chester ;  granted  the  city  its  charter  of 
incorporation,    and  had  a   son,  Henry, 
surnamed    of    Winchester,   born    here. 
This  son,  who  succeeded  his  father  in 
1216,  lived  in  and  held  parliaments  in 
Winchester  ;    and  in  the    reign  of  his 
son  Edward  I.,  the  famous  Statutes  of 
Winchester   were    passed.      From    this 
time,  however,  it  was  more  a  place  to 
visit  than  to  reside  in,  till  Charles  II., 
having  a  wish  to  restore  it,  and  having 
bought  the   remains  of  the  castle,  be- 
gan to  erect  the  spacious  palace,  which 


is  now  the  soldiers  barrack,  and  which 
his  death  caused  to  remain  unfinished. 
Before  the  "  Reformation"  there  were 
in  Winchester  nine  religious  houses,  of 
which  the  following  is  a  brief  account. 
A  Benedictine  Priory,  founded  by  King 
Lucius,    frequently  destroyed   and    re- 
built, but  at  length  granted  to  the  now 
Dean   and    Chapter,    by   Henry  VIII. 
Value,    at   that  time,  l,5CTl.  17s.  2d.  ; 
value  now,  30,157/.  3s.  4d.    A  Nunnery, 
founded  in  the  east  part  of  the  city,  by 
King  Alfred.     Valued  at  179/.  7s.  2d. 
yearly  ;  now  worth  3,587/.  3s.  4d.  year- 
ly ;    granted,  by    Hen.  VIII. ,  to  John 
Bellew  and  John  Broxholme.     A  Mo- 
nastery, founded  by  King  Alfred,  to  St. 
Grimbald  ;  valued  at  865/.  Is.  6d.  year- 
ly, yearly  value  now  17,301/.  Os.  lOd. ; 
granted,  by  Henry  VIII.,   to  Richard 
Bethel.   St.  Elizabeth's  College,  founded 
by   John    de   Pontois,  Bishop  ;   valued 
at    112/.    17s.   4d.    yearly,    now  worth 
17,301/.  Os.  lOd.   yearly;    granted,  by 
Henry  VIII.,    to    Lord    Wriothesley. 
Wvkeham  College,  founded  by  William 
of'Wykeham  ;   valued  at  639/.  8s.  7d.r 
now  worth  yearly  12,788/.     Saint  Cross 
Hospital,  founded  by  Henry  le   Blois, 
Bishop  of  Winchester,  in   1132,  for  a 
number  of  poor  men  and  women  ;  value 
yearly  184/.  4s.  2d.,    yearly  value  now 
3,684/.    3s.   4d.     An  Hospital    for   the 
poor  folk  stood  outside  the  King's-gate, 
maintained    by    the    Monks    of    Saint 
Swithen.     An  Augustine  Friary  stood  a 
little  without  the   South-gate,    and  its 
site  was  granted  away  by  Henry  VIII. 
A  Grey  Friary,  founded  by  Henry  III., 
stood  close  by  the  East-gate,  on  the  in- 
side ;    granted   away  by  Henry  VIII." 
The  cathedral,  which  now  stands,  and 
a  good  description  of  which  is  given  in 
Dr.    Milner's    excellent     and     learned 
"  History  of   Winchester,"    was,  as  I 
have  said  above,  begun  by  Bishop  Wal- 
kelin.     In  the  time  of  Edward  III.,  the 
then  Bishop    Edyngton  prepared  for  a 
thorough  repairing  of  the  cathedral ;  but 
he  did  not  live  to  do  much  more  than  pre- 
pare for  it,  leaving  it  to  his  able  and  ex- 
cellent successor,  William  of  Wykeham, 
to  enlarge  upon  and  complete  the  work. 
Dr.  Lowth,  in  his  life   of  Wykeham, 
p.  209,  mentions  the  projected  repairs 
of    Edyngton,    and    says,    "  however, 
Wykeham,  upon  due  consideration  and 
survey,  found  it  either  so  decayed  and 
infirm,  or  else  so  mean  in  its  appear- 
ance, and  so  much  below  the  dignity  of 
one  of  the  first  episcopal  sees   of  the 
kingdom,   that  he  determined  to   take 
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down  the  whole  from  the  tower  west- 
ward, and  to  rebuild  it  both  in  a  stronger 
and  more  magnificent  manner.  This 
work  he  undertook  in  the  year  1394." 
So  that  it  was  a  rebuilding,  and  not  a 
repairing,  as  his  predecessor  intended. 
In  the  same  work  Dr.  Lowth,  p.  210, 
says,  that  "  the  conditions  stipulated 
between  Wykeham  and  the  Prior  and 
convent,  who  acquit  the  bishop  of  all 
obligation  to  it,  and  acknowledge  it  as 
proceeding  from  his  mere  liberality  and 
zeal  for  the  honour  of  God  :  they  agree 
to  find  the  whole  scaffolding  necessary  for 
the  work;  they  give  the  bishop  leave  to 
dig  and  carry  away  chalk  and  sand  from 
any  of  their  lands,  as  he  shall  think 
most  convenient ;  and  they  allow  the  ma- 
terials of  the  old  building  to  be  applied  to 
the  use  of  the  new."  Common  justice  to 
the  memory  of  this  excellent  man  bids 
us  dwell  upon  this  fact,  that  the  whole 
of  his  great  undertaking  was  performed 
at  his  own  expense,  with  the  exception  of 
the  scaffolding,  the  clay  and  chalk,  and 
the  old  materials,  which  the  Prior  and 
convent  found  him,  or  allowed  him  to 
help  himself  to.  Winchester  is  now  a 
clean,  well-built  country  town,  cele- 
brated for  its  dulness,  excepting  at  the 
fair  and  assize  times.  Its  trade  is  no- 
thing, saving  what  a  central  capital  of  a 
county  must  naturally  have  ;  and  it  has 
no  manufactures.  It  is  governed  by  a 
mayor,  recorder,  six  aldermen,  a  town- 
clerk,  two  coroners,  two  constables,  and 
a  council  of  twenty-four  inhabitants. 
The  corporation,  in  its  present  form, 
was  established  by  Queen  Elizabeth.  It 
returns  two  members  to  parliament,  and 
the  right  of  election  is  in  the  corpo- 
ration. It  has  a  market  on  Wed.  and 
Sat.,  and  the  fairs  are  held  on  the  first 
Mon.  in  Lent,  for  bacon,  cheese,  lea- 
ther, and  horses  ;  Oct.  24,  leather, 
horses,  bullocks,  and  sheep.  It  con- 
tains the  parishes  of  St.  Bartholomew, 
St.  Lawrence,  St.-Mary-Kalander,  St. 
Maurice,  St.-Peter-Colebrook,  St.  Tho- 
mas, St.  Bartholomew,  Hyde-Street, 
St.  John,  St.  Michael,  St.  Peter-Cheese- 
hill,  Little-St.-Svvithin  and  St.  Faith, 
with  the  Hospital  of  St.  Croix.  The 
population  is  7,739.

the    poor-rates   bear  the   proportion  ot 
one-fifth  of  the  rental ;  the  number  of 
paupers  compared  with  the  number  of 


houses    is    1  to  every  2    houses;  the 
poor-rates,  in  the  year  1776,  were  only    . 
9,921/. ;  the  number  of  persons  to  every 
square  mile  of  this  county  is  120  ;  the 
number   of  acres   to   a  person,  5  ;   the 
number  of  acres   to  a  house,   27  ;    the 
male  population  in   1821,  was  51,552; 
the  families    employed    in    agriculture 
were  13,558   in  number;  the   families 
employed  in  trade    or   handicraft  were 
5,633    in    number;    number    of    other 
families  was  2,726  ;  the  agricultural  male 
population,  31,799  ;  able-bodied  labour- 
ers, 15,899;  the  number  of  acres  in  this 
county,'  to  every   able-bodied  labourer, 
is  34.      This   beautiful  county    is    not 
mountainous,  though  it  is  far  from  being- 
level.     It  is  a  continued  series  of  knolls 
and  dells,  the  former  being  sometimes 
Jn7/s,'undthe  latter  frequently  valleys ;  in 
every  part  almost  enclosed,  and    pro- 
ducing the  best  of  every  crop  known  to 
England;    excellent    and    fast-growing 
timber,  fine  and  abundant  crops  of  corn, 
immense  crops  of  apples  and  pears,  and 
never-failing    pasture.       The    produce 
then  will  of  course  be,  wood,  grain,  ci- 
der and  perry,  and  sheep  and  oxen  ;  and 
it  may  with  truth  be  said,  that,  of  each 
and  everyone,  it  produces  the  very  best. 
The  soifis  various,  as  in  other  counties  ; 
but  its  general  character  is  a  mixture  of 
marl   and   clay,    containing    calcareous 
earth.     Underneath  there  is  a  good  deal 
of  limestone,    of  different   colour  and 
quality  in  different  districts,  but  very 
prevalent  in  the    county.     The  horned 
cattle   of  Hereford  have  long  been  the 
most  famous  for  grazing  of  any  irt  Eng- 
land, and  out  of  this  county  immense 
numbers  are  sent  annually   to  be  grazed 
elsewhere,  besides  the  number  that  are 
grazed  within  the  county  either  for  its 
ownuse  or  for  the  Smithfield  market.  1  he 
Ryeland  breed  of  sheep,  bred  chiefly  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  county,  called 
the  Ryelands,  are  not  in  themselves  so 
excellent  as  they  have  beenmade  of  late 
years  by  a  judicious  crossing  of  them 
with  the  new   Leicester  breed,  which 
has  greatly  added  to  their  size  and  pro- 
pensity   to  fatten.      Herefordshire  has 
neither  mines  nor  manufactures  worth 
notice.

HEREFORD,    The  city  of,  lies    at  the 
distance    of  135  miles   W.N.W.  from 
London.     It    is    immediately    on    the 
banks  of  the  river  Wye,  and  in  a  beau- 
tiful  and  fertile  country.     Its   precise 
origin  is,  if  not  unknown,  so  wrapped 
in  obscurity  that  it  would  be  fruitless 
for  me  to  give  any  of  the  suppositions 
concerning  it,  in  a  work  professing  to 
give  a  mere  skeleton  of  its  knoym,  his- 
tory.    In   the  vear  676,  a  synod  was 
held  there  at  the  conversion  to  Chris- 
tianity  of  Peda,  king  of  Mercia.      It 
must  then,  therefore,  have  been  a  prin- 
cipal town.     As  early  as  the  reign  of 
Oifa,  it  had  a  magnificent  church,  found- 
ed  there  by  Offa  in   expiation  of  the 
murder  of  Ethelbert;  and,  at  this  time, 
it  was  a  bishop's  see.     Under  the  West 
Saxons,  it  was  a  city  of  considerable 
commerce,  and  was  fortified ;  having  six 
city   gates,   namely  Wye-bridge   Gate 
(standing    at    the    South    end    of  the 
bridge),   Friars  Gate  (situated  on  the 
South- West),     Eigne     Gate    (on    the 
West),    Wide    Marsh    Gate    (on    the 
North),  Bishops  Gate  (on  the  North- 
East) ,  and  St.  Andrew's,  since  called 
St.  Owen's  (on  the  South-East).     The 
fortifications  had  fifteen  embattled  tow- 
ers,   and   the   whole  circumference    of 
the  wall  was  2350  yards.     In  the  year 
939,  Athelstan  here  concluded  his  treaty 
with   the   Britons,  in  which  he  bound 
them  to  pay  him  an  annual  tribute.     In 
the  middle  of  the  llth  century,  Here- 
ford was  entered  by  the  Welsh  under 
Gryffyth,  their  king,  who  was  aided  by 
the  Earl  of  Chester,  a  nobleman  who 
was  disgraced  and  banished  the  court  by 
the  king,  Edward  the  Confessor.     But 
they  were  driven  back  into  Wales   by 
Harold,  the  son  of  Earl  Godwin,  who 
returned  to  Hereford,  and  added  to  its 
fortifications.     Although  now  a  town  of 
great  importance,  it  is  thought  to  have 
been  but  inconsiderable  both  in  houses 
and  population.     Harold  is  said  to  have 
erected  a  castle,  of  which  Leland  says, 
"it  standeth   on    the  left  side  of  the 
riv      Wye,  and   a  little   beneath  the 


bridge,  and  is  strongly  ditched  where 
not  defended  by  the  river ;  the  walls 
of  it  be  high  and  stronge,  and  full  of 
great  towers  :  it  hath  been  one  of  the 
largest,  fayrest,  and  sti-ongest  castles  in 
Eng-land."     King    Stephen    made    the 
town,  with  its  castle,  and   the  whole 
county,  the  earldom  of  the  then  Earl 
of    Leicester,   whom  he    created  Earl 
of  Hereford ;  but   it  was  very  shortly 
after  seized  by  Lord  Talbot,  one  of  the 
Empress  Matilda's  partisans,   and  she 
granted  the  Earldom  to  Milo,  son   of 
Walter,    the     Constable    of    England. 
Under  him  it  resisted  Stephen's  forces 
for  some  time,  till,  in  1141,  he  besieged 
it  in  person  with  a  large  army,  and  took 
it.     In  the  reign  of  Henry  I.,   it   be- 
came the  earldom  of  Roger,  the  son  of 
Milo.     In  that  of  Henry  HI.,  Leicester, 
the  head  of  the  confederated  barons,  at- 
tacked   and  reduced   Hereford,  and  de- 
stroyed a  considerable  part  of  it  by  fire  ; 
and  here  he  kept  Prince  Edward  in  con- 
finement previous  to  the  escape  of  that 
prince    and    the    battle     of   Evesham. 
Edward  II.  was  deposed  by  a  council 
assembled  here  in  1326,  and  the  chief 
part  of  his  friends  were  executed  in  the 
town.     In  1643,   and  the  two  or  three 
succeeding  years,  it  was  taken  and  re- 
taken three  times  by  the  armies  of  the 
king  and  the  parliament ;  and  in  1645, 
it  made  so  gallant  a  defence  against  the 
Scotch  auxiliaries,  that,  at  the  restora- 
tion, it  had  a  grant  of  a  newr  charter,  an 
augmentation  of  its  arms,  and  the  motto 
"  Invicta:   Fidelitatis   Pnemium."      The 
cathedral,  which  stands  in  a  handsome 
space  close  to  the  beautiful  river  Wye, 
is  a  stately  and  ancient  building.     The 
original  founding  of  it  is  noticed  above. 
Subsequently  to  that,  Milfrid,  viceroy 
of  Mercia,  made  great  grants  to  it,  and 
pilgrims  flocking  to  the  shrine  of  Ethel- 
bert also  greatly  enriched  it  by  their 
donations.     In  1012  it  was  so  greatly 
decayed  that  the   then  bishop,  Ethel- 
stan,  was  obliged  to  rebuild  it ;  and  it 
was  very  shortly  afterwards  destroyed 
by  fire  by  the  Welsh.     In  the  reign  of 
William  I.  Lozenga,  began  the  present 
edifice  (in  1072)  upon  the  model  of  the 
cathedral    of   Aix-la-Chapelle  in  Ger- 
many ;  but  Lozenga  died  leaving  it  to 
his   successor,    Bishop    Raynelem,    to 
finish.     The  revenues  of  the  cathedral 
were,   at  the  "  reformation,"  estimated 
at83U.4s.ld.;inourmoneyl6,624/.ls.8ci. 
There  were,  besides  this,  the  following 
religious  houses  in  the  city  of  Hereford. 
"A  Benedictine  Cell  founded  here  yery 
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early  in  honour  of  St.  Cuthbert,  valued 
at  121L  3s.  3§d.  yearly;  or  in  money  of 
the  present  day,  2,423/.  5s.  10d.,  grant- 
ed, by  Henry  VIII.,  to  John  ap  Rice." 
"  St.  John's  Hospital  of  Templars,  in 
the  suburbs,  without  the  North  Gate, 
granted,  6th  of  Elizabeth,  to  Robert 
Freke  and  John  Walker."  "  A  Friary, 
founded  in  the  time  of  Edward  III.,  in 
the  North  suburbs,  by  Sir  John  Daniel; 
granted,  5  Elizabeth,  to  Elizabeth 
Wynne."  "A Friary,  founded  without 
the  Freregate,  by  Sir  William  Pem- 
brugge,  in  the  time  of  Edward  I., 
granted,  36  Henry  VIII.,  to  James 
Boyle."  There  is  a  part  of  the  city  of 
Hereford,  nearly  a  half  of  it,  with  part 
of  the  suburbs,  which  constitute  what  is 
called  the  Bishop's  Fee,  and  over  this 
part  the  bishop  has,  in  right  of  very 
ancient  custom,  or  charter,  very  con- 
siderable privileges.  The  corporation 
consists  of  a  mayor,  6  aldermen,  a  com- 
mon council  of  31,  a  chief  steward, 
common  clerk,  prothonotary,  a  sword- 
bearer,  and  4  Serjeants  at  mace.  It 
sends  2  members  to  parliament,  and  the 
right  of  election  is  in  the  freemen.  The 
principal  manufacture  of  Hereford  is 
gloves.  There  is  a  little  flannel  also 
manufactured  there,  but  not  much.  It 
contains  the  six  parishes  of  All  Saints, 
St.  John  the  Baptist,  St.  Martin,  St.

Its  rivers 
are,  the  Lea,  the  Maranjthe  Rib,  the  Quin 
(these  four  form  the  New  River,  which 
supplies  so  large  a  part  of  London  with 
water),  the  Coin,  the  Stort,  and  the 
Verlam.

Hertfordshire  has  no  considerable  hills, 
nor  has  it  any  deep  vales  ;  it  is,  for  the 
greater  part,  inclosed  ;  and,  if  the 
woods  are  not  extensive,  they  are  nu- 
merous, besides  the  great  quantitv  of 
wood  grown  in  the  hedge-rows.  The 
northern  part  of  the  county  is  the  most 
hilly,  a  range  of  hills  extending  from 
the  neighbourhood  of  King's-Langley 
towards  Berkhampstead  and  Tring.

The  cattle  fattened 
here  are  principally  those  brought  out 
of  Wales,  Devonshire,  or  Hereford- 
shire, and  the  sheep  are,  for  the  greater 
part,  a  breed  between  the  Cotswold  and 
the  New  Leicester  ;  and,  in  many  parts 
of  the  county,  these  are  fed  on  oil  cake. 
There  are  no  mines  in  the  county,  and 
the  manufacturing  carried  on  is  of  the 
best  possible  kind  ;  individuals  manu- 
facture cotton  and  silk,  or  straw  plait, 
and  dispose  of  it  at  the  weekly  markets 
for  their  own  profit,  and  in  these  manu- 
factures, a  large  part  of  the  female  po- 
pulation of  many  neighbourhoods  find  a 
good  living.

The 
soil  of  the  county  is  various  ;  ia  the 
uplands,  it  consists  of  loam  mixed  with 
gravel,  or  a  loam  with  strong  deep 
clay-  There  are  then  the  skirty  lands, 
which  are  a  kind  of  moor  bordering  on 
the  fen,  but  not  being  so  frequently 
flooded.  These  skirty  lands  are  amaz- 
ingly productive  of  pasture.  The  fens 
themselves  are  also  productive  of  ex- 
cellent corn ,  but  the  expenses  consequent 
on  the  overflowing  of  them  is  often  so 
great  as  to  cause  them  to  be  forfeited 
to  the  corporation  of  the  Bedford  Level. 
The  cattle  are  chiefly  the  Lancashire, 
Leicestershire  and  Derbyshire  breeds  ; 
and  the  sheep,  a  mixture  between  the 
Leicestershire  and  Lincolnshire  breeds.

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A  maritime  County,  the  South-Eastern 
extremity  of  England,  being  bounded 
on  the  North,  by  the  Thames  and  the 
German  Ocean;  on  the  East,  by  the 
sea ;  on  the  South,  by  the  sea  and  the 
county  of  Sussex  ;  and  on  the  West,  by 
the  counties  of  Sussex  and  Surrey.  It 
is  of  an  irregular  oblong  shape,  about 
63  miles  in  length,  and  30  in  breadth. 
It  is  divided  into  five  Lathes  ;  namely, 
St.  Augustine,  Aylesford,  Scray,  Shep- 
way,  Sutton-at-Hone.  Its  rivers  are, 
the  Thames,  the  Cray,  the  Darent,  the 
Medway,  the  Ravensbourne,  the  Rother, 
the  Less  and  Greater  Stoure.  It  has  28 
market-towns  ;  Ashford,  Bromley,  Can- 
terbury, Chatham,  Cranbrook,  Dart- 
ford,  Deal,  Dover,  Faversham,  Folke- 
stone, Gravescnd,  Greenwich,  Hythe, 
Lydd,  Maidstone,  Margate,  Milton, 
Queenborough,  Ramsgate,  Rochester, 
Romney,  Sandwich,  Smarden,  Seven- 
Oaks,  Tenterden,  Tonbridge,  Wester- 
ham,  Woolwich.  The  county  of  Kent 
returns  altogether  18  members  to  par- 
liament :  namely,  2  for  the  county,  2 
for  the  city  of  Canterbury,  2  for  the 
city  of  Rochester,  2  for  Maidstone,  2 
for  Queenborough,  2  for  Dover,  2  for 
Hythe,  2  for  Romney,  and  2  for  Sand- 
wich. Kent  contains  1,537  square 
miles,  or  983,680  acres,  and  411  pa- 
rishes. It  had  44  monastic  establish- 
ments, and  64  public  charities  ;  it  has 
15  parishes  with  no  church;  47  pa- 
rishes with  less  than  100  people ;  73 
parishes  with  no  parsonage-houses  3  and 


84  parishes  with  parsonage-houses  unfit 
to  live  in.  The  poor-rates  were,  in 
1818,  418,723/.  14s.  5§rf. ;  the  number  of 
paupers  is  41,926  ;  the  rental  of  the 
county,  according  to  a  return  made  to 
parliament  in  1818,  was  1,644,17  9/. 
Os.  2d. ;  the  population,  according  to 
a  return  laid  before  parliament  in  1821, 
was  426,016 ;  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses,  in  1821,  was  70,507  ;  the  num- 
ber of  uninhabited  houses  at  the  same 
epoch  3,806  ;  the  poor-rates  bear  the 
proportion  of  one-third  compared  with 
the  rental ;  the  number  of  paupers,  com- 
pared with  the  number  of  houses,  is  1 
to  2 ;  the  poor-rates,  in  1776,  were 
78,830/.;  the  number  of  persons  to 
every  square  mile  of  this  county  is 
212  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a  person, 
2  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a  house,  13. 
The  male  population,  in  1821,  was 
209,833  ;  the  families  employed  in  agri- 
culture were  in  number  30,869 ;  the 
families  employed  in  handicraft  were 
30,180  in  number ;  the  number  of  other 
families  was  24,890  ;  the  agricultural 
male  population  75,371 ;  able  labourers, 
37,685  ;  the  number  of  acres  in  this 
county  to  every  able-bodied  labourer  is 
26.  It  is  in  the  Province  of  Canter- 
bury, partly  in  the  Diocese  of  Can- 
terbury, and  partly  in  that  of  Roches- 
ter ;  and  it  is  in  the  Home  Circuit. 
The  important  geographical  situation  of 
this  county ;  its  great  beauty  ;  the 
quantity  and  variety  of  its  productions  ; 
together  with  some  proud  circumstances 
M 
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connected  with  its  history,  have  made 
it  the  flower  of  the  English  counties. 
Excepting  three  districts,  the  Marshes, 
the  Weald,  and  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  it 
consists  of  a  continued  cluster  of  small 
hills  with  their  consequent  dells.  Two 
chains  of  hills  higher  than  the  rest  run 
through  the  middle  of  it  from  East  to 
West,  generally  heing  about  8  miles 
distance  from  one  another.  These  ex- 
tend nearly  the  whole  length  of  the 
county,  beginning  at  Westerham,  close 
on  the  borders  of  Surrey,  and  extend- 
ing to  the  sea-coast  at  Folkestone.  The 
marshes,  a  rich  tract  of  corn  and  pasture 
land,  lie  down  on  the  Northern  side  of 
the  county,  close  upon  the  Thames,  and 
in  a  Southern  corner  of  the  count}', 
bordering  on  the  sea  ;  the  latter  being 
called  Romney  Marsh.  The  W'eald  is 
an  extensive  tract  of  country  beginning 
at  Romney  Marsh  and  stretching  in  a 
North-West  direction  towards  Wester- 
ham. It  is  supposed  to  have  been  an- 
ciently entirely  wooded,  and  to  have 
been  inhabited  by  nothing  but  boars 
and  other  wild  animals.  Wood  is  still 
its  characteristic,  but  it  is  also 
thickly  inhabited,  and  is  in  the  best 
state  of  cultivation.  In  its  produce  no 
county  in  England  is  more  various  and 
none  so  famous.  In  the  Isle  of  Thanet, 
the  Eastern  extremity  of  the  county, 
the  largest  crops  of  corn  are  produced 
annually  that'  probably  any  country  in 
the  world  knows  of.  Other  parts  of  the 
county  are  perhaps  as  well  adapted  to 
this  produce,  but  being  more  valuable  in 
other  crops,  are  not  so  frequently  made 
to  produce  it.  In  theneighboxirhood  of 
Maidstone,  Canterbury,  and  Sazidwich, 
immense  quantities  of  hops  are  grown  ; 
in  such  quantity,  that  it  is  estimated 
that  Kent  pays  nearly  one-fourth  of  the 
hop  duty  every  year.  In  these  neigh- 
bourhoods the  produce  of  fruit  for  the 
London  markets  is  also  very  great ;  fil- 
berts, apples,  cherries,  plumbs,  and 
even  raspberries,  currants,  and  goose- 
berries, are  cultivated  in  whole  fields ; 
these  particularly  between  Tonbridge 
and  Maidstone,  a  district  called  the 
garden  of  Kent.  The  soil  is  various, 
the  only  really  barren  spot  being  Black- 
heath,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Lon- 
don ;  the  marshes  are  of  a  deep,  dark 
alluvial  soil ;  the  higher  parts  of  the 
county  are,  a  yellow  loam  mixed  with 
flints  of  the  same  colour,  upon  beds  of 
chalk ;  the  hop  grounds  and  fruit 
grounds,  are  a  deep  and  dark  loam, 
mixed  here  and  there  with  gravel   or 


clay ;  the  Weald  is,  for  the  greater  part, 
a  clayey  loam,  being,  here  and  there,  a 
strong  clay,  proper  for  wheat,  and  ex- 
cellent for  the  growth  of  timber.  The 
cattle  are  not  peculiar  to  the  county, 
nor  is  there  any  distinct  breed  most  in 
favour  among  the  farmers.  The  sheep, 
however,  are  nearly  all  of  the  Soiilh 
Down  breed.  In  manufactures  the 
county  is  not  renowned  at  all,  there 
being  nothing  but  a  little  manufacturing 
of  muslins  and  brocaded  silk,  and  stock- 
ings at  Canterbury;  at  Deptford  cop- 
peras-works ;  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet 
salt;  at  Ospringe  a  public  powder 
manufactory  ;  at  Dartford  and  Crayford 
iron  mills  ;  and  at  Dartford  andBoxley, 
are  excellent  paper  mills.  This  county 
is  said  to  have  been  the  first  converted 
to  Christianity ;  and  here  it  is  that  the 
tenure  called  Gavelkind  is  more  preva- 
lent than  in  all  the  rest  of  England.

CANTERBURY,  is  situated  in  a  pleasant 
and  healthy  spot,  55  miles  E.  by  S.  from 
London.  Of  its  antiquity  there  is  no 
doubt ;  for  its  neighbourhood  has,  at 
different  times,  been  found  to  be  replete 
with  the  relics  of  Druidism,  and  not 
less  abounding  in  those  of  the  Romans. 
As  a  Saxon  metropolis,  Bede  says,  in 
mentioning  the  arrival  of  St.  Augustine, 
*'  it  was  the  chief  place  of  all  the  do- 
minion of  Ethelbert."  St.  Augustine 
arrived  in  596,  and  the  king,  upon  his 
conversion,  retired  to  the  Reculver, 
giving  Augustine  his  palace,  and  the 
adjacent  possessions.  The  vicinity  of 
Canterbury  to  the  Isles  of  Thanet  and 
Sheppey,  the  two  chief  landing-places 
of  the  Danes,  made  it  a  prey  to  these 
barbarians  more  often  than  it  would  have 
been  had  it  been  more  remote  from 
these  places.  They  entered  and  sacked 
it  in  851.  In  918  they  entered  it  again, 
but  were  driven  out  by  Elfleda,  the 
daughter  of  Alfred  the  Great.  In  1009 
the  inhabitants  rescued  it  by  a  ransom 
of  30,000/. ;  and,  in  1011,  they  besieged 
it,  took  it,  and,  after  putting  the  inha- 
bitants to  the  sword,  burned  it  down. 
It  was  rebuilt,  however,  and  before  the 
end  of  Canute's  reign,  it  had  become 
again  an  important  city  ;  and  Stow  says, 
that,  at  the  time  of  the  Doomesday  sur- 
vey, it  was  as  large  a  place  as  London. 
"William  the  First  is  supposed  to  have 
built  amagnificent  castle  here,  the  ruined 
remains  of  which  are  still  on  the 
south-west  side  of  the  town,  near  the 
entrance  from  Ashford.  The  original 
walls  round  the  town  are  supposed  to 
have  been  the  work  of  the  Romans  ;  but 
it  is  certain  that  Queen  Eleanor,  mother 
of  Rich.  I.,  had  the  town  well  fortified. 
In  the  reign  of  Rich.  II.,  the  fortifi- 
cations were  well  repaired,  as  they  were 
again  in  Hen.  IV. 's  time.  The  principal 
gates  were  six  in  number  ;  namely,  the 
West-gate,  the  North-gate,  Bur-gate, 
St. -George's  gate,  Riding-gate,  andWin- 
cheap-gate :  of  these,  West-gate  is  the 
only  one  standing  now.  The  cathedral 
of  Canterbury  is  a  very  stately  building, 
exhibiting  specimens  of  the  architecture 


of  almost  every  age,  from  the  arrival 
of  the  Normans  to  the  time  of  Hen.  V11I. 
The  original  buildings  of  the  Saxons 
were  built  and  burned  down  no  less  than 
three  several  times ;  and  the  present 
building  was  begun  by  the  Archbishop 
Lanfranc  in  1070.  The  north-west  en- 
trance, being  of  Norman  architecture, 
is  thought  to  be  a  part  of  the  building  of 
Lanfranc.  In  1170,  the  archbishop, 
Thomas  a  Becket,  was  murdered  in  this 
cathedral,  and  the  number  of  pilgrims 
who  flocked  to  his  shrine  with  their  do- 
nations was  such,  that  it  enabled  future 
archbishops  to  erect  the  additions  and 
make  the  decorations  that  we  behold  at 
the  present  day.  To  form  an  idea  of 
the  value  of  some  of  the  presents  that 
were  made,  I  will  copy  from  Erasmus, 
who  saw  the  shrine  just  before  the 
"  Protestant  Reformation,"  and  who 
thus  describes  it :  "  They  drew  up  a 
chest  or  case  of  wood,  which  inclosed 
a  chest  or  coffin  of  gold,  together  with 
inestimable  riches,  gold  being  the  mean- 
est thing  to  be  seen  there  :  it  shone  all 
over,  and  sparkled  and  glittered  with 
-  jewels  of  the  most  rare  and  precious 
kinds,  and  of  an  extraordinary  size, 
some  of  them  being  larger  than  a  goose's 
e<rg.  When  this  was  displayed,  the 
Prior,  who  was  always  present,  took  a 
white  wand,  and  touching  ever)'-  jewel 
with  it,  told  the  name  and  the  value, 
and  the  donor  of  it,  for  the  chief  of 
them  were  the  gifts  of  monarchs."  In 
the  fiftieth  year  after  the  murder  of 
Becket,  Pope  Honorius  ordered  a  ju- 
bilee in  honour  of  him,  which  was  re- 
peated every  fifty  years  ;  and,  in  esti- 
mating the.  popularity  of  Becket,  all 
historians  state,  that,  at  the  jubilee 
held  in  1420,  no  less  than  100,000  per- 
sons attended  the  celebration.  The  ca- 
thedral still  contains  a  shrine  of  this 
famous  man,  but  the  plunderers  of  the 
"  Reformation"  took  care  to  despoil  it 
of  its  gold  and  jewels.  It  still  also 
contains  the  monuments  or  memorials  of 
many  famous  men  and  women,  as  those 
of  Hen.  IV.  and  his  queen,  Joan  of 
Navarre  ;  of  Edward  the  Black  Prince  ; 
of  St.  Dunstan  ;  of  Cardinal  Pole,  and 
many  others.  Before  the  "  Reforma- 
tion," it  had  no  less  than  thirty  altars 
within  it,  and  the  town  contained,  be- 
sides the  cathedral,  the  religious  houses 
here  enumerated  ;  St.  Augustine's  Mon- 
astery, founded  by  the  converted  king, 
Ethelbert ;  the  yearly  revenues  were 
1,274/.  Os.  10d.,  now  worth  29,480/. 
17s.  6(/.  St.  Gregory's  Hospital,  founded 
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by  Archbishop  Lanfranc  ;  valued  at  the 
reformation  at  1661. 4s.  5Jrf.  yearly,  now 
worth   3,323/.   9a.   °2d. ;  granted  to  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury.     St.  Sepul- 
chre's   Nunnery,    founded,    1100,    by 
Archbishop  Anselra  ;  revenues  38/.  19s. 
7$d.,  now  worth  7  79/.  12s.  6d. ;  granted, 
38  Hen.  VIII.,  to  James  Hale.     East- 
bridge  Hospital,  founded  by  Lanfranc, 
for  the  entertainment  of  Pilgrims  ;  value 
yearly  23/.  18s.  9£r/.,  now  worth  478/. 
1.5s.  lOd.  yearly.     St.  Lawrence's  Hos- 
pital, founded  by  Hugh,  the  Abbot  of 
St.  Augustine's  ;  yearly  revenue,  esti- 
mated at  31/.

lis.  8<Z. ;  granted  to  Sir  John  Parrot,  at 
the  time  of  the    "  Reformation."     An 
Augustine  Friary,  founded  in  the  reign 
of  Edw.  I.,  by  Richard  French,  baker; 
granted,  by  Hen.  VIII.,  to  G.  Harper. 
A  Dominican  Friary,  founded  in  1221, 
by  King  Hen.  III.;  granted,  2  Eliz.,  to 
Thomas   Wiseman,    and   then  to  John 
Harrington.     A  Franciscan  Monastery, 
founded,  in  1270,    by  John  Diggs,  an 
alderman  of  the  city  ;  granted,  31  Hen. 
VIII.,  to  Thomas  Spilman.     Canterbury 
has  eleven  churches,  besides  the  cathe- 
dral;  its  streets  are   spacious,  and  its 
houses    substantial  ;    but    the    outside 
of  the   town  is  disfigured   by  some  of 
the  most  spacious  barracks  that  are  to 
be  found   in  England.     It  contains  the 
sixteen  parishes  of  All-Saints,  St.  Al- 
phage,  St.  Andrew,  Archbishops-Palace, 
Christchurch,     St.   George-the-Martyr, 
Holy-Cross,  St.  Margaret,  St.  Martin, 
St.  Mary-Breden,    St.  Mary-Bredman, 
St.  Mary-Magdalen,    St.   Mary-North- 
gate,  St.   Mildred,    St.   Paul,   and   St. 
Peter.  The  population  is  12,745,  There 
is  a  little  silk-weaving  carried  on  in  the 
town  ;  but  its  principal  trade  is  in  the 
hop-plantations   of   its  neighbourhood. 
It  is  governed,  under  a  charter  granted 
to  it  by  James  L,  by  a  mayor,  recorder, 
twelve  aldermen,  including  a  chamber- 
lain,   twenty-four  common-councilmen, 
including  a  sheriff,  a  town-clerk,  a  co- 
roner, and  various  other  inferior  officers ;

ROCHESTER,  is  a  very  ancient  city, 
situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Medway, 
8J  miles  North  from  Maidstone,  and  29 
East  by  South  from  London.  Its  name 
is  supposed  to  have  been  origin  all  v 
Hrof-ceast re,  from  a  Saxon  chief  named 
Hrqf,  and  thence  Rochester.  At  the 
conversion  of  Ethelbert,  king  of  the 
Saxons,  in  600,  he  caused  a  church  to 
be  built  here  and  dedicated  to  Saint 
Andrew,  and  he  raised  it  to  a  bishop's 
see.  It  has,  in  all  times  since,  been 
principally  a  military  station.  It  was 
sacked  by  the  Danes  in  839.  In  885 
the  inhabitants  withstood  them  till  Al- 
fred drove  them  away ;  in  986,  King 
Ethelred  having  quarrelled  with  its 
bishop,  he  besieged  Rochester,  but, 
being  unable  to  reduce  it,  wasted  the 
lands  of  the  see.  In  12  years  after  that, 
the  Danes  again  besieged  it,  took  it  and 
pillaged  it.  William  I.  granted  Roches- 
ter to  his  half  brother,  Odo,  bishop  of 
Baieux,  and  on  his  disgrace,  it  fell  to 
the  crown,  in  which  it  long  remained ; 
so  long  that  the  church  became  neglect- 
ed and  almost  in  ruins ;  and  in  the  time 
of  Hen.  I.,  he  farmed  it  out  to  the  citi- 
zens tor  20 i*.  a  year.  But  Gundulph  being 
made  bishop,  by  the  aid  of  his  friend 
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Lanfranc,  archbishop  of  Canterbury,  he 
obtained  possession  of  the  temporalities 
of  the  see,  and  began  rebuilding-  the 
church,  or  cathedral ;  a  part  of  which 
building  forms  some  part  of  the  present 
cathedral.  It  presents  specimens  of  the 
architecture  of  Jour  distinct  epochs ; 
the  nave  and  west  front,  and  the  massive 
bell-tower  between  the  transepts  on  the 
North  side,  are  of  Gundulph's  construc- 
tion. The  North  side  of  the  West 
transept  was  built  by  the  monks, 
Richard  de  Eastgate,  and  Thomas  de 
Mapham,  about  1180.  The  South  side, 
by  the  monk  Richard  de  Waledene, 
about  the  beginning  of  the  12th  century  ; 
and  the  choir  and  upper  transept  in  the 
reigns  of  King  John  and  King  Henry 
III.,  by  William  de  Hoo.  This  city 
formerly  had  4  churches,  besides  the 
cathedral.  It  has  now  but  2.  The  castle  is 
a.  ponderous  ruin,  standing  in  the  South- 
West  angle  of  the  city,  on  an  abrupt 
eminence  rising  up  from  the  Medway 
which  guards  it  on  that  side  ;  and  hav- 
ing on  the  South,  East  and  North  sides 
of  it  a  deep  ditch.  It  is,  by  some,  stated 
to  have  been  built  by  Caesar.  That  it 
was  the  work  of  the  Romans  there  is 
little  doubt  from  the  great  number  of 
Roman  coins  found  at  different  times 
within  the  walls.  William  I.  repaired 
and  garrisoned  it ;  as  did  many  of  his 
successors,  And  it  has  stood  several 
sieges.  The  keep  which  is  now  stand- 
ing is  said  to  have  been  built  by  Gun- 
dulph,  the  bishop;  and  other  parts  of 
the  ruin  are  clearly  of  Norman  architec- 
ture. On  account  of  its  loyalty  dis- 
played several  times,  Rochester  hasbeen 
chartered  by  several  of  the  kings  of 
England  ;  but  it  is  now  governed  under 
that  of  Charles  the  First,  by  virtue  of 
which  the  corporation  consists  of  a 
mayor,  12  aldermen  (of which  the  mayor 
is  one),  12  assistants  or  common 
council,  a  recorder,  a  town-clerk,  2 
chamberlains,  a  principal  sergeant-at- 
mace,  a  water-bailiff,  and  other  inferior 
officers.  The  citizens  are  principally 
engaged  in  boat- building,  or  other  mari- 
time affairs,  and  in  the  oyster  fisheries 
ofthe  Medway.  The  city  is  represented 
in  parliament  by  2  members,  who  are 
elected  by  the  freemen,  about  630  in 
number.  It  contains  the  parishes  of 
St.  Margaret,  St.  Nicholas,  Stroud  with- 
in, and  part  of  Chatham.  The  whole 
popula.  is  24,063.  This  town  is  ill — 
paved,  its  streets  are  narrow,  dark,  and 
disagreeable.  There  is  a  market  on 
Friday,  and  the  fairs   ore  on  Mav  30, 


Dec.  11,  horses,  bullocks,  and  various 
commodities  ;  and  fourth  Tues.  in  every 
month,  cattle.  At  Rochester,  a  cathe- 
dral and  Benedictine  Priory,  founded, 
in  the  year  600,  by  King  Ethelbert ;

LANCASHIRE. 


This  is  a  maritime  county,  bounded  on  the 
North  by  Cumberland  and  Westmor- 
land, on  the  East  by  Yorkshire,  on  the 
South  by  Cheshire,  and  on  the  West  by 
the  Irish  sea.  It  is  of  very  irregular 
form,  about  74  miles  in  length,  and 
about  44§-  in  breadth.  It  is  divided 
into  six  hundreds;  Amounderness,  Black- 
burn, Leyland,  Lonsdale  north  of -the 
sands,  Lonsdale  south  of  the  sands, 
and  Salford.  Its  rivers  are,  the  Calder, 
the  Duddon,  the  Crake,  the  Loyne,  the 
Douglas,  the  Kibble,  the  Mersey,  and 
the  lrivell.  It  has  28  market-towns  ; 
Blackburn,  Bolton,  Broughton,  Burnley, 
Bury,  Cartmel,  Chorle}^,  Clitheroe, 
Colne,  Dalton,  Garstang,  Haslingdon, 
Hawkeshead,  Hornby,  Kirkham,  Lan- 
caster, Liverpool,  Leigh,  Manchester, 
Newton,  Ormskirk,  Poulton,  Prescot, 
Preston,  Rochdale,  Ulverstone,  War- 
rington, Wigan.  It  returns  14  mem- 
bers to  parliament ;  2  for  the  county, 
and  two  each  for  the  boroughs  of  Lan- 
caster, Liverpool,  Preston,  Newton, 
AVigan,  and  Clitheroe.    Lancashire  con- 


tains 1,831  square  miles,  or  1,171,840 
acres,  and  70  parishes.  It  had  formerly 
16  monastic  establishments,  84  public 
charities  ;  it  has  4  parishes  with  no 
church,  1  parish  with  less  than  100  in- 
habitants, 126  parishes  with  no  parson- 
age-houses, 14  parishes  with  parsonage- 
houses  unfit  to  live  in  ;  the  poor-rates 
were,  in  1818,  476,863/.

9d. ;  the  population,  according  to  a 
return  laid  before  parliament  in  1821, 
was^l, 052,859 ;  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  in  1821,  was  176,449,  the  num- 
ber of  uninhabited  houses  at  the  same 
epoch  5,790;  the  poor-rates  bear  the 
proportion  of  one-sixth,  compared  with 
the  rental ;  the  number  of  paupers  cbm- 
pared  with  the  number  of  houses  is  1 
to  4 ;  the  poor-rates,  in  1776,  were 
50,985;  the  number  of  persons  to  every 
square  mile  of  this  county  is  575  ;  the 
number  of  acres  to  a  person  1  ;  the  num- 
ber of  acres  to  a  house,  6 ;  the  male  po« 
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pulation,  in  1821,  was  512,476  ;  the  fa- 
milies employed  in  agriculture  were  in 
number  22,723  ;  the  families  employed 
in  handicraft  were  152,271  in  number  5 
the  number  of  other  families  was  28,179 ; 
the  agricultural  male  population  57,316; 
able  labourers,  28,158;  the  number  of 
acres  in  this  county  to  every  able-bodied 
labourer,  40.  It  is  in  the  Province  of 
York,  and  in  the  Diocese  of  Chester, 
and  it  is  in  the  Northern  Circuit. 
The  aspect  of  this  county  is,  in  some 
parts,  mountainous ;  as  that  of  the 
northern  side,  and  along  the  eastern 
border.  Near  the  sea-coast,  and  along 
the  southern  ridge  of  the  county,  the 
ground  is  low  and  level :  no  county  is 
more  various  in  its  soil ;  none  has  better 
than  this  in  some,  and  none  has  worse 
than  it  has  in  many  parts.  The  district 
which  lies  between  the  Ribble  and  the 
Mersey  is  a  fine,  sandy  loam,  with  a 
sub -stratum  of  red  rock,  or  of  marl, 
approaching  to  clay.  A  vast  district 
consists  of  moors,  common,  and  peat- 
lands,  where  nothing  is  cultivated,  and 
nothing  preserved  but  moor-game.  The 
county  is  not  remarkable  for  its  produce; 
indeed,  it  does  not  rank  with  the  ave- 
rage of  the  counties  of  England  in  its 
agricultural  products.  Towards  the  sea- 
coast,  and  in  the  other  level  spots, 
wheat  and  oats  are  produced  in  good 
quantity,  and  the  dairies  are  tolerably 
good.  The  woodlands  in  this  district 
are  not  worth  mentioning,  and  it  is  only 
in  the  middle  of  the  county  that  they 
are  at  all  luxuriant.  The  cattle  of  Lan- 
cashire are  not  of  a  peculiar  or  superior 
breed ;  though,  before  the  attention  of 
the  whole  county  was  so  turned  to  ma- 
nufacturing as  it  has  been  of  late,  the 
breed  of  neat  cattle  was  celebrated.  The 
cows  are  large,  with  long  wide  horns  ; 
the  sheep  of  the  finest  parts  of  the 
county  are  generally  the  produce  of 
other  counties,  and  those  fed  on  the 
mountains  are  such  as  we  always  find  in 
such  districts,  small  and  ill-shaped,  but 
extremely  hardy.  Coal-mines,  of  con- 
siderable extent,  are  worked  in  several 
parts  of  the  county,  but  more  parti- 
cularly in  the  neighbourhoods  of  Man- 
chester, Bolton,  and  Wigan,  and  near 
the  latter  is  found  what  is  called  the 
canal- coal : — slate  in  great  quantity  near 
Hawkeshead,  and  it  is  thence  imported  to 
different  parts  of  the  country.  Iron  ore 
is  found  very  abundant  in  the  vicinage 
of  Dalton  and  of  Ulverstone ;  and  at 
Anglesack,  near  Chorley,  there  is  one 
lead-mine    of  considerable  value.    In 


manufactures  it  is  that  this  county  has 
for  some  years  been  the  rival  of  almost 
the  whole  world ;  Manchester,  Lancas- 
ter, Bolton,  Wigan,  Blackburn,  Preston, 
Rochdale,  and  many  others  that  might 
be  enumerated,  are  all  very  large  and

LEICESTERSHIRE. 


An  Inland  County,  bounded  on  the  North 
by  Nottinghamshire  and  Derbyshire,  on 
the  East  by  Rutlandshire  and  Lincoln- 
shire, on  the  South  by  Northampton- 
shire, and  on  the  West  by  a  small  part 
of  Derbyshire,  Staffordshire,  and  War- 
wickshire. About  30  miles  long,  and 
25  broad.  It  is  divided  into  six  hun- 
dreds;  Flamland,  Gastree,  Goscote 
(East),  Goscote  (West),  Guthlaxton, 
Sparkenhoe.  The  principal  rivers  are, 
the  Soar,  the  Swift,  the  Welland,  the 
Avon,  the  Wreke,  and  the  Anker.  It 
has  9  Market-towns  ;  namely,  Ashby- 
de-la-Zouch,  Bosworth,  Market-Harbo- 
rough,  Hinckley,  Leicester,  Loughbo- 
rough, Lutterworth,  Melton-Mowbray, 
and  Mount-Sorrel.  It  sends  four 
members  to  parliament ;  namely,  two 
for  the  county,  and  two  for  the  bo- 
rough of  Leicester.  It  is  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Canterbury,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Lincoln,  and  in  the  Midland 
Circuit.  This  county  contains  804 
square  miles,  or  514,560  acres,  and 
216  parishes.  It  had  26  monastic  es- 
tablishments, 58  public  charities  ;  it  has 


1  parish  with  no  church,  25  parishes 
with  less  than  100  inhabitants,  35  pa- 
rishes with  no  parsonage-house,  40  pa- 
rishes with  parsonage-houses  unfit  to 
live  in;  the  poor-rates  were,  in  1818, 
157,275/.  18s.  8£d.;  the  number  of  pau- 
pers is  15,655;  the  rental  of  the  county, 
according  to  a  return  made  to  parliament 
in  1818,  was  902,217/.  6s.  6d. ;  the  po- 
pulation, according  to  a  return  laid  be- 
fore parliament  in  1821,  was  174,471; 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1821 
was  34,775  ;  the  number  of  uninhabited 
houses  at  the  same  epoch,  1,141 ;  the 
poor-rates  bear  the  proportion  of  one- 
fifth  compared  with  the  rental ;  the  num- 
ber of  paupers,  compared  with  the  num- 
ber of  houses,  is  1  to  2  ;  the  poor-rates, 
in  1776,  were  23,581/.;  the  number  of 
persons  to  every  square  mile  of  this 
county  is  216  ;  the  number  of  acres  to 
a  person,  3 ;  the  number  of  acres  to 
a  bouse,  14;  the  male  population,  in  1821, 
was  86,390;  the  families  employed  in 
agriculture  were  in  number  13,028  ;  the 
families  employed  in  handicraft  were 
20,297  in  number ;  the  number  of  other 
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families  was  3,481 ;  the  agricultural 
?nu(e  population  30,579  ;  the  number  of 
able  labourers  15,289;  the  number  of 
acres  in  tbis  county  to  every  able-bodied 
labourer,  33.  Leicestershire  mav  fairly 
be  called  a  level  county  ;  it  is  scarcely 
hilly  even  in  any  part,  and  no-where 
mountainous.  The  risings  are  gentle, 
though  sometimes  to  a  considerable 
height.  -  The  land  is,  in  most  parts  of 
it,  excellent,  being  either  light  or  sandy 
loam,  or  a  stiff  marly  loam  ;  but,  for  the 
most  part,  it  is  something  between 
these,  and  very  deep.  About  Lutter- 
worth, in  the  very  southern  extremity 
of  the  county,  it  is  a  light  but  rich 
loam ;  at  Hinckley,  nearly  the  same. 
In  the  north,  about  Ashby-de-la-Zouch, 
it  is  various,  but  the  marly  loam  pre- 
vails. In  the  north-eastern  part,  about 
Melton-Mowbray,  it  is  a  heavy  deep 
loam,  with  strong  clay  underneath,  such 
deep  soils  being  the  very  best  for  grass; 
the  far  greater  part  of  this  county  is  in 
pasture ;  wheat,  barley,  and  oats  are 
also  grown  to  a  considerable  extent,  and 
beans  in  prodigious  quantities,  from 
time  immemorial,  as  may  be  judged  by 
the  circumstance  that  there  is,  in  one  of 
the  hundreds,  the  village  of  Barton-in- 
the- Beans.  Cheese  has,  of  late  years, 
been  made  in  good  quantity,  and  a  large 
cheese  fair  is  annually  held  at  Leicester 
for  the  sale  of  it.  It  so  much  resem- 
bles in  quality  that  which  is  made  at 
Stilton  in  Huntingdonshire,  that  it  also 
is  called  Stilton  cheese.  This  county  is 
but  little  wooded,  except  by  the  plan- 
tations of  ornament,  and  the  timber 
grown  in  the  hedges  ;  and  it  has  scarcely 
any  waste,  if  we  except  Charnwood 
Forest,  a  considerable  tract  of  land  lying 
between  Mount-Sorrel  and  Ashby-de- 
la-Zouch.  The  famous  new  Leicester 
sheep  originated  here,  superseding  the 
Old  Leicester  and  forest  breeds,  which 
were  before  very  justly  held  in  great 
estimation.  The  new  Leicester  is  horn- 
less, broad,  straight,  and  long-backed, 
square  in  the  flank,  short-legged,  and 
long-woolled.  It  is  prized  for  its  great 
tendency  to  fatten  in  a  short  time,  and 
for  the  superiority  of  its  flesh.  The 
horned  cattle  of  Leicestershire  are  not 
less  famous  than  the  sheep,  one  bull 
having  fetched  the  price  of  400  guineas 
by  auction  in  1793.  There  is  not  much 
manufacturing  carried  on  in  this  counly: 
a  little  stocking-weaving  in  a  few  of 
the  towns,  and  some  ribbon-weaving  at 
Leicester,  comprise  the  whole  ;  and  it 
has  no  mines.

Lincolnshire,  as  to  its  soil,  is,  by  most 
writers,  divided  into  the  tvnlds,  the 
heaths,  and  the  fens.  The  wolds,  a  high 
open  country,  extend  from  Spilsby  to 
Burton,  near  the  Humber,  a  distance 
of  forty  miles.  The  soil  is  pretty  ge- 
nerally, all  along  these  wolds,  a  sandy 
loam  on  a  flinty  loam,  and  with  chalk 
beneath.  The  heaths  extend  for  some 
distance  both  north  and  south  of  Lin- 
coln ;  and  the  fens  constitute  the  south- 
eastern part  of  the  county,  bordering  on 
the  sea.  From  the  number  of  fens  that 
are  to  be  found  elsewhere  than  in  the 
district  last  mentioned,  as  well  as  from 
the  influence  of  that  one,  Lincolnshire 
has  always  been  considered  an  un- 
healthy county,  giving  agues,  and 
breeding  fevers  very  destructive  to  its 
population.  So  many  of  the  minor  fens 
have  been  drained,  however,  and  the 
larger  ones  so  much  abridged,  that  that 
great  drawback  to  the  county  is  now 
much  mitigated.  The  wolds,  heaths,  and 
all  the  higher  grounds  of  the  county,  pro- 
duce abundant  crops  of  corn,  and,  together 
with  the  fens,  produce  beef  and  mutton, 
the  finest  and  fattest  in  the  world  ;  and 
the  greatest  weight  per  acre.  It  is  the 
first  grazing  county  in  England,  take  it 
altogether,  and  is  the  chief  supplier  of 
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the  London  markets ;  and  it  is  also  the 
finest  breeding  county  in  England.  It 
has  very  long  been  famous  for  its  horses, 
for  the  saddle  as  well  as  for  harness,  and 
these  are  bred  chiefly  about  Normanby 
and  Burton.  The  oxen  are  described 
by  an  experienced  grazier  as  with 
"  great  heads  and  short  horns  ;  stout  in 
the  bone,  and  deep  in  the  belly ;  with 
short  necks  and  fleshy  quarters,  narrow 
hips  and  chines,  high  in  their  rumps, 
and  bare  On  the  shoulders,"  and  weigh- 
ing, when  fat,  from  eleven  to  twelve 
hundred.  The  sheep  are  veny  large, 
horned,  and  well  calculated  for  grazing 
in  the  marshes,  and  for  travelling  when 
fat.  Upon  this  breed  Mr.  Bakewell,  of 
Leicestershire,  founded  his  new  Lei- 
cester breed.  They  weigh  well,  and 
produce  large  and  heavy  fleeces.  Rab- 
bits have  always  been  a  commodity  of 
great  consideration  in  the  light  soils  of 
this  county,  and  immense  warrens  are 
preserved  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
the  country  and  London  with  the  skins ;  a 
species  of  commerce  once  so  prosperous 
as  to  have  made  these  animals  a  stock 
full  as  valuable  as  any  that  could  be 
owned.  Of  late  years  this  has  rather 
fallen  off,  and  many  warrens  are  now 
broken  up  and  turned  to  other  account. 
Geese  in  the  fens  are  still  a  most  im- 
portant animal,  particularly  in  those 
which  cannot  be  perfectly  drained,  and 
are,  therefore,  available  in  no  other 
way.  The  quantities  in  which  these 
birds  are  kept  is  astonishing  ;  and  a 
detail  of  the  curious  manner  of  mana- 
ging them  would  be  amusing,  but  it 
would  take  up  too  much  space  in  a  work 
of  this  nature.  Lincolnshire  has  no 
mines,  and  no  manufactories  of -any 
note.

LINCOLN,  is  133£  miles  N.W.  from 
London.  It  is  situated  on  the  top  and 
side  of  a  lofty  hill,  having  a  deep  de- 
scent to  the  South,  where  the  river 
Witham  ruus  close  under  its  walls.  It 
is  supposed  to  have  been  one  of  the 
strong- holds  of  the  Britons,  being  called 
by  them  Lindcoit.  In  the  time  of  the 
Romans,  it  was  also  a  strong  and  well- 
fortified  place ;  and  Bede  identifies  the 
spot  by  the  names  of  Lindecollinum  and 
Lindecollina.  The  ancient  fortifications 
inclosed  an  area  of  about  thirty  acres  • 
but  the  walls  of  these,  with  a  trifling 
exception,  are  now  pulled  down ;  and, 
of  four  principal  gates  that  were  former- 


ly in  them,  only  one  is  now  remaining ; 
namely  Newport  gate.     After  the  Ro- 
mans quitted  England,  Lincoln,  as  well 
as  every  other  considerable  place,  be- 
came subject  to  the  incursions  of  either 
Picts,    Saxons,    or     Danes.      In    516, 
Arthur  here  opposed  the  forces  of  Cer- 
dic,  who  was  besieging  Lincoln.     Soon 
after  it  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Saxons, 
who,  after   destroying    a    considerable 
part  of  it,  rebuilt  and  well  fortified  it. 
In  the  10th  century,   the   Danes   hav- 
ing obtained  possession  of  it,  Edmund 
Ironside    marched    against    them    and 
drove   them  out  of  it ;  but   Canute,  in 
1016,  laid  waste  a  great  part    of    the 
county    of    Lincoln,    and     obtained    a 
division  of  the  kingdom,  by  which  he 
retained  a  part  for  himself,  and  suffered 
Edmund    to    possess    the    other   part. 
When  William  I.  came  over  to  England 
he   found   Lincoln  one  of  the   largest,' 
most   populous,    and    most    flourishing 
cities  in  the  Island  ;  and  in  the  Dooms- 
day survey,  it  is  reported  to  have  1,072 
mansions.     William  gave  orders  to  have 
a    strong    castle    built    here  in   1086. 
This   building    is   now  so   demolished 
that,  from  the  ruins   that  remain,  one 
con   scarcely  judge  of  its  former   ap- 
pearance, its  inward  contrivance,  or  its 
dimensions  ;  but  it  is  said  to  have  been 
built  upon  the  site  of  166  houses,  and 
to  have  occupied  a  space  of  1932  feet. 
On  this  space  are  now  the  Shire-hall  and 
the  jail.     In  1140,  the  Empress  Maud 
took  up   her  residence   in    this   castle 
when   she    came    to    England    for   the 
purpose  of  opposing  Stephen ;  she  for- 
tified it   strongly,  but  it  was  soon  re- 
duced by  Stephen's  forces.     During  the 
struggle  between  King    John  and   the 
confederated  barons,  Gilbert  de  Gaunt 
held  Lincoln  in  the  interest  of  Philip  of 
Erance,  but  John  took  it  in  1216.     John 
Duke    of  Gaunt  became  possessed   of 
Lincoln  as  part  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancas- 
ter, and  he  made  its  castle  his  summer 
residence.     In  1301,  the  king  (Edward 
I.)  held  his  court  there  a  whole  year, 
and  held  parliament  to  consult  on  the 
propriety   of  acceding    to    the    pope's 
letters   forbidding   the  king  to    invade 
Scotland.      In     1305     the    king    held 
another  parliament  at  Lincoln,  in  which, 
amongst    other    things,    he    confirmed 
Magna  Charta.    And    in    the  reign   of 
Edward  II.,    a    third    parliament   was 
held  there,    this    one  being  assembled 
for  devising  the  means  of  opposing  the 
outrages  of  the  Scots.     In  1446,  Henry 
VI.  went  to  Lincoln,  and  there  held  his

court ;  and  after  the  battle  of  Bosworth- 
field,  Henry  VII.  spent  three  days  at 
Lincoln  offering  up  thanksgivings  for 
its  successful  issue.  At  the  begiuning 
of  the  civil  wars  in  the  reign  of  Charles 
I.  that  king  went  to  Lincoln,  and  en- 
deavoured to  secure  the  support  of  its 
citizens  :  he  succeeded  so  far  as  to  re- 
ceive a  promise  to  that  effect  from  the 
mouth  of  the  recorder.  Since  that 
period  no  remarkable  epoch  connects  it- 
self materially  with  Lincoln.  This  city 
is  now  well  paved  and  well  lighted,  but 
many  of  the  houses  are  very  old.  It 
has  been  much  improved  of  late  years 
by  the  making  of  a  new  road  through  it, 
and  by  the  building  of  a  new  market- 
place and  other  buildings.  The  pride 
of  the  town  and  county  is  its  magnifi- 
cent cathedral.  The  first  bishop  of 
Lincoln  was  St.  Remigius,  who  built 
the  first  cathedral,  which  was  about 
1086.  This  building  being  nearly  de- 
stroyed by  fire  in  the  year  1124,  Bishop 
Alexander,  then  bishop  of  Lincoln, 
began  and  nearly  finished,  this  extraor- 
dinary building.  Subsequently  to  this, 
however,  time  and  accident  have  at 
divers  times  caused  it  to  want  great 
repairs,  and  these,  together  with  ad- 
ditions, have  been  so  amply  and  so 
judiciously  afforded  by  the  successive 
bishops  of  Lincoln,  that  its  beauty  as 
well  as  its  present  grandeur  must  be 
ascribed  to  many.  It  is  situated  on  the 
highest  part  of  the  hill  on  which  Lin- 
coln stands,  and  owing  to  the  flatness  of 
the  surrounding  country,  it  can  be  seen 
at  a  distance  of  20  miles  from  the  S.E. 
and  S.W.  of  the  town.  The  monks  are 
said  to  have  admired  it  so  much  as  to 
imagine  that  the  devil  could  never  look 
at  it  without  frowns  of  anger ;  and 
thence  the  proverb,  "  He  looks  like  the 
devil  over  Lincoln,"  applied  to  mali- 
cious persons.  This  has  always  been 
the  largest  and  richest  diocese  of  Eng- 
land. The  city,  besides  the  cathedral, 
had  formerly  more  than  Jifty  churches; 
only  eleven  now  remain.  1 1  had  also  the 
religious  houses  herein-under  mentioned 
before  the  "Reformation:"  namely,  a 
Cilbertine  Priory  in  the  South-West 
suburbs,  valued  in  Henry  VIII. 's  reign 
at  270/.  Is.  3d.  yearly,  now  worth 
5,401/.  5s.  yearly ;  granted  by  Henry 
VIII.  to  the  Duke  of  Suffolk.  A  Bene- 
dictine Cell,  founded  by  Henry  II., 
valued  at  the  "  Reformation"  at 
26/.  Is.  3d.  yearly,  now  worth  521/.  5s. 
yearly;  granted  to  John  Bellew  and 
John  Broxholm.    The  Holy  Innocents 


Hospital,  founded  by  Remigius,  bishop 
of  Lincoln,  for  leperous  persons ; 
granted  by  Edward  VI.,  to  Sir  William 
Cecil.  An  Augustine  Monastery, 
founded  prior  to  the  year  1291,  on 
the  South  side  of  the  city;  granted, 
37  Henry  VIII. ,  to  J*ohn  Bellew  and 
John  Broxholm.  A  Dominican  Friary 
in  the  East  of  the  city  ;  granted  by 
Henry  VIII. ,  to  John  Bellew  and  John 
Broxholm.  A  Franciscan  Friary  in 
High-street,  founded  by  Odo  of  Kil- 
kenny, Ireland,  in  the  year  1269 ; 
granted,  by  Henry  VIII.,  to  John  Brox- 
holm. The  trade  of  Lincoln  is  princi- 
pally in  corn  and  wool,  which  is  ex- 
ported into  Yorkshire.  It  is  governed 
by  a  mayor,  12  aldermen,  2  sheriffs,  28 
common-councilmen,  and  4  chamber- 
lains, who  have  a  recorder  and  deputy 
recorder,  town-clerk,  4  coroners,  and 
inferior  officers.  It  was  incorporated 
by  Edward  II.  It  sends  2  members  to 
parliament,  the  right  of  election  being 
in  the  freemen,  and  the  number  of  these 
about  1 ,100.  It  has  a  market  on  Friday  ; 
and  the  fairs  are  on  AjpriL  24  and  three 
following  days,  sheep  and  pedlary  ;  July 
5,  last  Wed.  in  July,  and  every  other 
Wed.,  cattle  and  sheep  ;  Oct.  6,  Nov. 
28,  horses,  cattle,  &c.    Popula.  10,367.

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An  Inland  County,  bounded  on  the  North 
by  Hertfordshire  ;  on  the  East  by  Es- 
sex ;  on  the  South  by  the  river  Thames, 
which  separates  it  from  Surrey  ;  and, 
on  the  West,  by  Buckinghamshire.  It 
is  about  23  miles  long,  and  about  17 
btoad.  It  is  divided  into  the  six  hun- 
dreds, of  Edmonton,  Elthorne,  Gore, 
Isleworth,  Kensington,  andSpelthorne; 
and  the  three  divisions,  of  Finsbury, 
Ilolborn,  and  the  Touer.  Its  rivers 
are,  the  Thames,  the  Colne,  the  Lea, 
and  the  New  River.  It  has  nine 
Market-towns  ;  Barnet,  Brentford, 
Edgware,  Entield,  Finchley,  Houn- 
slow,  Southall,  Staines,  Uxbridge ; 
besides  l\lark-Lane,  in  the  city  of 
London.  It  returns  eight  members  to 
parliament :  two  for  the  county,  four 
for  the  city  of  London,  and  two  for  the 
city  of  Westminster.  Middlesex  con- 
tains 282  square  miles,  or  180,480 
acres,  and  197  parishes.  It  had  42 
monastic  establishments,  and  78  public 
charities ;  it  has  1  parish  with  less 
than  a  hundred  inhabitants  ;  32  parishes 
with  no  parsonage-houses  ;  22  parishes 
with  parsonage-houses  unfit  to  live  in. 
The  poor-rates  were,  in  1818, 
677,735/.  Is.  5d. ;  the  number  of 
paupers  is  115,668  ;  the  rental  of  the 
county,  according  to  a  return  made  to 
parliament  in  1818,  was  5,595,536/. 
17s.  7d. ;  the  population,  according  to 
a  return  laid  before  parliament  in  1821, 
was  1,144,531 ;  the  number  of  in- 
habited houses,  in  1821,  was  152,969; 
the  number  of  uninhabited  houses  at 
the  same  epoch  was  7,327  ;  the  poor- 


rates  bear  the  proportion  of  one-eighth 
compared  with  the  rental ;  the  number 
of  paupers,  compared  with  the  number 
of  houses,  is  1  to  every  house;  the 
poor-rates,  in  1776,  were  79,090/.  ; 
the  number  of  persons  to  every  square 
mile  of  this  county  is  4090 ;  the 
number  of  acres  to  a  person,  1 ;  the 
number  of  acres  to  a  house,  1.  The 
male  population,  in  1821,  was  533,573  ; 
the  families  employed  in  agriculture 
were  in  number  9,393 ;  the  families 
employed  in  handicraft  were  161,356 
in  number ;  the  number  of  other  families 
was  91,122  ;  the  agricultural  male 
population,  19,139;  able  labourers, 
9,569  ;  the  number  of  acres  of  land  in 
this  county  to  every  able-bodied  labour- 
er, 18.  It  is  in  the  Province  of  Can- 
terbury, chiefly  in  the  Diocese  of 
London,  but  partly  in  that  of  Can- 
terbury. It  is  in  no  circuit.  Mid- 
dlesex is  not  perfectly  level,  and  yet  it 
can  scarcely  be  called  hilly.  By  the 
side  of  the  Thames,  from  the  East 
India  Docks  to  Chertsey,  is  a  pretty 
broad  level  of  alluvial  rich  soil,  im- 
mensely productive  in  fruit,  vegetables, 
or  herbage,  according  as  it  is  cropped  ; 
but  the  general  aspect  of  the  county 
away  from  the  Thames,  is,  gently  rising 
hills,  divided  into  fields  of  rich  pasture 
by  hedges  abounding  in  very  stately  elm 
timber.  The  highest  lands  are  about 
Harrow,  Highgate,  and  Barnet.  The 
produce  of  Middlesex  is,  grass  for  the 
innumerable  and  extensive  dairies  for 
the  supplying  of  London  with  milk,  hay 
for  the  thbusands  of  horses  kept  in  and 
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about  London,  and  vegetables  and  fruit 
for  Covent-Garden  and  the  other  mar- 
kets. Many  hundreds  of  acres  are  also 
occupied  in  the  different  nurseries  round 
the  town  of  London  in  every  direction. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  waste  lands  of 
the  county  do  not  exceed  9000  acres, 
Hounslow  Heath  constituting  5000  out 
of  the  nine,  and  Finchley  Common 
1,500.  The  woods,  which  are  but 
pleasure  grounds,  extend  over  no  more 
than  3000  acres  ;  so  that  the  whole  may 
be  said  to  be  either  grazed  or  tilled. 
There  are  no  mines  ;  and  the  manufac- 
tures are  confined  to  those  of  the  silk- 
weavers  of  Spittalfields.

LONDON,  the  metropolis  of  England,  a 
bishop's  see,  and  the  seat  of  the 
government  of  the  kingdom,  comprises, 
the  city  and  liberties  of  London,  the 
city  and  liberties  of  Westminster,  and 
the  borough  of  Southwark.  These,  to 
the  eye,  form  but  one  vast  town,  of  which 
the  cities  of  London  and  Westminster 
are  in  Middlesex,  and  the  borough  of 
Southwark  is  in  Surrey.  The  whole 
town  is  situated  on  the  banks  of  the 
river  Thames,  and  at  about  70  miles 
from  its  mouth.  It  stands  in  an  exten- 
sive and  rich  valley,  which  is  bounded, 
on  the  South,  by  the  Surrey  hills,  and 
on  the  North,  by  Highgate  and  Hamp- 
stead  hills.  It  is  7£  miles  long,  from 
'East  to  West,  and  about  5  miles  in 
breadth,  from  North  to  South,  covering 
a  space  of  about  18  square  miles.  The 
population,  including  the  out  parishes, 
was  reckoned,  in  1821,  to  be  1,311,599 
souls.  Of  the  antiquity  of  London,  and 
of  its  great  consequence  even  in  very 
remote  times,  there  can  be  no  doubt. 
Some  antiquarians  have  affirmed  it  to 
have  been  a  place  of  consideration  even 
before  Rome  itself;  but,  discarding  all 
such  stuff  as  this,  we  have  it  named  by 
Tacitus,  in  the  fourteenth  book  of  his 
annals  of  Roman  History,  section  23,  as 
being  in  the  year  59,  when  the  Roman 
general  Suetonius  was  here,  a  place  of 
great  resort  for  merchants.  As  to  the 
origin  of  its  name,  some  derive  it  from 
the  British  words  Llong  and  Dinas, 
which  mean,  a  city  of  ships.  Others  say, 
it  cornea  from  two  other  British  words, 


Llawn,  which  means  full,  and  Dm,  man  ; 
or  populous.  The  -Government  of  the 
town  of  London  is  divided,  and  I  shall 
take  the  city  first.  This  is,  in  fact,  a 
little  republic  of  itself,  having  privileges 
to  such  an  extent  as  almost  to  make  it 
independent  of  the  Government  of  tho 
kingdom.  Its  chief  civil  officers  are, 
the  lord  mayor,  2  sheriffs,  26  aldermen, 
96  common-councilmen,  a  chamberlain, 
a  recorder,  and  a  common  Serjeant. 
These  are  all  elected,  and  nearly  all  of 
them,  by  the  citizens.  The  lord  mayor 
is  elected  at  the  hustings  in  Guildhall 
on  Michaelmas-day.  He  is  chosen  out 
of  the  aldermen,  of  whom  the  people 
elect  two,  and,  out  of  the  two,  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  appoint  the  one  that  is  to 
fill  the  office.  The  two  sheriffs  are 
elected  on  Midsummer-day,  and  at  the 
same  place.  The  citizens  are  the 
electors,  and  any  person  is  eligible  ; 
but  it  is  usual  to  elect  aldermen.  The 
election  is  by  show  of  hands,  and  the 
common  serjeant  declares  who  is  elect- 
ed. The  aldermen  are  elected  from 
amongst  the  citizens  by  the  different 
wards  of  the  city,  every  ward  electing 
one  alderman.  Ibis  is  at  a  wardmote  ; 
and  the  elected  party  is  alderman  for 
life ;  though,  formerly,  they  were 
elected  for  the  year  only,  as  the  lord 
mayor,  sheriffs,  and  common-council, 
are.  They  are  the  magistrates  of  their 
wards,  and  hold  their  respective  courts, 
in  that  capacity.  The  common-council- 
men  are  ninety-six  in  number ;  they  are 
elected  by  the  wards,  each  ward  sending 
a  certain  number,  and  the  election  takes 
place  in  wardmote  on  St.  Thomas's  day, 
the  citizens  being  the  voters.  The  cham- 
berlain is  elected  at  the  same  time  with 
the  sheriffs,  and  he  generally  continues 
in  office  during  his  life.  The  recorder 
is  elected  by  the  court  of  aldermen,  and 
the  common  serjeant  by  the  common- 
council.  The  lord  mayor  is  the  chief 
magistrate  ;  he  sits  as  chief  justice  at 
the  Old  Bailey  in  the  trials  of  prisoners, 
and  he  has  besides  a  Court  of  Equity. 
The  sheriffs  are  sheriffs  of  the  city  and 
of  the  county  of  Middlesex ;  and, 
besides  acting  as  other  sheriffs  of 
counties,  they  have  a  court  of  their  own 
in  Guildhall  for  trying  certain  causes 
between  man  and  man.  The  aldermen, 
as  was  said  above,  are  magistrates  of 
their  particular  wards ;  and  they  hold 
collectively  what  is  called  the  Court  of 
of  Aldermen,  in  which,  matters  con- 
nected with  the  works  of  the  city  are 
regulated,  the  assize  of  bread,  and  also 
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the  care  of  orphans,  &c.  These  are  the 
principal  courts  of  the  city ;  excepting 
tbe  Court  of  Orphans,  which  is,  perhaps, 
the  greatest  of  all ;  at  any  rate,  with 
respect  to  its  influence  over  the  property 
of  citizens.  It  is  a  court  of  the  greatest 
antiquity,  established  in  conformity 
witli  the  most  ancient  and  important 
customs  of  London  respecting  the  dis- 
posing of  personal  property  of  the  free- 
men of  the  city.  All  orphans  of  citizens 
are  placed,  if  under  age,  under  the 
tutelage  of  persons  appointed  by  the 
court  of  aldermen ;  their  property 
is  managed  by  persons  who,  accord- 
ing to  the  custom,  are  controlled  by 
the  court  of  aldermen.  The  chamber- 
lain's court  is  principally  for  the 
management  of  the  city's  accounts,  for 
the  regulating  of  matters  connected  with 
apprentices,  and  also  of  orphans'  moneys. 
The  recorder  is  the  judicial  expounder 
of  the  city's  laws.  He  is  always  with 
the  lord  mayor  in  his  court,  and  pro- 
nounces the  law,  according  to  the  cus- 
tom of  the  city.  The  common  serjeant 
is  also  a  lawyer.  He  tries  prisoners  in 
the  absence  of  the  recorder;  and  he 
takes  inventories  and  accounts  of  de- 
ceased freemen's  estates,  and,  under  the 
court  of  aldermen,  takes  the  securities 
of  guardians  for  the  due  performance  of 
their  trusts.  There  is  also  the  Court  of 
Common  Council,  which  is  something 
like  the  parliament.  It  consists  of  the 
representatives  of  the  wards,  the  alder- 
men, and  the  lord  mayor;  and  these,  in 
a  body,  enact  the  by-laws  by  which  the 
city  is  governed,  and  its  trade  regula- 
ted; they  appoint  committees  annually  for 
the  dispatch  of  the  city's  affairs,  and  these 
make  reports  to  the  court,  as  occasion 
requires,  of  their  proceedings.  The 
wardmotes  are  summoned  by  the  lord 
mayor ;  they  are  presided  over  by  the 
alderman  of  the  ward  or  his  deputy,  and 
the  purpose  of  their  assembling  is,  to 
correct  abuses  or  annoyances  in  the  par- 
ticular ward.  They  are  a  good  deal 
like  the  leet  courts  of  counties.  The 
court  of  conservancy  for  the  river 
Thames  is  presided  over  by  the  lord 
mayor,  in  the  counties  adjacent  to  the 
cities  of  London  and  Westminster,  and 
adjoining  the  Thames.  He  has  a  water- 
bailiff  as  deputy,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
give  him  notice  of  all  offences  commit- 
ted in  the  fishery  of  the  river.  The 
court  of  requests  is  a  court  instituted  for 
the  recoverv  of  debts  under  forty  shil- 
lings. It  is  presided  over  by  com- 
missioners,    How  the  city  came  to  be 


thus  endowed  with  privileges  so  large, 
with  a  chief  magistrate  and  a  parliament, 
and  with  courts,  all  of  such  exclusive 
power,  remains  to  be  shown.  It  claims 
all  these  under  its  charters  ;  and  the  first 
charter  to  which  it  points  is,  one  of 
William  the  Norman  ;  but,  in  that  char- 
ter, it  is  clear,  from  the  terms,  that  the 
privileges  of  London  were  not  conferred 
by  the  Norman,  but  only  confirmed  ; 
and  indeed  it  is  contended  that  they 
had  their  origin  in  the  time  of  the 
Britons.  (See  Bohun's  "  Privilegia 
Londoni,"  preface,  p.  ix.).  1.  William 
I.  granted  a  charter  by  which  he  allows 
every  man  to  be  law  worthy  as  he  was 
in  the  days  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor  ; 
and  also  that  every  child  should  be  heir 
to  his  father.  2.  Hen.  I.  granted  a 
charter,  by  which  the  citizens  have  the 
right  of  electing  their  own  sheriffs,  and 
their  own  judges  in  criminal  matters. 
It  exempts  the  citizens  from  some  taxes, 
from  toll  throughout  the  kingdom,  and 
it  provides  for  the  enforcing  of  engage- 
ments, the  recovery  of  debts,  and  for 
the  enjoyment  of  the  chases  ofChiltre, 
Middlesex,  and  Surrey,  for  hunting.  3. 
Hen.  II.  grants  a  confirmation  of  the  pre- 
ceding charters,  and  frees  the  city  from 
some  taxes ;  and  confirms  some  of  its 
peculiar  laws.  i.  Rich.  I.,  in  the  fifth 
year  of  his  reign,  grants  a  confirmation 
of  the  last  preceding.  In  the  eighth  of 
Lis  reign,  he  grants  the  removal  of  all 
the  wears  in  the  Thames,  and  that  the 
keepers  of  the  Tower  shall  not  in  future 
let  wears  to  their  profit.  5.  King  John 
granted  the  city  Jive  charters.  By  the 
first,  he  confirmed  those  of  Hen.  II.  and 
Rich.  1.  By  the  second,  he  confirms  to 
them  tbe  choosing  of  sheriffs  of  London 
and  Middlesex,  with  all  the  customs  of 
the  sheriffwick  by  water  as  well  as 
land ;  and  by  this  charter  he  regulates 
the  choosing  and  removing  of  sheriffs. 
By  the  third,  he  grants  that  all  wears  be 
removed  out  of  the  Thames  and  Med- 
way,  and  he  remits  all  penalties  that  the 
keepers  of  theTower  have  exacted  yearly 
on  account  of  wears,  lu  the  fourth,  be 
grants  the  barons  (i.e.  aldermen)  of 
tbe  city  ihe  privilege  of  choosing  a 
mayor  annually,  to  be  presented  to  him 
or  his  justices  for  apj.  „'.ral ;  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  to  choose  another,  or  to 
re-elect  the  same.  He  reserves  the 
chamberlainship  to  himself.  In  the 
filth,  he  grants  that  the  guild  of  weavers 
shall  not  be  in  the  city.  6.  Hen.  III. 
granted  the  city  several  charters.  By 
the  first,  he  confirmed  the  second  charter 
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of  John  without  alteration.     By  the  se- 
cond, he  confirmed  the  fourth  of  John. 
By  the  third,  he  confirmed  the  second  of 
Kichard  1.,  and  the  third  of  John.     By 
the  fourth,  he  granted  it  a  confirmation  of 
its  former  charters.  By  the  fifth,  he  grant- 
ed the  inhabitants  of  the  county  of  Mid- 
dlesex the  warren  of  Staines,  and  gave 
leave  that  it  be  diswarrened  and  disforest- 
ed.    By  the  sixth  charter,  he  granted 
Queenhilhe  to  the  city  for  a  yearly  sum 
of  50/.     In  the  seventh,  he  confirmed  the 
charter  of  Henry  II.,  and  granted  them 
71.  per  annum  on  account  of  the  liberty 
of  St.  Paul's.     In  his  eighth  charter,  he 
granted  to  the  citizens  ot  London  liberty 
to  traffic  with  their  merchandise  where 
they   please,  and   without   paying  toll. 
Soon  after   this,   the   city   forfeited  its 
charters,  by  joining  in  Leicester's  re- 
bellion, but,  in   two   years  afterwards, 
they  were  restored   by   Henry's   ninth 
charter,  in  which  he  granted  an  addition 
of  privileges.     7.   Edw.  I.  granted  the 
city  a  charter,  by   which  he  secured  to 
it  all   the   privileges    that    it  enjoyed 
before,  and  freed  it  from  certain  taxes. 
8.  Edw.  II.,  having  received  aid  of  men 
from  the  city,  granted,  that  that  be  not 
drawn  into  a  precedent.     9.  Edw.   III. 
granted    it   a  very  important  charter, 
confirming  all  its  privileges,  and  grant- 
ing, moreover,  that  the  mayor  be  one 
of   the  judges    of  jail    delivery;  that 
mercliant  strangers  be  compelled  to  sell 
their  goods  in  40  days,    and  not   keep 
houses  in  the  city,  but  only  lodge  there  ; 
that  neither  the  king's  marshal  nor  his 
steward  of  the  household  should  exercise 
their  power  in  the  city  ;  that  the  lord 
mayor  be  his  escheator  in  it;  and  that 
the  citizens  be  not  obliged  to  go  or  send 
to  war.     He  also  grants  that  the  citizens 
of  London  be  not  taxed  any  more  than 
other   commons  of  the   kingdom  ;  that 
they  be  quit  of  tallage  ;  that  the  liberties 
of  the  city  be  not  taken  into  the  hands 
of  the  king  for  any  "  personal  trespass," 
or   "judgment   of  any  minister  of  the 
city."     It  grants  also,  that  the  purveyor 
of  the  household  should  not  make  prize 
of  goods  belonging  to  citizens  without 
their  consent  ;  that  there  be  no  market 
within  seven  miles  of  London  ;  that  all 
inquisitions  be   taken  by  the  justices  of 
London  in  St.  Martin's-le-Grand,  and 
no-where  else,  except  inquisitions  for  the 
town  of  London,  andthe  jail  delivery  of 
Newgate  ;  and  that  none  of  the  freemen 
of  the  city  be  impleaded  or  troubled  at 
the  Exchequer,  or  elsewhere,  by  bill, 
excepting    in  matters   concerning  the 


king  himself  or  his  heirs.  In  a  se- 
cond charter,  the  same  king  granted  the 
city  the  village  of  Southwark,  on  a  year- 
ly payment  being  made  at  the  Exche- 
quer of  the  yearly  farms  thereof.  In 
a  third  charter,  he  grants  that  merchant 
strangers  be  allowed  to  sell  in  Lon- 
don only  according  to  Magna  Charta. 
In  a  fourth  he  grants  liberty  for  Serjeants 
of  the  city  to  bear  maces  within  the 
city.  In  a  fifth,  he  grants  that  merchant 
strangers  coming  into  the  city  shall 
board  with  a  free  host  of  the  city,  and 
keep  houses ;  and  that  there  be  no 
brokers  henceforth  but  what  are  chosen 
by  the  merchants  which  belong  to  the 
mystery  in  which  they  exercise  office. 
In  the  same  charter  he  grants  that  no 
stranger  shall  sell  goods  by  retail,  or 
keep  any  house,  or  be  a  broker  in  the 
city  or  suburbs.  10.  Hen.  IV.  granted 
the  city  the  custody  of  the  gates  called 
Newgate  and  Ludgate,  and  all  other 
gates  and  posterns,  with  the  liberty  of 
collecting  certain  tolls  and  customs. 
11.  Edward  IV.,  by  his  first  charter, 
confirmed  all  the  privileges  of  the  city, 
and  granted  that  the  mayor,  recorder, 
and  such  aldermen  as  have  been  mayors, 
shall  be  justices  of  the  peace  for  the 
city  and  liberties,  as  well  over  land  as 
over  water;  that  they  shall  be  justices  of 
oyer  and  terminer  ;  that  the  customs  of 
the  city  shall  be  certified  by  word  of 
mouth  ;  *  that  all  inhabitants  shall  con- 
tribute towards  the  taxes.  Southwark 
is,  by  this  king,  granted  to  the  city  in  a 
complete  manner,  with  all  waifs,  estrays, 
treasure  trove,  &c.  ;  he  also  grants 
liberty  to  hold  a  fair  three  days  in  the 
year ;  namely,  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  of 
September.  In  another  charter,  he 
grants  the  city  tonnage  and  the  profits 
of  weighing  all  wool  brought  into  Lon- 
don from  wheresoever.  In  a  third  char- 
ter he  grants  the  city  leave  to  purchase 
land  in  mortmain  to  a  certain  extent 
annually,  in  lieu  of  a  debt  which  he 
owed  to  it.  By  a  fourth,  he  granted 
(or  rather  sold,  in  consideration  of 
70,000/.)  the  city  the  offices  of  pack- 
ing, portage,  gauging,  wine-drawing, 
&c,  and  also  (for  7,000/.)  the  office  of 
coroner,  the  mayor  and  citizens  to  grant 
the  office  to  whomsoever  they  please.  12. 
Hen.  VII.  grants,  that  if  any  strangers 
buy  wares  of  any  one  likewise  a  stranger, 
the  merchandise  so  bought  to  be  for- 
feited ;  that  any  stranger  may  buy  goods

in  the  gross,  but  not  to  sell  again.  He 
confirms  to  the  city  the  office  of  gauger. 
13.  Hen.  VIII.,  in  his  first  charter, 
grants  that  inquisitions  be  taken  in 
London,  and  not,  as  heretofore,  at  St. 
Martin's-lane ;  and,  in  the  second,  he 
declares  the  keeping  of  the  great  beam 
and  weights  to  belong  to  the  city  by 
prescription.  14.  Edward  VI.  granted 
the  mayor  of  London  several  pieces  of 
landed  property  in  Southwark,  with  the 
manor,  and  lie  also  granted  them  the 
monastery  of  Bermondsey  ;  he  confirms 
the  grant  of  the  fair  to  be  held  in  South- 
wark ;  and  he  grants  leave  for  pleas  to 
be  h olden  in  London  of  matters  in  South- 
wark ;  also  that  the  mayor  and  citizens 
shall  choose  two  coroners  for  Southwark, 
and  he  makes  the  mayor  escheator  and 
clerk  of  the  market  there.  He  also 
grants  that  the  lord  mayor,  recorder, 
and  aldermen  of  London,  be  justices  of 
the  peace  in  Southwark ;  and  he  gives 
them  just  the  same  jurisdiction  there 
that  they  have  in  London.  He  guaran- 
tees the  city  against  all  exactions  on 
account  of  the  premises,  saving  the 
services  reserved  in  the  charter,  and  a 
fee-farm  of  10L  per  annum.  15.  James 
I.  granted  the  city  a  charter,  by  which 
he  constituted  the  mayor  and  corpora- 
tion chief  bailiff  of  the  river  Thames, 
and  fixed  the  limits  of  their  jurisdiction 
to  be  westward  as  far  as  Staines-bridge, 
and  eastward  as  far  as  Yeen-Leet;  he 
also  granted  them  the  offices  of  mea- 
suring all  coals  and  grain,  of  salt,  apples, 
&c,  and  to  take  the  profits  to  then- 
sole  use.  In  a  second  charter,  he 
granted  them  a  full  confirmation  of  all 
former  charters  ;  and  he  likewise  deter- 
mined the  liberties  of  the  city  ;  granted 
the  mayor  and  corporation  leave  to 
exact  certain  taxes,  and  tbat  treasures 
found  within  the  city,  waifs,  estrays, 
&c,  should  belong  to  it.  By  a  third 
charter,  he  confirms  the  grant  of  weigh- 
ing of  all  coals  that  come  to  London, 
and  settles  that  it  shall  be  done  at  8d. 
per  ton  ;  and,  by  the  same  charter,  fore- 
stalling coals  and  retailing  in  lighters 
are  forbidden.     16.  Charles  I.  granted 

?.  charter  to  the  city,  confirming  all  its 
brmer  charters.  He  granted  tbat  the 
lord  mayor,  aldermen,  and  recorder,  be 
justices,  with  power  to  commit  offenders 
to  Newgate ;  and  moreover,  that  four 
justices,  the  lord  mayor  or  recorder  be- 
ing always  one,  hold  sessions  to  inquire 
into  several  offences  against  statutes,  and 
to  try  indictments,  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  kingdom.    He  granted  them 


the  forfeitures  of  recognizances  within 
the  city;  and  also  fines  to  the  lord 
mayor,  as  chief  magistrate,  or  as  conser- 
vator of  the  river  Thames.  He  granted 
the  city  Moorfields  and  W  est- Smith f  eld, 
with  liberty  to  hold  fairs  and  markets  in 
those  fields,  with  tolls  and  other  profits. 
He  granted  it  the  profits  of  the  offices 
of  gauging  and  weighing  within  the 
city;  and  also  that  freemen's  widows 
should  follow  their  husband's  occupa- 
tions so  long  as  they  continued  widows  ; 
that  there  be  no  market  within  seven 
miles  of  the  city ;  that  the  customs  of 
the  city  be  recorded  by  the  mouth  of 
the  recorder ;  that  the  sons  of  freemen 
be  compelled  to  take  up  their  freedom, 
and  that  apprentices  be  apprenticed  for 
no  shorter  time  than  seven  years  ;  also 
that  the  city  have  a  Court, of  Requests 
for  the  recovery  of  small  debts,  and 
that  the  officers  of  this  court  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  lord  mayor  and  common- 
alty. In  the  same  charter  he  grants 
leave  to  the  lord  mayor  and  commonalty 
to  become  brokers  of  pawns,  and  he  fixes 
the  fees ;  he  also  allows  them  to  hang 
out  signs  of  their  respective  trades ; 
grants  them  the  custody  of  Bethlehem 
Hospital,  and  he  gives  them  leave  to 
buy  a  quantity  of  land  in  mortmain.  In 
another  charter  King  Charles  grants  the 
mayor  and  commonalty  the  offices  of 
package  and  portage,  and  that  of  scavage, 
in  consideration  of  a  sum  of  4,200/. 
All  that  I  have  given  above  is  a  mere 
sketch  of  an  abstract  of  the  "  Great 
Charter  of  Confirmation,"  which  was 
granted  in  the  15th  Charles  II.,  and 
which  embodies  the  whole  of  the  char- 
ters from  William  I.  In  reading  them 
all  through,  one  is  struck  by  the  fre- 
quency with  which  the  same  king  grants 
the  same  privilege  ;  even,  in  one  or  two 
instances,  over  and  over  again  ;  but  this 
is  accounted  for  by  the  charters  having 
been  frequently  withdrawn  by  the  king- 
when  the  city  had  opposed  hiin,  or 
(more  frequently)  by  the  king's  de- 
manding sums  of  money,  which,  when 
given,  he  repaid  by  a  confirmation  of 
privileges,  or  a  grant  of  fresh  ones. 
Hen.  III.,  for  instance,  granted  the  city 
no  less  than  nine  charters  ;  but  the  chief 
of  them  were  merely  confirmations  of 
former  charters,  and  at  every  grant  he 
exacted  a  large  sum  of  money.  At  the 
revolution  of  1688,  William  and  Mary 
granted  a  full  confirmation  of  all  the 
city's  rights,  and  this  is  its  last  charter. 
When  the  Romans  came  to  England, 
they  found  London  the  principal  town 
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of  the  nation,  called  Trinobantes,  and, 
after  driving  out  these,  they  made  it  the 
capital  of  their  prefecture.  They  called 
it  Londinum  ;  and  there  seems  but  little 
doubt  that  they  fortified  it  strongly; 
but,  quitting  England  about  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fifth  century,  London 
again  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Britons, 
who  retained  possession  of  it,  more  or 
less,  till  the  year  530,  when  a  Saxon 
leader,  Erkenwin,  assumed  the  sove- 
reignty of  what  is  now  Essex,  Middle-' 
sex,  and  a  part  of  Hertfordshire,  as 
king  of  the  East-Saxons,  or  king  of 
Essex.  In  the  year  596,  Pope  Gregory 
sent  St.  Augustine  to  convert  the  Anglo- 
Saxons  to  Christianity,  jind  he,  having 
succeeded  in  the  kingdom  of  Kent, 
easily  persuaded  the  king,  Ethelbert, 
to  suffer  him  to  send  a  missionary  into 
the  territory  of  the  king  of  Essex,  for 
that  kingdom  was  now  governed  by  Sa- 
berct,  the  son  of  Erkenwin,  and  nephew 
of  Ethelbert.  Accordingly,  Mellitus  the 
abbot  was  sent,  and  soon  succeeded  in 
his  mission :  the  king  received  the  sa- 
crament of  baptism,  and  caused  Melli- 
tus to  be  consecrated  a  bishop.  He  also 
made  London  a  bishop's  see,  and  Mel- 
litus the  bishop.  This  was  about  the  year 
604,  and  in  610,  a  cathedral  church  was 
built  on  the  site  of  the  present  St.  Paul's. 
In  the  reign  of  Egbert,  year  833,  a 
wittengernot,  or  Saxon  parliament,  was 
assembled  at  London,  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  means  of  expelling  the 
Danes,  who  had  harassed  the  kingdom 
in  several  descents  upon  it.  In  851 
these  Danes,  in  the  reign  of  Ethelwulf, 
reduced  and  sacked  the  town  of  London 
amongst  others.  It  must  have  been  the 
capital  of  the  kingdom  in  the  reign  of 
Alfred  ;  for  we  find  in  the  Mirror  of  Jus- 
tices, a  book  written  during  the  reign  of 
Edw.  I.,  that  "  for  the  estate  of  the 
realm,  Alfred  caused  the  earls  to  meet, 
and  ordained  for  a  perpetual  usage,  that 
twice  in  the  year,  or  oftener,  if  need 
were,  in  time  of  peace,  they  should 
assemble  together  at  London,  to  speak 
their  minds  for  the  guiding  of  the  people 
of  God,"  &c.  Chapter  I.  Section  3.  This 
was  about  890.  In  1052,  Edward  the 
Confessor  assembled  a  great  council  at 
London,  to  judge  of  the  rebellion  of 
Earl  Godwin  and  his  sons.  In  1067 
William  the  Norman  came  over  to  Eng- 
land, and  having  come  to  London,  he 
began  a  fortress  on  the  site  of  the  pre- 
sent Tower  of  London,  and  from  this 
time  London  was  no  doubt  the  metro- 
polis of  tho  kingdom.    William  Rufus 


augmented  the  fortress  of  his  father, 
and  is  said  to  have  built  the  White 
Tower  which  now  stands.  In  1258  a 
famine  occurred,  of  which  no  less  than 
20,000  persons  died ;  and  in  1348,  not 
less  than  50,000  are  said  to  have  died 
in  London  from  a  pestilence  which  pre- 
vailed over  Europe.  In  1381,  in  the 
reign  of  Richard  II.,  the  famous  rebel- 
lion of  Wat  Tyler  and  Jack  Straw  broke 
out,  and  was  quelled  in  London  ;  and 
in  1450,  in  Henry  VI.'s  reign,  the 
Londoners  opened  the  gates  of  the  town 
to  Jack  Cade  and  his  followers  from 
Kent.  In  1563,  the  plague  appeared 
again  in  London,  committing  great 
havoc,  but  in  1665  came  what  goes 
by  the  name  of  the  "  great  plague,"  in 
which  no  fewer  than  100,000  persons 
died  ;  and,  in  the  very  next  year,  broke 
out  the  jire  of  London,  which,  beginning 
in  a  baker's  shop  near  London-bridge, 
raged  with  unabating  fury  for  three 
days  and  nights,  chasing  the  inhabitants 
from  street  to  street,  and  being  stopped 
at  last  by  the  blowing  up  of  houses  with 
gunpowder,  but  not  until  four  hundred 
streets,  containing  in  all  thirteen  thou- 
sand houses,  were  reduced  to  ruins, 
which  were  calculated  to  cover  an  area 
of  about  four  hundred  acres  of  ground. 
It  burned  the  Guildhall,  eighty-nine 
churches  (one  of  which  was  the  ori- 
ginal St.  Paul's),  and  four  of  the  prin- 
cipal city-gates,  besides  hospitals  and 
schools.  So  much  for  the  city  of  London 
only.  Westminster  was,  for  many  ages, 
entirely  distinct  from  the  city  of  Lon- 
don, and  the  Strand  was  the  road  lead- 
ing from  one  to  the  other,  having  the 
Thames  on  one  side  and  fields  on  the 
other.  It  was  then  wholly  under  the 
government,  both  in  civil  and  ecclesi- 
astical affairs,  of  the  dean  and  chapter 
of  Westminster ;  but,  since  the  refor- 
mation, the  civil  part  has  been  in  the 
hands  of  laymen,  though  these  are  not 
uninfluenced  by  the  clergy  ;  for  they 
elect  and  confirm  the  magistrates.  The 
principal  is  the  high  steward,  who  is 
usually  a  nobleman.  The  next  is  a  de- 
puty steward.  This  is  a  kind  of  sheriff; 
for  he  holds  the  court-leet  with  other 
magistrates,  and  is  chairman  of  the 
quarter  sessions.  The  next  is  the  high 
bailiff,  who  has  the  chief  management 
of  elections  for  members  of  parliament, 
and  of  public  meetings.  These  are 
elected  or  confirmed  by  the  dean  and 
chapter,  and  they  hold  their  offices  for 
life.  There  is  a  high  constable,  who 
has  the  control  of  all  the  constables; 
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and  there  are  sixteen  burgesses,  each 
having  a  separate  ward,  over  which  he 
is  a  magistrate,  much  resembling  the 
institution  of  aldermen  in  the  city  of 
London.  Westminster  sends  two  mem- 
bers to  parliament,  who  are  chosen  by 
the  householders  paying  scot  and  lot.  It 
has  no  trading  companies,  and  no  courts 
but  those  of  the  leet,  the  sessions,  and 
a  court  of  requests.  The  abbey  of 
Westminster,  as  an  edifice  and  an  im- 
mensely rich  endowmeut,  owes  its  ori- 
gin to  Edward  the  Confessor.  At  the 
reformation,  the  revenues  of  the  abbey 
were  estimated  at  3,033/.  17s.  yearly, 
a  sum  equal  to  60,677/.  of  the  money  of 
the  present  day.  The  borough  of  Soitth- 
wark  was  governed  by  its  own  bailiffs  up 
to  the  year  1327,  in  the  reign  of  Edw. 
III.,  when  it  was  found  inconvenient  to 
carry  on  the  government  of  the  two 
places  under  separate  jurisdictions ;  so 
by  charter  it  was  granted  (see  charters 
above)  that  the  mayor  of  London  be 
bailiff  of  Southwark,  to  govern  it  by 
deputy.  Subsequently,  in  1550,  Edw. 
VI.  made  a  more  complete  grant  of  it  to 
the  city,  placing  it  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  mayor,  and  creating  it  one  of 
the  city  wards,  under  the  namp  of  the 
Bridge-  Ward  with  out.  Thisborough  sends 
two  members  to  parliament,  who  are 
elected  also  by  the  householders  paying 
.scot  and  lot.  London,  comprising  West- 
minster, Southwark,  and  the  city,  con- 
tained, before  the  reformation,  40  reli- 
gious houses  and  hospitals,  the  interest- 
ing particulars  of  which  would  take  up 
too  much  room  for  me  to  state  here. 
It  now  contains  196  churches  and  cha- 
pels of  ease,  11  Catholic  chapels,  17 
chapels  of  foreign  Protestants,  132  meet- 
ing-houses, 22  hospitals,  107  almshouses, 
20  dispensaries,  besides  several  minor 
institutions  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 
and  infirm.  London  contains  the,  fol- 
lowing parishes.

male  population,  15,884  ;  able  labourers, 
7,942  ;  the  number  of  acres  in  this 
county  to  every  able-bodied  labourer  is 
40.  This  is  as  hilly  a  county  as  any  in 
England  ;  indeed,  it  is  all  hill  and  dale  ; 
generally  very  beautiful,  and,  in  many 
parts,  very  productive.  The  wastes  are 
numerous,  and  some  of  them  large  ; 
that  of  Greenmore  contains  about  5,000 
acres  ;  Caldicot  about  800  ;  besides  those 
of  Devaudon,  Chepstow,  and  others. 
The  southern  part  of  the  county  consists 
of  large  tracts  of  moor  and  marsh  lands, 
containing,  in  some  parts,  great  depths 
of  rich  land,  and,  in  other  parts,  a  black 
peaty  earth.  Another  division  of  it 
consists  of  a  mixture  of  clay-loam, 
forming  fertile  meadows  in  the  valleys, 
with  a  good  red  soil  on  the  higher 
ground,  excellent  for  the  growth  of  corn. 
In  the  eastern  part  of  the  county,  ex- 
tending along  the  course  of  the  river 
Uske,  the  soil  is  of  a  faint-red  colour, 
and  fertile  as  a  garden.  The  third  divi- 
sion of  the  county  is  the  western,  a 
hilly,  or,  rather,  mountainous  district, 
the  soil  upon  the  hills  being  of  a  thin, 
peaty  nature,  with  stone  underneath,  or 
coals,  and  iron  ore.  The  low  grounds 
in  this  district  are  marshy,  and  the  mid- 
land is  either  cultivated  in  corn,  or  is 
in  good  woodland.  Nothing  can  be  more 
beautiful  than  a  great  part  of  this  coun- 
ty. The  horned  cattle  of  Monmouth- 
shire are  of  good  size,  short-legged, 
and  compact  in  the  carcass.  They  are 
sent  into  the  other  counties  of  England, 
to  fatten,  in  great  numbers.  The  sheep 
are  of  two  kinds ;  in  the  low  lands  the 
Byeland  breed  is  found ;  but,  on  the 
hills,  quite  another  sort,  a  slender, 
long-legged,  rough-woolled,  active  ani- 
mal, the  only  kind  fitted  for  such  a  dis- 
trict, and,  though  not  producing  much, 
yet  producing  good  mutton.  The  horses 
are  slender  and  unserviceable,  but  the 
mules  of  this  county  are  the  best  of  any 
bred  in  England  ;  they  are  larger  and 
handsomer,  and  very  often  bring  good 
prices.  There  are  extensive  mines  of 
coal  and  iron  in  Monmouthshire  ;  and 
manufacturing  of  flannel,  coarse  cloths, 
woollen  stockings,  knit-caps,  &c.  is 
carried  on  in  many  parts  of  it.

NORFOLK 


Is  hounded  on  the  North-East  by  the  Ger- 
man Ocean;  on  the  South- East  by  Suf- 
folk ;  on  theWestby  Lincolnshire  Washes, 
and  by  part  of  that  county  and  Cambridge- 
shire. It  is  from  60  to  70  miles  long, 
and  from  30    to    40   miles  broad.    It 


contains  33  hundreds  ;  namely,  Blofield, 
Brothercross,  Clackclose,  Clavering, 
Depwade,  Diss,  Easham,  Erpingham 
(North),  Erpingham  (South),  Eyres- 
ford,  Flegg  (East),  Flegg  (West),  Fore- 
hoe,  Freebridge,  Freebridge-Marshland, 
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Gallon,  Greenhoe  (North),  Greenhoe 
(South),  Grinthoe,  Guiltcross,  Hop- 
ping, Henstead,  Holt,  Humbleyard, 
Launditch,  Loddon,  Milford,  Shropham, 
Smithdon,  Taversham,  Tunstead,  Wal- 
sham,  and  Waj'land.  The  principal 
rivers  of  this  county  are,  the  Great 
Ouse,  the  Little  Ouse,  the  Bure,  the 
Wensum,  the  Yare,  and  the  Nar.  There 
are  30  market-towns;  namely,  Attle- 
burgh,  Aylsham,  Buckenham,  Burn- 
Lam,  Cromer,  Castle-Rising-,  Clay, 
Dereham  (East),  Diss,  Downham, 
Fakenham,  Foulsham,  Harleston,  Har- 
ling  (East),  Hingham,  Holt,  Lyme- 
Regis,  Loddon,  Methwold,  Norwich, 
Repeham,  Snettisham,  Swaftham,  Thet- 
f'ord,  Walsham,  Walsingham,  Watton, 
Wymondham,  Worsted,  Yarmouth. 
The  county  sends  2  members  to  parlia- 
ment, the  city  of  Norwich  2,  and  each  of 
the  boroughs  of  Caslle-Rising,  Thet- 
ford,  Lynn ,  and  Yarmouth,  send  2.  Nor- 
folk contains  2,092  square  miles,  or 
1,338,880  acres,  and  731  parishes.  It 
had  77  monastic  establishments,  and 
42  public  charities ;  it  has  22  parishes 
with  no  churches,  74  parishes  with  less 
than  100  inhabitants,  268  parishes  with 
no  parsonage-houses,  140  parishes  with 
parsonage-houses  unfit  to  live  in ;  the 
Poor-rates  were,  in  1818,  360,337/. 
14*'.  6§d.  ;  the  number  of  Paupers  is 
34,523  ;  the  rental  of  the  county,  accord- 
ing to  a  return  made  to  parliament  in 
1818,  was  1,540,952/.  8s.  5rf. ;  the  po- 
pulation, according  to  a  return  laid 
before  parliament  in  1821,  was  344,368  ; 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1821 
was  62,274  ;  the  number  of  uninhabited 
houses  at  the  same  epoch,  1,269;  the 
poor-rates  bear  the  proportion  of  one- 
fourth  of  the  rental ;  the  number  of 
paupers,  compared  with  the  number  of 
houses,  is  one  to  every  two  ;  the  poor- 
rates  in  1776  were  63,171/. ;  the  number 
of  persons  to  every  square  mile  of  this 
county  is  163 ;  the  number  of  acres  to 
a  person,  4  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a 
house, 21 ;  the  male  population,  in  1821, 
was  166,892 ;  the  families  employed 
in  agriculture  were  in  number  36,368  ; 
the  families  employed  in  handicraft  were 
26,201  in  number  ;  the  number  of  other 
families  was  11,928;  the  agricultural 
male  population,  81,336  ;  able  labourers, 
40,658;  the  number  of  acres  in  this 
county  to  every  able-bodied  labourer,  is 
32.  It  is  in  the  Province  of  Canter- 
bury, in  the  Diocese  of  Norwich, 
and  in  the  Norfolk  Circuit.  Nor- 
folk is  a  very  flat  county,  there  being 


scarcely  any  rising  ground  even,  except- 
ing a  little  about  Cromer,  and  a  little 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Norwich.  Mr. 
Arthur  Young,  made  an  analysis  of 
the  land  of  the  county  of  Norfolk  :  of 
light  sand  he  found  140,000  acres  ;  good 
sand  268,800  ;  marshland  clay  38,400  ; 
various  loams  576,000  ;  rich  loam  94,720  ; 
peat  52,480.  It  has  been  for  some  years 
considered  the  first  county  in  England 
for  its  agriculture  ;  that  is  to  say,  for  its 
growth  of  corn  crops,  for  as  a  grazing 
county,  or  sheep-fatting  county,  it  is 
far  beneath  many.  Its  principal  produce 
is,  wheat,  barley,  and  oats  ;  and  of  bar- 
ley more  than  of  the  other  two.  The 
woodlands  are  no-where  extensive  here, 
unless  where  gentlemen  have  planted, 
though,  in  some  districts,  the  hedge- 
rows are  thick,  and  give  the  country  the 
appearance  of  being  wooded.  The 
greater  part  of  the  county  is  open,  and 
the  fields  extensive.  The  cattle  of 
Norfolk  are  not  fine,  the  horses  are 
hardy  and  active,  and  well  calculated  for 
the  soil,  but  they  are  not  handsome  ; 
the  horned  cattle  are  chiefly  brought 
out  of  Suffolk,  the  polled  breed  of  which 
county  is  much  esteemed ;  the  sheep 
is  a  long,  bony,  horned  animal,  with 
black  feet  and  face,  with  some  fine  wool 
upon  it,  but  with  a  worthless  carcass 
compared  with  the  excellent  breed  now 
in  vogue.  There  are  no  mines  in  this 
county.  Manufacturing  of  tabinet, 
crapes,  camblets,  bombazines,  poplins, 
damasks,  shawls,  and  fancy  things  of 
mohair  and  silk,  is  carried  on  to  a  very 
great  extent  in  the  city  of  Norwich  ; 
and  a  considerable  trade  in  stockings 
and  coarse  woollens  is  carried  on  at 
Aylsham  and  Thetford.

NORWICH,  is  the  chief  city  of  the  Eastern 
side  of  England.  It  is  situated  on  a 
gently-rising  hill  which  runs  parallel 
with  the  river  Wensum  on  its  Western 
side;  and  it  is  109  miles  N.E.  by  N. 
from  London.  Norwich  is  stated  by 
some  historians  to  have  been  founded 
by  the  Britons,  and  others  state  it  to 
have  been  founded  by  Julius  Caesar ; 
but  both  these  accounts  are  strongly 
doubted,  and  it  is  rather  thought  to 
have  been  no  town  till  the  time  of  the 
Saxons,  when,  under  the  name  of  North- 
wic  (which,  in  the  Saxon  tongue,  means 
a  station,  or  castle,  in  the  North),  it  was 
founded.  The  number  of  Saxon  coins 
bearing  the  name  of  Northwic,  and 
found  within  Norwich  and  its  neigh- 
bourhood, tend  to  authenticate  this 
etymology.  It  is  supposed  that  the 
Saxons  began  this  town  immediately  on 
their  coming  over  into  England,  and 
that  they  built  a  strong  castle  there  in 
540.  Further  suppositions  are  that,  in 
the  year  642,  it  became  the  royal  seat  of 
Anna,  the  seventh  East-Anglian  Icing. 
From  this  time,  to  that  of  Alfred,  it  was 
alternately  possessed  by  the  Saxons  and 
Danes.  In  870  it  was  in  the  possession 
of  Ingwar,   a  Danish  chief.     Alfred, 


possessing  it,  repaired  the  ramparts  and 
walls.'  In  1004  it  fell  into  the  hands  of 
Sweyne,  king  of  Denmark.  He  was 
driven  out,  but  in  1010  the  Danes  re- 
turned and  settled  there  ;  and,  a  few 
years  after,  in  1018,  the  castle  appears 
to  have  been  strongly  rebuilt  by  Canute, 
who  entrusted  the  custody  of  it  to 
Turkil,  one  of  his  followers.  The 
government  of  this  fortress  afterwards 
was  given  to  Harold,  who,  on  his 
usurpation  of  the  throne  of  England, 
appointed  Leofric,  a  Saxon  thane,  to 
the  command.  William  I.  gave  to 
Ralph  de  Waher  the  earldom  of  Norfolk, 
and  he  gave  him  the  castle  for  his  resi- 
dence ;  but  De  Waher  joining  in  the 
rebellion  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland, 
he  retreated  to  his  castle  of  Norwich, 
and  that  being  besieged,  he  withdrew 
into  Normandy.  The  castle  and  earl- 
dom then  remained  in  the  crown  ;  and 
the  king,  in  1077,  granted  them  to 
Roger  Bigod,  another  of  his  followers  ; 
and  this  Bigod  is  said  to  have  material- 
ly altered  the  castle,  and  to  have  built 
the  keep-tower,  which  is  now  standing. 
In  the  reign  of  King  John,  we  find  that 
one  Hugh  Bigod  was  expelled  from  this 
castle;  and  in  1240  the  custody  of  it 
was  granted  to  Hamon  Passlow,  to  hold 
during  the  king's  pleasure.  In  the  reign 
of  Henry  III.,  Louis  of  France  sent 
troops  to  assist  the  Barons,  and  Nor- 
wich was  besieged  by  them  and  com- 
pelled to  capitulate.  In  the  reign  of 
Edward  II.  the  honour  of  the  Earl- 
dom of-  Norwich  is  reported  (o  have 
been  120  knights  fees,  or  85,000  acres 
of  land.  From  this  circumstance  we 
may  judge  of  the  extent  of  power  placed 
in  the  hands  of  such  an  earl.  But  very 
soon  after  this  time,  the  power  of  these 
nobles  was  very  much  abridged,  and,  at 
Norwich,  the  sheriff  was  empowered  to 
use  the  castle  as  a  prison.  In  1336  a 
considerable  number  of  Flemings  came 
over  from  their  own  country  and  set- 
tled at  Worstead  near  Norwich,  ,and 
there  they  introduced  the  manufacture 
of  that  sort  of  goods,  which  being  quickly 
introduced  at  Norwich  also,  became  one 
of  great  importance,  and  soon  increased 
the  population  and  the  wealth  of  the 
town.  In  1403,  a  charter  of  incorpora- 
tion was  granted  to  it,  which  has  been 
several  times  resumed,  re-granted,  and 
enlarged.  It  has  suffered  much  several 
times,  like  almost  all  the  other  cities, 
from  sieges,  fires,  and  plagues  ;  but  the 
circumstance  of  its  having  been,  from 
the  earliest  time,  so  successful  in  its 
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manufactures,  seems  to  have  given  it  a 
power  of  quickly  re-establishing  both 
population  and  wealth.  In  1566,  a 
number  of  Dutch  Walloons  came  over, 
having  received  great  encouragement  to 
settle  in  England,  and  landing  at  Yar- 
mouth, the)r  came  to  Norwich,  and  there 
introduced  the  invention  of  bombazines  ; 
which,  being  greatly  improved  upon 
from  that  time,  gave  rise  to  the  endless 
variety  of  manufactures  now  known 
as  Norwich  stuffs.  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
1578  rested  several  days  at  Norwich 
during  her  progress  through  the  country. 
In  the  Civil  Wars  it  declared  for  the 
parliament,  and  was  occupied  by  its 
troops.  Its  charter  was  however  renew- 
ed by  Charles  II.  in  1663  ;  it  was  re- 
sumed by  James  II.,  but  regranted  in 
1688,  and  agreeably  to  this,  it  is  now 
governed  by  a  mayor,  recorder,  stew- 
ard, 2  sheriffs,  24  aldermen,  60  com- 
mon-councilmen,  and  other  officers. 
Norwich  first  became  a  bishop's  see  in 
1094,  and  it  was  established  then  by 
Hubert  de  Losinge,who  laid  the  founda- 
tion-stone of  the  cathedral ;  and  it  is 
said  that  the  present  choir  with  its 
aisles,  and  the  transept  and  tower, 
were  erected  by  him ;  that  Eborard, 
his  successor,  added  the  nave  with  its 
two  aisles.  It  was  damaged  by  fire  in 
1171,  and  John  of  Oxford,  the  fourth 
bishop,  repaired  it.  In  an  insurrection 
between  the  citizens  and  the  monks  in 
1272,  it  was  much  damaged  by  fire,  and 
the  citizens  were  fined  3000  marks  to 
cover  the  expenses  of  repairing  it.  At 
various  other  times  subsequent  to  this, 
it  has  undergone  great  repairs,  but  it  is 
still  observed  to  be,  for  the  greater  part, 
of  Norman  architecture.  In  the  reign 
of  Edward  III.,  there  were  in  this  city 
58  churches,  besides  the  cathedral  and 
the  chapels  attached  to  the  following 
religious  houses  :  namely,  St.  Leonard's 
Benedictine  Cell,  founded  on  a  hill  near 
the  citv,  by  Bishop  Herbert ;  granted, 
5  Eliz.,  to  the  Duke  of  Norfolk. 
Kairo,  or  Cairo,  a  Benedictine  Nun- 
nery, endowed  in  the  year  1146  by 
King  Stephen  ;  yearly  value  at  the  Re- 
formation, 86/.  12s.  l$d.,  now  worth 
1,692/.  2s.  6d.;  granted,  in  the  30th 
Hen.  VIII.,  to  John  Shelton.  Chapel- 
in-the-Fields,  built  in  1250,  by  John 
Brown,  a  priest;  rents  at  the  "Re- 
formation," 86/.  16s.  0%d.,  now  worth 
1,736/.  Os.  lOd. ;  granted  by  Hen.  VIII., 
to  Doctor  Miles  Spenser.  St.  Giles's 
Hospital,  founded  in  the  year  1249,  by 
Walter,  bishop  of  Norwich,  rents  90/. 


La- 
zar's  Houses  :  several  of  them  founded 
here  for  the  poor  ;  granted  to  Edmond 
Newport.     An  Augustine  Friary,  settled 
here  in  the  time  of  Edward  I. ;  granted, 
by  Edward  VI.,  to  Sir  Thomas  Hene- 
age  and  to  William  Lord  Willoughbv. 
The    Black    Friary,    founded     by    Sir 
Thomas   Gelham,    in   the   year    1226 ; 
granted,  32  Hen.  VIII.,   to  the  mayor 
and    citizens.      The    House    of    Grey 
Friars,  founded  in  the    year    1226,  by 
John  de  Hastingford  ;  granted,  30  Hen. 
VIII. ,   to  the  Duke   of  Norfolk.     The 
White,   or  Carmelite   Friary,  founded, 
in  the  year  1256,  by  Philip  Cpngate  of 
Norwich  ;  granted,   34   Men.  VIII.,  to 
Richard  Andrews  and  Leonard  Cbam- 
berlayne.     There  are  now  35  churches 
besides  the  cathedral ;    but    there   are 
many  chapels  of  dissenters.     The  trade 
of  Norwich  is  very  considerable,  both 
from  its  agricultural  neighbourhood,  and 
from  its  own  internal  manufactures  ;  the 
latter  has  been  carried  on  from  time  im- 
memorial,  originating  in  wool-combing 
and   manufacturing,    and    subsequently 
having  added   to   it    the    manufactures 
above-mentioned.     So  early  as  the  time 
of  Hen.  VIII.  the  yearly  value  of  the 
Norwich   manufactories    and    those   of 
its    neighbourhood,    was  estimated    at 
200,000/.,    and    the    number  of   hands 
employed  on  them  120,000.     The  city 
now  contains  12  charity  schools,  an  in- 
firmary,   hospital,  and  bedlam,  and    a 
county  hospital.     The  houses  are  well 
built,   and  large,  particularly  those  on 
the  outside  of  the  town  ;  and  the  streets, 
though  many  of  them  are  narrow,  are 
well  paved  and  well  lighted.      It  is   a 
truly  fine  town,  and  the  walks  round  the 
castle  ramparts  are    pleasant  and  very 
commanding.     Its  parishes,  39  in  num- 
ber, are  as  follows  :  All-Saints,  St.  An- 
drew, St.  Augustine,  St.  Benedict,  St.

Hungate,  St.  Peter-Mancroft,  St.  Peter- 
per-Mountergate,  St.    Peter-Southgate, 
St.  Saviour,    St.   Simon,  St.  Jude,  St. 
Stephen,    St.   Swithin,    St.    John-the- 
Baptist,    Timberhill,    Trinity    or   St. 
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Mary-in-the-Marsh,  besides  the  united 
parishes  of  Trowse,  Carrow,  and  Bra- 
condale,  and  part  of  those  of  Hellesdon 
and  St.  Andrew-Thorpe.  The  whole 
population  is  50,288.  It  sends  2  mem- 
bers to  parliament,  the  right  of  election 
being  in  the  freeholders  and  in  such 
freemen  as  are  entered  in  the  books  and 
do  not  receive  alms  :  number  of  voters, 
about  3,000.  It  has  a  market  on  Wed., 
Fri.,  and  Sat. ;  fairs,  the  day  before 
Good-Fri.,  Easter-Mon,  and  Tues. ; 
Whit-Mon.  and  Tues.,  horses,  sheep, 
lambs,  and  petty  chapmen.

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE. 


An  Inland  County,  nearly  in  the  centre 
of  England,  bounded  on  the  North  by 
Leicestershire,  Rutlandshire,  and  Lin- 
colnshire ;  on  the  East  by  Cambridge- 
shire, Huntingdon,  and  Bedfordshire  ; 
on  the  South  by  Buckinghamshire  and 
Oxfordshire  j  and,  on  the  West,  by 
Oxfordshire  and  Warwickshire.  It  is 
nearly  60  miles  long,  and  from  eight 
to  22  miles  broad.  It  is  divided  into 
19  hundreds;  namely,  Chipping- War- 
den, Clely,  Corby,  Fawsley,  Green's- 
Norton,  Guilsborough,  Hamsfordshoe, 
Higham-Ferrers,Huxloe,King's-Sutton, 
Navisford,  Nobottle-Grove,  Orlingbury, 
Polebrook,  Rothwell,  Spelhoe,  Tow- 
cester,  Willybrook,  Wymesley.  The 
principal  river  of  this  county  is  the 
Nen,  or  Nyne.  There  are  12  Market- 
towns  ;  Brackley,  Daventry,  Higham- 
Ferrers,  Kettering,  Northampton,  Oun- 
dle,  Peterborough,  Rockingham,  Roth- 
well, Thrapston,  Towcester,  Welling- 
borough. The  county  returns  9  mem- 
bers to  parliament ;  2  for  the  shire,  2 
for  the  city  of  Peterborough,  2  for  each 
of -the  boroughs  of  Northampton  and 
Brackley,  and  1  for  Higham-Ferrers. 
This  county  contains  1017"square  miles, 
or  650,880  acres  ;  and  306  parishes. 
It  had  31  monastic  establishments,  and 
58  public  charities ;  it  has  1  parish 
with  no  church  ;  16  parishes  with  less 
than  a  hundred  inhabitants  ;  16  parishes 
with  no  parsonage-houses  ;  38  parishes 
with  parsonage-houses  unfit  to  live  in.

compared  with  the  rental ;  the  number 
of  paupers,  compared  with  the  number 
of     houses,     is     1    to    every    2 ;    the 
poor-rates,    in    1776,    were    64,632/.  ; 
the  number  of  persons  to  every  square 
mile     of    this     county     is     150;     the 
number  of  acres   to    a  person,  4;  the 
number  of  acres  to  a  house,  20.     The 
male  population,  in  1821,    was  79,575  ; 
the  families    employed   in    agriculture 
were  in   number  18,974;    the  families 
employed   in    handicraft   were    11,695 
in  number ;  the  number  of  other  fami- 
lies was   4,883  ;  the    agricultural  male 
population,     20,370;     able     labourers, 
10,185 ;  the    number   of   acres  in   this 
county  to  every  able-bodied  labourer  is 
therefore,  63.     It  is  in  the    Province 
of  Canterbury,  partly  in  the  Diocese 
of  Peterborough,  and  partly  in   that 
of  Lincoln  ;  and  in  the  Midland  Cir- 
cuit.    This  is   a   straggling,  long  dis- 
trict of  land,  having  on  the  South-East- 
ern  side  of  it,   Buckinghamshire,  Bed- 
fordshire, Huntingdonshire,    and  Cam- 
bridgeshire, and  on  the  North- Western 
side  of  it,   Oxfordshire,  Warwickshire, 
Leicestershire,  Rutlandshire,  and  Lin- 
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colnshire.  It  is  neither  a  hilly  nor  a 
flat  county,  but  consists  generally  of 
gently-rising  ground.  The  quality  of 
its  soil  is  various,  hut  for  the  most  part 
consists  of  a  rich,  though  rather  light 
loam.  The  most  prevalent  system  of 
husbandry  iu  this  county  is  that  of 
grazing  ;  but  still  great  breadths  of  land 
are  constantly  under  the  plou»h.  The 
woodlands  are  still  considerable  in 
Northamptonshire,  as  the  forests  of 
Rockingham,  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  county  ;  those  of  Whittlewood  and 
Selsey,  in  the  southern  part ;  and  the 
chases  of  Geddington  and  Yardley. 
These  have  been  curtailed  in  every 
reign  almost  since  that  of  King  John, 
before  whose  time  they  were  very  ex- 
tensive. Rockingham  forest  still  ex- 
tends nearly  twenty  miles  in  length. 
The  cattle  of  Northamptonshire  are  of  a 
good  qualtity,  large  in  the  carcass  and 
of  great  depth,  good  as  dairy  animals, 
and  profitable  for  grazing ;  the  sheep 
are  very  much  crossed  with  the  new 
breed  of  the  neighbouring  county, 
Leicestershire.  There  are  no  mines  of 
any  kind  in  the  county.  The  manufac- 
tures of  the  county  are,  at  Northampton, 
making  shoes  for  the  London  shoe- 
sellers,  at  Kettering  and  other  places 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  county  are 
some  woollen  manufactures,  and  at 
Towcester  and  the,  villages  surrounding, 
lace-making  is  carried  on  very  exten- 
sively.

PETERBOROUGH  (City),  is  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Canterbury,  distant  81|  miles 
N.N.W.    from   London,  and    44  miles 
ISLE,  from  Northampton.     It  is  situated 
on  the  river  Nen,  in  the  liberty,  or  soke,  of 
Peterborough,  formerly Medehampsted. 
The  neighbourhood  partakes  of  the  flat- 
ness of  the  fenny  countries  adjoining  ; 
but,  being  divided  by  live  hedges,    it 
forms  an  assemblage  of  the  most  lux- 
uriant water-meadows  that  I  ever  beheld ; 
just  like   those  near    Huntingdon,  and 
not  inferior,  either  inbeauty  or  richness, 
to   the  meadows   on  the  banks   of  the 
Severn,   in  Worcestershire.     The  town 
itself    is   small,    and   though    ancient, 
clean.     It  has  one  principal  street,  with 
several  smaller  ones  intersecting  this  ; 
and  it  has  a  good  market-house  and  a 
good   church,    besides    its   exquisitely 
beautiful  cathedral.     This  last,  I  have 
great  pleasure  in  saying,  is,    contrary 
to  the  more   magnificent   pile    at   Ely, 
kept  m  good   order.     It  is  of  Norman 
architecture,  and   singularly  handsome 
of  its  kind.     This  is  not,  however,  that 
ancient  building  of  which  we   read  in 
the  history   of  the  Anglo-Saxons  ;  for 
the  foundation  of  Peterborough  was  laid 
by  Peada,  the  son  of  Penda,  a  Saxon 
king,   in  the  year  656.     He  began,  and 
caused  to  be  endowed,   a  large  monas- 
tery, of  which  it  is  said,  that  the  walls 
were  constructed  of  stones  so  large  that 
it  took  eight   oxen   to  draw  one.     In 
868,  the  Danes  attacked  and  destroyed 
this,     amongst    other    places.       They 
slaughtered  the  Abbot  and  his  Monks, 
and  the  women  and  children  who  had 
fled   to    the  monastery   for   protection. 
They  then  sacked  it  and  burned  it  to 
the  ground.     In  970,  however,  Athel- 
wold,  bishop    of   Winchester,  restored 
it  bv  the  assistance  of  Edgar  and  his 
queen ;    and,    from    Medehampsted,    its 
name  was  changed  to  Gildentiurgh  (Gold- 
en-city),   from   its  riches ;    and   again 
from  that  to  Peterborough,  in  honour  of 
the  saint  Jo  whom  it  was  dedicated.     It 
became  a  celebrated  and  extremely  rich 
monastery,  but  it  was  once  more  pil- 
laged and  partly  destroyed  by  the  Danes. 
In  1116  it  was  nearly  destroyed  by  fire  ; 
so    that,    in   1118,  a  new  church   was 
begun  under  the  auspices  of  the  Abbot, 
John   de   Salisbury,  and   this  was  the 
origin  of  the  present  cathedral,  which 
was  finished  in  1144,  under  Martin  de 
Vesci.    It  is  the  burial-place  of  that 


ill-used  woman  and  honour  to  woman- 
kind, Catherine,  queen  of  the  ferocious 
tyrant  Henry  VIII.     To  tin;  infamy  of 
that  ruffian,  and  the  shame  of  after  ages, 
there  is  no  monument  to  record  her  vir- 
tues and  her  sufferings  ;  and  the  remains 
of  this  daughter  of  the  wise  Ferdinand, 
and  of  the  generous  Isabella,  who  sold 
her  jewels  to  enable  Columbus  to  dis- 
cover  the   new    world,    lie    under   the 
floor   of   the   cathedral,  commemorated 
by  a  short  inscription  on  a  plate  of  brass. 
All  men,  protestants  or  not  protestants, 
feel  as  I  feel  upon  this  subject :  search 
the  hearts  of  the  bishop,  and  of  bis  dean 
and   chapter,    and   these    feelings    are 
there  ;  but  to  do  justice  to  the  memory 
of    this   illustrious   victim   of    tyranny 
would  be   to   cast  a  reflection  on  that 
event    to   which  they  owe    their    rich 
possessions.      Prom    this    cause,     and 
no  other,  it  is  that  the  memory  of  the 
virtuous    Catherine     is     unblazoned, 
while  that  of  the  tyrannical,  the  cruel, 
and  the  immoral  Elizabeth,  is  recorded 
with    all   possible    veneration,    and   all 
possible  varnishing-over  of  her  disgust- 
ing amours   and  endless  crimes.     They 
relate,  at  Peterborough,  that  the  same 
sexton   who   buried   Queen    Catherine, 
also   buried    here  Mary   Queen  of  Scots. 
The  remains  of  the  latter,  of  very  ques- 
tionable  virtue,  or,  rather,  of  unques- 
tionable vice,  were  removed  to  West- 
minster-abbey, by  her  son,  James  I.  ; 
but  those  of  the  virtuous  queen  were 
suffered  to  remain  unhonoured  !     Good 
God  !  what  injustice,  what  a  want  of 
principle,  what  hostility  to  all  virtuous 
feeling!     The    tyrant   whose  wife  lies 
buried  here,  seized  upon  the  monastery 
and  church  in  1539,  and  pensioned  off 
the  abbot  at  260/.  a  year  ;  and,  in  1541, 
he  made  Peterborough  a  bishop's  see, 
giving  the  government  of  it  to  a  bishop, 
a  dean,  and  six  prebendaries.     The  re- 
venues he  divided  into  three  shares,  one 
for  himself,  one  for  the  bishop,  and  the 
other  for  the  dean  and  chapter.     The 
river   Nen   is   navigable   for  40    miles 
above  Peterborough,  and,  therefore,  the 
trade  carried   on  in  corn,  timber,  and 
other  produce  of  the  soil,  is  consider- 
able.    The  only  manufacture  carried  on 
in  the  town  is  that  of  stockings.     The 
city  is  governed  by  a  mayor,  six  alder- 
men, and  a  common-council  chosen  out 
of  the  principal  inhabitants.     The  soke 
of   Peterborough  is   a  jurisdiction  ex- 
tending over  thirty-two  towns  and  ham- 
lets in  the  neighbourhood,  and  the  ma- 
gistrates who  rule  over  it  are  appointed 
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by  the  king,  and  they  have  the  same 
power  as  judges  of  assize.  They  sit 
quarterly  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and 
determining  civil  suits,  and  also  for 
that  of  the  jail  delivery.  This  city 
sends  two  members  to  parliament ;  the 
right  of  voting  being  in  those  who  pay 
scot  and  lot,  and  the  number  of  voters 
400.  Its  populatioa  is  4,598.  Fairs, 
July  10,  and  Oct.  2,  for  horses,  stock 
of  all  sorts,  and  timber.  Market  on  Sa- 
turday. The  population  of  the  city  is 
4,598,  but  the  parish  of  St.  John-the- 
Baptist,  which  is  in  fact  the  city  of 
Peterborough,  extends  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  city,  and  contains  altogether  5,315 
inhabitants.

North- 
umberland sends  eight  members  to  par- 
liament ;  two  for  the  County,  two  for 
Newcastle,  two  for  Morpeth,  and  two 
for  Berwick.  It  is  in  the  Province 
of  York,  in  the  Diocese  of  Dur- 
ham, and  in  the  Northern  Circuit. 
It  contains  1871  square  miles,  or 
1,197,440  acres;  and  88  parishes.  It 
had  23  monastic  establishments,  and  15 
public  charities  ;  it  has  5  parishes  with 
no  churches  ;  1  parish  with  less  than 
100  inhabitants  ;  31  parishes  with  no 
parsonage-houses;  8  parishes  with 
parsonage-houses  unfit  to  live  in  ;  the 
Poor-rates  were,  in  1818,  99,373/.

was  1,240,594/.  9.?.  7d. ;  the  popula- 
tion, according  to  a  return  laid  before 
parliament  in  1821,  was  198,965  ;  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1821 
was,  31,526  ;  the  number  of  uninhabit- 
ed houses  at  the  same  epoch,  1,166  ; 
the  poor-rates  bear  the  proportion  of 
one-twelfth  of  the  rental ;  the  number 
of  paupers  compared  with  the  number 
of  houses,  is  one  to  every  two  ;  the 
poor-rates  in  1776,  were  14,085  ;  the 
number  of  persons  to  every  square  mile 
of  this  county,  is  106  ;  the  number  of 
acres  to  a  person,  6  ;  the  number  of 
acres  to  a  house,  36  ;  the  male  popula- 
tion in  1821,  was  95,354  ;  the  families 
employed  in  agriculture  were  in  number 


11,566;  the  families  employed  in 
handicraft  were  20,560  in  number ;  the 
number  of  other  families  was  10,996. 
The  agricultural  ma le  population  25,577  ; 
able  labourers  12,788  ;  the  number  of 
acres  in  this  county  to  every  able-bodied 
labourer  is  93.  The  appearance  of  this 
county  is  as  various  as  possible,  being 
a  continued  dead  flat  all  along  the  sea 
coast,  from  Tynemouth  to  Berwick ; 
then,  at  a  distance  from  the  sea,  rising 
in  gentle  swells,  and,  in  the  whole  of 
the  Western  side  of  it,  from  Wooler  to 
Allendale,  being  decidedly  mountain- 
ous. By  drawing  a  line  from  Berwick 
to  Hexham,  and  then  agaiufrom  Hexham 
to  North  Shields,  you  have  on  the  East, 
the  fertile  and  well-cultivated  low-land 
district ;  and  all  on  the  West  of  this  is 
a  mountainous  district,  in  great  part 
barren.  The  soil  of  both  these  districts 
is  nevertheless  very  various.  That  on 
the  Eastern  part  of  the  county  has  some 
barren  heaths,  some  sandy,  and  some 
clayey  spots ;  the  valley  of  Hexham 
being  considered  its  richest  part.  In 
the  mountainous  district,  though  the 
characteristic  is  bleakness  and  want  of 
fertility,  yet  this  is  not  altogether  un- 
accompanied by  spots  of  considerable 
fertility.  The  Cheviot  hills,  for  in- 
stance, a  district  extending  from  Wooler 
for  some  miles  in  a  southerly  direction, 
are  celebrated  for  the  excellence  of  their 
pasturage.  The  rotation  of  crops  in  the 
Eastern  part  of  the  county  is,  turnips, 
barley,  or  wheat ;  clover  for  two  years  ; 
oats.  This  is  varied  according  as  the 
land  is  strong  or  light.  In  the  Western 
district,  three  years'  tillage,  and  then 
three  years'  grass,  is  a  very  common 
mode  of  cropping.  The  cattle  mostly 
used  in  Northumberland  are  a  short- 
horned  breed  called  the  Dutch.  The 
sheep  are  of  three  breeds,  the  Dishleif, 
<5r  long- worded,  in  the  low-land  dis- 
tricts ;  the  Cheviot,  on  the  hills  of  Che- 
viot, and  the  Heath  breed,  peculiarly 
adapted  to  the  more  barren  of  the  moun- 
tains. There  are  extensive  lead-mines 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Alleadale, 
Shielden,F;illowneld,  :nul  Little-llough- 
ton  ;  but  the  great  article  of  commerce 
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of  the  county,  is  in  that  of  coals.  The 
district  of  this  county  that  is  most  fertile 
in  coal,  is  that  extending  along  the  sea 
coast  from  North  Shields  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Ain  (nearto  Alnwick),  and  taking 
in  some  miles  from  the  coast  all  the  way, 
but  getting  broader  as  you  approach 
North  Shields.  The  extent  of  the  coal 
fields  is  estimated  at  300  acres  ;  and 
the  quantity  of  coal  shipped  to  London 
from  Newcastle  was,  in  1700,  estimated 
at  300,000  chaldrons  annually.  The 
principal  manufacture  of  Northumber- 
land is  of  glass-ware,  which  is  carried 
on  to  a  great  extent  on  the  Tyne,  there 
being  no  fewer  than  eight-and-twenty 
glass-works  on  that  river,  and  at  no 
great  distance  from  its  mouth.

was  35,022  ;  the  number  of  uninhabited 
houses  at  the  same  epoch,  859 ;  the 
poor-rates  bear  the  proportion  of  one- 
fifth  of  the  rental;  the  number  of 
paupers,  compared  with  the  number  of 
houses,  is  one  to  every  three ;  the  poor- 
rates  in  1776  were  11,665/. ;  the  number 
of  persons  to  every  square  mile  of  this 
county  is  223 ;  the  number  of  acres  to 
a  person,  2  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a 
house,  15  ;  the  male  population,  in  1821, 
was  91,491 ;  the  families  employed 
in  agriculture  were  13,664  in  number  ; 
the  families  employed  in  handicraft  were 
21,832  in  number  ;  the  number  of  other 
families  was  3,107 ;  the  agricultural 
male  population,  32,384;  able  labourers, 
16,192;  the  number  of  acres  in  this 
county  to  every  able-bodied  labourer,  is 
33.  This  is  an  extremely  fertile  county : 
its  general  aspect  is  that  of  a  series  of 
gentle  risings,  not  of  sufficient  height 
to  be  called  hills ;  and  yet  it  is  scarcely 
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any-where  flat.  As  to  soil,  the  main 
divisions  are,  sand,  or  sand  and  gravel, 
clay,  and  limestone  ;  but,  of  course,  there 
are  other  kinds  of  soil,  and  many  other 
kinds  to  be  found  intermixed  with  these. 
The  crops  are  the  same  as  in  the  gene- 
rality of  corn  counties,  and  there  is 
nothing-  peculiar  in  the  manner  of  pro- 
ducing- these.  The  horned  cattle  fed  in 
this  county  are  of  the  Irish  breed  ;  and 
the  sheep  either  the  Dishley,  or  long- 
wooled,  or  the  Forest  breed,  the  latter 
being  the  native  sheep  of  the  county, 
and  deriving  its  name  from  the  immense 
forest  of  Sherwood.  The  county  is  not 
so  famous  for  the  breed  of  any  race  of 
animals  as  it  is  for  that  of  pigeons,  of 
which  immense  numbers  are  sold  at  the 
markets.  The  manufactures  of  the 
county  are,  silks  at  Nottingham,  and 
stockings  at  Nottingham  and  other 
places  in  the  county  ;  malt  at  Notting- 
ham, Newark,  and  Mansfield ;  and 
earthenware  at  Sutton-in-Ashfield.  It 
has  no  mines.

OXFORDSHIRE. 


An  Inland  County,  hounded  on  the  North- 
east by  Northamptonshire  ;  on  the  East 
by  Buckinghamshire  ;  on  the  South  by 
Berkshire ;  and  on  the  West  by  Glou- 
cestershire. Its  greatest  length  is  about 
55  miles  ;  but  it  is  so  irregular  that, 
while,  in  one  direction  its  "breadth  is 
nearly  40  miles,  in  another  it  is  not 
more  than  7.  It  is  divided  into  14  hun- 
dreds, Bampton,  Banbury,  Binfield, 
Bloxham,  Bullington,  Chadlington,  Dor- 
chester, Ewelme,  Langtree,  Lewknor, 
Pirton,  Ploughley,Thame,and  Wootton. 
The  principal  rivers  are,  the  Thame,  the 
Isis,  the  Charwell,  the  Evenlode,  and 
the  Windrush.  The  market-towns  are, 
Bampton,  Banbury,  Bicester,  Burford, 
Chipping-Norton/Deddington,  Henley,' 
Oxford,  Thame,  Wallingford,  Watling- 
ton,  Witney,  Woodstock.    Oxfordshire 


sends  9  members  to  parliament ;  2  for 
the  county,  2  for  the  city  of  Oxford,  2 
for  the  University,  2  for  Woodstock, 
and  1  for  Banbury.  It  is  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Canterbury,  greater  part  in 
the  Diocese  t>F  Oxford,  and  is  the 
first  town  on  the  Oxford  Circuit.  It 
contains  752  square  miles,  or  481,280 
acres,  and  217  parishes.  It  had  46 
monastic  establishments,  and  36  public 
charities ;  it  has  2  parishes  with  no 
churches  ;  18  parishes  with  less  than 
100  inhabitants;  40  parishes  with  no 
parsonage-houses  ;  40  parishes  in  which 
the  parsonage-houses  are  unfit  to  dwell 
in ;  the  poor-rates  were,  in  1818, 
170,058/.  14s. ;  the  number  of  paupers 
is  15,576  ;  the  rental  of  the  county,  ac- 
cording to  a  return  made  to  parliament 
in  1818,   was  713,147/.  7s.  ^d.;    the 
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population,  according  to  a  return  made 
to  parliament  in  1821,  was  136,971  ; 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in 
1821  was  25,594;  the  number  of  un- 
inhabited houses  at  the  same  epoch, 
513  ;  the  poor-rates  bear  the  proportion 
of  one-fourth  of  the  rental ;  the  num- 
ber of  paupers,  compared  with  the  num- 
ber of  houses,  is  1  to  every  2  ;  the  poor- 
rates,  in  1776,  were  28,1311.;  the  num- 
ber of  persons  to  every  square  mile  of 
f  liis  county  is  182  ;  the  number  of  acres 
to  a  person,  3 ;  the  number  of  acres  to 
a  house,  19;  the  malepopulation,inl821, 
was  68,817;  the  families  employed  in 
agriculture  were  15,965  in  number;  the 
families  employed  in  handicraft  were 
8,971  in  number;  the  number  of  other 
families  was  3,905 ;  the  agricultural 
male  population,  38,094  ;  able  labourers, 
19,047  ;  the  number  of  acrf  s  in  this 
county  to  every  able-bodied  labourer  is 
35.  This  county  is,  in  its  southern 
district,  that  is,  from  Henley  to  Witney, 
a  pleasant  country  of  hill  and  dale  ;  of 
chalky  soil,  growing  fine  crops  of  corn, 
having  good  pastures  (particularly  on 
the  banks  of  the  Thames),  and  growing 
excellent  beech  timber.  In  the  upper, 
or  northern,  parts  of  the  county,  be- 
ginning at  Whitney,  Woodstock,  and 
.Bicester,  the  land  is  a  chalky  loam,  the 
hills  high  and  bleak,  with  few  pastures, 
and  with  no  timber  to  any  account,  but 
beech.  This  is  an  open  country,  or,  at 
least,  enclosed  only  by  stone  walls  ;  a 
disagreeable  one  to  the  eye,  but  ex- 
ceedingly productive  of  corn.  There 
is  but  little  waste  land  in  this  county, 
that  of  Otmoor,  near  Islip,  and  some 
appertaining  to  Which  wood  Forest,  are 
the  two  most  extensive  tracts.  The  He- 
refordshire oxen,  and  the  Leicestershire 
cows,  are  the  two  sorts  of  horned  cattle 
most  preferred  in  Oxfordshire,  and,  as 
it  has  no  peculiar  breed  of  sheep,  on 
the  high-lands  the  cotswold  sheep  are 
mostly  fed,  and  in  the  lower  lands,  the 
Southdown.  The  manufactures  of  this 
county  are  very  limited,  both  in  extent 
and  importance.  Whitney  has  long 
had  a  .manufacture  of  blankets,  which 
it  fornwrly  carried  on  to  a  much  larger 
extent  than  it  does  at  present.  Wood- 
stock has  those  of  polished  steel,  and 
leather  breeches  and  gloves:  Bloxham 
and  Banbury  have  a  little  manufacturing 
of  velvet  ;  Thame,  a  little  of  silk;  but 
Henley  carries  on  a  considerable  busi- 
ness in  malting,  and  supplies  London 
with  a  great  quantity  of  malt.  There 
are  no  mines  in  the  county.

OXFORD  is  seated  in  a  vale  of  beautiful 
and  luxuriant  water  meadows,  with  a 
range  of  hills  at  a  little  distance  from 
it,  forming  a  sweep  nearly  all  round 
it.  It  is  54£  miles  W.N.W*.  from  Lon- 
don ;  is,  including  its  suburbs,   about 


one  mile  and  a  quarter  from  East  to 
West,  and  nearly  the  same  from  North 
to  South  ;  is  surrounded  on  the  East, 
West  and  South,  by  the  two  very 
pretty  rivers,  the  Isis  and  the  Charwell ; 
and  is  an  ancient-looking,  beautiful 
town,  the  buildings  solid,  nearly  all  of 
stone,  and  the  main  streets  spacious 
aud  well  paved  and  lighted.  Fabulous 
history  makes  Oxford  a  town  1000 
years  before  the  Christian  era,  ascrib- 
ing the  founding  of  it  to  Memprick,  a 
British  king,  who  named  it  after  him- 
self. It  is  said  to  have  been  afterwards 
called  Rhid-Ychen,  a  name  meaning  in 
the  British  dialect,  the  same  as  Oxen- 
ford,  which  was  the  name  afterwards 
given  it  and  by  which  we  find  it  de- 
scribed in  the  Doomsday  Survey.  It 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  a  place  of 
very  great  consequence  till  the  time 
of  Alfred,  who  built  three  halls,  or 
colleges,  there  in  886.  He  then  as- 
sembled some  learned  men  together, 
among  whom  was  Grymbald,  and  John 
the  Monk,  and  settled  them  at  Oxford 
to  superintend  the  colleges  ;  but  there 
was,  before  this,  a  college  at  Oxford  ; 
for,  upon  Grymbald  and  his  associates 
introducing  new  statutes  and  regula- 
tions for  the  conducting  of  the  new 
colleges,  we  read  that  great  resistance 
was  offered  to  them  by  the  old  scholars, 
and  the  strife  between  the  parties  went 
to  such  a  height,  that  the  king  himself 
went  to  Oxford  to  act  as  umpire. 
Having  settled,  as  he  thought,  the  dis- 
pute, he  left  it,  but  the  old  students 
continued  their  opposition  to  Grymbald 
till  he  retired  to  Winchester  in  despair. 
The  halls  built  by  Alfred  Avere  called 
tbe  Great,  Little,  and  Less  Halls,  and 
the  three  now  form  what  is  called 
University  College,  the  most  ancient  of 
all  now  standing.  In  the  reign  of 
Ethelred,  the  city  and  college  were 
sacked,  and  partly  consumed  by  fire,  by 
the  Danes,  and  they  were  scarcely  re- 
paired before  Harold,  in  1036,  being 
incensed  against  the  students,  banished 
them.  They  were  recalled,  however,  by 
Edward  the  Confessor.  William  Lavish- 
ing to  abolish  the  English  tongue,  was  op- 
posed by  the  clergy  and  the  students, 
and  for  this  he  stopped  the  stipends 
granted  them  by  King  Alfred;  and, 
shortly  after  this,  they  and  the  citizens 
joining  in  a  rebellion  against  William, 
lie  besieged  the  city,  took  it  nnd  gave 
it  up  to  plunder.  It  is  supposed  that 
he  then  surrounded  it  with  a  wall,  and 
the  North-gate  and  some  other  frag- 
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ments  of  his  fortification  still  remain. 
In  the  reign  of  King  John,  the  magis- 
trates of  Oxfordshire  having,  without 
trial,  hanged  three  priests,  or  scholars, 
for  a  murder  of  which  they  were  sup- 
posed innocent,  the  students  all  desert- 
ed the  place,  and  dividing,  went  to 
Reading,  Salisbury,  Maidstone,  and 
Cambridge  ;  by  which  means  the  place 
became  so  impoverished  that  it  sent 
deputies  to  the  pope's  legate  at  West- 
minster to  beg  pardon  on  their  knees, 
and  they  submitted  to  do  penance. 
The  students  therefore  returned  to 
Oxford.  It  appears  to  have  been  al- 
lowed the  rank  of  University  in  the  year 
1256.  In  1349  a  dreadful  plague 
ravaged  it.  In  the  reign  of  Edward 
III.,  several  parliaments  were  held 
there.  Henry  V.  was  partly  educated 
at  Oxford,  and  is  said  to  have  intended 
to  add  to  its  foundations.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  Henry  VIII. 's  reign,  he 
confirmed  the  charters  of  the  University 
and  shortly  after  paid  it  a  visit.  But, 
by  assuming  to  himself  the  title  of 
head  of  the  church,  and  by  the  unequi- 
vocal signs  of  his  intentions  towards 
the  church  property  which  he  soon  after 
displayed,  he  drove  away  more  students 
than  the  plague  had  ever  done.  He  con- 
fiscated and  granted  to  laymen,  the 
chief  religious  houses  in  Oxford.  The 
colleges,  however,  were  suffered  to 
remain  as  they  were,  and  great  pains 
was  taken  to  encourage  the  students  to 
return.  Cardinal  Wolsey  erected  a 
new  college ;  and  Henry  made  the 
Abbey  of  Osceney,  near  Oxford,  a 
cathedral,  and  the  county  a  diocese ; 
but  when  Wolsey  had  completed  his 
college  of  Christ's  Church,  the  cathe- 
dral church  was  translated  to  the 
town  of  Oxford,  until  which  it  was 
not  properly  a  city.  In  Edward  VI. 's 
reign,  a  commission  was  appointed  to 
examine  the  state  of  the  colleges,  and 
they  either  directed  or  allowed  a  pil- 
laging of  their  libraries,  in  which  many 
valuable  books  were  burned,  and  the 
colleges  became  again  deserted.  On 
the  accession  of  Mary,  many  of  the 
students  returned,  but  the  death  of 
Mary  again  dispersed  them,  and  from 
the  year  1560,  for  several  years  scarcely 
any  use  was  made  of  the  colleges,  and 
there  were  but  two  University  preach- 
ers, who  both  retired  and  left  the  pul- 
pit vacant.  In  1566,  Queen  Elizabeth 
visited  Oxford,  and  the  magnificence 
with  which  she  was  treated  by  the 
university,  shows  that  it  was  then  re- 


viving. In  the  thirteenth  year  of  her 
reign,  an  act  was  passed  to  incorporate 
it.  James  I.  resided  some  time  at  Ox- 
ford on  account  of  the  plague  which  was 
in  London  ;  but  the  disorder  reaching 
Oxford  itself,  he  was  obliged  to  quit  it, 
with  its  citizens  and  students.  In  the 
reign  of  Charles  I.,  the  plague  being  still 
in  London,  the  king  held  a  parliament  at 
Oxford  ;  and  to  this  place  he  fled  when  as- 
sailed by  the  parliament  which  ultimate- 
ly dethroned  him.  The  colleges  suffered 
a  good  deal  from  the  ransacking  of  the 
parliament  forces,  and  Cromwell  became 
Chancellor  of  the  University.  On  the 
Restoration,  the  University  was  placed 
on  its  former  basis.  In  1681,  Charles 
II.  held  a  parliament  in  Oxford.  The 
statutes  under  which  the  University 
acts  as  a  corporate  body,  received  the 
approbation  of  Charles  I.  The  officers 
by  whom  it  is  immediately  governed, 
are,  a  chancellor,  high-steward,  vice- 
chancellor,  and  two  proctors.  The 
chancellor  is  usually  a  nobleman  of  high 
rank,  the  high-steward  is  chosen  by 
him,  and  is  also  a  man  of  high  rank, 
and,  like  the  chancellor,  retains  his 
office  for  life.  The  university  consists 
of  twenty  colleges  arid  five  halls;  namely, 
All-Souls  college,  founded  in  1437, 
by  Henry  Chichele,  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury.  Balliol  College,  found- 
ed by  John  Balliol,  of  Barnard-Castle, 
Durham,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III. 
Brazen-nose  College,  founded  in 
1509,  by  William  Smyth,  Bishop  of  Lin- 
coln. Corpus-Christi  College,  found- 
ed by  Richard  Fox, Bishop  of  Winches- 
ter. Christ's- Church  College, 
founded  by  Cardinal  Wolsey.  Exeter 
College,  founded  in  1315,  by  Walter 
de  Stapledon,  Bishop  of  Exeter. 
Hertford  College,  founded  by  Bi- 
shop Stapledon.  Jesus  College,  found- 
ed by  Queen  Elizabeth.  Lincoln  Col- 
lege, founded  by  Richard  Flemmynge, 
Bishop  of  Lincoln.  Magdalen  Col- 
lege, founded  by  William  of  Wainfleet. 
Merton  College,  founded  in  the  reign 
of  Henry  III.,  by  Walter  de  Merton, 
Bishop  of  Rochester.  New  College, 
founded  in  1379,  by  William  of  Wyke- 
ham,  Bishop  of  Winchester.  Oriel 
College,  founded  in  1315,  by  Adam  de 
Brom,  rector  of  Ilanworth,  Middlesex. 
Pembroke  College,  fouuded  early  in 
the  seventeenth  century,  out  of  the  con- 
tributions of  two  wealthy,  zealous  men, 
Thomas  Tesdale  and  Richard  Wight- 
wick.  Queen's  College,  founded  by 
Robert    Eglefield,    confessor    to    the 
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Queen  of  Edward  III.,  in  1340.     St. 
John's      College,     founded     in    the 
fifteenth  century,  by  Sir  Thomas  White, 
a    London    merchant.     Trinity    Col- 
lege, founded  in  1.654,  by  Sir  Thomas 
Pope.     University  College,  founded 
in  1249,  by  William  of  Durham.     Woit- 
CFSTER  College,  founded  in  the  time 
of  Elizabeth,  by  Sir  Thomas  White,  but 
endowed    principally    by    Sir    Thomas 
Cookes,   of  Worcestershire.     Wadham 
College,  founded  by  Nicholas    Wad- 
ham,  of  Someretshire.     The  Halls  are 
five   in  number;  namely,  St.  Ai. ban's 
Hall,  deriving   its  name  from  Sanclo 
Albans,  a  citizen  of  Oxford  in  the  time 
of  King   John.      Edmund    Hall,    so 
termed  from  St.  Edmund,  Archbishop 
of    Canterbury.      St.    Mary's    Hall, 
given  by  the  burgesses  of  Oxford  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  III.,  to  the  rectors  of 
St.  Mary's  church,  for  a  house  of  resi- 
dence.    St.    Mary  Magdalen  Hall, 
close  to    Magdalen   College,    built    in 
1480,    by    William    Waynfleet,    as    a 
grammar    school.       New-Inn     Hall, 
were  premises  bestowed  by  William  of 
Wykeham,  on  the  warders  of  New  Col- 
lege, and    they    acquired  the   name  of 
New  Hall.     The   old  monastic  institu- 
tions of  Oxford  were,   St.  Frideswides, 
a   Nunnery  founded  in  730,    by   King 
Didamus,  for  his  own  daughter.     This 
Nunnery  was  suppressed  by  a  Bull  of 
Pope  Clement  VII.,    and  the  site  and 
lands     granted    to    Cardinal    Wolsey, 
whereon    he    founded    his    college    of 
Christ-church.      A  Convent  of  Black 
Friars  was  established  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Ebb,  in  the  year  1261,  under  the 
protection  of  Henry  III.,  and  an  estab- 
lishment of  Grey   Friars  was  brought 
to  the  same  place  about  the  same  time. 
Both  of  these  were  dissolved  by  Henry 
VIII.,    and    their     possessions      were 
granted  to  Richard  Andrews  and  John 
How.       A    Carmllite     Friary    was 
established    about   the    year   1310,    by 
King   Edward  11.  ;  but  was  dissolved 
and  its  lands  granted  to  Edward  Sourl, 
by  King  Henry  Vlll.     There  were  also 
a  society  of  Crouched  Friars,  Friars  rfe 
Sacco,  and  Trinitarian  Friars  for  the  re- 
demption of  captives  ;  but  these  were 
either   altogether  suppressed,  or  were 
annexed  to  other  religious  houses,  be- 
fore the    Reformation. — Oxford  has  no 
manufactures,  and  its  trade  is  principally 
owing  to  the  great  number  of  scholars 
constantly    resident    in    the    colleges. 
The  city  is  governed  by  a  mayor,  high- 
eteward,  recorder,  four  aldermen,  eight 


assistants,  two  bailiffs,  a  town  clerk, 
two  chamberlains,  and  twenty-four 
common-councilmen.  It  sends  four 
members  to  parliament ;  two  for  the  city, 
who  are  elected  by  about  1,600  voters, 
being  the  mayor,  magistrates,  common- 
council,  and  freemen  ;  and  two  for  the 
university,  who  are  elected  by  the  Doc- 
tors and  actual  masters  of  arts,  generally 
about  1,200.  It  contains  the  following 
parishes  :  St.  Aldate,  All-Saints,  St. 
Ebbe,  St.  Giles,  Holywell,  St.  Mary- 
the- Virgin,  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  St. 
Martin,  St.  Michael,  St.  Peter-le- 
Bailey,  St.  Peter-in-the-East,  and  St. 
Thomas.  The  popula.  is  16,364.  The 
markets  are  on  Wednesday  and  Satur- 
day, and  the  fairs  on  May  3  ;  Monday 
after  St.  Giles  ;  Sept.  1,  and  Thursday 
before  New  Michaelmas,  toys  and  small 
ware.

RUTLANDSHIRE. 


An  Inland  County,  bounded  on  the  North- 
east by  Lincolnshire  ;  on  the  South- 
east and  South  by  Northamptonshire  ; 
and,  on  the  West,  by  Leicestershire. 
It  is  about  18  miles  in  length,  and  15 
in  breadth.  It  is  divided  into  5  hundreds ; 
Alstoe,  East,  Martinsley,  Oakhamsoke, 
and  Wrandike.  The  rivers  of  this 
county  are,  the  Guash,  or  the  Wash, 
and  the  Welland.  The  Market-towns 
are,  Oakham  and  Uppingham.  The 
county  sends  only  2  members  to  par- 
liament, being  those  for  the  shire.  It 
is  in  the  Province  of  Canterbury, 
partly  in  the  Diocese  of  Peterbo- 
rough, and  partly  in  that  of  Lincoln; 
and  in  the  Midland  Circuit.  It  con- 
tains 149  square  miles,  or  95,360  acres  ; 
and  52  parishes.  It  had  4  monastic 
establishments,  and  6  public  charities  ; 
it  has  3  parishes  with  no  churches  ;  8 
parishes  with  less  than  100  inhabitants  ; 
7  parishes  with  no  parsonage-houses ; 
14  parishes  with  parsonage-houses  unfit 
to  live  in;  the  poor-rates  were,  in 
1818,  13,095Z.  Os.  7$d. ;  the  number  of 
paupers  1,042  ;  the  rental  Of  the 
county,  according  to  a  return  made  to 
parliament  in  1818,  was  133,487/. 
5s.  6d.  ;  the  population,  according  to  a 
return  laid  before  parliament  in  1321, 
was  18,487  ;  the  number  of  in- 
habited houses,  in  1821,  was  3,589: 
the  number  of  uninhabited  houses  at 
the  same  epoch  was  61  ;  the  poor- 
rates  bear  the  proportion  of  one-seventh 
of  the  rental ;  the  number  of  paupers, 
compared  with  the  number  of  houses, 


is  1  to  every  3  ;  the  poor-rates,  in  1776, 
were  2,641/. ;  the  number  of  persons  to 
every  square  mile  of  this  county  is 
123  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a  person, 
5  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a  house,  26. 
The  male  population,  in  1821,  was  9,223 ; 
the  families  employed  in  agriculture 
were  in  number  2,410 ;  the  families 
employed  in  handicraft  were  1,034  in 
number ;  the  number  of  other  families 
was  492  ;  the  agricultural  male  popu- 
lation, 5,647;  ahle  labourers,  2, 823  ;  the 
number  of  acres  in  this  county  to  every 
able-bodied  labourer  is  33.  This  county 
is  exceedingly  pretty  to  the  eye;  con- 
sisting, with  but  little  exception,  of 
handsome  valleys.  The  whole  county, 
with  the  exception  of  the  north-west- 
ern part,  bordering  on  Lincolnshire, 
consists  of  gently-rising  hills  with  vales 
between.  The  proportion  of  arable  and 
pasture  land  is  very  nearly  equal  ;  and 
there  is  some  woodland.  This  latter 
is  chiefly  about  the  ancient  forest  of 
Leafield,  on  the  western  border  of  the 
county.  The  waste  land  is  not  exten- 
sive ;  Empinghom-heath,  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  county,  being  the  most  ex- 
tensive waste  in  Rutlandshire.  The 
soil  is  very  various.  There;  is  much 
good  red  soil,  some  good  clay,  some 
bad  clay,  and  some  white  stone y  soil. 
The  vale  of  Catmose,  a  district  lying  to 
the  west  of  Oakham,  is  reckoned  as 
good  as  any  land  in  the  county.  The 
husbandry  is  not  of  the  best;  the  old 
system  of  two  crops  and  a  fallow  being- 
still  the  usual  method  of  cultivation. 
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Cattle  are  but  little  bred  in  the  county, 
the  farmers  prefer  buying  Scotch  and 
Irish  cattle  to  raising  their  own  stock  ; 
and  these  they  feed  for  the  London 
markets.  The  sheep  of  the  county  are 
long-woolled  and  unthrifty  animals  ;  but 
Mr.  Bakewell's  Leicestershire  breed  has 
been  introduced  bv  the  gentry,  and  is 
becoming  general.  There  are  no  mines  in 
this  county,  and  its  manufactures  are 
but  of  very  little  consequence.  The 
p6or  women  carry  on  some  spinning  of 
linen,  which  is  woven  into  tammies  by 
the  weavers  of  the  southern  parts  of 
the  county  ;  and  some  knitting  of  stock- 
ings is  also  carried  on  by  the  poor 
women.

SHROPSHIRE. 


An  Inland  County,  hounded  on  the  North 
by  Denbighshire,  a  detached  part  of 
Flintshire  and  Cheshire  ;  on  the  East 
by  Staffordshire  ;  on  the  South  by  Wor- 
cestershire and  Herefordshire  ;  and  on 
the  West  by  Radnorshire,  Montgomery- 
shire, and  Denbighshire.  It  is  about  44 
miles  long,  and  28  broad.  It  is  divided  into 
15  divisions ;  Bradford  (North),  Bradford 
^South),  Brimstrey,  Chirbury,  Condo- 
ver,  Ford,  Munslow,  Oswestry,  Overs, 


Pimhill,  Purslow,  Stokesden,  Bridge- 
north,  Shrewsbury,  and  Wenlock.  The 
principal  rivf.us  of  this  county  are, 
the  Severn,  the  Camlet,  the  Teine,  and 
the  Clunn.  The  market-towns  are, 
Bishop's-Castle,  Bridgenorth,  Broseley, 
Church-Stretton,  Drayton,  Ellesmere, 
Ludlow,  Madeley,  Newport,  Oswestry, 
Shiffnall,  Shrewsbury,  Wellington, 
Wem,  Wenlock,  Whitchurch.  It  sends 
12  members  to  parliament;  two  for  the 
X  2 
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shire,  and  two  for  each  of  the  boroughs 
of  Shrewsbury,  Ludlow,  Bishop's-Cas- 
tle,  Wenlock,  and  Bridgenorth.     It   is 
in    the    Province    of     Canterbury, 
partly  in    the  Diocese   of    Hereford, 
and  partly  in  that  of  Litchfield  and 
Coventry,  and  it  is  in  the  Oxford  Cir- 
cuit.

9|d.  ;  the  number  of  pau- 
pers 19,887  ;  the  rental  of  the  county,  ac- 
cording to  a  return  laid  before  parliament 
in  1818,    was  1,037,988/.  6s.   2d.;  the 
population,  according  to  a  return  made 
to  parliament  in  1821,  was  206,153  ;  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses,    in   1821, 
was  38,663  ;  the  number  of  uninhabit- 
ed   houses   at  the  same  epoch,  1,102  ; 
the    poor-rates  bear   the  proportion  of 
one-seventh  of  the  rental :  the  number 
of  paupers,  compared  with  the  number 
of  houses,    is    one  to  every  two  ;    the 
poor-rates  in  1776,  were  21,549/.  ;  the 
number  of  persons  to  every  square  mile 
of  this  county,  is   153;  the  number  of 
acres    to   a    person,  4 ;   the  number   of 
acres  to  a  house,  21  ;  the  male  popula- 
tion in  1821,  was  102,056  ;  the  families 
employed   in   agriculture  were    18,414 
in  number ;  the    families  employed    in 
handicraft  were  17,485  in  number ;  the 
number   of   other   families   was    5,737. 
The  agricultural  male  population  45,135  ; 
able  labourers    22,567  ;    the  number  of 
acres  in  this  county  to  every  able-bodied 
labourer  is  37.     Shropshire  is  a  county 
of  uneven  surface,  but  it  is  not  moun- 
tainous.    The  most  hilly  is  the  eastern 
side  of  it.     The  soil  is  various.     There 
are  many  commons  and  moors,  but  all 
of  them  are  of   small  dimensions,    the 
largest  being  near  Bridgenorth,    called 
the  Morf.     There  is  a  great  deal  of  va- 
luable   coppice- wood,     chieflv    of  oak. 
The  soil  is  of  a  deep  loam  about  Oswes- 
try. In  the  northern  parts  of  the  county 
generally,  it  is  a  good  loam  lying  over 
a  strata  of  coal  and   limestone  ;  on  the 
south-east  it  is  sandy ;  about  Wenlock 
and   the  heart   of  the   county    there   is 
much  pale-coloured  clay  ;  about  Ludlow 
is  some  red  loam  mixed  with  a  red  clay, 
and,   to   the  north-west  of  Ludlow,  be- 
tween that  and   Bishop's-Castle,    is   a 
good  deal   of  slate  and  building-stone. 


The  usual  crops  in  this  county  are  wheat, 
barley,  oats,  peas,  and  ^turnips.  There 
are  other  green  crops  besides  turnips 
grown,  some  cabbages,  and,  in  many 
places,  a  good  many  potatoes.  Hops 
also  are  grown  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Ludlow,  but  not  in  great  quantity.  Pas- 
turage is  not  found  much,  excepting  in 
the  district  between  Bishop's-Castle  and 
Ludlow,  and  by  the  sides  of  rivers.  In 
cattle  the  county  of  Salop  does  not  ex- 
cel. It  has  no  distinct  breed  of  its  own 
of  any  sort.  The  neat  cattle  of  the 
northern  parts  of  it  are  something  of 
the  long-horned  Lancashire  breed,  kept 
for  the  dairies,  to  supply  the  manufac- 
turing towns  with  milk  and  butter  ;  but 
about  Drayton  and  Whitchurch,  the 
dairies  are  large,  and  chiefly  for  cheese. 
The  sheep  are  very  various  in  their  breed. 
Most  farmers  keep  flocks;  but  especi- 
ally those  who  live  near  to  commons, 
where  they  can  send  them.  The  manu- 
factures of  Shropshire  are  flannels  and 
Welsh  webs,  at  Shrewsbury  and  other 
towns  ;  garden  pots,  and  other  coarse 
earthen-ware,  and  tobacco-pipes,  at 
Broseley  ;  china-Avare  at  Caughley,  and 
cotton-weaving  at  Coleham ;  besides 
some  other  inferior  manufactures  at.  other 
places.  There  are  coal,  iron,  and  lead 
mines  in  this  county ;  the  first  run 
almost  from  one  end  to  the  other  of  the 
western  border  of  it,  and  the  others  are 
at  Colebrook-Dale,  on  the  Severn,  a 
short  distance  from  Shrewsbury.

Maritime  County,  bounded  on  the  North 
by  Gloucestershire,  the  Irish  sea,  and 
the  Severn;  on  the  East  by  Wiltshire 
and  Dorsetshire  ;  on  the  South  by  Dor- 
setshire ;  and,  on  the  West  by  Devon- 
shire. It  is  68  miles  in  length,  and  47 
in  breadth.  It  is  divided  into  40  hun- 
dreds ;  namely,  Ahdick  and  Bulston, 
Andersfield,  Bath  Forum,  Bempstone, 
Brent  with  Wring-ton,  Bruton,  Canning- 
ton,  Carhampton,  Catash,  Chew  and 
Chowton,  Crewkerne,  North-Currey, 
Ferris -Norton,  Frome,  Glaston -twelve- 
Hides,  Hampton  and  Claverton,  Hart- 
cliffe  and  Bedminster,  Horethorne, 
Houndsborough,  Huntspil  and  Puriton, 
Keynsham,  kilmersdon,  Kingsbury 
(East  and  West),  Martdck,  Mefis  and 
Feigh,  Milvertcn,  Aorth-Petherton, 
South-Petherton,  Pitney,  Porthurv,  So- 
merton,  Stone,  Taunton  and  Taunton- 
Dean,  Tiritihhull,  Weliow,  Wells- Fo- 
rum,   Whitestone,   Whitley,    Williton 


and  Free-Manners,  Winferstoke.  The 
rivers  of  this  county  are,  the  Lower- 
Avon,  the  Brue,  and  the  Parret.  There 
are  32  market-towns  ;  Axbridge,  Bath, 
Bridgewater,  Bristol,  Bruton,  Castle- 
Cary,  Chard,  Crewkerne,  Dulverton, 
Dunster,  Frome,  Glastonbury,  Ilehester, 
Ilminster,  Keynsham,  Langport,  JMil- 
bourne-Port,  Milverton,  Minehead, 
North-Currey,  Nca-th-Petherton,  Pens- 
ford,  South-Petherton,  Shepton-Mallet, 
Somerton,  Stowey,  Watchet,  Welling- 
ton, Wells,  Wincanton,  Wriveliscombe, 
Yeovil.  It  is  in  the  Province  op 
Canterbury,  in  the  Diocese  of  Bath 
and  Wteles,  and  in  the  Westkhn 
Circuit.  This  county  s*ends  altogether 
18  members  to  parliament ;  two  for  the 
shire,  and  two  each  for  the  towns  of 
Bath,  Bridgewater,  Bristol,  Ilehester, 
Milbourne-Port,  Minehead,  Taunton, 
and  Weils.  It  contains  1,642  square 
miles,  or  1,050,880  acres,  and  475  pa- 
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rishes.     It  had  47  monastic  establish- 
ments,   and  47  public  charities;  it  has 
16  parishes  with  no  churches,  44  parishes 
with  less  than  100  inhabitants,  110  pa- 
rishes   with    no   parsonage-houses,    95 
parishes  with  parsonage -houses  unfit  to 
live  in  :  the  Poor-rates  were,  in  1818, 
250,827/.   3s.    3\d.  ;    the    number     of 
Paupers  is  28,917;   the  rental    of  the 
county,  according"  to  a  return  made  to 
parliament  in  1818,  was  1,900,651/.  5s. 
7  hi. ;  the  population,  according  to  a  re- 
turn laid  before  parliament  in  1821,  was 
355,314  ;  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
in  1821  was  61,852  ;  the  number  of  un- 
inhabited houses  at  the  same  period ,  1 9?  4  ; 
the  poor-rates  bear  the  proportion  of  one- 
seventh  of  the  rental ;    the   number  of 
paupers,  compared  with  the  number  of 
houses,  is  one  to  every  three ;  the  poor- 
rates  in  1776  were  49,181/. ;  the  number 
of  persons  to  every  square  mile  of  this 
county  is  215  ;  the  number  of  acres  to 
a  person,  3  ;  the  number  of  acres   to  a 
house,  16;  the  male  population,  in  1821, 
was  170,199  ;  the  families  employed  in 
agriculture  were  in  number  31,448  ;  the 
families    employed  in  handicraft    were 
27,132  in  number  ;  the  number  of  other 
families   was    14,957 ;     the    male    agri- 
cultural population  was  72,785  ;  and  the 
able  labourers  were  in  number  36, 393; 
so  that    to  every  able-bodied  labourer 
of  this  county  there  must  be  26  acres 
of  land.      This  is   a  hilly  county  :   the 
principal  ranges  of  hills  are,  the  Quan- 
tor,     near    Taunton;     Lcuisdown,     near 
Bath;  Brendan,  near Wiveliscombe;  the 
]\'hite-down,  near  Chard  ;  Poulden,  near 
Bridgewater;  and  the  Mendlp-hUls,  lying- 
in  a  direct  line  between  Axbvidge  and 
Prome.     The  latter  are  by  far  the  lof- 
tiest and  most  extensive.     The  ancient 
forests  of  the  county  are   Selwood,  near 
Prome  ;    Veiherton,    near    Bridgewater  ; 
F.xmoor,  consisting  of  the  western  ex- 
tremity of  the  county.     The  largest  half 
of  Somersetshire  is  in  pasture,  and  about 
one-eighth  is  given  for  woods,  heaths, 
and  roads.     There  is   beside   these,    a 
aood  deal  of  marsh  and  moor  land  in 
Somersetshire ;    but  to    enumerate  the 
moors   and  marshes,    and   denote  then- 
local   situations,  would    take    up    more 
room  than  this  short  notice  of  the  county 
will  allow  of.     The  soils  are  extremely 
various,  most  of  the  hills   being  of   a 
rocky   soil,  mixed    with   limestone,    or 
gravelly   with   limestone,    or  of   free- 
stone grit ;  with  all  the  variations  that 
usually  accompany  these.     The  soils  of 
the  low-lands  are  quite  as  various  as 


those  of  the  hills,  but,  for  the  greater 
part,  very  fertile ;  and  the  county  is 
esteemed  one  of  the  richest  of  English 
counties.  Wheat,  barlev,  oats,  peas, 
and  beans,  are  the  principal  corn  crops 
in  the  different  districts;  grazing  steers 
and  heifers  is  very  much  practised,  but 
the  pasture-land  is  chiefly  employed  in 
dairy  farming,  which  is  carried  on  to  a 
very  considerable  extent.  In  the  whole 
of  the  northern  districts  apple-orchards 
are  very  abundant ;  they  are  not  scarce 
in  the  middle  district  of  the  county,  and 
the  cider  of  the  south-western  district 
is  renowned  for  its  excellence.  The 
Devonshire  breed  of  neat  eattle  is  pre- 
ferred by  the  Somersetshire  graziers  and 
dairy-farmers.  The  neighbourhood  of 
Bath  and  theMendip-hills  have  a  breed 
of  sheep  of  their  own,  large  and  hardy, 
but  in  other  parts  of  the  county  an  im- 
proved Dorset  is  the  sort  mostly  seen. 
The  horses  used  in  this  county  are  sup- 
plied from  the  north.  There  is  a  small 
native  breed,  found  in  Exmoor  forest, 
very  sure-footed  and  serviceable,  but 
very  small.  The  mines  of  Somerset- 
shire are,  of  lead,  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Mendip-hills,  particularly  at  Priddy 
and  East-Harptree ;  of  coal,  in  the 
whole  of  the  northern  district  of  the 
county,  particularly  about  Stratton-on- 
the-Foss,  and  Kilweston.  Something 
approaching  to  alabaster  is  found  about 
Watchet,  and  at  Bath  and  other  places 
the  free-stone  is  of  excellent  quality. 
The  manufactures  of  the  county  are 
chiefly  of  woollens  and  knit  stockings  ; 
but  these  have  been  on  the  decline  for 
some  years.  The  celebrated  Cheddar 
cheese  comes  from  Cheddar  in  this 
county.

BATH,  is  the  most  popular  city  of  the 
West  of  England.  It  is  32  miles  N.E. 
by  N.  from  Somerton,  and  107  W.  by 
S.  from  London.  The  diocese  of  Bath 
and  Wells  comprises  all  Somersetshire. 
It  is  seated  in  what  was  originally 
a  dreary,  arid  wild,  surrounded  by  hills 
on  every  side,  but  through  an  opening 
in  which  the  Avon  flows,  and  then 
winds  nearly  all  round  the  city.  It  is 
said  to  have  been  indebted  to  its  medi- 
cinal springs  for  its  origin,  and  a  ro- 
mance is  related  as  to  the  .discovery  of 
the  springs ;  namely,  that  a  British 
prince  was  cured  of  the  leprosy  from 
following  the  example  of  some  pigs 
which  were  infected  with  this  disorder, 
and  which  he  observed  to  bathe  in  the 
springs  and  cure  themselves.  It  was 
inhabited  by  the  Romans  about  the 
middle  of  the  first  century  ;  and  evi- 
dences sufficient  have  been  found  of 
there  having  been  once  a  wall  round  it 
of  considerable  height  and  thickness, 
having  five  towers  and  four  principal 
gates.  The  springs  were  converted  into 
magnificent  baths  by  the  Romans,  who 
christened  it  Aqua  Solis,  or,  Waters  of 
the  Sun.  Agricola  passed  a  winter  there 
after  his  campaign  in  Wales,  and  Arian 
erected  a  college  of  armourers.  About 
the  year  208,  Geta  resided  there,  while 
his  father,  Septimus  Sever  us,  was 
quelling  an  insurrection  in  Caledonia. 
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In  493,  an  army  of  Saxons,  under  the 
command  of  Ella,  encamped  on  Lans- 
down,  and  laid  siege  to  Bath.  Arthur, 
however,  gave  them  battle  and  repulsed 
tliem.  In  577,  the  Saxons,  Ceaulin  and 
Cuthwin  (the  former  being  king  of 
Wessex),  led  their  armies  to  Dyrham, 
eight  miles  from  Bath.  Here  they  en- 
countered the  Britons  under  three  kings, 
but,  after  a  sanguinary  battle,  the 
Britons  were  completely  defeated.  The 
Roman  name  was  now  changed  by  the 
Saxons  to  Hat  Bathun,  hot  baths.  The 
Christian  religion  was  now  openly  pro- 
mulgated ;  aud,  in  676,  a  monastery  was 
established  by  Osric,  the  Saxon  king  of 
the  Huicii.  The  town  was  annexed  to 
the  kingdom  of  Wessex,  and  became  a 
burgh.  In  775,  it  was  seized  by  Offa, 
king  of  Mercia,  who  added  very  much 
to  its  splendour  :  but,  during  the  in- 
cursions of  the  Danes,  it  sunk  into 
obscurity,  and  did  not  recover  till  the 
reign  of  Athelstan,  who  greatly  en- 
dowed its  monastery,  and  granted  it 
some  important  privileges.  During  the 
reign  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  Bath 
was  held  by  his  queen  as  part  of  her 
dower;  and  it  remained  annexed  to  the 
crown  till  the  end  of  the  Saxon  dynasty. 
In  the  reign  of  William  I.,  it  was  one 
of  the  royal  demesnes ;  and,  being 
plundered  and  burned  during  the  insur- 
rection of  Odo,  Bishop  of  Bayeux,  and 
others  who  favoured  the  claims  of  Robert 
Earl  of  Normandy,  it  was  bought,  in 
1090,  of  William  Rufus,  by  John  de 
Yillula,  of  Tours,  for  the  sum  of  500 
marks,  who,  obtaining  permission  to 
remove  the  pontifical  seat  of  the  diacese 
from  Wells  to  Bath,  rebuilt  the  monas- 
tery and  church,  restored  public  and 
private  buildings,  and  became  the 
founder  of  the  city  of  Batli,  and,  in 
1160,  be  conferred  the  whole  property 
on  the  monastery  of  St.  Peter,  and  was 
himself  made  Bishop  of  Bath.  The 
city  remained  in  the  possession  of  the 
monastery  till  Savaric,  in  the  year  11 9.), 
gave  it  to  Richard  I.,  in  exchange  for 
the  Abbev  of  Glastonbury ;  but  the 
prior  still  continued  to  hold  a  rental  of 
30/.  a  year  upon  it.  In  the  reign  of 
Edw.  III.,  Bath  was  celebrated  for  its 
manufacture  of  cloth,  a  branch  of  ma- 
nufactures introduced  by  the  monks.  At 
the  "reformation,"  the  Abbey  was 
granted  to  Humphrey  Colles,  and  being- 
sold  by  him,  the  purchaser,  or  his  son, 
gave  it  to  the  mayor  and  corporation 
as  a  parish  church.  Queen  Elizabeth 
granted  it  a  charter  of  incorporation ; 


and,  in  1794,  a  new  charter  was  granted 
it  with  some  extension  of  privileges. 
In  the  civil  wars,  Bath  fortified  for  the 
king,  but  it  was  seized  upon  by  the 
Earl  of  Bedford.  It  was  retaken  by  the 
Royalists,  who  held  it  only  two  years, 
after  which,  and  until  the  restoration, 
it  was  held  by  the  parliament  forces. 
The  abbey  church  is  of  Gothic  archi- 
tecture, and  it  remains  now  in  the  same 
form  as  when  founded  in  1532.  There 
are  besides,  four  parish  churches,  and 
five  chapels  of  ease  in  Bath,  one  Catho- 
lic chapel,  and  many  Dissenters'  meet- 
ing-houses. There  are  also  five  hos- 
pitals, one  grammar,  and  several  other 
charity  schools.  The  city  is  renowned 
for  the  regularity  and  beauty  of  its 
buildings,  and  the  order  of  its  streets, 
the  houses  being  almost  all  built  with 
white  brick,  or  with  stone.  Invalids 
resort  to  it  for  the  sake  of  drinking  the 
water  of  its  springs,  and  a  large  build- 
ing, eighty-five  feet  long,  forty-five  feet 
wide,  and  thirty-four  feet  high,  called 
the  pump-room,  is  provided  for  them  to 
take  exercise  in  without  being  exposed 
to  the  weather.  The  corporation  con- 
sists of  a  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common- 
council,  with  inferior  officers,  and  these 
(thirty  in  number)  send  two  members 
to  parliament.  Bath  contains  the  four 
parishes  of  St.  James,  St.  Michael,  St. 
Peter  and  St.  Paul,  and  Walcott.  The 
population  36,811.  Market,  Wed.  and 
Sat. ;  fairs,  Feb.  14,  July  10,  cattle.

BRISTOL,  is  at  the  distance  of  35  miles 
S.W.  by  S.  from  Gloucester,  and  113 
W.  from  London.  It  is  situated  at  about 
8  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the  Avon, 
where  that  river  discharges  itself  into 
the  Bristol  Channel.  The  diocese  of 
Bristol  comprises  the  city,  part  of  Glou- 
cestershire, and  part  of  Dorsetshire. 
The  whole  city  stands  on  rising  grounds, 
of  which  St.  Michael's-Hill  and  Kings- 
down  are  the  two  highest,  the  whole 
occupying  a  circumference  of  seven 
miles.  According  to  ancient  historians, 
this  place  was  founded  by  BreTmus,  the 
supposed  first  king  of  the  Britons,  about 
380  years  before  the  Christian  era. 
Gildas,  a  British  monk,  mentions  Briio, 
a  town  in  430,  but  it  makes  no  figure 
in  the  history  of  England  till  the  year 
1063,  when  Harold  set  sail  for  Bristow 
with  a  fleet  to  reduce  Wales.  In  the 
reign  of  William  I.,  there  were  mints 
established  there,  and,  in  1696,  Wil- 
liam HI.  struck  off  half-crowns  at 
Bristol.  In  Odo's  conspiracy,  1087, 
the  rebels  made  Bristol  their  head- 
quarters. In  the  beginning  of  the 
Y  2 
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eleventh  century  it  began  to  assume 
that  importance  as  a  commercial  port 
which  it  has  gone  on  increasing  ever 
since.  Its  advantages  as  an  emporium 
for  Irish  produce  were  even  then  felt ; 
and,  besides  this,  it  opened  a  commerce 
with  Norway  and  all  parts  of  Europe  ; 
and  it  was  also  a  grand  mart  for  slaves. 
The  Empress  Maud  resided  there  a  short 
time  during  her  contest  with  King 
Stephen ;  and,  in  1141,  Stephen  was 
conveyed  as  a  prisoner  to  Gloucester, 
and  thence  to  Bristol,  where  he  was 
sometime  kept  a  close  prisoner.  In  the 
reign  of  Henry  II.,  it  had  so  greatly  in- 
creased in  its  commerce,  particularlywith 
Ireland,  that  the  burgesses  obtained  a 
grant  of  free  toll  throughout  England, 
Wales,  and  Normandy,  and  full  power 
to  inhabit  and  possess  the  city  of  Dub- 
lin, whither  a  colony  was  sent.  In 
1216,  the  Pope's  legate,  Guelo,  held  a 
synod  at  Bristol,  and  there  excommu- 
nicated the  adherents  of  Lewis,  the 
Erench  king's  son.  In  1280,  Edward  I. 
held  a  parliament  there,  and  then,  for 
the  ifirst  time,  a  writ  was  issued  to  the 
mayor  and  magistrates  of  Bristol  to  send 
two  representatives  to  the  parliament. 
In  1345,  William  de  Colford,  recorder, 
drew  up  a  code  of  municipal  laws,  and 
the  corporation  adopted  a  part,  and 
these  were  confirmed  in  a  charter,  grant- 
ed to  the  town  by  Edward  III.,  who, 
besides  this,  constituted  it  a  town  and 
county  in  itself.  In  the  year  1490,  the 
streets  of  Bristol  were  newly  paved, 
and  Henry  VII.  and  his  chancellor 
kept  the  royal  court  at  St.  Augustine's 
palace;  and,  the  following  year,  the 
same  king  granted  a  new  charter  to  the 
town,  and  presented  his  own  sword  to 
the  mayor,  to  be  borne  on  state  occa- 
sions before  him.  Henry  VIII.  made 
Bristol  a  city  and  a  bishop's  see,  by  his 
own  letters  patent ;  and  Queen  Elizabeth 
granted  it  a  new  charter  and  visited  it 
in  tLe  twenty-fourth  year  of  her  reign. 
Another  charter  was  granted  it  by 
Charles  I.,  in  which  the  castle  and  pre- 
cincts, Avhich  had  hitherto  been  deemed 
to  be  within  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
were  now  made  to  belong  to  the  town 
•and  county  of  Bristol.  In  1642,  Bristol 
being  in  the  hands  of  the  parliament, 
the  walls  were  strengthened  and  the 
castle  put  in  repair,  and  a  fort  was 
erected  at  Brandon,  now  called  the 
lloyal  Fort.  In  the  year  following, 
Prince  Rupert  laid  siege  to  t!«e  city  and 
took  it,  and  the  king  joined  the  camp 
at  Bristol.    Two  years  afterwords,  the 


city  again  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
parliament,  and  the  royalist  party  never 
rallied  again.  On  Cromwell  being  made 
Protector,  he  ordered  the  castle  to  be 
demolished,  and  streets  built  on  its  site, 
and  this  was  so  completely  done,  that 
nothing  now  remains  of  what  was  that 
extensive  structure  but  a  few  arches  in 
Tower-street.  In  1684,  the  king  grant- 
ed Bristol  a  charter,  confirmatory  flf  the 
foregoing  ones;  and,  in  1702,  Queen 
Anne  visited  it,  in  company  with  the 
Prince  of  Denmark,  and  was  entertain- 
ed by  the  citizens  with  great  splendour, 
and,  in  1710,  on  another  visit  to  it,  she 
confirmed  and  added  to  the  charters. 
The  cathedral  of  Bristol  is  a  fine  building, 
comprising  specimens  of  Norman  and 
Gothic  architecture,  and  is  situated  on 
a  part  of  the  city,  called  College-green. 
It 'was  originally  the  collegiate  church 
to  the  monastery  of  St.  Augustine, 
founded  by  Robert  Fitz-Hardinge.  in 
1460,  as  a  priory  of  Black  Canons. 
Besides  the  cathedral,  there  are  now  in 
this  city  18  churches  and  chapels,  and 
20  chapels  of  Dissenters.  There  are 
also  nearly  20  hospitals  and  schools  in 
it  ;"and  it  is  one  of  the  most  important 
towns  of  commerce  in  England.  It 
trades  with  almost  every  quarter  of  the 
world  ;  and  has  almost  a  monopoly  of 
the  trade  between  England  and  Ireland. 
It  has  sugar-houses,  vitriol  and  coal- 
works,  brass  and  iron  founderies,  dis- 
tilleries, glass-houses,  &c.  It  is  go- 
verned by  a  mayor,  recorder,  12  al- 
dermen, 42  common-councilmen,  and 
inferior  officers.  It  sends  two  members 
to  parliament,  the  right  of  election  be- 
ing in  the  freeholders  of  forty  shillings 
a  year,  and  in  the  free  burgesses,  who 
are  all  those  who  have  gained  their 
freedom  by  servitude,  by  purchase,  or 
by  marrying  the  daughters  of  freemen  ; 
the  number  of  voters  being  altogether 
about  6000.  Before  the  reformation, 
there  were  in  Bristol  the  following  reli- 
gious and  charitable  establishments.  A 
Benedictine  Priory,  built  by  Robert, 
son  of  Hen.  I.,  in  the  north-east  of  the 
city;  granted,  35  Hen.  VIII.,  to  Henry 
Brayne.  Great  St.  Augustine's,  now 
Holy  Trinity  and  Cathedral,  founded  in 
the  year  1148,  by  Robert  Fitz  Harding- 
yearly  value  7671.  15s.  3d.,  now  worth 
15,355/.  5s.  St.  Mary-Magdalen  Nun- 
nery, founded  by  Eva,  wife  to  Robert 
Fitzharding,  in  the  reign  of  Hen.  II., 
yearly  value  21/.  lis.  3d.,  now  worth 
431/.  5s.  ;  granted,  31  Hen.  VIII.,  to 
Henry  Brayne  and  John  Marsh,    St. 
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Bartholomew's  Hospital,  granted,  by- 
Hen.  VIII.,  to  the  executors  of  Robert 
Thorn  and  Sir  Thomas  West ;  is  now  a 
grammar  school.  St.  Catherine's  Hos- 
pital, founded,  4  Hen.  III.,  by  Robert 
de  Berkele;  yearly  value  211.

Gaunts,  or 
Billeswyke  Hospital,  built  in  the  year

Lyons,  or  Lewin's  Mede- 
street  Hospital,  founded  in  the  year 
1460,  by  William  Spenser.  St.  Mi- 
chael's-hill  Almshouse,  founded  in  the 
year  1504,  by  John  Foster,  for  one 
priest,  eight  poor  men,  and  five  poor 
women,  is  yet  in  being.  RadclifF-hill 
Almshouse,  built  in  the  year  1442,  by 
William  Cannings,  is  still  in  being, 
though  having  no  endowment.  Temple - 
street  Hospitals.  Under  Tucker's  Hall 
is  one  founded  by  the  Tucker's  company; 
under  the  Weaver's  Hall  is  another 
founded  at  a  very  early  period.  Temple- 
Gate  Hospital,  built  by  Roger  Magda- 
len, of  Nonney.  Trinity  Hospital, 
founded,  4  lien.  V.,  by  John  Barstable, 
merchant  of  the  town ;  granted,  20 
fcliz.,  to  the  mayor  and  corporation  ;  is 
still  in  being.  An  Augustine  Friary, 
built  in  the  reign  of  Edw.  II.,  by  Sir 
Simon  and  Sir  William  Montacute ; 
granted,  31  Hen.  VIII.,  to  Maurice 
Dennis.  The  Black  Friary,  founded  by 
Sir  Maurice  Gaunt ;  granted,  31  Hen. 
VIII.,  to  William  Chester.  The  Grey 
Friars'  House,  founded  in  the  year  1234; 
granted,  33  Hen.  VIIL,  to  the  mayor 
and  citizens.  The  population  of  the 
city  is  52,889 ;  but  the  whole  popu- 
lation of  all  the  parishes,  parts  of  which 
extend  beyond  its  limits,  amounts 
to  68,318.  The  parishes,  are  18  in 
number;  viz.,  All-Saints,  St.  Augustin, 
Christ-Church,  St.  Edwin,  St.  James, 
St.  John-the-Baptist,  St.  Leonard,  St. 
Mary-le-Port,  St.  Mary-Redcliff,  St. 
Michael,  St.  Nicholas,  St.  Paul,  St. 
Peter,  St.  Philip-and-Jacob,  St.  Ste- 
phen, Temple,  St.  Thomas,  and  St. 
Werburgh.  The  markets  are  on  Wed- 
nesday, Friday,  and  Saturday  j  and  the 


fairs  are  on  March  1  and  Sept.  1,  for 
most  sorts  of  goods,  and  lasting  ten 
days  each.  A  market  for  cattle  every 
Thursday.

WELLS,  is  a  city  situated  13  miles  N.  by 
S.-from  Somerton,  and  121  rniles  W.  by 
S.  from  London.  The  Diocese  of  Bath 
and  Wells  comprises  the  county  of  So- 
merset. It  owes  its  name  to  a  remark- 
able well  called  St.  Andrew's  Well.  It 
is  situated  under  the  Mendip  hills,  and 
the  streets  are  clean  and  commodious, 
and  the  buildings  neat  and  even  elegant. 
It  owes  its  origin  to  the  piety  of  Ina, 
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a  Saxon  king,  who  founded  a  college 
church  there,  as  early  as  704.  It  has 
been  twice  incorporated,  once  by  King- 
John,  and  again  by  Queen  Elizabeth. 
It  was  created  a  Bishop's  see  in  the 
year  905  ;  and  the  second  Bishop,  Win- 
cliffe,  began  the  cathedral,  which  is 
still  considered  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
specimens  of  chui-ch  architecture.  The 
bishop's  palace  stands  a  little  way  north- 
ward of  the  cathedral ;  some  part  is  in 
xuins,  and  it  has  a  moat  round  it  which 
gives  it  the  appearance  of  a  fortified 
castle.  The  great  hall  of  this  palace 
was  120  feet  long,  and  70  feet  wide,  and 
was  demolished  for  the  sake  of  the  lead 
on  the  roof.  The  history  of  Wells  is 
disconnected  with  any  thing  extraordi- 
nary, or  of  a  political  nature.  Circum- 
stances connected  with  its  religious  in- 
stitutions form  all  the  incidents  con- 
nected with  it.  In  the  10th  century, 
John  de  Villula,  of  Tours,  purchased 
Bath  of  William  Rufus  ;  restored  the 
buildings  of  the  town,  built  a  monas- 
tery and  collegiate  church,  and,  becom- 
ing himself  bishop,  removed  the  see 
from  Wells  to  Bath,  styling  himself 
Bishop  of  Bath,  which  title  several 
succeeding  bishops  assumed  ;  but  the 
people  of  Wells  became  enraged  at  this 
contempt  shown  to  their  own  town,  and 
insisted  (and  with  success)  that  the 
future  Bishops  of  Bath  should  take  the 
title  of  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  which 
they  did  and  still  do.  Wells  has  no 
trade  of  any  consequence,  nor  has  it  any 
manufactures.  It  is  governed  by  a 
mayor  and  masters,  and  it  sends  two 
members  to  parliament ;  the  right  of 
election  being  in  the  nuvyor,  masters, 
and  burgesses,  who  become  free  of  the 
city  by  birth,  by  servitude,  or  by  mar- 
riage.

STAFFORDSHIRE. 


An  Inland  County,  bounded  on  the  North- 
east by  Derbyshire  ;  on  the  East  by 
Leicestershire  ;  on  the  South-east  by 
Warwickshire  ;  on  the  South  by  Wor- 
cestershire,   and,    on    the    West,    by 


Shropshire.  It  is  about  60  miles  in 
length,  and  about  38  in  breadth.  It  is 
divided  into  5  hundreds ;  Cuttlestono, 
Offtow,  Pirehill,  Seisdon,  and  Totmons- 
low.     The  principal  hivers  are,   the 
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Trent,  the  Dove,  the  Tame,   and  the  I 
Sow.       It     has     25     Market-towns  ; 
namely,    Bentley,    Brewood,    Abbot's- 
Bromley,    Burslem,    Burton,    Cannock, 
Cheadle,  Dudley,  Eccleshall,  Handley- 
Green,     Lane- End,     Leek,     Lichfield, 
Longnor,  Newcastle-under-Lyne,  Penk- 
ridge,  Rudgeley,  Stafford,  Stone,  Tam- 
worth,    Tutbury,    Uttoxeter,    Walsall, 
Wednesbury,  and  Wolverhampton.     It 
is  in  the   Province  of  Canterbury, 
in  the  Diocese  of  Lichfield  and  Co- 
ventry, and  in  the  Oxford  Circuit. 
It  returns  10  members  to  parliament ; 
2  for  the  county,  2  for  the  city  of  Lich- 
field, and  two  each  for  the  boroughs  of 
Stafford,     Newcastle,     and    Tamworth. 
This  county  contains  1,143  square  miles, 
or  734,720  acres  ;  and  145  parishes.    It 
had  31  monastic  establishments,  and  50 
public  charities  ;  it  has  9  parishes  with 
no  churches  ;  15  parishes  with  less  than 
100  inhabitants  ;  73  parishes  with  no 
parsonage-houses  ;  18  parishes  with  par- 
sonage-houses unfit  to  live  in ;  the  poor- 
rates  were,  in  1818,  174,849/.  6s.  7|d. ; 
the  number  of  paupers    24,044  ;    the 
rental  of  the  county,  according  to  a  re- 
turn made  to  parliament  in  1818,   was 
1,150,248/.  16s.  3d. ;  the  population,  ac- 
cording to  a  return  laid  before  parliament 
in  1821,  was  341,040;  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses,  in  1821,  was  63,319; 
the  number  of  uninhabited   houses  at 
the     same    period,    2,326  ;    the    poor- 
rates  bear  the  proportion  of  one-sixth 
of  the  rental ;  the  number  of  paupers, 
compared  with  the  number  of  houses, 
is  1  to  every  3  ;  the  poor-rates,  in  1776, 
were  31,089/. ;  the  number  of  persons  to 
every  square  mile   of    this    county   is 
209  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a  person, 
2  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a  house,  11. 
The    male    population,    in    1821,     was 
171,668  ;  the  families  employed  in  agri- 
culture  were  18,285    in  number ;    the 
families  employed    in  handicraft  were 
42,435  in  number  ;  the  number  of  other 
families  was  8,060  ;  the  agricultural  male 
population,     45,637  ;      able     labourers, 
22,818  ;  the  number   of   acres   in   this 
county   to   every  able-bodied   labourer 
is  32.     This  is  almost  a  level  county  ; 
the   hills   in  it  being  few.      Of  these 
few,  the   Weaver  hills,    in  the   north - 
eait  part  of  the  county,  are  the  highest. 
The   arable  prevails  over   the  pasture- 
land,  in  the  proportion  of  one  acre  to 
five.       There    are    some     considerable 
wastes,  such    as   Cannock-Chase,  in    the 
middle  of  the  county  ;   Xeedicood- Forest , 
to  the  east  of  Abbot's-Bromley  j  Blore- 


Wood,  to  the  west  of  Eccleshall ;  and 
there  are  many  moors  in  the  northern 
extremity  of  it.     The  woods  are  chiefly 
on  the  estates  of  the  principal  gentry 
of  the  county,  and  the  growth  of  timber 
remarkably  fine.     A  strong  clay  under 
red  mould  is  general  in  that  district  of 
the  county  which  lies  north  of  Abbot's- 
Bromley ;    some  light,    sandy    soil   is 
found   on   the   south   of  it,    and  some 
limestone   is  found   about    Failey   and 
Kingsale,    but     the     county     consists 
chiefly  of    good    mould    upon   a    clay 
bottom.     There  are  many  spots  of  peat- 
earth  ;  and  much  of  the  pasture-land  is 
little  other  than  a  peaty  surface,   well 
drained.   The  county  is  an  inclosed  one, 
and  the  usual  crops,  wheat,  barley,  oats, 
rye,    beans,    and    peas,    according    to 
usual  rotation.    The  cattle  of  the  county 
are  a  long-horned  breed,  and,   on  the 
banks  of  the  rivers  Trent  and  Dove,  a 
great  deal  of  cheese  and  butter  is  made 
for  the  markets   of   the  manufacturing 
towns  of  the  county.     There  are  three 
native  breeds  of  sheep  ;  the  grey-faced, 
without    horns,    natives    of    Cannock- 
Chase  ;  the  black-faced,  horned,  natives 
of  the  commons  in  the  western  district; 
the  white-faced  and  long-wooled,  bred 
in  the  moorlands.     Besides  these,  the 
new  Leicester  has  been  introduced,  and 
is  now  very  common  in  most  parts  of 
this  county.     Coals  are  very  abundant 
in  Staffordshire  :  not  less  than  50,000 
acres   are    computed   to   contain   coals. 
The  greatest  depth  in  one  place  is  the 
district  reaching  from  Rudgley  to  Dud- 
ley,   and,    in   breadth,    reaching    from 
Wolverhampton  to  Walsall.     There  is, 
besides  this,  a  great  breadth  of  it  in  the 
neighbourhood     of     Newcastle-under- 
Lyne.     A    copper-mine    is    worked    at 
Mixon,    near    Leek,    and    another    at 
Ecton-Hill.     This  metal   is  found  also 
in  other    parts.     The   manufactures   of 
Staffordshire   are  hardware,    glass,    ja- 
panned goods,    linen,  woollen,   cotton, 
and  silk.     The   hardware   factories  are 
principally  about  Wolverhampton  ;  the 
cotton -factories  at  Tamworth,  Rocester, 
and  Fazeley ;  and  Wedgwood's  potters 
ware,  in  the  northern  district,  not  far 
from  Newcastle.

LICHFIELD,  is  16§  miles  S.E.  by  S.  of 
Stafford,  and  118£  miles  N.W.  from 
London.  The  diocese  of  Lichfield  and 
Coventry  consists  of  the  counties  of 
Stafford,  and  Derby,  and  part  of  War- 
wickshire and  Shropshire.  It  is  sup- 
posed to  have  risen  on  the  ruins  of  a 
Roman  town.  The  different  ancient 
writers  spell  it  differently,  as  Licidfield, 
Lichfield,  Lichefield,  besides  other  va- 
riations, all  of  which  have  been  con- 
strued into  "  the  field  of  the  dead ; "  and 
this  construction  is  favoured  by  a  tra- 
dition that,  in  the  time  of  Dioclesian, 
upwards  of  a  thousand  Christians  were 
massacred  here.  But  Dr.  Stukeley 
opposes  this  notion,  and  contends,  that 
the  name  is  clearly  derived  from  the 
marsh  which  formerly  occupied  the 
site  of  the  city  and  the  adjacent 
grounds  ;  Lich  being  the  Saxon  name  for 
a  bog.  That  which  was  formerly  a  marsh 
is  now  a  fertile  valley,  and  Lichfield  is 
seated  in  the  middle  of  it;  a  town  of 
great  respectability  and  beauty,  though 
not  so  great  as  the  generality  of  our 
cathedral  towns,  either  in  consequence 
or  population.  Its  streets  are  spacious, 
regular,  clean,  and  well-built;  a  lake 
divides  it  in  two,  the  city  and  the  close ; 
the  latter  standing  on  rather  higher 
ground  than  the  former.  This  stood 
several  sieges  during  the  civil  wars,  and 
was  twice  taken  by  the  Parliament 
forces.  In  the  33rd  year  of  Edw.  I., 
Lichfield  first  sent  members  to  parlia- 
ment ;  and  it  was  then  governed  by  a 
guild  and  guildmaster  ;  but  it  was  not 
regularly  incorporated  till  the  1st  of 
Edward  VI.,  when  the  corporation  was 
made  to  consist  of  bailiffs,  burgesses, 
citizens,  and  commonalty.  This  charter 
by  which  Lichfield  was  elevated  to  the 
rank  of  a  city,  was  confirmed  by  Marv, 
Elizabeth,  James  I.,  and  by  Charles  II., 
successively,  and  many  additional  rights 
and  immunities  were  conferred  on  the 
city  by  these  sovereigns.  It  is  at  this 
time  governed  by  a  recorder,  high- 
steward,  bailiffs,  town-clerk,  a  coroner, 
and  a  common  council,  which  is  com- 
posed of  twenty-one  brethren.  Lich- 
field, and  its  suburbs  are  a  distinct 
county  of  themselves  ;  the  recorder, 
steward, and  bailiffs,  are  justices  of  the 
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peace  within  it,  and  have  power  to  hold 
courts  of  jail  delivery,  and  to  sentence 
to  death.  It  has  also  the  annual  courts 
of  array,  of  the  great  portmote,  and  of 
the  view  of  frank  pledge,  &c.  Lichfield 
cathedral  is  esteemed  one  of  the  hand- 
somest specimens  of  church  architecture 
in  the  kingdom.  It  is  said  to  have  been 
founded  in  the  sixth  century,  by  King 
Osvvy.  It  is  less  doubtful,  that  that 
part  of  it,  called  St.  Mary's  chapel,  was 
built  about  the  year  1296,  by  Walter 
de  Langton,  the  then  bishop.  Having 
received  much  injury  during  the  civil 
wars,  Bishop  Hacket,  who  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  see  after  the  restoration, 
restored  it  to  its  former  splendour. 
Without  it  is  richly  ornamented  with 
scriptural  figures,  and  within  it  has  many 
handsome  private,  as  well  as  public  mo- 
numents. A  very  handsome  bishop's  pa- 
lace, near  the  north-eastern  corner  of 
the  cathedral,  was  built  by  Bishop 
Langton,  in  the  time  of  Edward  I. ;  bnt 
the  bishops  of  this  see  having  long  fixed 
their  residence  at  Eccleshall-Castle,  a 
fine  ancient  castle,  about  35  miles  from 
Lichfield,  this  palace  is  generally  let  off 
as  a  private  residence.  About  the  j^ear 
1102,  this  see  was  united  with  that  of 
Coventry,  as  is  described  under  the 
head  "Coventry,"  and  the  bishops  now 
style  themselves  "  of  Lichfield  and 
Coventry."  The  city  is  divided  into 
three  parishes  ;  St.  Mary's,  St.  Chad's, 
and  St.  Michael's.  There  are  in  the 
town  the  following  charities ;  viz.  an 
English  school,  for  thirty  poor  boys,  in 
Bore-street ;  a  free  grammar  school, 
founded  before  the  reformation,  in  St. 
John -street,  and  in  Bacon-street,  an 
Hospital,  for  fifteen  poor  women,  en- 
dowed and  erected  by  Bishop  Hep  worth. 
Besides  the  cathedral,  there  was,  before 
the  "  Reformation,"  a  Grey  Friary  here, 
founded  in  the  year  1229,  by  Alexander, 
then  Bishop  ;  but  it  was  granted,  by 
Hen.  VIII.,  to  Richard  Crumbilthorn. 
There  is  no  manufacturing  of  any  con- 
sequence carried  on  in  this  place ;  a 
little  earthenware  is  made,  but  much 
more  in  the  neighbouring  villages  than 
in  the  town.  Lichfield  sends  two  mem- 
bers to  parliament ;  the  right  of  election 
being  in  the  bailiffs,  magistrates,  free- 
holders of  forty  shillings  yearly,  and 
all  who  hold  by  burgage  tenure,  and  are 
enrolled  freemen  :  the  number  of  voters 
is  about  600.  Lichfield  consists  of  the 
three  parishes  of  St.  Chad,  St.  Mary, 
and  St.  Michael,  and  that  part  called 
the    Close,  ^which    is    extra-parochial. 


The  population  of  the  city  itself  is 
6,075  ;  but,  including  those  parts  of 
the  parishes  which  extend  bej^ond  it, 
the  amount  is,  8,715.  The  markets  are 
on  Tuesday  and  Friday ;  and  the  fairs 
are  on  Shrove-Tuesday  and  Ash-Wed- 
nesday, cattle,  sheep,  bacon,  cheese, 
and  iron ;  May  12,  sheep  and  cattle ; 
first  Tuesday  in  November,  geese  and 
cheese.

It  is  about  47  miles  in  length,  and  about 
27  in  breadth.  It  is  divided  into  21 
hundreds ;  Babergh,  Blackburn,  Bly- 
thing,  Bosmere  and  Claydon,  Carlford, 
Cobneis,  Cosford,  Hartesmere,  Hoxne, 
Lackford,  Loes,  Mutford  and  Lothing- 
land,  Plomesgate,  Pusbridge,  Samford, 
Stow,  Thedwestry,  Thingoe,  Thredling, 
Wangford,  Wilford.

labourer  26.  Suffolk  is  a  a  level  county, 
and  purely  an  agricultural  one.  The 
soil  varies  less,  perhaps,  than  does  that 
of  any  other  county  of  England,  and  it 
is,  generally  speaking,  a  strong  loam 
on  a  clay  or  marl  bottom.  In  the  north- 
west corner,  there  is  a  considerable 
district  of  fen-land,  about  Mildenhall 
and  Brandon,  consisting  of  light  bog, 
or  peat  surface,  with  marl  below.  The 
produce  of  the  county  is  wheat,  beans, 
barley,  oats,  clover,  turnips,  and  very 
generally  following  in  that  order.  It  is 
one  of  the  most  productive  and  most 
skilfully-tilled  of  our  counties.  In  some 
parts  there  are  extensive  dairies,  pro- 
ducing excellent  butter,  for  the  mar- 
kets of  the  county  and  for  London,  but 
the  cheese  is  very  inferior.  The  horses 
of  this  county  are  very  well  known  to 
be  of  the  very  best  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses ;  strong,  yet  light,  and  of  excel- 
lent courage  and  great  durability.  The 
breed  of  cows  is  also  very  famous  :  they 
are  rather  small,  hornless,  with  but 
little  dewlap,  with  clean,  well-formed 
limbs,  and  great  productiveness.  The 
sheep  are  of  the  Norfolk  breed,  except- 
ing where  of  late  they  have  been 
changed  for  that  of  the  South-Downs. 
This  county  is  almost  unrivalled  in  pro- 
ductiveness of  game  ;  and  for  rabbits  it 
is  certainly  unequalled.  What  wood- 
land there  is  in  it  may  be  traced  from 
the  north-east  to  the  north-west  corner 
of  it ;  but,  though  for  the  greater  part 
an  enclosed,  it  is  not  a  woody  county. 
It  has  no  mines  of  any  kind,  nor  has  it 
any  manufactures  worthy  of  mention.

n-  Inland  County,  bounded  on  the  North 
by  Middlesex,  and  a  part  of  Bucks, 
from  which  it  is  separated  by  the  Thames ; 
on  the  East  by  Kent ;  on  the  South  by 
Sussex  ;  and,  on  the  West  by  Berks  and 
Hants.  It  is  about  37  miles  in  length, 
and  27  broad.  The  hundreds  are, 
Blackheath,  Brixton,  Copthorne,  Effing- 
ham, Elmbridge,  Farnham,  Godalming, 
Godley,  Kingston,  Reigate,  Tandridge, 
Wallington,  Woking,  and  Wotton.  The 
rivers  are,  the  Thames  (by  which  it  is 
bounded  on  the  North),  the  Wey,  the 
Mole,  and  the  Wandle.  The  Market- 
towns  are  Chertsey,  Croydon,  Dorking, 
Epsom,  Ewell,  Farnham,  Godalming, 
Guildford,  Haslemere,  Kingston,  Rei- 
gate, Southwark,  aud  Woking.  It  is 
in  the  Province  of  Canterbury, 
chiefly  in  the  Diocese  of  Winchester, 
but  partly  in  that  of  Canterbury,  and 
it  is  in  the  Home  Circuit.  Surrey  sends 
14  members  to  parliament  ;  two  for  the 
county,  and  two  each  for  the  boroughs 
of  Southwark,  Guildford,  Reigate,  Has- 
lemere, Blechingly,  and  Gatton.  It 
contains  758  square  miles,  or  485,120 
acres,  and  141  parishes.  It  had  12 
monastic  establishments,  and  29  public 
charities ;  it  has  1  parish  with  no  church  ; 
3  parishes  with  less  than  100  inhabitants, 
30  parishes  witb  no  parsonage-houses, 
12  parishes  with  parsonage -houses  unfit 


to  live  in:  the  Poor-rates  were,  in  1818, 
293,176*.  14s.  lUd.  ;  the  number  of 
Paupers  is  22,921;  the  rental  of  the 
county,  according  to  a  return  made  to 
parliament  in  1818,  was  1,519,172/.  18s. 
9d. ;  the  population,  according  to  a  re- 
turn laid  before  parliament  in  1821,  was 
398,658  ;  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
in  182  L  was  64,790  ;  the  number  of  un- 
inhabited houses  at  the  same  period, 
2,741 ;  the  poor-rates  bear  the  proportion 
of  one-sixth  of  the  rental ;  the  number 
of  paupers,  compared  with  the  number  of 
houses,  is  one  to  every  three ;  the  poor- 
rates  in  1776  were  48,510/. ;  the  number 
of  persons  to  every  square  mile  of  this 
county  is  525  ;  the  number  of  acres  to 
a  person,  1  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a 
house,  7;  the  male  population,  in  1821, 
was  189,871 ;  the  families  employed  in 
agriculture  were  14,944  in  number;  the 
families  employed  in  trade  or  handicraft 
were  46,811  in  number  ;  the  number  of 
other  families  was  27,051;  the  agricul- 
tural male  population  was  31,951;  able 
labourers,  15,975 ;  the  number  of  acres 
in  this  county  to  every  able-bodied  la- 
bourer is  30.  With  the  exception  of  a 
ridge  of  hills  running  from  one  end  of 
the  county  to  the  other  ;  that  is,  from 
Farnham,  by  Guildford,  Dorking,  and 
Reigate,  to  W^esterbam;  Surrey  is  a 
rather  level  county ;  but  the  ridge  of 
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chalk  hills,  well  known  as  the  Surrey 
Hills,  is  a  high  and  almost  unbroken 
ridge,  which  comes  out  of  Wiltshire, 
through  Hampshire  into  Surrey,  and 
thence  through  Kent  to  the  sea  at 
Folkestone.  The  striking  characteristic, 
however,  of  this  county  is,  its  vast 
heaths  and  commons,  the  barrenness  of 
the  greater  part  of  which  is  proverbial. 
Bagshot  -  Heath,  Purbright  -  Common, 
Cowbridge-Common,  Woking-Heath, 
Ockhani- Heath,  Epsom-Downs,  Hurt- 
wood-Common,  and  Thurslev-Common, 
Frcmsham-Common,  and  Hind -Head,  are 
the  largest  tracts  of  waste.  With  the 
exception  of  Epsom-Downs,  these  are 
all  either  dreaiy  and  uncultivated  wastes, 
or  they  are  here  and  there  planted  with 
Scotch  firs.  The  southern  side  of  the 
county  is  called  the  Weald ;  it  extends 
from  Haslemere  to  the  Eastern  corner, 
and  is  about  four  or  five  miles  in  breadth. 
The  soil  is  a  cold,  stiff  clay,  producing 
excellent  timber  and  coppice  wood, 
good  wheat,  oats,  and  beans  ;  hut  it  is 
chiefly  in  wood.  Northward  of  this, 
comes  a  line  of  sandy  country,  running- 
parallel  with  it,  and  between  it  and  the 
ridge  of  chalk  before  described.  This, 
though  sandy,  is  (where  the  heaths  and 
commons  do  not  intervene)  a  fertile  dis- 
trict, bearing  wheat,  barley,  oats,  tur- 
nips, and  other  crops.  To  the  north  of 
the  chalk  ridge  is  a  district,  having  in 
it  the  extremes  of  fertility  and  barren- 
ness ;  the  fertile  right  bank  of  the 
Thames,  and  the  extraordinarily  barren 
Bagshot  and  other  heaths.  The  county 
is  not  renowned  for  its  agriculture.  Its 
produce  is  wheat,  barlev,  oats ;  but  it 
cannot  be  said  to  produce  largely  either 
of  these.  Near  London,  cabbages,  po- 
tatoes, carrots,  and  other  vegetables, 
are  grown  in  large  quantities  for  the 
markets  of  London  ;  and,  at  Farnhxm, 
about  one  thousand  acres  of  superior 
land  immediately  surrounding  that  town 
ore  cultivated  exclusively  in  hops,  which 
are  so  renowned  as  to  bear  a  higher  price 
than  hops  from  any  other  part  of  the 
kingdom.  The  horses  of  the  county 
are  heavy,  black  animals.  The  horned 
cattle,  near  Londou,  are  of  the  Holder- 
ness  b-eed :  but  elsewhere  they  are 
either  Sussex  or  Devonshire,  or  a  cross 
between  these.  The  sheep  are  most  of 
the  Southdown  breed,  though  some  Dor- 
sets  are  kept.  On  the  heaths  is  a  little 
breed,  called  heath -croppers ;  small, 
hornless,  and  coarse-woolled,  and  kept 
only  for  the  purpose  of  browsing  on  the 
heaths,  which  they  are  hardy  enough  to 


live  on.  Surrey  has  no  mines  of  any 
kind  ;  and  its  manufactures  are  not  of 
importance  sufficient  to  make  them  wor- 
thy of  beingnoticed here.

SUSSEX. 


The  County  of  Sussex  is  bounded  on  the 
North  by  Surrey  and  Kent ;  on  the  East 
by  Kent ;  on  the  South  by  the  English 
Channel ;  and  on  the  West  by  Hamp- 
shire. It  is  70  miles  long,  and  about  28 
miles  broad.  It  is  divided  into  6  rapes, 
namely,  Arundel,  Bramber,  Chichester, 
Hastings,  Lewes,  Pevensey.  Its  prin- 
cipal rivers  are,  the  Arun,  the  Adur,  the 
Ouse,  the  Rother,  the  Rye,  and  the 
Cockmere.  It  has  18  market-towns: 
Arundel,  Battle,  Bramber,  Brighton, 
Chichester,  Cuckfield,  Grinstead,  Hail- 
sham,  Hastings,  Horsham,  Lewes,  Mid- 
hurst,  Petworth,  Rye,  Seaford,  Shore- 
ham,  Steyning,  and  Winchelsea.  It  is 
in  the  Province  of  Canterbury,  and 
partly  in  that  Diocf.se,  but  mostly  in 
the  Diocese  of  Chichester,  and  it  is 
in  the  Home  Circuit.    Sussex  sends 


28  members  to  parliament ;  2  for  the 
county,  2  for  the  city  of  Chichester; 
and  2  for  each  of  the  boroughs  of  Arun- 
del, Bramber,  Grinstead,  Hastings, 
Horsham,  Lewes,  Widhurst,  Rye,  Sea- 
ford,  Shoreham,  Steyning,  Winchelsea. 
It  contains  1,463  square  miles,  or  936,320 
acres,  and  310  parishes.  It  had  30 
monastic  establishments,  and  26  public 
charities ;  it  has  3  parishes  with  no 
churches;  32  parishes  containing  less 
than  100  inhabitants  each;  54  parishes 
with  no  parsonage-houses  ;  60  parishes 
with  parsonage-houses,  which, in  a  return 
made  to  parliament  in  1818,  the  in- 
cumbents represent  as  unfit  for  them  to 
live  in  ;  the  poor-rates  were,  in  1318, 
356,549/.  13s.  ll%d. ;  the  number  of 
paupers,  26,328;  the  rental  of  th  county, 
according  to  a  return  made  to  parliament 
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in  1818,  was  915,8481.  Is.  7d.  ;  the 
population,  according  to  a  return  laid  be- 
fore parliament  in  1821,  was  233,019  ; 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in 
1821  was  36,283  ;  the  number  of  un- 
inhabited houses  at  the  same  period, 
1,272  ;  the  poor-rates  bear  the  proportion 
of  one-third  compared  with  the 'rental; 
the  number  of  paupers,  compared  with 
the  number  of  houses,  is  1  to  every  2  ; 
the  poor-rates,  in  1776,  were  53,499/. ; 
the  number  of  persons  to  every  square 
mile  of  this  county  is  159  ;  the  number 
of  acres  to  a  person,  3 ;  the  number  of 
acres  to  a  house,  26 ;  the  male  population, 
inl821,  was  116,705;  the  families  em- 
ployed in  agriculture  were  21,920  in 
number  ;  the  families  employed  in  trade 
or  handicraft  were  15,463  in  number; 
the  number  of  other  families  was  6,182; 
the  agricultural  male  population,  58,721 ; 
able  labourers,  29,360  ;  the  number  of 
acres  in  this  county  to  every  able-bodied 
labourer,  81.  This  county  is  hilly  near 
the  sea-coast,  or  southern  border,  where 
there  is  a  ridge  of  hilly  downs,  called 
the  South-Downs.  It  may  be  divided 
into  four  classes  of  soil  :  the  sandy,  on 
the  North,  or  borders  of  Surrey;  the 
Way,  along  the  middle,  from  one  end  to 
the  other,  called  the  Weald,  and  the 
chalk,  the  whole  of  the  South-Downs, 
extending  from  the  borders  of  Hamp- 
shire, that  is,  a  little  to  the  soutli  of 
Midhurst,  and  running,  by  Ditchling 
and  Lewes,  to  the  coast  on  the  south  of 
Hailsham.  The  sandy  district  consists 
of  arable,  wood,  and  waste  ;  of  the  two 
former  nearly  equal  parts,  and  a  good 
deal  of  the  latter.  Oak  is  the  principal 
timber,  and  birch,  in  many  places,  con- 
stitutes a  large  part  of  the  underwood. 
The  arable  produces  good  crops  of  corn, 
but  it  is  but  ill-farmed,  the  farmer  be- 
ing woodman,  husbandman,  herdsman, 
warrener,  and  frequently  smuggler,  all 
at  the  same  time.  The  clay  district,  or 
Weald,  is  a  fine  district  of  oak  timber 
and  hazel  underwood,  reaching  from  a 
little  on  the  north  of  Rye  to  Horsham, 
and  then  into  Surrey  near  Ilaslemere. 
This  district  is  interspersed  with  prettv 
corn-iields,  growing  excellent  wheat 
and  beans,  and,  in  some  places,  hops  ; 
but  not  above  one-third  of  it  is  arable 
land.  The  chalk,  or  South-Downs,  is 
the  most  beautiful  range  of  smooth 
grass-land  that  can  be  imagined.  Nor 
is  it  all  grass-land,  for  many  and  very 
beautiful  farms  are  carved  out  amongst 
the  hills,  with  elegant  farm-houses  and 
complete  farm-yards  in  the  pretty  valleys 


between  them.  These  are  essentially 
sheep-farms,  and,  though  wheat, barley, 
and  oats  are  produced  in  them,  their 
main  riches  have  always  been  on  the  ex- 
cellent breed  of  sheep  raised  on  them, 
and  which  bear  the  name  of  the  Downs 
themselves.  The  Sussex  horned  cattle 
are  small,  but  very  well  made,  and  the 
cows  are  excellent  milkers.  The  sheep 
are  those  above-mentioned  ;  they  are 
hornless,  with  black  face  and  legs,  the 
neck  clean,  and  body  not.  long  or  large, 
but  remarkably  round.  They  are  excel- 
lent in  flesh,  and  their  wool  is  very  fine. 
This  sort  of  sheep  is  more  general  than 
any  other  in  Sussex,  though  there  are 
to  be  found  flocks  of  the  Dorset,  and 
also  flocks  of  the  Romney-Marsh  breeds. 
Neither  the  hogs  nor  the  horses  are  pe- 
culiar. There  are  no  mines  in  the 
county  ;  the  manufactures  are  gun-pow- 
der, at  Battle  ;  paper  on  the  eastern 
borders  ;  charcoal  in  the  Weald  and  in 
the  northern  part;  soap,  potash,  blan- 
kets at  different  places,  but  not  to  an 
extensive  degree.

CHICHESTER,  is  62£  miles  S.W.  hy  S. 
from  London.  It  is  a  town  and  county 
of  itself.  The  diocese  consists  of  the 
whole  of  Sussex.  It  stands  on  rising 
ground,  which  ground  is  surrounded 
nearly  on  all  sides  hy  the  Lavant,  and  a 
ridge  of  hills  which  runs  from  the  Arun 
to  the  borders  of  Hampshire  shelters  the 
town  from  the  north  and  north-east 
winds.  Though  called  the  county-town 
of  Sussex,  it  is  so  near  the  extremity 
of  the  county,  that  it  is  never  used  as 
the  assize  town,  hut  the  county  elections 
are  nevertheless  carried  on  there.  It 
consists  of  four  principal  wide  streets, 
running  at  right  angles  from  one  another, 
towards  the  four  cardinal  points,  and 
they  are  consequently  named  North, 
South,  East,  and  West-streets.  At  the 
end  of  each  street  was  formerly  a  gate, 
and,  at  the  point  of  intersection,  in  the 
heart  of  the  city,  Bishop  Story  huilt,  in 
the  year  1475,  a  handsome  cross.  This 
most  ornamental  piece  of  architecture 
is  still  remaining.  It  was  long  used  as 
a  kind  of  market-place,  hut  a  market- 
house  having  heen  built,  in  1807,  it  was 
proposed  to  take  this  down  as  a  nuisance ! 
The  good  taste  and  public  spirit  of  some 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  however, 
saved  it  from  demolition,  and  their  town 
from  the  everlasting  reproach  that  such 
an  act  of  sacrilege  would  have  entailed 


upon  it.  It  is  supposed  by  historians 
that  this  town  existed  before  the  inva- 
sion of  the  Romans,  and  to  have  been 
the  capital  of  the  Regni.  At  the  close 
of  the  fifth  centurv,  it  was  destroyed  by 
Ella,  and  afterwards  rebuilt  by  his  son, 
Cissa,  the  second  Saxon  king  of  Sussex, 
who  named  it  after  himself,  and  made  it, 
during  his  long  reign,  his  residence  and 
the  capital  of  his  kingdom.  In  the  sub- 
sequent incursions  of  the  Danes,  this 
place  suffered  almost  total  destruction  : 
but,  in  the  reign  of  William  1.,  the  re- 
moval of  the  episcopal  sea  from  Selsea 
to  this  place  revived  its  consequence, 
and,  from  that  time,  it  has  been  always 
an  opulent  and  considerable  place.  In 
the  beginning  of  the  civil  wars,  an  at- 
tempt was  made  by  the  gentlemen  of 
the  southern  counties  to  rouse  the  people 
in  favour  of  the  royal  cause,  and  it  was 
agreed  on,  that  they  should  assemble 
their  forces  at  Chichester.  Two  small 
churches  without  the  city  were  taken 
down  for  mateiials  wherewith  to  put 
two  bastions  to  the  walls  of  the  city  for 
its  better  defence  ;  but  the  royalists 
were  disappointed  in  their  muster,  and, 
when  besieged  by  the  parliament  forces, 
though  resistance  was  offered,  yet  it 
was  so  feeble,  that  the  enemy  soon  took 
possession  of  the  town.  Up  to  this  time, 
Chichester,  but  particularly  the  parish 
of  St.  Pancras,  had  monopolized  the 
manufacture  of  needles  ;  but  the  mis- 
chief done  to  that  parish  during  the 
civil  war  put  an  end  to  it  here,  and  it 
quickly  sprang  up  elsewhere,  and  be- 
came lost  to  Chichester.  The  city  af- 
terwards became  celebrated  for  its  malt ; 
but  this  trade  is  also  lost,  for  want  of 
the  advantages  which  other  places  pos- 
sessed. It  has  now  no  manufactures, 
excepting  a  trifling  fabric  of  woollens. 
The  cathedral  and  the  palace  were  built 
in  a  part  of  the  city  granted  by  Hugh 
de  Montgomery  (to  whom  the  city  had 
been  granted)  iu  the  reign  of  William  I. 
Stigand,  the  primate,  obtained  this 
grant,  in  order  that  he  might  build  a 
cathedral  and  habitations  for  the  clergy 
of  the  diocese  ;  but  his  disgrace  and 
death  put  an  end  to  the  work,  till  God- 
frey, the  bishop,  undertook  it.  He  did 
little  more,  however,  than  begin  it,  and 
it  was  not  till  the  reign  of  Henry  I., 
that  the  then  bishop,  Ralph,  finished 
the  undertaking.  Being  built  of  wood, 
it  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire  in  1114. 
The  same  bishop,  however,  Ralph,  be- 
gan directly,  and  he  lived  to  finish 
another  and  more  imperishable   build- 
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ing.  In  1187,  another  fire  destroyed 
the  roof  and  much  of  the  inside  of  this, 
and  a  considerable  part  of  the  town  also. 
It  was  renovated,  however,  and  since 
that  time  has  suffered  little  damage  but 
what  it  sustained  from  the  parliament 
forces  during  the  civil  wars.  It  was 
greatly  ornamented  in  the  fourteenth 
century,  under  the  hands  and  by  the 
munificence  of  Bishop  Langton,  and, 
subsequently,  by  his  successors.  It 
has  some  handsome  monuments,  but  is 
famed  for  its  paintings.  There  are,  be- 
sides the  cathedral,  six  parish  churches 
in  Chichester;  St.  Peter's  the-Great, 
and  St.  Peter's-the-Less,  St.  Olave's, 
St.  Martin's,  St.  Andrew's,  and  All- 
Saints.  There  were  before  the  u  refor- 
mation," the  following  religious  and 
charitable  institutions  in  this  city  : — "  a 
Coilege  of  Vicars,  with  revenues  equal 
now  to  632/.  10s.  a-year.  St.  James's 
Hospital,  founded  in  the  reign  of  King 
John  ;  rents,  in  present  money,  equal 
to  83/.  15s.  a  year.  St.  Mary's  Hos- 
pital, founded  for  the  poor,  and  the 
value  of  which,  in  the  present  money, 
would  be  231/.  10s.  lOd.  a  year.  An 
Augustine  Friary,  founded  in  the  time 
of  Edw.  I.,  by  Queen  Alinor,  and 
granted  by  Hen.  VIII.,  in  the  32d 
year  of  his  reign,  to  Edward  Millet.  A 
Dominican  Friary,  founded  in  the  reign 
of  Hen.  HI. ;  granted,  by  Hen.  VIII., 
to  the  mayor  and  citizens."  The  pre- 
sent charitable  institutions  are,  one 
Grammar  School,  one  Free  School,  and 
two  Charity  Schools,  an  Hospital,  and 
a  Dispensary.  This  city  obtained  its 
first  charter  of  incorporation  from  King 
Stephen,  and  it  received  confirmations 
of  Jt  from  Hen.  II.  and  from  King  John  ; 
but  it  is  governed  now  under  one  ob- 
tained from  James  II.  Its  corporation 
now  consists  of  a  mayor,  recorder,  al- 
dermen, and  common  council  without 
limitation.  The  mayor  is  chosen  annu- 
ally, and  he,  with  three  aldermen,  act 
as  justices  of  the  peace  within  the  city, 
and  are  allowed  to  hold  a  court  of  record 
every  Monday  in  the  Guildhall,  for  the 
decision  of  causes.  It  returns  two 
members  to  parliament :  the  right  of 
election  being  in  the  householders  pay- 
ing scot  and  lot  :  the  number  of  voters 
is  620.  Chichester  contains  the  follow- 
ing parishes  :  All-Saints,  St.  Andrew, 
St.  Bartholomew,  St.  Martin,  St.  Olave, 
St.  Pancras  (Within  and  Without),  St. 
Peter-the-Great  and  St.  Peter-the-Less. 
The  population  is  7,362.  There  is  a 
market  on  Wednesday   and  Saturday,

WARWICKSHIRE. 


An  Inland  County,  bounded  on  the  North 
by  Staffordshire  and  Leicestershire  ;  on 
the  East  by  Leicestershire,  Northamp- 
tonshire, and  part  of  Oxfordshire  ;  on  the 
South  by  Oxfordshire  and  Gloucester- 
shire; and,  on  the  West,  by  Gloucester- 
shire, Worcestershiie,  and  Staffordshire. 
It  is  about  51  miles  long  and  38  broad.  It 
is  divided  into  four  hundreds,  Barlieh- 
way,  Hemlingford,Kineton,  and  Knight- 
low,  besides  the  liberties  of  Coventry. 
The  rivers  by  which  this  county  is  wa- 
tered are,  the  Avon,  the  Tame,  the 
Learn,  the  Ilea,  the  Stour,  the  Alne, 
the  Arrow,  the  Anker,  the  Blythe,  the 
Swift,  the  Cole,  and  the  Dove.  The 
market-towns  are,  Alcester,  Atherstone, 
Birmingham,  Coleshill,  Coventry,  Hen- 
ley, Kingston,  Nuneaton,  Rugby,  Ship- 
ston,  Southam,  Stratford,  Sutton-Cold- 
field,  Tamworth,  Warwick.  It  is  in  the 
Province  of  Canterbury,  in  the  Di- 
oceses of  Lichfield  and  Coventry, 


and  Worcester,  and  in  the  Midland 
Circuit.  The  county  returns  altogether 
six  members  to  parliament,  two  for  the 
shire,  two  for  the  city  of  Coventry,  and 
two  for  the  town  of  Warwick.  It  con- 
tains 902  square  miles,  or  57?  ,280  acres, 
and  205  parishes.  It  had  42  monastic 
establishments,  and  36  public  charities. 
Of  the  parishes  which  this  county  con- 
tains, 10  have  no  churches;  there  are 
18  which  have  each  less  than  100  inha- 
bitants ;  43  have  no  parsonage-houses, 
and  (here  are  41,  the  parsonage-houses 
of  which  the  incumbents,  in  a  return 
made  to  parliament,  in  1818,  represent 
as  being  unfit  to  live  in  ;  the  pour-rates 
were,  in  1818,  226,440/.  10s.  Ifd.;  the 
number  of  paupers,  21,564;  the  rental 
of  the  county,  according  to  a  return 
made  to  parliament  in  1818,  was 
1,236,726/.  14s.  6$d.  ;  the  population, 
according  to  a  return  laid  before  parlia- 
ment in  1821,  was  274,392 ;  the  num- 
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ber  of  inhabited  houses,  in  1821,  was 
55,082 ;  the  number  of  uninhabited 
houses,  at  the  same  period,  was  2,408  ; 
the  poor-rates  bear  the  proportion  of 
one-fifth,  compared  with  the  rental ; 
the  number  of  paupers,  compared  with 
the  number  of  houses,  is  one  to  every 
two;  the  poor-rates,  in  1776,  were 
42,586/.;  the  number  of  persons  to  every 
square  mile  of  this  county  is  305  ;  the 
number  of  acres  to  a  person,  2  ;  the 
number  of  acres  to  a  house,  14 ;  the 
male  population,  in  1821,  was  133,827; 
the  families  employed  in  agriculture 
were  in  number  16,779;  the  families 
employed  in  trade  or  handicraft  were 
39,189  in  number  ;  the  number  of  other 
families  was  4,155 :  the  agricultural 
male  population,  37,348  ;  able  labourers, 
18,674 ;  the  number  of  acres  in  this 
county  to  every  able-bodied  labourer, 
30.  This  is  not  a  hilly  county,  though 
it  is  diversified  sufficiently  by  gentle 
risings  to  make  it  very  pleasant  to  the 
eye.  It  contains  some  of  the  richest 
soil  in  the  kingdom  ;  as,  for  instance, 
that  between  Dunchurch  and  Coventry, 
and  another  tract  between  Warwick  and 
Coventry.  It  is  a  fine  red  loam  on  a 
red  sand-stone.  The  corn  crops  are 
immense  on  these  lands,  and  elm-trees 
by  the  sides  of  the  road  larger  than  I 
ever  elsewhere  beheld  them  in  England 
in  such  situations.  The  waste -land  of 
the  county  is  very  inconsiderable  in  ex- 
tent. The  woods  not  large,  except  on 
the  estates  of  the  gentry  ;  and  there  they 
consist  principally  of  oak  and  elm.  The 
usual  crops  are,  wheat,  barley,  oats, 
beans,  vetches,  and  turnips,  and  the 
farmers,  though  thev  do  not  adopt  the 
drill  husbandry  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk, 
keep  their  land  in  excellent  condition. 
The  proportion  of  arable  to  pasture-land 
is  as  near  as  possible  equal.  The  cattle 
are  a  long-horned  breed,  not  peculiar 
to  the  county,  but  being  the  produce  of 
crosses  with  different  breeds.  The  War- 
wickshire sheep  has  been  crossed  with 
the  new  Leicester  so  much  that  it  now 
partakes,  for  the  most  part,  of  that 
breed.  There  are  coal-mines  in  the 
neighbourhoods  of  Bedworth,  Chilvers, 
Coton,  and  Nuneaton ;  the  best  being 
found  at  the  former  of  these  three 
places.  The  manufactures  of  the  countv 
are  very  great ;  at  Birmingham,  all 
kinds  of  inferior  hardware  ;  at  Coven- 
try, ribbons  and  watches  ;  at  Kenilworth, 
combs  ;  at  Warwick,  stockings  ;  and  at 
Alcester,  needles ;  and  a  good  deal  of 
linen- yarn  is  spun  in  other  parts,  of  the 
county  where  flax  is  grown.

COVENTRY  is  10   miles  N.N.E.    from: 
Warwick,    and  91  miles  N.W.  by  N. 
from  London.    The  Diocese  of  Lichfield 
and  Coventry  consists  of  the  counties 
of  Stafford  and  Derby,  and  part  of  War- 
wick and  Salop.     It  is  a  mean -looking* 
town  in  every  way  that  you  enter  it* 
consisting  of  low  and  mean  houses  in 
its  suburbs,  and  in  its  interior,  of  old, 
cumbrous  houses,  of  the  sijjcteen.Vh  cen- 
tury,   formed   in   narrow    and    crooked 
streets,  without  footways  ,  or  with  foot- 
ways of  scarcely  any  bre  adth,  and  these 
pitched  with  small  shurp  pebbles,  in- 
stead of  a  flag  pavement.  The  principal 
parts  of  the  city  are  seated  on  rather 
elevated  ground,  bounded  by  two  brooks 
of  water,  the  Radford  ar.d  the  Sherbourn  -v 
and  it  is  about  three-quarters  of  a  mi3e 
long,  exclusive   of  iti  suburbs.     It  is 
of   undoubted  antiqu  ity,  but  the  anti- 
quarians trace  it  to   the  ancient  Britons 
themselves,  from    the   final   syllable  of 
its   name,    try  or  tre,  which  latter,  in 
the  British  language,  signifies  a  town  ; 
and  the  prefix,  Movent,  w  Convent,  might 
2C 
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naturally  have  been   added  when  the 
town  became  distinguished  bv  its  mo- 
nastic institution.     Edric,  in  "his  inva- 
sion of  Mercia,  is  said  to  have  found 
here  and  destroyed,  a  house  of  Nuns, 
of  which  St.  Ogsburg  was  then  Abbess. 
Leland  says,  that  Canute  found  the  first 
Monastery  here.     On  better  authority 
it  is  asserted,  that  in  the  reign  of  Ed- 
ward the  Confessor,  Leofric  the  Earl  of 
Mercia,  and  his  wife,  the  Lady  Godiva, 
founded  a  Monastery  on  the  ruins  of  that 
of  St.  Ogsburgh.     It  was  for  an  Abbot 
and  twenty -four  Monks  of  the  Benedic- 
tine order,  and  it  quickly  surpassed  all 
the  others  of  the  kingdom  both  for  mag- 
nitude and  splendour.     At  the  instance 
of  Godiva,  the  Earl  remitted  all    tolls 
of  the  city,  which  she  represented  to 
him  as  being  a  grievous  burden  upon  the 
citizens.     At  their  deaths,    they  were 
buried  one  on  one  side,  and  the  other 
on  the  other  side  of  the  entrance  path 
to  the  Monastery.  In  the  reign  of  Edw. 
III.,  the  inhabitants  received  permission 
to  levy  a  toll  towards  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  building  a  wall  round  their 
town;  and,  in   the  reign  of  Rich.  II., 
the  walls,  with  twelve  gates  and  thirty- 
two  towers,  were  completed.     Of  these 
walls  there  are  but  faint  traces  now  re- 
maining, but  two  of  the  gates  are  still 
standing.      Henry  IV.   held,    in  1404, 
and  at  Coventry,  the  parliament  which 
the  lawyers  called  the  "  lack-learning 
parliament,"   they  having  been   prohi- 
bited to  become  members  of  it.  In  1459, 
another  was  held  there,  which  acquired 
the  name  of  Parliamentum  Diaholicnm, 
and  the  whole  of  the  acts  of  which  par- 
liament were  afterwards  reversed.     Co- 
ventry was  made  a  city  and   countv  of 
itself  by  charter,  granted  in  the  year 
1451,  by  Henry  VI.     This  charter  was 
confirmed  by   Edward   IV.     According 
to  it,  the  villages  of  Anstey,    Exhall, 
Foleshill,    Keresley,    Sow    (part     of), 
Stivicha*.',  Stoke,    and   Wyken,  are  in- 
cluded in  the"  county ;  and,  under  this 
charter,     the    bailiffs    are     sheriffs    of 
the   county,   which   extends    about   3$ 
miles    beyond    the    city    in    every   di- 
rection.    This    place    has    been   visited 
frequently  by  the  kings  and   queens  of 
England,  and  many  pageants,  and  other 
remarkable     things,    chiefly     political, 
hare  taken  place  at  or  immediately  in 
the  vicinity  of  Coventry.     In  the  wars 
of  Charles  I.,  the  Recorder  of  Coven- 
try raised  a  small  number  of  citizens  to 
go  and  join  the  king  at  Leicester,  but  it 
jvas  so  small  a  number,  that  he  no  sooner 


saw  the  party  that  the  city  had  mustered 
m  opposition  to  him,  than  he  was  glad 
to  make  a  hasty  escape  through  the  hack 
door  of  the  Bull  Inn  to  save  his  own 
person  ;    and   very  shortly  afterwards, 
the    parliament    forces    garrisoned   the 
town  with  the  consent  of  the  citizens. 
In  1075,  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield  moved 
the  seat  of  that  diocese  to  Chester ;  and, 
in    1102,     Robert    de    Limesie,     then 
bishop,  moved  it  thence  to  Coventry,  as 
it  was  supposed,  tempted  by  the  riches 
of  the  monastery  of  Leofric.     Five  suc- 
ceeding bishops  styled  themselves  Bi- 
shops of  Coventry.     In  1188,  Hugh  No- 
vant  moved  it  back   to  Lichfield  ;    but 
this    caused    a    dispute    between    the 
people   of    these   places,    and,    neither 
being  willing  to  give  way  altogether,  it 
was  agreed  (in  the  time  of  Henry  III.), 
that  the  clergy  of  both  places   should 
have    voices   in   the   election   of   their 
bishops,  who  should   thenceforward  be 
styled  bishops  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield. 
In  the  reign  of  Hen.  VIII.,  when  the 
monastery  was  confiscated,  it  was  pro- 
vided by  Act  of  Parliament,    that  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lichfield  should 
be  the  sole  chapter  of  the  diocese  of 
Coventry  and  Lichfield  ;  and,  after  the 
restoration,  Bishop  Hacket  altered  the 
title  to  that  of  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and 
Coventry,  which  it  has  been  ever  since. 
The  cathedral,  which  was  like  that  of 
Lichfield,  with  the  neighbouring  monas- 
tery of  Leofric,  were  levelled  with  the 
ground   by  order   of  Hen.   VIII. ,  and 
there  are  but  fragments  of  the  ruins  now 
left.     They  stood  on  a  spot  now  called 
Hill -Close.     There  are  now  in  this  city 
.four    parish    churches,    six    dissenting 
meeting-houses,  and  one  Quaker's  meet- 
ing-house.    The  charitable  institutions 
now  extant   in  Coventrv  are,    Bablake 
Hospital,    situated    hehind    St.   John's 
Church,  founded  in  the  year  1506,  by 
Thomas  Bond,    Draper ;    the   revenues 
originally  were  49/.  lis.  7d.,  but  must, 
in  the  present  money,  be  worth   991/. 
ll.s.  Hd.     Grey  Friars  Hospital,  built  in 
the  year    1529,  by  William    Ford,  for 
five  Poor  Men  and  one  Poor  Woman  ;  a 
Free  School,  founded  by  John   Hales. 
Before  the    "reformation,"  there  were, 
besides  Bablake  and  Grey  Friars  Hos- 
pitals, a  Charter- House,  founded  in  1381, 
by  William   Lord  Zouch,  the   rents  of 
which  were   251/.  5s.  9c/.,    now  worth 
5,035/.  15s. ;  granted,  in  the  34th  year 
of  Hen,  VJIL,  to  Richard  Andrew  and 
Leonard  Chamberlayne.     Bablake  Col- 
lege,   founded  by  the  burgesses.     St, 
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John's  Hospital,  built  in  the  reign  of 
Hen.  II.,  by  the  Archdeacon  of  Co- 
ventry, and  the  yearly  value  of  which 
was  83/.  3s.  3d.,  and  would  now  be 
1,663/.  5s.  ;  this  was  granted  to  John 
Hales,  who  turned  the  hall  of  the  Hos- 
pital into  a  school-room  for  his  free- 
school  mentioned  above.  A  Grey  Fri- 
ary, founded,  in  1234,  by  Ralph  Earl 
of  Chester,  and  granted  by  Hen.  VIII., 
to  the  mayor  and  bailiffs  of  the  town. 
A  Carmelite  Friary,  founded,  in  1342, 
by  Sir  John  Poultney,  the  yearly  in- 
come Qf  which  was  7/."l3s.  8d.,  and  now 
worth  153/.  13s.  4d.  ;  granted,  in  the 
36th  of  Hen.  VIII.,  to  Ralph  Sadler. 
The  city  has  long  been  famous  for  its 
extensive  manufactures  ;  changing,  with 
circumstances,  the  species  of  manu- 
facture, but  always  largely  producing 
and  excelling  in  some  one.  It  is,  at  the 
present  time,  the  chief  factory  of  rib- 
bons in  England,  there  being  not  a  less 
number  than  7,000  hands  usually  em- 
ployed in  it  in  the  town  alone,  and 
nearly  as  many  more  within  its  small 
county  ;  and  more  watches  are  said  to 
be  made  in  Coventry  than  are  made  in 
London  itself.  It  is  divided  into  ten 
wards ;  and  it  is  governed  now  by  a 
mayor,  ten  aldermen,  and  twenty  com- 
mon-councilmen.  It  has  returned  two 
members  to  parliament  ever  since  the 
reign  of  Edw.  I. ;  the  right  of  election 
being  in  the  freemen,  having  served  in 
some  trade,  within  the  city  or  its  sub- 
urbs :  the  number  of  voters  is  about 
3,000.  It  consists  of  the  two  parishes 
of"  Holv-Trinity,  and  St.  John-the-Bap- 
tist  and  St.  Michael.  Their  whole  po- 
pulation, including  that  part  which  ex- 
tends beyond  the  city,  amounts  to 
22,147,  but  that  of  the  city  itself  is 
only  21,242.

Bounded  on  the  North  and  North-west 
by  Cumberland  ;  on  the  East  by  York- 
shire ;  on  the  South  by  Lancashire  ; 
and,  on  the  West,  by  part  of  Lanca- 
shire and  part  of  Cumberland.  It  is 
40  miles  long,  and  32  broad.  It  is  di- 
vided into  four  wards;  namely,  East- 
Ward,  Kendal-Ward,  Lonsdale-Ward, 
West-Ward.  The  principal  rivers 
are,  the  Eden,  the  Lowther,  the  Eamont, 
the  Lon,  the  Kent,  and  the  Winster. 
The  Market-towns  are,  Ambleside, 
Appleby,  Brough,  Burton,  Kendal, 
Kirkby- Lonsdale,  Kirkby- Stephen,  and 
Orton.  It  is  in  the  Province  of  York, 
in  the  Diocese  of  Carlisle,  and  in 
the  Northern  Circuit.  Westmoreland 
returns  4  members  to  parliament ;  2  for 
the  countv,  and  2  for  the  borough  of 
Appleby.  It  contains  763  square  miles, 
or  488,320  acres  ;  and  302  parishes.  It 
had  3  monastic  establishments,  and  25 
public  charities  ;  it  has  3  parishes  with 
less  than  100  inhabitants  ;  28  parishes 
with  no  parsonage-houses  ;  11  parishes 
with  parsonage-houses  unfit  to  live  in; 
the  poor-rates  were,  in  1818,  29,808/. 
5s.  8d. ;  the  number  of  paupers  is  3,442  ; 
the  rental  of  the  county,  according  to  a 
return  made  to  parliament  in  1818,  was 
298,198/.  17s.  8<L;  the  population,  ac- 
cording to  a  return  laid  before  parliament 
in  1821,  was  51,359;  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses,  in  1821,  was  9,243; 
the  number  of  uninhabited  houses  at 
the  same  period,  301 ;  the  poor- 
rates  bear  the  proportion  of  one-tenth 


of  the  rental ;  the  number  of  paupers, 
compared  with  the  number  of  houses, 
is  1  to  every  3  ;  the  poor-rates,  in  1776, 
were  2,767/. ;  the  number  of  persons  to 
every  square  mile  of  this  county  is 
67  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a  person, 
9  ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a  house,  41. 
The  male  population,  in  1821,  was 
25,513 ;  the  families  employed  in  agri- 
culture were  5,096  in  number  ;  the  fami- 
lies employed  in  trade  ;md  handicraft 
were  3,801  in  number ;  the  number  of 
other  families  was  1,541 ;  the  agricultural 
male  population,  12,456  ;  able  labourers, 
6,228  ;  the  number  of  acres  in  this 
countv  to  every  able-bodied  labourer 
78.  This  county  is  extremely  moun- 
tainous, bleak  and  barren.  As  much 
as  three-fourths  of  it  are  calculated  to 
be  in  heath  and  fern,  employed  in  no  way 
but  poorly  feeding  flocks  of  very  infe- 
rior sheep.  The  soil  is  chiefly  a  light 
hazel  mould,  and  the  most  usual  corn 
crops  (where  corn  crops  are  cultivated) 
are  barley  and  oats.  In  some  of  the 
richest  parts,  such  as  Heveraham,  Bur- 
ton, and  Kirkby-Lonsdale,  turnips  are 
beginning  to  be  grown  for  sheep,  and 
wheat  firms  a  part  of  the  rotation  of 
the  crops  in  these  neighbourhoods. 
Woods  were  formerly  prevalent  in  the 
county,  and,  at  this  time,  some  of  the 
highest  hills  are  partly  covered  with 
oak,  ash,  alder,  and  birch.  The  cattle 
are  chiefly  of  the  Lancashire  breed, 
long-horned,  good  feeders,  and  large. 
The  sheep  are  of  two  kinds ;  the  ordi- 
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nary  kind  is  horned,  dark-faced,  and 
with  thick,  coarse  wool.  The  other, 
called  the  Silverdale  breed,  is  also 
horned,  but  is  white-faced,  and  has 
close  wool.  This  is  the  favourite  breed 
of  this  county.  The  wool  of  both  kinds 
is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  knit- 
stockings  at  Kendal,  Bradford,  Kirkby- 
Shepton,  Orton.  and  Ravenstonedale. 
There  were  formerly  considerable  cop- 
per and  lead  mines  in  this  county,  as 
at  Westall-Head,  Ashby,  Hartley,  and 
the  Dunfell  and  Dufton  mines  ;  but  these 
are  nearly  all  either  exhausted  or  now 
unused.  The  coal  mines  are  those  of 
Stanemore-Forest,  Leacet,  and  the  Lune 
Forest.  There  is  but  little  manufacturing 
carried  on  in  this  county,  and  what 
there  is,  consists  chiefly  of  the  knit- 
stockings  mentioned  above.

Wiltshire 
returns  34  members  to  parliament ;  two 
for  the  county,  two  for  the  city  of  Sa- 
lisbury, and  two  for  each  of  tbe  boroughs 
of  Bedwin,  Calne,  Chippenham,  Crick- 
lade, Devizes,  Downton,  Heytesbury, 
Hindon,  Ludgershall,  Malmsbury,  Marl- 
borough, Sarum,  Westbury,  Wilton, 
Wotton-Basset*  Itcontains  1,379  square 
miles,  or  882,560  acres  ;  and  300  pa- 
rishes. It  had  37  monastic  establish- 
ments, and  36  public  charities;  it  has 
41  parishes  with  no  parsonage-bouses  ; 
3  parishes  with  no  churches  ;  86  pa- 
rishes, of  which  the  parsonage-houses 
are  unfit  to  live  in  ;  28  parishes  with 
less  than  100  inhabitants  ;  tbe  Poor- 
rates  were,  in  1818,  274,264/.  lOs.O^/. ; 
the  number  of  paupers  29,257;  the 
rental  of  the  county,  according  to  a  re- 
turn made  to  parliament,  in  1818,  was 
1,555,458/.  15.V.  l\%d.  ;  the  population, 
according  to  a  return  laid  before  par- 


liament in  1821,  was  222,157 ;  the 
number  of  inhabited  bouses,  in  1321, 
was  41,702  ;  tbe  number  of  uninhabited 
houses  was  1,129  at  the  same  period; 
the  poor-rates  bear  the  proportion  of 
one-fifth  of  the  rental ;  the  number 
of  paupers,  compared  with  the  number 
of  houses,  is  one  to  every  two  ;  the 
poor-rates  in  1776,  were  52,714/.  ;  the 
number  of  persons  to  every  square  mile 
of  this  county,  is  161  ;  the  number  of 
acres  to  a  person,  3 ;  the  number  of 
acres  to  a  house,  21  ;  the  male  popula- 
tion in  1821,  was  108,213  ;  the  families 
employed  in  agriculture  were  24,972 
in  number  ;  the  families  employed  in 
trade  or  handicraft  were  16,982  in  num- 
ber ;  the  number  of  other  families  was 
6,730  ;  the  agricultural  male  population, 
55,507;  able '  labourers  27,753;  tbe 
number  of  acres  in  this  county  to  every 
able-bodied  labourer  31.  This  extensive 
and  rich  and  beautiful  county  is  divi- 
ded by  common  consent,  in  accordance 
with  a  division  that  nature  has  made  of 
it,  into  two  districts  ;  North  Wilts  and 
South  Wilts.  North  Wrilts  is  the  smal- 
ler of  the  two,  and  consists  of  all  that 
part  which  is  on  the  north  of  the  line 
that  might  be  drawn  from  Swindon  to 
Bradford.  This  district  is  flat,  and  ex- 
ceedingly well-wooded.  The  soil  of 
this  district  is  generally  either  a  chalky 
loam,  or  a  cold  iron  clay.  The  greater 
and  most  important  district,  South 
Wilts,  is  all  that  to  the  south  of  Brad- 
ford and  Swindon.  This  district  con- 
sists, with  very  little  exception,  of 
chalk  hills  or  downs  ;  and  a  very  large 
part,  indeed,  all  that  included  within 
a  line  that  might  be  drawn  from  Swindon 
to  Bradford,  then  to  Mere,  then  across 
to  Downton,  then  to  the  eastern  border 
of  the  county,  and  then  following  the 
border  of  the  county  as  far  as  High- 
worth  ;  all  within  this  line  constitutes 
what  is  called  Salisbury  Plains  and 
Marlborough  Downs.  The  soil  in  this 
district  is  chalky  upon  the  high  lands, 
and  black  mould  in  the  valleys.  It  is 
not  much  wooded,  but  is  nevertheless 
beautiful  and  fertile.  The  whole  of  it 
is  high,  having  the  appearance  of  great 
swells  of  the  ocean,    and  the    valleys 
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are  proportionably  wide.  Fine  corn 
crops  are  produced  in  almost  every 
part  of  this  county  ;  but  the  southern 
district,  above  all,  is  celebrated  for  its 
produce  of  corn  ;  that  is,  wheat  and 
barley,  and  of  sheep.  It  was,  some 
years  ago,  estimated  to  feed  not  a  less 
number  than  500,000  head  of  sheep. 
In  Worth  Wilts,  towards  the  borders  of 
Gloucestershire,  the  cattls  are  chiefly 
long-horned,  though,  in  the  great  dairy 
farms  of  that  part,  the  farmers  have 
latterly  used  Devonshire  cows  very 
much.  The  cheese  of  this  district  is 
celebrated.  In  South  Wilts  the  breed 
of  cattle  is  not  much  attended  to,  as  the 
dairies  are  not  large  ;  but  the  sheep, 
which  constitute  so  large  a  part  of  the 
wealth  of  this  large  and  fine  district, 
are  of  two  distinct  kinds  :  the  first,  and 
the  most,  common,  is  the  long-legged 
Wiltshire,  a  native  breed,  and  a  large 
and  hardy,  but  a  coarse  sort  of  sheep. 
The  next,  is  the  little  South  Down, 
which,  added  to  all  its  other  good  qua- 
lities, has  been  found  sufficiently  hardy 
to  bear  the  bleak  winds  and  sleet  of  the 
Wiltshire  Downs.  There  were  several 
forests  in  Wiltshire  formerly,  the  chief 
part  of  them  in  the  northern  district  of 
the  county  ;  but  there  still  remain  three 
chases  ;  namely,  Cranbourn,  Vernditch, 
and  Aldbourne  ;  the  two  former  on  the 
southern  border,  to  the  west  of  Down- 
ton,  and  the  latter,  near  Albourne,  in 
the  middle  of  the  Marlborough  Downs. 
Besides  these,  a  part  of  the  New  Forest 
of  Hampshire  extends  a  little  way  into 
Wiltshire,  on  the  east  of  Downton. 
But,  beside  these  three  or  four  ex- 
ceptions, there  is  scarcely  any  waste 
land  in  the  south  district  of  Wilts.  In 
North  Wilts  there  is  more,  but  very 
little  that  does  not  produce  good  timber, 
or  that  would  not  do  so  if  planted.  There 
are  no  mines  whatever  in  the  county. 
The  manufactures  are, — at  Salisbury, 
flannels,  cutlery,  and  other  steel  goods  ; 
at  Wilton,  carpets  ;  at  Mere,  linen  ;  at 
Bradford,  Trowbridge,  Warminster,  and 
Chippenham,  broadcloth,  kerseymere, 
and  fancy  cloths ;  at  Aldbourne,  cottons  ; 
at  Swindon,  gloves.

SALISBURY,  or  NEW-SARUM,  is  83 
miles  S.W.  by  S.  from  London.  The 
diocese  consists  of  Wiltshire  and  Berk- 
shire. It  is  situated  in  a  fertile  valley 
near  the  conflux  of  the  Avon,  the  Nad- 
der,  and  the  Willey,  which  divide  them- 
selves into  small  streams,  and  are  led 
through  all  the  principal  streets  of  the 
city,  which  streets  are  wide  and  regular. 
It  takes  its  name  immediately  from  Old- 
Sai-um.  This  Old-Sarum  was  anciently 
a  town  of  considerable  consequence  as  a 
place  of  a  military  garrison.  It  stood  at 
about  a  mile's  distance  northward  of  the 
present  Salisbury,  and  on  a  hill.  It  is 
supposed  to  have  been  founded  by  the  Bri- 
tons,  and  then  garrisoned  by  the  Romans. 
It  possessed  a  very  strong  castle  within 
its  fortifications,  and  a  very  small  part  of 
the  ruins  of  which  castle  still  remain, 
the  only  vestige  of  the  ancient  town.  It 
is  said  that  Kenric,  the  son  of  Cerdic, 
lived  at  this  place  when  king  of  Wessex, 
about  550,  and,  about  935,  Edgar  held 
a  great  council  at  it.  The  Danes,  un- 
der Sweine,  pillaged  and  burned  it,  but 
its  importance  as  a  military  station, 
caused  it  to  be  raised  again,  and  Wil- 
liam I.  we  find  calling  all  the  states  of 
the  kingdom  there  to  swear  allegiance 
to  him  ;  and  the  see  of  the  diocese  was 
in  1075,    removed  from  Sherborne  to 


this  place.  Several  succeeding  kings 
made  it,  at  times,  their  place  of  resi- 
dence. The  Bishop,  Roger,  espoused 
the  cause  of  the  Empress  Maud,  which 
so  enraged  the  king,  that  he  placed  a 
strong  garrison  in  the  town  and  seized 
upon  the  castle,  much  offending  the 
clergy  and  citizens;  and  this  is  looked 
upon  as  the  prelude  to  the  eventual  fall 
of  the  town  itself.  In  the  reign  of  Rich. 
II.,  the  Bishop,  Herbert,  projected  a  se- 
cond removal  of  the  see,  but  owing  to 
the  king's  death,  and  the  intervention 
of  the  disturbed  reign  of  John,  it  was 
not  effected  till  the  reign  of  Hen.  III., 
when  the  then  Bishop,  Richard  Poore, 
fixed  upon  the  site  of  the  present  ca- 
thedral of  Salisbury  as  an  eligible  spot, 
and  translated  the  see.  The  inhabitants 
of  Old-Sarum  speedily  followed,  and 
thus  arose  New  Sarum.  The  foundation 
of  Salisbury  cathedral  was  laid  in  1220, 
by  Bishop  Poore  ;  large  contributions 
were  raised  all  over  the  kingdom  for 
carrying  on  the  work,  and  in  the  space 
of  thirty-nine  years  from  the  time  of  its 
commencement,  it  was  finished,  and,  in 
1258,  was  consecrated  in  the  presence 
of  Henry  III.  and  a  large  assembly  of 
nobility  and  clergy.  It  is  a  remarkably 
plain  building,  but  is  much  admired  for 
the  perfection  of  its  proportions,  and  is 
renowned  for  the  elegance  of  its  spire, 
which  is  410  feet  iu  height  from  the 
ground  to  its  topmost  point.  There  are 
three  parish  churches  in  Salisbury,  be- 
sides the  cathedral  ;  namely,  St.  Tho- 
mas's, St.  Edmund's,  and  St.  Martin's. 
There  is  here  an  Infirmary,  and  there  is 
the  Hospital  of  St.  Nicholas,  founded 
by  William  Longespee,  at  the  suggestion 
of'  Bishop  Poore,  for  a  Master  and  eight 
Poor  Women  and  four  Poor  Men.  Be- 
fore the  "  reformation,"  there  were,  St.. 
Edmund's  College,  founded  by  Walter 
de  la  Wyle,  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  in 
1270,  and  the  revenues  of  which  then 
Mere  94/.  5s.,  now  worth  1,885/.,  and 
granted,  in  the  38th  of  Hen.  VIII.,  to 
William  St.  Barbe.  The  College  de 
Vaux,  which,  with  its  possession,  Hen. 
VIII.  granted  to  Sir  Michael  Lister. 
Vicar's  College,  incorporated  in  the  11th 
of  Hen.  IV.,  the  rents  of  which  were 
47/.  18s.  O^rf.,  which  would  now  be 
9581.  0$.  lOd.  annually.  Trinity  College, 
founded  for  the  Sick,  in  the  17th  of 
Rich.  II.,  by  John  Chandler.  A  Do- 
minican Friary,  founded  by  Edward  I., 
and  granted,  by  Hen.  VIII.,  to  John 
Pollard  and  William  Byrte  ;  and  a  Fran- 
ciscan Friary,  built  by  one  of  the  bishops 
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of  the  diocese,  and  granted,  by  Hen. 
V11L,  to  John  Wroth.  Salisbury  was 
first  incorporated  in  the  reign  of  Hen. 
III.,  and  the  charter  was  confirmed  by 
Queen  Anne,  who  also  extended  the 
privileges  of  the  corporation.  It  is  now 
under  the  control  of  a  mayor,  recorder, 
and  deputy-recorder,  twenty-four  alder- 
men, thirty  common-councilmen,  a  town- 
clerk,  and  three  Serjeants- at-mace ;  but 
the  jurisdiction  does  not  extend  unto 
the  Close,  the  dean  and  canons  being 
magistrates  therein.  The  manor  belongs 
to  the  bishop,  who  holds  his  courts  leet 
and  baron  in  the  town-hall.  He  also 
appoints  the  clerk  of  the  peace  and  the 
city  bailiff.  The  manufactures  of  Salis- 
bury are,  cutlery  and  steel  goods,  fine  flan- 
nels, woollen  serges,  and  kerseymeres. 
It  sends  two  members  to  parliament :  the 
right  of  election  is  in  the  mayor  and 
corporation  :  the  number  of  voters  is 
54.  It  contains  the  three  parishes  of 
St.  Edmund,  St.  Martin,  and  St.  Tho- 
mas, and  the  population  is  8,763.  Mar- 
ket, Tues.  and  Sat. ;  fairs,  Monday  be- 
fore 5th  of  April,  broad  and  narrow 
cloths,  &c. ;  Whit-Monday  and  Tues- 
day, pedlary  and  horses ;  Oct.  22,  twelfth 
market,  Tuesday  after  Jan.  6.

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An  Inland  County,  hounded  on  the  North 
by  Staffordshire  ;  on  the  East  by  War- 
wickshire ;  on  the  South  by  Gloucester- 
shire ;  and,  on  the  AVest  by  Hereford- 
shire and  Shropshire.  It  is  about  36 
miles  in  length,  and  about  30  in  breadth. 
It  is  divided  into  five  hundreds ;  name- 
ly, Blackenhurst,  Doddingtree,  Half- 
shire,  Oswaldstow,  and  Pershore.  Its 
principal  rivers  are,  the  Severn,  the 
Avon,  the  Teme,  and  the  Stour ;  there 
are  also,  the  Arrow,  the  Salwerp,  the  Eed- 
den,  and  the  Rea.  The  Market-towns 
are  Bewdley,  Bromesgrove,  Droitwich, 
Dudley,  Evesham,  Kidderminster,  Per- 
shore, Shipston,  Stourbridge,  Tenbury, 
Upton,  and  Worcester.  It  sends  9  mem- 
bers to  parliament ;  2  for  the  county,  2 
for  the  city  of  Worcester,  one  for 
Bewdley,  and  two  each  for  the  boroughs 
of  Droitwich  and  Evesham.  It  con- 
tains 729  square  miles,  or  466,560  acres, 
and  171  parishes.  It  had  16  monastic 
establishments,  and  34  public  charities ; 
it  has  2  parishes  with  no  churches  ;  12 
parishes  with  less  than  100  inhabitants  ; 
21  parishes  with  no  parsonage-houses, 
26  parishes  with  parsonage-houses  unfit 
to  live  in  :  the  Poon-nATi'.s  were,  in 
1818,  127, 552*.  os.  4$d.;  the  number  of 
Paupehs  is  15,057;  the  rental  of  the 
county,  according  to  a  return  made  to 
parliament  in  1818,  was  799,605/.;  the 
population,  according  to  a  return  laid" 
before  parliament  in  1821,  was  184,424  ; 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses,  in 
1821,  was  34,738;  the  number  of  un- 
inhabited houses  at  the  same  period 
980  ;  the  poor-rates  bear  the  proportion 
of  one-sixth  compared  with  the  rental ; 
the  number  of  paupers,  compared  with 
the  number  of  houses,  is  one  to  every 
three;   the  poor-rates,    in   1776,    were 


26,156/. ;  the  number  of  persons  to  every 
square  mile  of  this  county  is  252  ;  the 
number  of  acres  to  a  person,  2  ;  the 
number  of  acres  to  a  house,  13;  the 
male  population,  in  1821,  was  90,259; 
the  families  employed  in  agriculture 
were  14,926  in  number ;  the  families 
employed  in  trade  or  handicraft  were 
18,566  in  number  ;  the  number  of  other 
families  was  5,514;  the  agricultural  male 
population  was  34,538 ;  able  labourers, 
17,269 ;  the  number  of  acres  in  this 
county  to  every  able-bodied  labourer, 
27.  This  county,  one  of  the  most  fer- 
tile, most  favoured  by  nature,  with  re- 
spect to  richness  of  soil,  beauty  of  face, 
and  mildness  of  climate,  has  both  hills, 
vales,  and  plains  in  it.  The  most  consi- 
derable hills  are,  the  Malvern  hills,  on 
the  western  border  of  the  county,  and 
the  Broadway  hills,  on  the  south-eastern 
border  of  it.  These,  but  particularly 
the  former,  are  very  lofty  ranges  of  hills. 
The  soil  of  the  county  is  very  various  : 
that  of  the  Malvern  hills  is  light,  nearly 
approaching  to  sand,  and  is  either 
planted  with  firs,  or  kept  as  sheep  walk. 
Below  these  hills  the  soil  is  a  strong 
loam,  approaching  to  clay,  growing  fine 
elm  timber,  and  good  crops  of  corn  ; 
pursuing  the  course  of  the  Severn,  that 
is,  from  Upton  to  Bewdley,  called  the 
Vale  of  Severn,  the  soil  is  exceedingly 
rich  and  almost  alluvial  ;  a  black 
mould  to  some  distance  from  the  river 
on  either  side.  Here  are  some  of  the 
finest,  most  productive  meadows,  and 
some  of  the  finest  orchards  in  the  world. 
Further  to  the  east,  the  soil  is,  in  some 
parts,  a  red,  light  loam,  becoming,  in 
other  parts,  very  nearly  approuching  to 
a  sand.  On  the  Broadway  hills,  in  the 
south-east  and  north-east  parts  of  the 
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county,  the  land  is  excellent  corn  and 
sheep  land,  but  it  lies  high  and  bleak, 
and  the  enclosures,  like  those  of  some 
parts  of  the  high-lands  of  Derbyshire, 
are  made  by  means  of  stone  walls.  The 
waste-land  of  the  county  is  not  very 
great.  Formerly  there  were  several 
very  large  forests  ;  that  of  Malvern  ex- 
tending from  Tenbury  to  the  southern 
corner  of  the  county  in  length,  and,  in 
breadth,  from  the  river  Severn  to  the 
summit  of  the  Malvern  hills.  The  pro- 
duce of  the  county  is,  great  quantities 
of,  grain,  good  hops,  cider,  and  perry, 
and  fine  cattle  and  sheep.  The  horned 
cattle  are  rather  various  in  sorts,  but 
generally  they  resemble  the  Hereford- 
shire very  much.  The  sheep  are  either 
those  of  the  Cotswold  in  Gloucester- 
shire, or  a  breed  very  similar  to  the  new 
Leicester.  There  are  no  mines  in  the 
county.  The  manufactures  are,  carpets 
at  Kidderminster,  and  gloves,  glass, 
china-ware,  and  nails,  at  Worcester.

WORCESTER  is  1104  miles  N.W.  by  N. 
from  London.  The  diocese  consists  of 
Worcestershire  and  part  of  Warwick- 
shire. It  is  seated  on  the  eastern  bank 
of  the  Severn,  and  most  parts  of  it  on 
ground  which  rises  gradually  from  it. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  ancient,  grand, 
and  opulent  towns  in  England.  Its  cir- 
cumference is  about  four  miles,  and  its 
neighbourhood  is  one  of  the  most  fertile 
that  can  be  conceived.  It  had  once  a 
strong  wall  of  circumvallation,  with  six 
principal  gates,  but  the  traces  of  these 
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are  only  to  be  seen  at  the  back  of  the 
Commandery.  The  streets  of  the  town 
are  broad,  well-paved,  and  handsome. 
it  is  supposed  to  have  been  a  Roman 
station,  or,  at  least,  that  part  of  it 
"which  is  called  Sidbury  ;  but  the  evi- 
dences to  this  fact  are  not  very  strong. 
There  was  a  very  strong  and  extensive 
castle  there,  but,  in  the  reign  of  Hen. 
VIII.,  this  was  in  a  completely  dilapi- 
dated state,  and  now  no  fragments  are 
to  be  seen,  except  a  few  in  the  county 
jail,  which  occupies  its  site.  It  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  built  by  Urso  d'Abot, 
the  first  hereditary  sheriff  of  the  county. 
Worcester  has  suffered  severely  many 
times  from  both  war  and  pestilence.  In 
1041,  Hardicanute  ordered  it  to  be 
burned,  and  the  inhabitants  put  to  the 
sword,  for  their  refusal  to  pay  the  dane- 
gelt.  Upon  this  occasion,  the  inha- 
bitants removed  to  Bevery,  a  small  is- 
land on  the  Severn,  to  escape  his  wrath, 
and  left  their  town  to  the  pillaging  sol- 
diers, who  faithfully  pillaged  and  then 
burned  it.  By  the  time  of  William  I., 
it  was  again  flourishing  ;  but  during  the 
wars  between  the  Empress  Maud  and 
King  Stephen  it  was  again  burned.  In 
the  year  1157,  it  had  once  more  so  com- 
pletely recovered  that  Henry  II.  was 
crowned,  for  the  third  time,  in  its  ca- 
thedral. In  1263,  the  barons,  under 
the  Earl  of  Derby,  then  in  rebellion 
against  the  king  (Henry  III.)  took  it 
after  several  assaults,  plundered  it,  and 
put  some  of  the  inhabitants  to  the  sword. 
In  1265,  Edw.  I.  raised  his  standard 
here  in  defence  of  his  father  ;  and,  when 
he  came  to  the  throne,  he  held  a  par- 
liament here.  In  the  14th  century,  it 
suffered  greatly  from  pestilence,  and 
also  from  the  incursions  of  the  Welsh. 
The  cathedral  of  Worcester  is  a  magnifi- 
cent building  of  the  simple  Gothic  order, 
much  admired  for  its  grandeur,  and  for 
the  external  workmanship  and  decoration 
which  it  displays.  The  chronological 
history  of  the  cathedral  of  Wocester  is, 
in  verv  brief,  this  : — the  first  church  on 
record  in  this  city  was  one  built  in  the 
year  964,  by  Bishop  Oswald,  and  dedi- 
cated to  St.  Peter.  This  was  burned 
with  the  city,  in  1041,  as  related  above. 
Another  was  erected,  which,  however, 
was  also  burned  down  in  the  year  1113  ; 
and,  a  third  being  built,  was  burned  in 
the  year  1202,  together  with  the  ad- 
joining monastery,  and  a  part  of  the 
city,  but  it  was  rebuilt,  and,  in  the 
presence  of  Henry  III.,  an  assembly  of 
clergy  and  nobility,  was  consecrated  by 


Bishop  Sylvester  in  1218,  to  St.  Mary, 
St.  Peter,  and  St.  Oswald,  and  St.  Wol- 
stan.  It  is  in  the  form  of  a  double 
cross,  has  a  handsome  tower  rising  from 
the  centre,  and  at  every  termination  of 
the  building,  has  a  very  handsome  pin- 
nacle. In  the  inside  are  the  monuments 
of  many  deceased  noblemen  and  gen- 
tlemen of  the  county,  and  of  bishops 
of  the  see.  Amongst  them  is  that  of 
Judge  Lyttleton,  the  famous  lawyer. 
Near  the.  altar  is  tDe  tomb  of  King 
John,  the  most  ancient  existing  in 
England  of  any  of  the  royal  family. 
On  the  top  is  an  effigy  of  that  king, 
holding  a  sceptre  in  his  right  hand, 
and  a  sword  in  his  left.  Near  to  this 
tomb  is  the  chapel  of  Prince  Arthur, 
containing  the  remains  of  that  prince, 
the  elder  brother  of  Hen.  VIII.  The 
bishop's  palace  stands  not  far  from 
the  cathedral,  and  on  the  bank  of  the 
river.  It  is  an  ancient  building,  once 
surrounded  by  a  strong  wall,  but  it  was 
modernized  by  Bishop  Stillingfleet. 
There  are  now  nine  parish  churches  be- 
sides the  cathedral,  in  Worcester,  and 
there  is  one  Infirmary.  There  are  also 
the  following  charities;  Berkeley's  Hos- 
pital, founded,  by  Judge  Berkeley,  for 
twelve  Poor  Men.  St.  Oswald's  Hos- 
pital, said  to  have  been  founded  by 
Bishop  Oswald,  for  twelve  Poor  Women 
and  sixteen  Poor  Men  ;  this  was  granted 
by  Hen.  VIII.,  to  Chiist  College  at 
Oxford.  Moore's  Hospital,  educating 
ten  Blue-coat  Boys  of  St.  Martin's  pa- 
rish. Watt's  Hospital,  for  six  Poor 
Men.  Nash's  Hospital,  for  eight  Men 
and  two  Women.  Trinity  Hospital, 
founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  for  twenty- 
nine  Poor  Women.  Shewing's  Hos  . 
pital,  for  six  Poor  Women  ;  and  Ingle- 
thorpe's,  for  eight  Men  and  one  Woman. 
There  are  also  a  Lying-in  Hospital,  and 
a  Free  School,  on  the  Lancasterian 
system.  Before  the  "  reformation" 
there  were  Winston  Nunnery,  with  rents 
equal  now  to  1,1231.  lis.  8d.  ;  granted, 
by  Hen.  VII I.,  to  Richard  Callowhile. 
A  Dominican  Friary,  founded  by  Beau- 
champs,  of  Powike,  and  granted,  by 
Hen.  VIII. ,  to  the  bailiffs  and  citizens 
of  Worcester.  A  Franciscan  Friary, 
built  in  the  year  1268,  by  Charles  of 
Warwick,  and  granted,  in  the  31st  of 
Hen.  VIII.,  also  to  the  bailiffs  and  ci- 
tizens of  Worcester.  The  manufactures 
of  this  city  were  formerly  of  broad- 
cloth and  carpets.  These  have  long 
been  extinct,  as  far  as  regards  W  orces- 
ter,  but  they  were  succeeded  by  those

of  gloves  and  porcelain.  The  trade 
carried  on  in  the  former  of  these  two 
manufactures  is  so  great  as  to  employ 
6000  hands  constantly  ;  and  that,  in  the 
latter,  though  not,  perhaps,  giving  em- 
ployment to  so  many,  still  is  a  source 
of  wealth  to  innumerable  families  and 
artists.  The  manufacture  itself  is  se- 
cond to  none  in  .this  country.  Worcester 
has  been  an  incorporated  city  ever  since 
the  time  of  Hen.  I.  In*the  reig;n  of 
Hen.  III.,  its  charter  was  granted, 
giving  the  government  of  it  to  two  bai- 
liffs, instead  of  a  constable,  who  was 
the  former  magistrate  ;  and,  in  1620,  it 
was  empowered  to  elect  a  mavor,  six 
aldermen,  twenty-four  common-council- 
men,  and  forty-eight  assistants,  which 
now  constitute  the  corporation.  It  sends 
two  members  to  parliament ;  the  right 
of  election  being  in  the  freemen  of  the 
city :  the  number  of  voters  is  about 
2000.      It  contains   the   following  pa- 


rishes :  All-Saints,  St.  Albans,  St.  An- 
drew, St.  Clement,  St.  Helen,  St.  Mar- 
tin, St.  Michael,  St.  Nicholas,  St.  Pe- 
ter, and  St.  Swithin.  Their  whole  po- 
pulation amounts  to  19,764,  but,  as 
some  of  them  extend  beyond  the  city, 
its  population  is  only  17,816.  The 
markers  are  held  on  Wednesday,  Friday, 
and  Saturday,  and  the  fairs  on  Saturday 
before  Palm-Sunday,  Saturday  in  Easter- 
week,  cattle,  horses,  and  linen  cloth  ; 
Aug.  15,  Sept.  19,  first  Monday  in  Dec, 
cattle,  horses,  cheese,  lambs,  hops,  and 
linen ;  second  Monday  in  Feb.,  first 
Monday  in  May,  June,  July,  and  Nov., 
for  cattle,  &c.  The  last  five  are  toll- 
free.

YORKSHIRE. 


Yorkshire  is  bounded  on  the  North  by 
Durham  and  Westmoreland ;  on  the 
East  by  the  German  Ocean,  on  the 
South  by  Chester,  Derbyshire,  Not- 
tinghamshire, and  Lincolnshire ;  on  the 
"West  by  Westmoreland  and  Lancashire. 
It  is  by  far  the  largest  county  in  Eng- 
land, being  about  130  miles  in  length, 
and  about  90  miles  in  breadth.  It  is 
divided  into  three  Ridings  ;  the  East, 
the  West,  and  the  North  ;  and  these 
ridings  are  subdivided  into  wapentakes. 
The  North  Riding  has  the  12  wapen- 
takes of  Allertonshire,  Birdforth,  Bul- 
mer,  Gilling  (East),  Gilling  (West), 
Hallikeld,  Hang  (East),  Hang  (West), 
Liberty  of  Langburgb  (East  division), 
Liberty  of  Langburgb.  (West  division), 
Pickering-Lythe,  wapentake  of  Ry- 
dale.  The  East  Riding  has  the  6  wa- 
pentakes of  Buckrose,  Dickering,  Hart- 
hill,  Holderness,  Howdenshire,  and 
Ouse  and  Derwent.  The  West  Riding 
has  the  9  wapentakes  of  Abridge, 
Barkston-Ash,  Claro,  Morley,  Osgold- 
cross,   Skyrack,    Staincliff,    Straflbrth, 


and  Tickhill.  Its  rivers  are,  the  Ure, 
or  Ouse,  the  Wiske,  the  Swale,  the 
Nid,  the  Derwent,  the  Calder,  the 
Aire,  the  Don,  the  Humber,  and  the 
Ribble.  The  market- towns  are,  Abber- 
ford,  Aldborough,  Askrigg,  Barnsley, 
Bawtry,  Bedale,  Beverley,  Bingley, 
Boroughbridge,  Bradford,  Bridlington, 
Cawood,  Cave  (South),  Dent,  Dews- 
bury,  Doncaster,  Driffield,  Easingwold, 
Gisburn,  Guisborough,  Halifax,  Hawes, 
Hedon,  Helmsley,  Hornsea,  Howden, 
Huddersfield,  Hull,  Keighley,  Kettle- 
well,  Kingston  -  upon  -  Hull,  Kirkby- 
Moorside,  Knaresborough,  Leeds,  Ley- 
burn,  Malton,  Marsham,  Middleham, 
Northallerton,  Otley,  Patrington,  Pate- 
ly-Bridge,  Penistone,  Pickering,  Pock- 
lington,  Pontefract,  Reetli,  Richmond, 
Ripley,  Ripon,  Rotherham,  Scarbo- 
rough, Sedbergh,  Selby,  Settle,  Shef- 
field, Sherborne,  Skipton,  Snaith, 
Stokesley,  Tadcaster,  Thirsk,  Thorne, 
Wakefield,  Weighton,  Wetherby,  Whit- 
by, Yarm,  York.  This  county  sends 
30  members  to  parliament,  two  for  the 
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shire,  two  for  the  city  of  York,  and 
two  for  each  of  the  boroughs  of  Aid- 
borough,  Beverley,  Boroughbridge, 
Hedon,  Kingston-upon-Hull,  Knares- 
borough,  Malton,  Northallerton,  Pon- 
tefract,  Richmond,  Bipon,  Scarbo- 
rough, and  Thirsk.  It  contains  5,961 
square  miles,  or  3,814,940  acres,  and 
613  parishes.  It  had  127  monastic 
establishments,  and  240  public  chari- 
ties ;  it  has  8  parishes  with  no  churches 
at  all  ;  27  parishes  with  less  than  100 
inhabitants  in  each;  259  parishes  with 
no  parsonage-houses  ;  136  parishes  in 
which  the  parsonage-houses  are,  ac- 
cording to  a  return  made  to  parliament 
by  the  incumbents  in  the  year  1818, 
unfit  for  them  to  dwell  in  ;  the  poor- 
rates  were,  in  1818,  829,717/.  12s.  8|rf.; 
the  number  of  paupers,  66,153;  the 
rental  of  the  county,  according  to  a  re- 
turn made  to  parliament  in  1818,  was 
4,727,978/.  2s.  ll<i. ;  the  population, 
according  to  a  return  laid  before  the  par- 
liament in  1821,  was  1,173,185;  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1821 
was  224,469  ;  the  number  of  uninha- 
bited houses  at  the  same  period  was 
9,342  ;  the  poor-rates  bear  the  proportion 
of  one -fifth  compared  with  the  rental ; 
the  number  of  paupers,  compared  with 
the  number  of  houses,  is  1  to  every  4  ; 
the  poor-rates,  in  the  year  1776,  were 
annually  only  71,708/.;  the  number  of 
persons  to  every  square  mile  of  this 
county  is  197  ;  the  number  of  acres  to 
a  person,  3 ;  the  number  of  acres  to  a 
house,  16;  the  male  population,  in  1821, 
was  584,456;  the  families  employed  in 
agriculture  were  in  number  63,830  ;  the 
families  employed  in  trade  or  handicraft 
were  137,048  in  number;  the  number 
of  other  families  was  39,818;  the  agri- 
cultural male  population,  154,991 ;  able 
labourers,  77,495;  the  number  of  acres 
in  this  county  to  every  able-bodied 
labourer,  49.  The  word  riding  is 
said  to  be  a  corruption  of  trithing,  a 
Saxon  word,  meaning  the  third  part  of 
a  county.  The  East  Riding  has  a  con- 
siderable tract  of  country,  called  the 
Wolds,  running  down  the  middle  of  it 
from  north  to  south,  from  a  little  to  the 
west  of  Hunmanby  to  Driffield,  and 
thence  to  Pocklington,  being  a  tract  of 
higli  lands,  consisting  altogether  of 
about  400,000  acres.  These  high 
lands  have  deep  and  beautiful  val- 
leys intermixed  here  and  there  in 
them.  On  the  eastern  side  of  them, 
as  well  as  on  the  western,  the  face  of  the 
country  is  level.    The  soil  of  this  riding 


is,  in  the  wolds,  a  light  loam,  with  a 
mixture  of  chalky  gravel.  This  is,  in 
some  places,  very  shallow,  in  others 
deep  and  very  fertile  ;  to  the  east  of  the 
wolds  the  soil  is  gravel,  hazel  mould, 
or  strong  loam,  with  clay,  and,  to  the 
west,  gravelly,  sandy,  and  clayey  loams 
are  all  found,  and  in  every  possible  vari- 
ety. This  latter  district  is  well  wooded. 
The  crops  produced  in  this  riding  are, 
wheat,  barley,  oats,  turnips,  and  beans. 
On  the  wolds  the  usual  course  is,  1. 
turnips  ;  2.  barley  with  seeds  ;  3.  4. 
grass;  5.  wheat.  In  the  lowlands, 
beans  and  peas  may  be  added  to  the 
foregoing.  The  cattle  of  this  district 
have  long  been  very  famous  :  they  are 
short-horned,  clean  in  the  throat,  of  a 
light  red,  or  black-and-white  colour, 
and  very  large  and  heavy,  and  excellent 
feeders.  The  horses  are  famed  all  the 
world  over.  The  West  Riding,  like  the 
East,  seems  also  to  be  naturally  divided 
into  three  districts  ;  the  marshy,  the 
midland,  and  the  mountainous ;  the 
former  is  the  eastern  border  of  this 
riding,  the  border  being  marked  out  by 
the  river  Ouse,  which  has  on  its  west- 
ern bank  a  considerable  tract  of  excellent 
marshy  land  ;  the  second  is  all  the  mid- 
dle of  the  riding,  as  far  westward  as 
Ripley,  Otley,  Bradford,  and  Sheffield  ; 
it  is  a  beautiful  and  fertile  district,  not 
flat  nor  very  hilly,  but  comprising  a 
series  of  gently-rising  ground,  very 
finely  variegated.  Further  west  than 
the  four  towns  above-named,  the  coun- 
try becomes  rugged,  and  even  moun- 
tainous, but  it  has  its  beautiful  and 
fertile  valleys  too.  Of  this  riding  the 
corn- growing  district  is  that  to  the  east- 
ward of  the  line  in  which  stand  the  four 
towns  above-mentioned;  and  from  Rip- 
ley to  the  western  border  of  the  county 
nearly  the  whole  available  land  is  under 
pasture.  This  riding  produces  more 
wheat  than  the  other  two.  The  moors 
lie  on  the  western  border,  and  constitute 
nearly  an  eighth  of  the  riding.  The 
cattle  of  this  riding  are  of  two  distinct 
kinds  ;  the  short-homed,  in  the  eastern 
part,  and  the  long  horned,  or  craven, 
in  the  western ;  these,  with  crosses 
between  the  two,  are  the  sort  princi- 
pally seen  here,  but  a  good  many  Scotch 
steers  are  brought  into  the  county,  ne- 
vertheless, to  be  fatted  on  the  pasture- 
lands.  Very  few  horses  are  bred  in  the 
West  Riding,  and  those  few  are  small 
draught  animals.  The  sheep  here  are 
of  all  descriptions.  The  native  sheep 
is  a  breed  from  off*  the  western  moors, 
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horned,  and  light,  but  very  hardy.  By 
crossings,  this  animal  has  been  con- 
verted to  bear  a  similarity  with  the 
Dishley,  the  Lincoln,  and  the  Leicester 
breeds.  The  North  Riding  is  very 
rugged  and  mountainous.  From  Scar- 
borough to  very  near  Whitby(sea-coast) 
the  cliff's  are  very  bold,  and  a  district  of 
mountains  is  comprised  within  the  line 
that  might  be  drawn  from  Whitby  to 
Stokesley,  and  thence  to  Thirsk,  and 
then  through  Helmsley,  Kirkby-Moor- 
side.and  Pickering,  back  to  Scarborough. 
This  block  of  moorlands  is  about  thirty 
miles  long  and  about  fifteen  broad. 
Some  beautiful  and  very  rich  valleys 
run  through  this  barren  and  bleak  dis- 
trict ;  and,  with  the  exception  of  these 
moors,  the  generality  of  the  land  of  the 
North  Riding  is  fine  corn-growing  and 
turnip-growing  ground.  Some  is  clayey, 
some  gravelly,  some  strong  alluvial  soil, 
and  some  sandy.  The  usual  rotation  of 
crops,  taking  the  generality  of  the  riding 
is,  fallow,  wheat,  oats,  and,  occasion- 
ally, beans  and  peas.  The  pasture- 
ground,  except  in  the  western  part  of 
this  riding,  is  but  scanty  in  quantity 
and  is  ill-managed.  The  cattle  of  the 
North  Riding  are  inferior  to  none,  ex- 
cepting the  Tees-water  breed,  which 
are  found  chiefly  in  the  vale  of  York ; 
and  in  that  part  of  it  called  Ryedale,  as 
well  as  in  the  Marishes,  and  on  the 
Howardian  hills,  a  great  many  head  of 
cattle  are  bred.  The  sheep  are  crossed 
with  the  Lincoln  and  Leicester  so  much 
that  the  original  breeds  of  Cleveland 
and  the  vale  of  York  are  scarcely  now 
to  be  found  in  their  purity.  Cleveland 
and  the  vale  of  York  are  the  two  most 
famous  districts  for  horses,  as  well  as 
other  animals.  Lead,  alum,  copper, 
and  coals,  are  found  in  abundance  in  the 
North  Riding;  and,  in  the  West,  are 
fine  coal  and  lead  mines.  The  manu- 
factures of  Yorkshire  are  in  the  West 
Riding ;  they  are  very  great,  and 
chiefly  of  the  staple  commodity  of 
broad -cloth. 

ABBERFORD,  186  miles  N.W.  by  N. 
from  London.  Popula.  900.  Fairs,  first 
Monday  in  April,  May,  and  Oct.,  and 
after  St.  Luke,  and  after  All-Souls. 
When  these  two  last  happen  on  a  Mon- 
day, then  the  fair  to  be  that  day,  for 
cattle,  sheep,  and  pedlary. 

ABBOTSIDE  (High  and  Low),  in  Ays- 
garth  parish,  and  popula.  included 
therein.    2  miles  W.  from  Askrigg. 


ACASTER-MALBIS,  4  miles  9.  from 
York.  Popula.  657.  Here  there  was 
a  College,  founded  by  Robert  Stilling- 
ton;  rents  271.  lSs.  4d.,  now  worth 
/  553/.  6s.  Sd. ;  granted,  2  Edw.  VI.,  to 
John  Hulse  and  William  Pendred. 

ACASTER-SELBY,  in  Stillingfleet  parish, 
and  popula.  included  therein.  7  miles 
N.W.  from  Selby. 

ACKLAM  with  BARTHORPE,  6  miles 
S.  from  New-Malton.     Popula.  788. 

ACKTON,  in  Featherstone  parish,  and 
popula.  included  therein.

YORK.     This  ancient  and  renowned  city 
is  199§  miles  N.  by  W.  from  London.

The  diocese  of  York  comprises  three- 
fourths  of  the  shire,  the  county  of  Not- 
tingham, and  five  churches  and  chapels 
in  Northumberland,  together  with  many 
donatives,  with  the  neighbouring  dis- 
trict, of  about  thirty-two  miles  in  cir- 
cumference,  called  the  Ainsty,      York 
forms  a  county  of  itself,  called  the  county 
of  the  city  of  York.     The  Ainsty  is  a 
district,  a  considerable  part  of  which  was 
anciently  a  forest ;  but  it  now  forms  a 
part  of  the  vale  of  York,  the  western 
part  of  h  hilly  and  of  various  soils,  and 
the  eastern  part  a  complete  flat  of  most 
excellent  pasture.     In  this  district  there 
stand,  besides  the  city,  thirty-four  vil- 
lages and  hamlets,  and  a  part  of  the  town 
of  Tadcaster.     The  city  itself  is  situated 
on  the  river  Ouse,  which,  having  been 
formerly  called  the  Eure,  is  supposed 
to  have  given  it  the  name  of  Eurewic 
amongst  the  Saxons  :  Eure,  the  name  of 
the  river,  and  wic,  being  in  Saxon  the 
name  for  a  place  of  refuge  or  retreat, 
and,  from  this,  York.    But  it  was,  with- 
out doubt,  a  place  of  great  importance 
in  the  time  of  the  Romans,  under  the 
name  of  Eboracum,  and  was  the  resi- 
dence of  the  emperors  Adrian,  Severus, 
and  Constantius  Chlorus  successively. 
The  historians  assert  that  there  were  a 
temple  and  a  palatium  erected  by  the 
Romans  here,  and,  notwithstanding  the 
city  has  more  than  once  been  destroyed 
since  that  time,  there  remain  two  bits 
of  ruins,  an   arch  in  Micklegate-Bar, 
and  a  tower  in  the  wall  of  the  Mint- 
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Yard,  both  of  which  are  deemed  to  he 
works  of  the  Roman  era.     The  present 
city  of  York  stands  on  the  site  of  the 
Eboracum  of  the  Romans,  and  it  is  still 
impossible  to  move  the  earth  of  almost 
any  quarter  of  it,  without  turning  up 
burnt  earth,   cinders,   or  fragments  of 
pavement,   and   so   forth.      As  it   now 
stands,  this  city  is  about  2£  miles  in  cir- 
cumference.    The  entrances  to  it  are  by 
four  main  gates,  and  five  smaller  ones, 
the  former  are  called,  Micklegate-Bar, 
Rootham-Bar,  Monk-Bar,  and  Walmgate- 
Bar.     All  these  gates  are  very  ancient, 
and  are  still  standing.     There  are  six 
bridges,  one  over  the  Ouse,  and  the  other 
five  over  the  Foss.  The  streets  have  been 
much  improved  of  late  years  by  the  taking 
down  of  many  old  houses.     It  is  believed 
to  have  been  a  town  of  some  consequence 
of  the  Britons  ;  but,  under  the  Romans, 
it  became  a  place  of  real  consequence, 
having  many  churches    (besides  other 
public  buildings)  erected  by  them.     In 
the  wars  that  followed  their  departure 
from  England,  and  before  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Saxon  dominion,  York  had 
been  more  than  once  destroyed  ;  so  that, 
when  the   Saxons   were   converted    to 
Christianity,  there  was  no  place  of  wor- 
ship in  the  city,  and  Edwin,  the  then 
king,  caused  a  temporary  church  of  wood 
to  be  erected.     About  the  ninth  century 
it  appears  to  have  become  a  place  of  opu- 
lence, and  the  seat  of  the  learning  of  those 
times  ;  but  in  the  ravages  of  the  Danes, 
it  suffered  dreadful  havoc  under  Inguar 
and  Ubba,  two  Danish  chiefs,  who  laid 
it  almost  waste,  and  put  many  of  the  in- 
habitants to  the  sword.     They  then  re- 
built it,  and  made  it  their  capital.    Wil- 
liam I.  was  so  obstinately  opposed  by 
the  people  of  York,  that  he  went  in  per- 
son to  lay  seige  to  it,  but  it  held  out 
against  him  six  months,  which  so  en- 
raged him,  that  when  he  became  pos- 
sessed of  it,  he  ordered  it  be  razed  to 
the  ground,  and  had  many  of  the  prin- 
cipal inhabitants  put  to  death.     It  lay 
in  ruins  for  a  time,  and  is  scarcely  men- 
tioned in  history  for  nearly  a  century 
from  this  time  ;  but,  by  the  time  of  King 
Stephen,  it  had  undoubtedly  raised  itself 
again  to  great  consequence,  for,  in  June 
1137,  it  was,  with  39  parish  churches, 
nearly  destroyed  by  an  accidental  fire. 
In  subsequent  reigns,  it  was  frequently 
visited  by  the  kings  of  England.     Henry 
II.    held    parliaments    there     in    1160 
and    1171.      During     the     reigns     of 
John    and  of    Hen.    III.,    it   was   the 
place  of  meeting  between  these  mon- 


arch s  and  the  kings  of  Scotland,  and 
several  parliaments  also  were  held  there 
during  the  reigns  of  these  kings.     In 
1251,  the  daughter  of  Hen.  III.  was 
married    to  Alexander,  king   of  Scot- 
land, in   the  cathedral    church   of   St. 
Peter  at  York.     In  1298,   the  Barons 
assembled  at  York,  and  the  king's  con- 
firmation   of    Magna-Charta    and    the 
Charter   of  Forests  was  read  by   the 
Bishop  of  Carlisle,  who  pronounced  a 
curse   on    those    who    should   infringe 
either.     It  was  frequently  the  place  of 
temporary  residence  of  the  kings.  Rich. 
II.  granted  it  charters  and  great  privi- 
leges ;  and  he,  in  1389,  took  his  sword 
from  his  side,  and  gave  it  to  be  borne 
before  the  lord-mayor  on  state  occasions. 
In  1392,  he  presented  the  first  mace,  to 
be  borne  before  the  lord-mayor;    and, 
in  1396,  he  appointed  two  sheriffs,  in- 
stead of  the  bailiffs  of  the  city.     When 
Rich.  Ill,  had  usurped  the  crown,  he 
came  to  York,  which  showed  him  great 
favour,  and  there  he  was  crowned,  for 
the  second  time,  in  its  cathedral,  by 
Archbishop    Rotherham.      And,  t  even 
after  the   death  of    Richard,  this  city 
showed  its  attachment  to  him,  by  con- 
tinuing hostile   to  Hen.  VII.      Henry 
VIII.  established  a  president  and  coun- 
cil with  great  powers,  under  the  great 
seal  of  oyer  and  terminer,  within  the 
counties  of  York,  Durham,    Northum- 
berland, and  divers  cities.    This   con- 
tinued till  the  time  of  Charles  I.     In 
1604,  it  suffered  much  from  the  plague, 
and,    in   1644,  during  the   civil  wars, 
the  royalists  were  completely  routed  on 
Marston-Moor,  within  five  or  six  miles 
of    York :    the   parliament  forces   then 
besieged   the   city,    and,    in    eighteen 
weeks,  took  possession  of  it.     The  ca- 
thedral church  of  St.  Peter's,  or,  as  it 
is  otherwise  called,  York-Minster,  has 
long  been  esteemed  the  finest  piece  of 
church    architecture    in    the   kingdom. 
The  history  of  this  cathedral  is  shortly 
stated  to   be  this :    when  Edwin,  king 
of  Northumberland,  about  the  year  600, 
was   converted  to  Christianity  by  bis 
wife     Ethelburga,    aided    by     Bishop 
Paullinus,  he  had  no  place  of  worship 
within  his  capital,    York.     He   began 
building  a  cathedral,  but  was   shortly 
after  slain  in  battle  by  Penda,  the  king 
of  Mercia.    About   the  year  634,  Os- 
wald, then  the  king  of  Northumberland, 
finished  the  building  which  Edwin  had 
begun.     This  prince  was  also  killed  in 
battle  by  Penda,  who  destroyed  part  of 
the  city  of  York,  and  partly  demolished 
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the  newly-completed  cathedral.  In 
669,  Bishop  Wilfrid  repaired  the  walls 
anew,  and  covered  the  roof  with  lead. 
In  1069,  it  was  destroyed  by  fire, 
with  many  other  churches.  This  was 
done  partly  by  accident ;  for  the  town 
being  at  the  time  besieged  by  the 
Northumbrians  and  the  Danes,  the  go- 
vernor, William  Mallet,  the  better  to 
defend  the  citadel,  ordered  some  houses 
which  lay  contiguous  to  it  to  be  burned ; 
but  the  flames,  spreading  into  the 
neighbouring  streets,  reduced  almost  the 
whole  city  to  ashes.  Thomas,  of 
Bayeux,  being  made  archbishop  in  the 
year  following,  began  rebuilding  the 
cathedral  on  a  larger  scale  ;  but  it  had 
hardly  stood  half  a  century  before  ano- 
ther tire,  in  1137,  destroyed  it.  Arch- 
bishop Roger,  in  1171,  began  rebuild- 
ing the  choir,  and  he  lived  to  see  that 
part  completed ;  but  the  whole  has  been 
renewed  since  that  time,  that  is,  in  the 
reign  of  Hen.  III. :  the  south  transept 
was  built  by  Archbishop  Walter  de 
Grey.  In  1 260,  the  north  transept  was 
built  by  John  le  Romain.  In  1290,  the 
nave  was  begun  by  Archbishop  le  Ro- 
main (son  of  the  preceding),  who  saw 
it  finished  in  1330.  The  work  was  car- 
ried on  by  William  de  Merton,  the 
forty-second  archbishop  of  York,  and  he 
finished  the  west  end  and  the  steeples. 
The  original  choir  of  Roger  appearing 
to  Archbishop  Thoresby  not  to  corre- 
spond in  grandeur  with  the  parts  added 
by  the  successors  of  that  bishop,  he 
took  it  down,  in  1361,  and  rebuilt  it  in 
perfect  conformity  with  the  rest  of  the 
edifice,  which  was  now  complete.  In 
December,  1829,  this  work  of  ages  was 
set  on  fire  by  a  maniac  of  the  name  of 
Martin,  and  a  considerable  part  of  it 
utterly  destroyed.  York  now  contains 
twenty-four  parish  churches,  besides 
the  cathedral •  and  it  has  the  following 
charitable  institutions  : — a  County  Hos- 
pital, a  Lunatic  Asylum,  a  Dispensary, 
and  2  Schools,  one  for  boys  and  the  other 
for  girls.  Before  the  "  reformation," 
it  contained  the  following  hospitals  and 
religious  houses  : — St.  Mary's,  a  Bene"- 
dictine  Abbey,  founded  and  endowed 
by  William  Rufus.  St.  Clements,  a 
Benedictine  Convent,  founded  by  Arch- 
bishop Thurston,  and  granted,  by  Hen. 
VIII.,  to  Edward  Skipwith.  St.  An- 
drew's, a  Gjlbertine  Priory,  founded 
by  Hugh  Murduc,  in  1200,  and  granted, 
by  Hen.  VIII.,  to  John  Bellew  and 
John  Broxholm.  Trinity  or  Christ- 
Church,  an  Alien  Priory,  founded  by 


Ralph  Painell,  in  1089,  and  granted, 
by  Hen.  V11I.,  to  Leonard  Beckwith. 
All-Saints,  a  Benedictine  Cell,  built 
by  William  Rufus,  and  completely  de- 
molished at  the  "  reformation."  Bed- 
dern,  a  College,  founded  in  1252,  by 
Archbishop  Walter  Gray.  St.  Sepul- 
chre's College,  founded  by  Bishop  Ro- 
ger. St.  William's  College,  founded 
by  Neville  Earl  of  Northumberland,  in 
1460,  and  granted,  by  Edw.  \'L,  to 
Michael  Stanhope  and  John  Bellew. 
Boutham  Hospital,  Fossgate  Hospital, 
founded  in  the  45th  year  of  Edw.  III., 
for  the  Poor ;  and  it  is  still  in  being. 
St.  Nicholas's  Hospital,  said  to  have 
been  founded  by  the  Empress  Maud, 
for  Lepers.  St.  Peter's,  or  St.  Leo- 
nard's Hospital,  founded  by  King  Ste- 
phen, and  granted,  by  Queen  Elizabeth, 
to  Lord  Dudley.  St.  Thomas's  Hos- 
pital, founded  in  1391,  and  still  stand- 
ing. An  Augustine  Friary,  founded  in 
1278,  by  Lord  Scroop ;  granted  to 
Thomas  Rawson.  A  Franciscan  Friar}*, 
founded  by  Hen.  II.,  and  granted  by  . 
Hen.  VI1L,  to  Leonard  Beckwith.  A 
Carmelite  Friary,  founded  in  1255,  bv 
Lord  Vesey  and  Lord  Percy,  and 
granted,  by  Hen.  VIII. ,  to  Ambrose 
Beckwith.  There  is  no  manufacturing 
carried  on  at  York  :  its  commerce  is 
carried  on  with  the  great  advautage  of 
water  carriage,  as  large  vessels  can 
navigate  the  Ouse  quite  up  to  the  city. 
It  is  the  metropolis  of  the  north  of 
England,  and  abounds  in  gentry  ;  and, 
at  the  fair,  the  racing,  and  the  assize 
times,  with  innumerable  strangers.  It 
is  governed  by  a  lord  mayor  and  alder- 
men, a  recorder,  two  sheriffs,  a  privy- 
council,  called  the  council  of  twenty- 
four,  a  common  council,  consisting  of 
seventy-two  members,  six  chamberlains, 
with  a  city  steward,  and  many  inferior 
officers.  It  returns  two  members  to 
parliament :  the  right  of  election  being 
in  the  freemen,  being  free  by  patrimony, 
servitude,  purchase,  or  by  gift  of  the 
corporation  :  the  number  of  voters  is 
about  3,200.  York  contains  the  follow- 
ing parishes:  All-Saints  North-Street, 
All-Saints  Pavement,  St..  Andrew,  St. 
Crux,  All  Saints,  Peaseholm,  St.  Cuth- 
bert,  St.-Helen-on-the- Walls.  St.  Den- 
nis, St.- Giles -in- the- Suburbs,  St.- 
Helen-Stonegate,  Holy-Trinity,  Good- 
ramgate,  Holy-Trinity,  King's-Court, 
otherwise  Christ-Church,  Holy-Trinity, 
Micklegate,  St.-John-Delpike,  St.  John, 
Micklegate,  otherwise  Ousbridge-End, 
St.   Lawrence    and    St.    Nicholas,    St. 
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Margaret,  Walmgate,  St.  Martin's, 
Coney-Street,  St.-Martin's-with-Gre- 
gory,  St.-Mary-Bishophill  Senior,  St.- 
Mary-Bishophill  Junior,  St.  Mary, 
Castlegate,  St.-Maurice-in-the-Suburbs, 
St.-Michael-le-Belfrey,  St.  Michael, 
Spurrier-Gate,  St.-Peter-the-Little,  St.- 
Peter-le- Willows,  St.  Sampson,  St.- 
Saviours,  and  St.  Wilfred.  The  popu- 
lation of  the  city  is  20,787  :  that  of  the 
whole  of  the  parishes,  including  that 
part  of  them  which  extends  beyond  its 
limits,  amounts  to  22,043.  The  mar- 
kets are  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and 
Saturday,  and  the  fairs  are  held  on 
Whit-Monday,  July  10,  Aug.  12,  Nor. 
22,  and  principal  markets  every  otber

half-year  show  for  horses  ;  the  summer 
show  on  Monday  in  York  race  week  ; 
the  winter  show  on  Monday  ;  Dec.  17, 
the  first  whole  week  before  Christ- 
mas.

should  be  informed,  from  authentic  sources,  of  the  time  and  the  manner  of  incorporating 
.  is  county  with  England,  and  also  that  he  shouM  know  what  changes  hav  subsequent  y 
taken  place  in  the  acts  of  incorporation.    For  this  purpose,  I  shall  insert  here  an  extr^ 
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from  Mr.  Reeves's  excellent  "  History  of  the  English  Law,"  and  here  the  reader  will 
find  the  substance  of  the  most  important  acts  faithfully  given.         . 

"  Such  of  the  Britons  as  had  fled  from  the  Saxon  invasion  into  Wales,  preserved 
there,  together  with  their  language,  and  the  blood-royal  of  their  kings,  their  ancient 
laws  and  government.  The  descendants  of  Cadwallader  are  said  to  have  governed  in 
that  country  during  all  the  Saxon  times.  When  WTilliam  the  Conqueror  established  him- 
self in  England,  three  princes,'  descended  from  that  ancient  British  king,  reigned  over 
Wales,  then  divided  into  three  sovereignties  ;  and  kept  possession  of  their  respective 
•dominions,  in  defiance  of  the  Conqueror  and  his  successors.  The  way  in  which  our 
kings  carried  on  w;ir  with  this  people,  was  to  make  a  grant  to  certain  great  lords  of  such 
countries  in  Wales  as  they  coxdd  win  from  the  Welshmen.  Many  great  lordships  were  by 
this  policy  conquered  ;  and  tbe  lords  held  them  to  them  and  their  heirs  of  the  kings  of 
England,  as  lands  purchased  by  conquest.  Such  was  the  origin  of  Lords  Marchers,  who 
assumed  every  authority  and  prerogative  that  was  necessary  for  the  due  execution  of  the 
laws  within  their  respective  lordships.  These  new  establishments  had  a  tendency  to 
introduce  the  English  law;  which  was  either  mixed  with  the  Welsh,  or  prevailed  in 
certain  places,  and  with  respect  to  certain  persons,  in  its  pure  state.  In  some  lordships, 
iu  consequence  of  the  singular  mixture  and  mutual  toleration  of  the  laws  last  mentioned, 
the  English  and  Welsh  resorted  to  separate  and  distinct  courts  of  judicature. 

"  The  lords  marchers  increased  in  number,  till  Llewelyn  ap  Gryflydh,  the  last  prince  of 
Wales,  was  slain  in  the  eleventh  year  of  this  king.  (Edw.  I.)  Upon  this  event  Edward 
took  the  principality  into  his  hands,  and  gave  it  to  his  son,  afterwards  Edward  II. 
Since  that  time  no  more  lordships  marchers  were  erected  ;  the  Welsh  in  general  sub- 
mitting themselves  to  the  kings  of  England.  Edward  soon  held  a  parliament  at  Ruthlan 
Castle,  and  there  brought  forward  the  following  statute,  for  appointing  a  juridical  estab- 
lishment in  Wales  similar  to  that  in  England. 

"  The  statutum  Wall'ue  begins  the  arrangements  it  is  about  to  make,  by  stating  what  was 
conceived  to  l>e  the  political  condition  of  that  country  at  the  time.  It  says,  that  Wales 
with  its  inhabitants  had  hitherto  been  subject  to  the  king  jure  feudali ;  but  that  now,  by 
Divine  Providence,  it  had  fallen  in  prtfprietatis  dominium,  and  was  annexed  and  united  to 
the  crown  of  England  as  a  part  of  the  same  body.  The  king  therefore,  wishing  that  the 
people  inhabiting  Snaudon,  et  alias  terras  nostras  in  partibus  illis  (for  to  such  it  was  con- 
fined, and  did  not  extend  to  all  Wales,  as  it  is  now  called),  who  had  submitted  them- 
selves to  the  king  de  alto  el  basso,  should  he  governed  by  certain  laws  as  the  rest  of  his 
dominions,  had  caused  the  laws  and  customs  of  that  country  to  he  rehearsed  before 
himself  and  his  nobles.  Some  of  these,  hy  the  advice  aud  counsel  of  his  nohles,  were 
abolished  ;  some  were  permitted  to  remain  ;  some  were  altered,  and  other  new  ones  were 
ordained  :  this  alteration  and  modification  of  the  Welsh  law  was  as  follows  : — 

"  First,  respecting  the  magistrates  and  officers  of  justice  it  was  ordained,  that  the 
justitiarius  de  Snaudon  should  have  the  keeping  of  the  king's  peace  there  and  in  the  parts 
adjacent,  and  should  administer  justice  according  to  the  king's  writs,  hereafter  to  be 
mentioned.  Further,  that  there  should  be  sheriffs,  coroners,  and  bailiffs  of  commotes,  in 
Snaudon  and  the  parts  adjacent ;  that  there  should  be  a  sheriff  in  Anglesea,  one  in  Car- 
narvon, one  in  Merioneth,  and  one  in  Flint  ;  the  jurisdiction  of  which/ last  was  to  extend 
to  the  town  of  Chester ;  and  he  was,  for  the  future,  to  be  attendant  on  the  king's 
justitiarius  of  Chester  (which  officer  of  justice  of  Chester  is  mentioned  as  existing  in  the 
former  reign),  and  should  be  answerable  for  issues  at  the  exchequer  of  Chester.  Coroners 
were  in  future  to  be  elected  in  these  counties  by  the  king's  writ,  inserted  in  the  statute 
for  that  purpose  ;  bailiffs  of  commotes  were  to  be  appointed ;  and  they  are  thereby 
enjoined  to  do  their  duty,  as  directed  by  the  justitiarius  and  the  sheriff.  Besides  the 
above  sheriffs,  who  were  appointed  for  Snaudon  and  the  parts  adjacent,  the  statute 
diiects,  that  there  should  be  a  sheriff  in  Carmarthen,  and  another  in  Cardigan  and  Lam- 
jntder,  together  with  coroners  and  bailiffs  of  commotes,  as  in  the  former. 

"As  to  the  coroners,  it  was  ordained,  that  there  should,  he  one  at  least  in  every 
commote,  who  should  be  chosen  in  plena  comitatu  by  the  usual  writ,  and  be  sworn  before 
the  sheriff  to  be  faithful  to  the  king,  and  discharge  the  office  of  coroner  with  fidelity. 
Then  the  manner  of  holding  inquisitions  super  visum  corporis,  and  other  parts  of  his 
office,  in  making  appeals,  abjurations,  and  the  like,  are  described  in  the  same  way  as  the 
office  of  coroner  in  England.  After  this  account  of  officers  and  their  duty,  there  follow 
forms  of  the  most  common  original  writs  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  Wales. 

"  Some  alterations  and  regulations  were  made  concerning  property.     It  had  not  been 
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the  custom  in  Wales  for  women  to  have  a  title  to  dower;  hut  now  it  was  declared,  that 
in  future  they  should  have  dower.     Inheritances  that  had  heen  partible  among  the  heirs 
time  out  of  mind,  were  to  continue  in  the  same  manner  as  had  heen  before  used  ;  only 
bastards  were  no  longer  to  be  allowed  to  inherit.     Women,  being  coheiresses,  were  in 
future  to  have  their  equal  shares  of  the  inheritance,  though  contrary  to  the  former  custom 
of  Wales.  The  people  of  Wales  had  expressly  prayed  that  the  following  regulations  might 
be  established  : — first,  that  the  truth  of  a  fact  might  be  inquired  of  by  good  and  lawful 
men  of  the  vicinage,  chosen  by  the  consent  of  parties  :  secondly,  thai  in  all  actions  tor 
moveables,    as  upon  contracts,  debts,    suretiships,  covenants,  trespasses,    chattels,  and 
the  like,  they  might  still  retain  the  Welsh  usage  ;  which  was,  that  when  a  matter  could 
be  proved  per  audientes  et  videntes,  and  a  plaintiff  had  brought  witnesses  so  qualified, 
whose  testimony  could  be  depended  on,  to  prove  his  declaration,  he  should  recover  his 
demand  against  the  adverse  party ;  and  in  cases  where  there  could  not  be  a  proof  per 
audieiites  et  videntes,  that  the  defendant  should  be  put  to  purge  himself  with  a  greater  or 
less  number,  according  to  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  thing  or  fact :  thirdly,  that  in 
thefts,  if  a  person  was  taken  with  the  thing  in  his  hand,  he  should  not  be   suffered  to 
purge  himself,  but  be  judged  pro  convicto :  all  which  were  granted,  except  only  in  cases 
of  theft,  burning,  murder,  homicide,  and  manifest  and  notorious   robberies,    in   which 
the  order  of  the   law  of  England  was  to  be  observed.     The  king  afhxed  his   seal    to 
it,  and  so  executed  it  rather  in  the  form  of  a  charter  than  an  act  of  parliament.     Thus 
was  the  judicial  polity  of  the  principality  settled  in  the  form  in  which  it  continued  till 
the  reign  of  Hen.  VIII.,  when  some  further  steps  were  taken  for  uniting  it  more  closely 
with  England,  by  a  fuller  participation  of  our  laws." 

The  statute  here  referred  to  is  the  12th  Edward  I.  Under  this  statute  the  principality 
was  governed  till  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.,  when  divers  others  were  enacted,  making  a 
more  complete  division  of  the  country  into  counties,  drawing  it  more  closely  to  England, 
by  assimilating  the  courts  and  laws  to  those  of  England,  and  giving  the  king  more  un- 
limited authority  over  it.  These  acts  were  the  26th,  27th,  34th,  and  35th  of  Hen.  VIII. ; 
the  principal  provisions  of  which  latter  are  summed  up  by  Mr.  Reeves,  vol.  4,  p.  200. 

"  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  said  to  have  been  granted  at  the  humble  suit  and 
petition  of  the  king's  subjects  in  Wales.  It  declares,  that  Wales,  consistent  with  the 
late  revolution  effected  there,  should  consist  of  twelve  counties  ;  the  eight  ancient  coun- 
ties, that  is,  Glamorgan,  Carmarthen,  Pembroke,  Cardigan,  Flint,  Carnarvon,  Avglesea, 
and  Merioneth  ;  and  the  four  new  ones,  that  is,  Radnor,  Brecknock,  Montgomery,  and 
Denbigh ;  and  that  the  limitations  of  hundreds,  as  settled  by  the  commissioners  appointed 
according  to  the  late  act  (27  Hen.  VIII.)  should  be  observed. 

"  As  to  the  judicature  of  the  country,  it  directs,  that  there  should  continue  a  president 
and  council,  as  before  ;  that  a  sessions,  to  be  called  the  king's  great  sessions  in  Wales,, 
shall  be  held  twice  a  year  in  every  county ;  that  this  court  shall  hold  pleas  of  the  crowns 
in  as  ample  manner  as  the  king's  bench  ;  and  pleas  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  as  com- 
pletely as  the  common-pleas  in  England.  The  detail  of  regulations  made  by  this  act  may 
be  stated  briefly,  as  follow  :  the  sessions  is  to  last  six  days  ;  days  are  to  be  given  from 
day  to  day,  and  from  sessions  to  sessions,  at  the  discretion  of  the  justices.  There  is  to 
be  an  original  and  judicial  seal  (for  the  different  circuits),  to  seal  all  original  and  judicial 
writs  and  processes  ;  the  teste  of  every  bill  and  judicial  process  to  be  under  the  names  of 
the  justices.  All  actions,  real  and  mixed,  are  to  be  by  original.  Personal  actions  above 
forty  shillings,  may  be  either  by  original  or  by  bill;  those  under  are  to  be  always  by 
bill.  Original  bills  are  to  be  sealed  with  the  judicial  seal.  Fines  of  land  with  procla,* 
mations  levied  before  justices  there,  are  to  be  of  the  same  force  as  fines  in  the  common-- 
pleas.  Errors  of  judgments  before  the  great  sessions  in  pleas  real  and  mixed,  are  to  be 
brought  by  writ  of  error  into  the  king's  bench  in  England  ;  in  pleas  personal,  to  be 
reformed  by  bills  before  the  president  and  council.  No  execution  to  be  stayed  bv  writ  of 
false  judgment ;  but  in  case  the  judgment  is  reversed,  restitution  is  to  be  made.  When 
there  are  many  personal  actions  which  cannot  be  tried  at  the  great  sessions,  it  was 
ordained,  that,  for  dispatch,  they  may  be  heard  at  a  petty  sessions  before  the  deputy- 
justices  there  ;  and  further,  that  no  suit  shall  be  prosecuted  by  bill  before  the  saic£ 
justices,  under  twenty  shillings.  The  fees  of  officers,  for  the  execution  of  process  and 
drawing  the  proceedings,  were  fixed  by  the  statute,  with  authority  however  to  the 
justices  to  alter  them  at  their  discretion. 
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*  In  order  to  communicate  to  Wales  all  the  privileges  enjoyed  by  English  subjects,  it 
was  ordained  by  stat.  27  Hen.  VIII.  c.  26,  that  two  knights  should  be  chosen  for  the 
county,  and  one  burgess  for  the  town  of  Monmouth  ;  that  one  knight  should  be  chosen 
for  the  county  of  Brecknock,  Radnor,  Montgomery,  and  Denbigh,  and  for  every  other 
county  in  Wales  ;  and  one  burgess  for  every  shire  town,  except  Merioneth.  These 
elections  were  to  be  as  in  England,  with  the  same  fees  and  allowances. 

*'  There  was  a  statute  for  better  ordering  the  collection  of  the  wages  of  knights  and 
burgesses  in  Wales  and  Monmouth.  It  seems  that  the  wages  of  a  knight  was  now  four 
shillings  a-day,  that  of  a  burgess  two  shillings,  and  it  continued  from  their  setting  out 
to  their  return  home,  with  the  cost  of  their  writs,  and  other  fees  and  charges.  There 
were  two  writs  ;  one,  de  solutione  focdi  mititis  parliamenti ;  and  another,  de  solutiorte  faedi 
burgensis  parliamenti.  These  used  to  be  sued  out  by  the  member  ;  and  by  this  act  the 
sheriff,  mayor,  or  other  head- officer,  was  to  make  his  payment  within  two  months  after 
such  writ  delivered  to  him." 

Wales  contains  the  four  bishoprics  of  St.  David's,  Llandaff,  Bangor,  and  St.  Asaph, 
the  greater  part  being  in  the  Province  of  Canterbury. 

By  an  Act  of  the  first  of  William  IV.  c.  70,  an  alteration  is  made  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice,  by  abolishing  the  Welsh  circuits  and  Welsh  judges,  and  adopting  for 
all  Wales  and  Chester  two  circuits,  called  the  Northern  Circuit  and  the  Southern  Circuit, 
and  adding  three  new  judges  to  the  English  bench,  which  bench  of  judges  now  perform 
their  functions  over  Wales  as  well  as  England.  This  is  the  last  act  of  the  English  par- 
liament concerning  the  principality,  which  is  thus  closely  incorporated  with  England. 
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An  island  and  county  in  North  Wales, 
separated  from  Caernarvonshire,  by  a 
long  narrow  strait,  called  the  Menai, 
and,  on  the  other  side,  bounded  by  the 
Irish  sea  ;  about  24  miles  long,  and  18 
broad.  It  has  a  few  small  streams,  hut 
no  rivers.  It  is  divided  into  six  hun- 
dreds :  Llyfon,  Maltreath,  Menai,  Taly- 
bolion,  Turcelyn,  and  Tyndsethwy.  It 
has  four  market  towns,  Newburgh,  Beau- 
maris, Llanerchymedd,  and  Holyhead ; 
and  it  is  in  the  Province  op  Can- 
terbury, the  Diocese  of  Bangor, 
and  in  the  Northern  Circuit.  It 
sends  two  members  to  parliament,  one 
for  the  county,  and  one  for  the  town  of 
Beaumaris.  This  county  is  said  to  have 
formerly  borne  the  Welsh  name  of  Yyns 
Dowyll  (the  Shady  Island),  from  its 
numerous  groves ;  these  groves,  how- 
ever, do  not  exist  now,  the  general  fea- 
ture of  the  county  being  bareness  of 
wood,  and  flatness  rather  than  hilliness. 
The  agriculture  of  it  has  been  much  im- 
proved of  late;  its  soil  is,  for  the  most 
part,  a  good  sandy  loam,  yielding  good 
barley  and  oats,  and  producing  food  for 
a  great  deal  more  cattle  than  is  con- 
sumed in   the  countv.     The  coast  is 


abundant  in  fish  of  several  kinds,  and 
mines  of  coal,  lead,  and  copper,  are 
worked ;  and  it  has  no  manufacturing 
towns.  Some  linen  and  woollen  cloths 
are  made,  but  by  individuals,  and  for 
their  own  use.

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A  county  of  South  Wales,  bounded  on 
the  North  by  Radnorshire,  on  the  East 
by  Herefordshire  and  Monmouthshire, 
on  the  South  by  Monmouthshire  and 
Glamorganshire,  and  on  the  West  by 
Cardiganshire  and  Carmarthenshire. 
It  is  about  35  miles  long  and  30  broad. 
Its  principal  rivers  are  the  Uske,  the 
Wye,  the  Irvon,  the  Tawe,  and  the 
Taf.  It  is  divided  into  six  hundreds  ; 
namely,  Builth,  Crickhowel,  Devyn- 
nock,  Merthyr,  Penkelly,  and  Tal- 
garth. It  has  four  market-towns  ;  Bre- 
con, Builth,  Crickhowel,  and  Hay.  It 
is  in  the  Province  of  Canterbury, 
in  the  Diocese  of  Llandaff,  and  in 
the  Southern  Circuit.  It  sends 
two  members  to  parliament,  one  for 
the  shire,  and  one  for  the  town  of 
Brecknock.     This  county  is,  like  most 


of  the  Welsh  counties,  mountainous. 
It  is  crossed  in  two  directions  by  ranges 
of  lofty  hills  ;  one  being  called  the 
Eppyyit- Hills,  the  other  Bannau  Brechei- 
nog,  or  the  Brecknockshire-Beacons. 
Another  chain,  not  so  extensive,  is  called 
Talgarth,  or  the  Black  Mountains.  The 
whole  county  consists  of  hill  and  dale, 
and  the  soil  is  various  accordingly.  The 
vale  of  Usk  is  a  sandy  loam  ;  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  county  is  stiff  loam 
mixed  with  clay  ;  the  vale  of  Wye  is  a 
brown  and  gravelly  loam  of  good  quality. 
The  agriculture  of  this  county  is  de- 
fective :  a  great  deal  of  Rye  is  grown, 
but  the  rotation  in  some  of  the  best 
parts  is  fallow,  wheat,  peas  or  barley, 
oats,  and  turnips.  The  cattle,  horses,  and 
the  sheep  of  the  county  are  small ;  the 
latter  grazing  in  great  flocks  upon  the

mountain  sheep-walks.  The  breed  of  all 
these  animals  is  mending-,  however,  very 
fast,  hy  crossing-  with  the  breeds  of  the 
neighbouring  county  of  Hereford.  The 
comparative  goodness  of  the  vales  and 
the. mountains  maybe  estimated  pretty 
accurately  by  the  fact  that,  whereas  the 
vales  let  frequently  at  from  fifteen  shil- 
lings to  a  guinea  an  acre,  the  mountains 
do  not  let  for  more  than  from  three  to 
seven  shillings  an  acre.  There  are  no 
mines  in  the  county,  but  there  are  ex- 
cellent quarries  of  stone  lor  building 
and  roofing  houses.  The  manufactures 
are  inconsiderable,  and  only  for  home 
use.

It  is  in 
the  Province  of  Canterbury,  in 
the  Diocese  of  St.  David's,  and 
in  the  Southern  Circuit.  It  sends 
two  members  to  parliament ;  one  for  the 
shire,  and  one  for  the  town  of  Cardigan. 
The  southern  and  western  parts  of  this 
county  are  more  level  than  the  gene- 
rality of  Wales,  but  in  the  northern 
part  it  is  mountainous,  barren,  andbleak. 
In  the  level  district,  the  higher  parts 
are  of  a  sandy  fertile  loam,  upon  a  sub- 
stratum of  a  blue,  slatey  rock.  In  the 
valleys  the  loam  is  much  darker,  and 
is  stiff  and  deep.  The  crops  are  princi- 
pally wheat,  barley,  oats,  turnips,  and 
potatoes.  The  northern  district  of  the 
county  is  composed  of  bleak,  drearv 
hills,  which  are  either  waste,  middling 
pasture,  or  plantation.  The  waste  and 
the  pasture  afford  grazing  of  poor  qua- 
lity for  an  innumerable  quantity  of  the 
little  black  cattle  which  we  see  in 
almost  every  fair  in  England,  andwhich, 
from  their  superior  hardiness,  are  used 
as  milch  cows  in  some  of  the  bleakest 
parts  of  our  country.  Very  large  flocks 
of  a  small  kind  of  sheep  are  also  pas- 
tared  on  these  hills.  There  are  lead 
mines  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Aberyst- 
with,  which  formerly  produced  con- 
siderable quantities  of  silver.  The 
chief  commerce  of  the  county  consists 
of  its  exports  of  this  lead,  of  wheat, 
oats,  and  butter,  all  to  the  Bristol 
markets.  Coarse  stockings  and  flannels 
are  the  only  manufactures,  and  these 
are  chiefly  for  home  use.

It  has  one 
borough,  and  four  other  market-towns, 
namely,  Carmarthen  (the  borough), 
Kidwelly,  Llandilo-fmr,  Llandovery, and 
Newcastle.  It  is  in  the  Province  of 
Canterbury,  in  the  Diocese  of  St. 
David's,  and  in  the  Southern  Cir- 
cuit. It  sends  two  members  to  par- 
liament, one  for  the  shire,  and  one  for 
the  borough  of  Carmarthen.  This  coun- 
ty is  also  mountainous.  It  has  a  range 
of  mountains  on  the  north,  skirting  the 
border  of  Brecknockshire ;  on  the  east- 
ward, it  has  the  continuation  of  the  chain 
called  the  Black  Mountains,  and  the 
Bettws  Mountains  stand  further  south- 


ward, on  the  borders  of  Glamorganshire, 
A  large  part  of  the  county  is  waste,  it  is 
pretty  well  wooded,  and  a  great  part  of 
the  cultivated  part  is  still  uninclosed. 
With  the  exception  of  the  mere  moun- 
tains, it  is  generally  fertile,  and  the 
farmers  are  esteemed  the  best  in  Wales. 
Great  efforts  have  been  made  of  late 
years  to  improve  the  course  of  agricul- 
ture by  gentlemen  inviting  Norfolk 
farmers  to  live  under  them  ;  and  in  the 
breed  of  oxen  and  sheep,  the  cattle  from 
Herefordshire,  and  the  sheep  of  that 
county  and  of  the  South  Downs,  have 
been  introduced  for  the  purpose  of  effect- 
ing improvement.  The  mountains  are 
barren  of  wrood,  but  they  supply  a  mode- 
rate living  to  very  large  flocks  of  small 
sheep.  The  native  oxen  and  horses  are 
also  small,  but  are  bred  in  great  numbers 
bv  the  Carmarthenshire  farmers.  Here 
are  coal-mines,  and  excellent  quarries  of 
stone.  Its  commerce  consists  in  exports 
of  wrought-iron,  coals,  and  stone,  with 
some  corn  and  butter,  for  the  Bristol 
market.    The  manufactures  consist  (ex- 
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cepting  of  the  wrought-iron)    of  stock- 
ings and  flannels  for  borne  use.

CAERNARVONSHIRE. 


A  county  of  North  Wales,  surrounded  on 
all  sides  by  the  sea,  excepting  on  the 
east,  where  it  is  bounded  by  Denbigh- 
shire and  a  small  part  of  Merionethshire. 
It  is  about  45  miles  long  and  13  broad. 
It  is   divided  into   ten    hundreds.     Its 
principal  river  is  the  Conway.     It  has 
one  city,  Bangor,  one  borough,  Caernar- 
von,    and    four    other    market    towns, 
namely,  Aberconway,  Nevin,  Pwllheli, 
and  Crickeith.     It  is  in  the  Province 
of  Canterbury,    in    the    Diocese    of 
Bangor,  and  in  the   Northern  Cir- 
cuit.    It  sends  two  members   to  par- 
liament,  one  for  the  shire,   and  one  for 
the  borough   of  Caernarvon.     The    as- 
pect of  this  county  is  very  mountainous, 
the  mountains  becoming  precipices   in 
many  places,  and  the  vales  being  narrow 
and  long.     The  famous  chain   of   hills 
called  Snowdon  is  in  this  county.     The 
agriculture  of  Caernarvonshire  is  neces- 
sarily of  the  pastoral  kind  ;  or,  at  least, 
so  large  a  part  of  it  i3  under-pasture  of 
one  sort  or  another,  that  dairy-farming, 
and  cattle,  horse   and  sheep  breeding, 
are  the  occupations  of  the  Caernarvon- 
shire farmer.       Where  corn   is   grown, 
the  principal  crops  are  barley  and  oats. 
The  horned  cattle  are  smaller  still  than 
those  of  the    neighbouring    county   of 
Anglesea,  and  the  sheep  are  exceedingly 
diminutive,   a  fleece  of  their  wool  not 
weighing  more  than  two  pounds.    Many 
goats  are  reared  with  the  sheep,  but  not 
so  many  as  formerly.     Wool  is  a  great 


article  of  produce  of  the  county,  and 
employment  is  found  throughout  the 
year  for  a  great  many  hands  in  carding 
and  spining  the  wool  of  the  flocks,  and 
from  this  is  also  manufactured  large 
quantities  of  coarse  cloth,  stockings,  and 
linsey-woolsey.  The  trade  of  the  county 
consists  of  its  exports  of  these,  together 
with  some  of  its  natural  productions, 
such  as  slate  and  stone  ;  but  it  is  from 
the  sale  of  black  cattle  that  it  derives  its 
main  riches,  and  these  are  sent  to  the 
fairs  of  the  English  counties.  It  has  no 
mines  of  any  consequence.

BANGOR  is  a  city  of  North  Wales,  in  the 
county  of  Caernarvon,  and  251  miles 
north-west  of  London.  This  city  is 
situated  between  two  ridges  of  rocks,  in 
a  long  narrow  valley  which  opens  to  the 
Menai  ;  it  consists  of  one  long  street  of 
well-built  houses  roofed  with  slate,     lc 
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is  therefore  a  very  pretty  place,  and 
being  near  the  high-road  to  Holyhead, 
is  much  visited  by  strangers.     It  was 
once  a  considerable  town,  the  evidences 
of  which  are  frequently  met  with  in  the 
foundations  of  houses    that  have  been 
found    on    digging   the   ground   of  the 
neighbourhood  :    indeed,    it    is   pretty 
well  ascertained  that  it  must  formerly 
have  reached  as  far  as  the  Ferry,  called 
Bangor  Ferry.     Its  antiquity  is  thought 
to  be  very  great,  but  nothing  positive  as 
to  its  history  previous  to  tbe  year  525 
is   ascertained.     At  that  time    Deiniol 
founded  a  monastery  there,  which  was 
afterwards  well  endowed  by  Maelgwyn 
Gwynedd.  The  celebrated  Earl  of  Chester 
built  a  strong  castle  on  a  rocky  eminence 
near  the  Menai,  of  which  the  ruins  may 
.still  be  seen.  Out  of  the  monastery  arose 
the   Bishopric  of  Bangor,  and  the  ori- 
ginal founder  became   the  first  bishop. 
The  diocese  now  comprises  all  Caernar- 
vonshire, except  four  parishes,  all  An- 
glesea,  half  of  Merionethshire,  fourteen 
parishes  of  Denbighshire,  and  seven  of 
Montgomeryshire.     The  cathedral  (with 
the  town)   has  stood  many  vicissitudes. 
It  was  destroyed  in  1071  by  the  English. 
When    King  John  invaded   Wales    in 
1210,  he  seized  the  then  bishop,   Ro- 
bert  de    Shrewsbury,    and    made  him 
pay  a  ransom  of  500  hawks.     It  suffered 
again  in  the  reigns  of  Henry  III.,   and 
Henry   IV. ;    and,    in  the  insurrection 
under  Owen  Glendwr,  it  was  laid   in 
ruins.      In  1192  the   present   building 
was   begun  by  Bishop   Dean,    and,    in 
1532,  the  body  and  steeple  were  erected 
by  Bishop  Skeffington.     It  stands  in  a 
large  court,  surrounded  by  a  wall,  and 
consists  of  a  choir,  nave,  transept,  two 
aisles,  and  a  square  tower.     The  win- 
dows were  handsomely  ornamented  with 
stained  glass,  but,  in  the  civil  wars  of 
Charles  I.,  the  soldiers  destroyed  these 
amongst  other   things.     In   the  inside 
there  are  a  few  monuments,  the  most 
conspicuous  being  one  of  Owen  Gwynedd, 
one    of  the   ancient  kings    of    Wales. 
Before   the   Reformation   there   was    a 
Dominican  Friary  here,  founded  in  1276, 
but  granted  by  Edward  VI.  to  one  Tho- 
mas Brown,  who  disposed  of  it  for  a 
"free  school*  to  which  use  it  is  still  put. 
There  is  an  Hospital,  which  was  esta- 
blished  by  Bishop    Rowlands   for    six 
poor  men  ;  and  a  Dispensary  founded  at 
the  last  Jubilee,   by  the  people  of  Ban- 
gor.     A    very    neat    and   commodious 
bishop's  palace,  built  by  Bishop  Skef- 
fington, stands  a  little  below  the  cathe- 
dral. The  popula.  is  3,579.  The  markets 


are  held  on  Wednesday,  and  the  fairs  on 
April  5,  June  25,  cattle.

It  sends  two  members  to 
parliament,  one  for  the  shire,  and  one 
for  the  town  of  Denbigh.  The  western 
and  the  northern  parts  of  this  county 
are  mountainous,  but  some  districts  in 
the  south  and  south-east  are  pretty 
level,  and  are  fine  pasture-lands.  In 
the  south-western  part  the  country  is 
well-wooded.  The  proprietors  of  land 
in  this  county  seem  to  be  very  desirous 
of  improving  the  system  of  farming,  for 
there  are  many  societies  for  the  im- 
provement of  agriculture  in  the  differ- 
ent districts.  It  is  essentially  a  grazing 
county,  not  more  than  one-third  of  it 
being  arable  land.    Its  agricultural  pro- 


duce is  corn,  cattle,  and  cheese.  It 
has  mines  of  coal,  iron,  lead  ;  quarries 
of  excellent  slate  and  building  stone  ; 
but,  of  the  mines,  the  coal  only  are  of 
much  value.  Its  manufactures  are  coarse 
cloths,  flannels,  and  stockings,  all  ma- 
nufactured out  of  the  wool  of  the 
county,  and  in  these  articles  it  has  a 
pretty  good  trade.

The  rivers  of  this  county  are  the  Dee, 
the  Clwyd,  the  Alun,  the  Terrig,  the 
Wheler,  and  the  Elwy.  It  contains  five 
market  towns,  namely,  Flint,  St.  Asaph, 
Mold,  Caerwis,  and  Holywell.  It  is  in 
the  Province  of  Canterbury,  in  the 
Dioceses  of  St.  Asaph  and  Chester, 
and  in  the  Northern  Circuit;  and  it 
sends  two  members  to  parliament,  one 
for  the  shire,  and  one  for  the  borough  of 
Flint.  This  is  by  far  the  smallest  county 
of  Wales.  It  is  hilly,  if  not  moun- 
tainous ;  but  especially  on  the  shore  of 
the  Dee.  These  hills  are  every-where 
intermixed  with  valleys,  not  ill-wooded, 
bearing  good  crops  of  wheat  and  barley, 
and  excellent  pasture  ;  but  it  is  in  the 
latter  particularly  that  the  county 
abounds,  four-sixths  of  it  being  grazing 
land,  one-sixth  arable,  and  the  rest 
waste.  The  soil  of  the  valleys  varies 
from  a  clayey  loam  to  a  gravelly  loam. 
The  mountains  produce  coal,  lead,  free- 
stone, and  limestone.  The  two  former 
are  exported  to  Chester  in  great  abun- 
dance. It  has  no  manufactures  of  any 
consequence.

ST.  ASAPH,  a  city  of  North  Wales,  is 
situated  on  a  small  elevation  between  the 
rivers  Clwyd  and  Elwy,  in  the  county  of 
Flint,  and  at  the  distance  of  209  miles 
north-west  from  London.  The  town  it- 
self is  a  very  poor  place,  the  houses 
very  low  and  small,  and  ranged  in  one 
long  street ;  but  the  surrounding  coun- 
try is  beautiful,  healthful,  and  fertile. 
The  diocese  comprises  the  whole  of 
Flintshire  except  three  or  four  parishes, 
all  Denbighshire  except  the  Deanery  of 
Dryffryn  Clwyd  and  three  chapelries, 
half  the  couuty  of  Merioneth,   three 


parishes    in    Caernarvon  shire,    thirty- 
seven  in  Montgomeryshire,  and  eleven 
in  Shropshire.     This  is  a  very  ancient 
see,  owing  its  origin  to  one  Kentigern, 
to  whom  the  site  of  St.  Asaph  was  given 
by    Maelgwyn    Gwynedd,     Prince    of 
North  Wales  in  560.     His  institutions 
were  a   Cathedral  and  a  College,  over 
which  he  placed  Assa,  or  Asaph  ;  but  it 
is  not  recorded  that  any  prelate  was  re- 
gularly consecrated  to  the   see  till  the 
12th  century,  the  cause  of  which  is  sup- 
posed to  be  the  continual  violent  dissen- 
sions,   sometimes    from     invasion    by 
foreigners,     sometimes     purely     civil, 
which  distracted  the  country  up  to,   and 
for  some  time  after,   the  reign  of  Wil- 
liam I.     The  first  prelate  was  Gilbert, 
and  he  was   succeeded  by  Geoft'ry   of 
Monmouth.     The  original  cathedral  was 
a  building  of  wood,   and  this  was  re- 
placed by  one  built  of  stone,  which  be- 
ii.g  burned  down  in  1282,  was  succeeded 
by  another  that  was  also  burned  down 
after  standing   about   120   years.     The 
ruins  of  this  latter  remained   nearly  a 
century  untouched,  and  then  the   pre- 
sent building  was  begun.     It  is  neither 
large    nor  conspicuous  for  its  beauty ; 
though,  in  its  eastern  main  window,  it 
has  some  very  handsome  stained  glass, 
and  some  tracery  in  imitation  of  parts  of 
Tintern  Abbey  in  Monmouthshire.     It 
has  a  nave,  two  aisles,  and  a  transept, 
and  a  square  tower  ninety  feet  high.    A 
bishop's  palace  has  been  newly  erected, 
the  old  one  having  been  suffered  to  go 
to  decay.     The   town  is  wholly  unim- 
portant as   to  trade  and  manufactures.

GLAMORGANSHIRE. 


A  mahitime  county  of  South  Wales,  hounded 
on  the  north  by  Brecknockshire  and  part 
of  Carmarthenshire ;  on  the  east  hy 
Monmouthshire  ;  on  the  south  by  the 
Bristol  Channel ;  ahd  on  the  west  by 
Carmarthenshire.  It  is  about  48  miles 
in  length,  and  about  28  in  breadth.  It 
is  divided  into  eleven  hundreds,  namely, 
Caerphilly,  Cowbridge,  Dinas,  Powis, 
Kibber,  Llangwelack,  Miskin,  Neath, 
Newcastle,  Ogmore,  and  Swansea.  Its 
principal  rivers  are,  the  Rhymny,  the 
Taff,  the  Ogmore,  the  Avon,  the  Neath, 
and  the  Tavey.  It  has  one  city,  Llan- 
daff,  and  nine  market  towns,  Bridgend, 
Caerphilly,  Llantrissaint,  Merthyr-Tyd- 
vil,  Cardiff,  Swansea,  Cowbridge,  Neath, 
and  Penrice.  It  is  in  the  Province 
of  Canterbury,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Llandaff,  and  in  the  Southern  Cm- 
cuiT.  It  sends  two  members  to  parlia- 
ment, one  for  Cardiff,  and  one  tor  the 
shire.  This  county  is  mountainous  in 
the  whole  of  the  northern  part,  that  is, 
north  of  Llantrissaint  and  Neath.  The 
mountains  are  bleak  and  woody;  but 
with,  here  and  there,  comparatively  fer- 
tile valleys.  The  woods  are  valuable, 
particularly  where  they  are  in  the  vici- 
nity of  coal  and  iron  mines,  and  the 
waste  parts  of  the  mountains  serve  as  a 
sheep-walk,  and  as  a  sort  of  pasturage 
for  herds  of  cattle  during  a  great  part  of 
the  year.  The  soil  of  the  mountainous 
district  is  a  dark  peat  earth,  diversified 
by  brownish  gravel ;  that  of  the  low- 
land district,  or  the  vale  of  Glamorgan, 
is,  generally  speaking,  a  fertile  brown 
loam  upon  clay.     A  great  part  of  the 


northern  part  of  the  county  is  unin- 
closed,  and  used  as  waste  by  the  farmers 
who  occupy  small  farms  in  the  valle}rs. 
These  valley-farms  produce  good  wheat 
and  barley,  but  the  system  of  farming  is 
that  of  growing  these  crops  till  the  land 
will  bear  no  more,  then  laying  it  up  for 
fallow.  In  the  southern  parts  a  different 
.*ystem  is  pursued.  Here  wheat,  barley, 
and  oats  are  also  grown, and  in  good  quan- 
tity, but  turnips,  vetches,  and  mangel- 
wurzel,  are  grown  in  their  turn.  Two  fifths 
of  this  county  is  arable,  the  rest,  for  the 
greater  part,  pasture,  either  good  or  infe- 
rior. The  cattle  are  of  a  very  good  kind, 
generally  brown  or  black,  good  feeders, 
and  the  cows  producing  milk  in  good 
quantity.  The  horses  are  strong,  very 
active,  and  not  so  undersized  as  in  other 
parts  of  Wales,  and  the  sheep  have  been 
improved  till  they  are  really  good  both  in 
carcase  and  in  wool.  The  mines  are  of 
coal  and  iron.  Its  principal  manufacture 
is  of  iron.  The  chief  iron-works  are  at 
Merthyr  Tydvil  and  Cyfartha.  There 
are  manufactories  of  copper  at  Aberavon, 
Neath,  and  Swansea.  At  Swansea  there 
is  a  large  manufactory  of  earthenware; 
and  woollens  are- manufactured  at  Bridg- 
end, and  this,  as  well  as  flannels,  are 
manufactured  in  other  places,  chiefly  for 
home  use.  The  chief  articles  of  expor- 
tation are  coals,  iron,  and  copper.

LLANDAFF  is  a  very  ancient  city  of 
South  Wales.  It  is  162  miles  W.  from 
London,  and  is  situated  in  a  beautiful 
country  immediately  on  the  banks  of  the 
Tuf,  from  which  circumstance  etymo- 
logists derive  its  name.  It  is,  as  a 
town,  a  poor  miserable  thing,  consist- 
ing of  nothing  but  a  cluster  of  poor 
cottages,  with  here-and-there  a  some- 
what superior  house,  and  its  only  trade 
is  that  carried  on  by  the  very  few  shop- 
keepers of  the  place,  who  'supply  it 
with  necessaries.  The  see  is  reported 
to  be  very  ancient  indeed ;  founded  in 
the  year  180  ;  but  of  this  there  is  not 
sufficient  proof.  It  is  said  by  Tanner, 
however,  to  have  been  founded  by  St. 
Dubritius,  in  the  year  522,  and  it  now 
comprises  the  chief  part  of  Glamorgan- 
shire, and  all  Monmouthshire,  except 
seven  parishes.  The  only  attraction  in 
this  city  is  its  elegant  cathedral,  which 
is  of  architecture  partly  Gothic,  partly 
Saxon,  and  partly  Norman.  The  west- 
ern front  is  extremely  beautiful ;  over  a 
handsome  door-porch  is  a  figure  stand- 
ing upon  a  stone  tablet,  one  hand  partly 
raised,  and  the  other  holding  the  pasto- 
ral staff,  and  with  a  mitre  on  the  head. 
This  is  supposed  to  be  the  figure  of  one 
of  the  earlier  bishops  of  Llandaft*. 
Above  it  are  some  very  elogant  lancet- 
shaped  windows,  and  above  these  an- 
other figure,  but  in  a  sitting  posture, 
and  holding  a  book  in  one  hand.  A  very 
ancient  and  beautiful  cross  forms  the 
summit  of  this  front.  On  each  side 
were  two  handsome  towers,  one  only 
of  which  now  remains,  and  this  one 
was  very  much  damaged  by  a  storm  in 
17  03.  The  whole  length  of  this  build- 
ing is  300  feet,   and  the  breadth   80. 


Several  persons  of  note  have  been  bu- 
ried here,  and  their  monuments  are 
preserved  in  the  interior  of  the  cathe- 
dral. Near  to  the  cathedral  are  the 
ruins  of  an  ancient,  palace  of  the  bishops. 
It  is  said  to  have  been  destroyed  by 
Owen  Glendwr  in  his  insurrection. 
Population  is  1,138.  The  fairs  are  held 
on  Feb.  9,  Whit-Monday,  cattle  and 
stockings.

The  coun- 
ty sends  one  member  to  parliament. 
This  is  an  exceedingly  mountainous, 
barren,  and  bleak  county.  The  climate 
is  cold,  the  hills  being  covered  with 
snow  during  some  months  of  the  year. 
Of  the  whole  extent  of  country  com- 
prised in  this  county,  not  one  half  is  in 
any  way  enclosed,  and  not  above  one- 
eighth  is  arable.  It  is  said  to  have  been 
pretty  well  wooded  formerly,  but  that 
is  not  the  case  now.  The  soil  of  the 
mountains  is  a  shallow,  light  loam  upon 
rocks  ;  that  of  the  valleys  and  low-lands 
a  peaty  or  clayey  loam.  The  agriculture 
of  the  county  is  mere  breeding  and 
grazing  of  cattle  and  sheep  ;  the  former 
in  the  valleys  and  level  tracts,  and  the 
latter  on  the  hills,  where  they  mix  with 
herds  of  goats.  The  manufactures  of 
the  county  are  inconsiderable  as  exports. 
They  consist  of  those  of  inferior  wool- 


len goods,  of  strong  coarse  cloths, 
druggets,  kerseymeres,  flannels,  stock- 
ings, gloves,  wigs,  '&c,  manufactured 
from  the  wool  of  the  sheep  fed  on  the 
hills.

MONTGOMERYSHIRE. 


This  is  a  county  of  North  Wales.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  North  by  Denbighshire ; 
on  (he  East  and  North-east  by  Shrop- 
shire ;  on  the  South-east  by  Radnor- 
shire ;  on  the  South-west  by  Cardigan- 
shire, and,  on  the  West,  by  Merio- 
nethshire. It  is  about  35  miles  long, 
and  about  30  miles  broad.  It  is  divided 
into  nine  hundreds  ;  namely,  Cawrse,- 
Denddwr,  Llanfyllin,  Llanidloes,  Ma- 
chynlleth, Mathrafel,  Montgomery,  New- 
ton, and  Pool.  The  rivers  are,  the 
Traeth-bach,  the  Maw,  theDovey;  and 
the  sources  of  the  Wye  and  Severn  are 
in  this  county.  The  marlcet-towns  are, 
Llanydloes,  Llanvair,  Llanvyllen,  Ma- 
chynlleth, Montgomery,  Newtown,  and 
Welshpool.  It  is  in  the  Province 
of  Canterbury,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Bangor,  and  in  the  Northern  Circuit. 
The  county  returns  two  members  to  par- 
liament, one  for  the  shire,  and  one  for 
the  borough  of  Montgomery.  This  is  a 
very  mountainous  county:  the  midland, 
western,  and  south-western  parts  of  it 
are  particularly  barren  and  bleak,  and, 
therefore,  unfavourable  to  the  growth 
of  corn;  but  here  are,  nevertheless, 
some  narrow  and  very  fertile  valleys,  in 
■which  the  soil  is  deep  and  productive. 
The  eastern  part  of  the  county  is  less ' 
hilly  and  very  fertile,  and  agriculture 
is  there  in  a  better  state  than  in  any 
other  part  of  the  county.  The  soil  of 
the  valleys  is  chiefly  a  clayey  loam,  and 
that  of  the  hills  a  shallow  loam  upon  a 
rocky  substratum.  In  the  best  parts  of 
the  county,  the  crops  are  wheat,  barley, 
and  oats  ;  following  one  another  till  the 
soil  will  bear  no  more,  and  then  it  re- 


mains a  ley.  Turnips,  buckwheat,  vetches 
jjnd  peas,  have  been  long  introduced,  but 
they  are  not  generally  cultivated.  The 
cattle  of  Montgomery  are  of  two  kinds, 
the  brindled,  short-legged  native  breed, 
and  the  longer  and  larger  animal,  pro- 
duced by  a  cross  with  the  Devon.  There 
are  also  two  kinds  of  sheep ;  the  one 
peculiar  to  the  Kerry  hills,  an  ill-pro- 
portioned animal,  but  producing  very 
good  wool ;  the  other,  a  black-faced, 
fine-woolled  sheep,  bred  on  a  mountain- 
ous ridge,  beginning  near  Welshpool. 
There  are  twro  or  three  breeds  of  horses ; 
a  little,  almost  wild  animal,  that  roves 
about  the  mountains,  and  that  is  driven 
when  at  three  years  old  in  herds  to  the 
fairs  of  neighbouring  counties.  These 
are  called  merlyns,  and  they  are,  in  fact, 
ponies,  of  a  hardy  and  active  kind.  A 
larger  breed  than  this,  also  found  in 
Montgomery,  appears  like  a  cross  be- 
tween the  merlvn  and  the  English  horse. 
There  is  still  another  breed,  that  is 
said  to  originate  in  a  cross  between  the 
native  horses  and  some  Spanish  horses 
that  were  imported  in  this  country  from 
Spain.  Montgomery  is  the  best  wooded 
county  in  Wales.  There  are  no  mines 
of  consequence  in  it.  The  manufacture 
of  flannels  it  has  long  been  famous  for  : 
it  is  carried  on  wholly  in  the  south- 
western part  of  it,  and,  principally, 
near  Llanydloes.  This  manufacture  was 
formerly  carried  on  entirely  by  hand, 
but,  of  late,  mills  for  carding  have 
been  erected  on  the  divers  streams  fa- 
vourable for  the  purpose,  and  manufac- 
tories at  Newtown,  Welshpool,  and 
other  places,  have  nearly  taken  it  out  of 
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the  hands  of  the  farmers  and  cottagers, 
who  used  to  carry  on  the  manufacture 
in  their  own  respective  houses.

The  principal 
rivers  are,  the  Eastern  and  Western 
Cleddans,  the  Gwaine,  the  Biran,  the 
Kiog,  the  Nevern,  and  the  Radford. 
The  market-towns  are,  St.  David's, 
Haverfordwest,  Fishguard,  Kilgerran, 
Narberth,  Milford,  Newport,  Pembroke, 
Tenby.  It  is  in  the  Province  of  Can- 
terbury, in  the  Diocese  of  St.  Da- 
vid's, and  in  the  Southern  Circuit. 
It  sends  three  members  to  parliament, 
one  for  the  shire,  and  one  each  for  the  bo- 


roughs of  Pembroke  and  Haverfordwest. 
This  county,  though  hilly,  is  not  moun- 
tainous, like  the  majority  of  Welsh  coun- 
ties. There  is,  to  be  sure,  one  ridge  of 
lofty  hlils,  running  from  Fishguard  in 
Carmarthenshire,  which  are  called  the 
Percelly  mountains.  The  soils  vary  : 
they  are  chiefly  these  :  strong  red  loam 
with  reddish  clay  beneath  ;  dark  grey 
loam  with  blue  rock  beneath ;  and  a 
spongy  peat  with  clay  underneath.  The 
crops  most  usual  are,  wheat,  barley,  and 
oats,  and  little  or  no  manure.  The 
farmers  crop  their  land  till  it  will  no 
longer  bear  a  crop,  and  then  they  suffer 
it  to  resc.  There  is  a  great  deal  of 
common-land  in  this  county,  and  it  is 
used  as  sheep-walk,  or  as  grazing-land 
for  cattle  ;  the  woods  are  chiefly  in  the 
middle  of  the  county,  but  they  are  not 
2L 
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extensive.  The  homed  cattle  of  Pem- 
brokeshire are  of  a  very  superior  qua- 
lity :  they  are  black,  and  not  very  large, 
but  are  well  known  in  England,  and  are 
sought  after  at  the  English  fairs.  The 
horses  also  are  good  ;  a  strong  and  active 
little  animal,  well  suited  to  the  saddle, 
and  otherwise  exceedingly  useful.  The 
sheep  are  not  of  any  particular  breed. 
There  are  no  mines  of  any  consequence 
in  the  county  ;  and  there  are  no  manu- 
factures worth  mentioning.

ST.  DAVIDS,  a  city  of  South  Wales, 
and  distant  271  miles  W.  by  N.  from 
London,  is  situated  on  a  promontory 
jetting  out  into  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and 
having  St.  George's  channel  to  the 
north,  and  the  Bristol  channel  to  the 
south.  As  a  town,  it  is  a  place  of  no 
earthly  consequence,  consisting  of  no- 
thing more  than  a  broken  line  of  poor 
cottages,  with  here-and-there  a  dwelling 
something  superior  to  the  rest.  For- 
merly a  really  grand  place,  it  now  re- 
tains nothing  but  the  traces  of  that 
grandeur ;  such  as  the  ruins  of  whole 
streets  and  lanes  in  all  directions  in  its 
vicinity,  the  names  even  of  many  of 
which  tradition  has  not  preserved.  At 
the  western  extremity  of  the  main  street, 
there  stands  an  ancient  cross,  round 
which  it  was  the  custom,  from  time 
immemorial,  to  hold  the  weekly  mar™ 
kets  and  the  fairs,  but  the  place  having 
become  so  little  populous  as  not  to  re- 
quire the  market,  the  fairs  only  are  now 
held  here.  St,  Davids  was,  for  a  long 
period,  an  archbishoprick,  having  seven 
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suffragan  bishopricks.  It  has  been, 
however,  many,  many  years  a  simple 
bishoprick,  the  diocese  consisting  of  the 
whole  counties  of  Pembroke,  Carmar- 
then, Brecknock,  and  Radnor,  with 
parts  of  the  counties  of  Monmouth,  He- 
reford, Montgomery,  and  Glamorgan. 
The  early  history  of  this  city  is  involved 
in  great  obscurity,  but  the  popular  opi- 
nion is,  that  St.  David,  the  son  of  a 
prince  of  Cardigan,  after  studying  in 
the  Isle  of  Wi»-ht,  came  here  (this 
being  his  native  place)  and  founded  a 
monastery,  which  in  the  course  of  time 
became  an  archiepiscopal  see,  and  Da- 
vid its  archbishop.  It  is  certain,  that 
the  shrine  of  St.  David  was  held  in 
great  repute  by  pilgrims,  who,  of  all 
degrees,  visited  it  in  great  numbers. 
Amongst  them  was  William  I.,  Henry 
11.,  and  Edward  I.  The  cathedral,  to- 
gether with  the  residences  of  the  clergy 
and  the  burying-ground,  are  within  a 
walled-in  space  of  nearly  a  mile  in  cir- 
cumference, and  which  has  four  hand- 
some entrance-gates,  named  Bunning's- 
Gate,  Patrick's-Gate,  Tower-Gate,  and 
White-Gate.  The  cathedral  itself  is  a 
large  Gothic  building,  in  the  form  of  a 
cross,  having  a  lofty  square  tower,  sur- 
mounted by  square  pinnacles.  In  the 
inside  are  several  handsome'  monuments 
of  renowned  persons  :  one  of  Rhys  ab 
Gruffydd,  Prince  of  South  Wales,  in 
1196  ;  one  of  Bishop  Morgan,  and  one 
of  Bishop  Gower,  both  these  prelates 
having  been  conspicuous  benefactors  of 
the  see;  and  one  of  Edmund  Tudor, 
Earl  of  Richmond.  In  the  chancel  is 
the  shrine  of  St.  David,  with  four  re- 
cesses in  which  his  votaries  used  to 
deposit  their  offerings.  These  monu- 
ments are  in  pretty  good  preservation, 
though  they  were  despoiled  of  all  that 
was  available  about  them  by  the  parlia- 
mentary army  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I. 
A  College  was  founded  here  for  a  Mas- 
ter and  Seven  Priests  or  Fellows,  by 
John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  and 
Bishop  Houghton.  This  was  dissolved 
by  Edward  VI.,  and  it  is  now  crown 
property,  and  leased  to  a  Mr.  Edwards, 
of  Sealyham.  The  only  part  of  the 
college  now  remaining  is  the  chapel, 
which  is  a  spacious,  and  must  have  been 
a  very  handsome  building.  The  bi- 
shop's palace  is  a  beautiful  and  ancient 
edifice,  standing  within  the  above-men- 
tioned wall,  and  a  little  way  off  on  the 
south-west  side  of  the  cathedral.  This 
palace  was  built  by  Bishop  Gower,  who 
was  bishop  of  the  see  in  1328.    Two 


sides  of  it  only  are  remaining  com- 
plete ;  but  these  are  sufficient  to  show 
how  grand  a  building  it  was  :  the  hall 
was  sixty  feet  long  by  twenty  broad ; 
the  kitchen  thirty-six  feet  long  by 
twenty-eight  broad,  and  an  apartment, 
called  King  John's  Hall,  was  ninety-six 
feet  long  by  thirty-three  broad !  At 
one  corner  of  this  hall  is  the  bishop's 
own  chapel,  and,  at  the  entrance  to  the 
hall,  are  imperfect  statues  of  Edward 
III.  and  his  queen.  The  whole  is  now 
in  a  ruinous  condition.  The  town  has 
no  manufactures,  and  its  trade  consists 
of  merely  a  little  indispensable  shop- 
keeping.

It 
sends  two  members  to  parliament,  one 
for  the  shire,  and  one  for  the  borough  of 
New  Radnor.  Radnorshire  is  not  moun- 
tainous, but  it  is  very  hilly.  The  soils 
are  various,  from  a  dark  grey  loam  to 
reddish  brown  and  deep  loam,  and  from 
that  to  a  spungy  worthless  peat  earth. 
About  the  vale  of  Radnor  is  some  of 
the  best  soil  of  the  county, — and  here 
wheat,  barley,  oats,  rye,  and  peas,  are 
cultivated.  The  mountain  and  waste 
lands  of  this  county  comprise  about 
two-thirds  of  it,  but  the  whole  of  this 
extensive  tract  is  pretty  good  sheep - 
walk.  The  arable  about  one-sixth,  and 
the  pasture  and  woods  another  sixth. 
The  horned  cattle  of  Radnorshire  are 
small,  of  a  red  colour,  and  very  good. 
The  sheep  are  very  small,  very  hardy, 
and  excellent  meat.  The  horses  are 
also  small,  but,  like  all  Welsh  horses, 
active,  strong  and  hardy.  The  county 
contains  no  mines,  though  lead  and  cop- 
per ore  has  been  discovered  in  one  dis- 
trict of  it.  The  manufactures  are  coarse 
woollens,  and  flannels  and  stockings, 
which  the  labouring  people  make  for 
their  own  consumption.
